The  death  of  the  dowager  empress 
was  somewhat  sudden.  At  4  o'clock 
her  physicians  reported  no  change  In 
her  condition.  Emperor  William  and 
her  majesty's  other  children  were  In 
the  sick  room  most  of  the  day. 

Cowes,  Isle  of  Wight,  Aug.  5.— Ac- 
cording to  present  arrangements,  King 
Edward  will  start  for  Flushing.  Hol- 
land, on  the  royal  yacht  Osborne  Tues- 
day morning.  The  new  royal  yacht 
Victoria  and  Albert  will  accompany 
the  Osborne. 

The  usual  gaieties  of  Cowes  regatta 
week,  which  began  today,  are  almost 
entirely  absent.  By  royal  order  no 
dancing  of  any  kind  will  take  place  dur- 
ing the  week.  Entertaining  consists  of 
Impromptu  invitations  to  small  con- 
certs and  dinners  issued  an  hour  or 
two  beforehand.

u"y  special  desire  of  Dowager  Em- 
press Frederick,  Dr.  Waller,  the  Eng- 
lish chaplain  of  Homburg,  has  been 
funimoned. 

At  11:30  a.  m.  It  was  said  there  was 
no  change  in  the  empress'  condition. 
She  was  fully  conscious,  and  all  her 
children,  with  the  exception  of  Prince 
Henry,  who  is  at  Cadiz,  were  assembled 
In  the  sick  room. 

The  Eleventh  company  of  the 
Eightieth  regiment  of  infantry,  of 
which  the  Dowager  Empress  Frederick 
is  honorary  colonel,  also  has  been  or- 
dered here  to  do  duty  at  the  castle. 

The  authorities  of  Emden  have  issued 
a  notice  saying  that,  in  consequence  of 
the  condition  of  the  empress,  the  cere- 
monies in  connection  with  the  op-^nlng 
of  the  new  harbor  and  the  unveiling  of 
monuments  to  the  Great  Elector  and 
Frederick  the  Great,  have  been  Indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

Victoria  Adelaide  Mary  Louise,  the 
princess  royal  of  England.  Frederick, 
ex-empress  of  Germany,  and  latterly 
dowager  empress,  wa.s  born  Nov.  21, 
1840,  and  was  married  to  the  late  em- 
peror Frederick  III  of  Germany  on  Jan. 
25  1858.  and  had  seven  children  by  him. 
the  eldest  of  whom  Is  the  present  em- 
peror of  Germany.  She  was  In  her  61st 
year  During  the  life  of  her  husband 
she  was  one  of  the  most  striking  char- 
acters of  the  Berlin  court.  Her  mar- 
riage was  a  love  match  and  continued 
as  happily  as  In  the  honeymoon.  For 
several  years  past,  owing  to  the  giowlng 
Infirmities,  the  dowager  empress  was 
not  seen  much  at  public  functions.

Meotings  were  held  here  yesterday  of  both 
union  and  national  lodges,  which  are  com- 
j)o.<<ed  of  the  men  in  tho  National  rolling 
mill  and  the  Boston  Iron  &  Steel  mill, 
liolh  rolling  plants  of  the  National  Tube 
company.  The  rcFult  wa.s  that  279  new 
memlxTs  were  addetl  and  the  control  of 
tlic  rrillLs  l.«  settled.  Only  two  men  in  the 
lloston  mill  arc  vcw  outside  the  foM  and 
a    larK»>    majority   of   the    men   In    the    Na- 


tional mill  are  now  In  the  association. 
I'ltparations  are  Ix-lng  made  for  organ- 
Iz.itlon  ot  the  men  at  the  National  Kal- 
vnnlBlng  plant,  as  they  have  asked  for 
ailmlsslon  either  to  the  AmalKamatod^or 
the  Kofloratlon  of  I.«bor.  The  workmen 
are  all  apparently  anxious  to  go  out  and 
the  great  mills  of  the  tube  company  will 
he  closed  tig:htly  when  the  order  comes. 
Several  thousand  Poles  and  Huns  who 
were  tmv>loyed  as  lalK>rers  In  the  tube 
works  were  anxious  to  strike  and  will 
either  oe  formed  into  an  organization  of 
their  own  or  admitted  to  the  federation 
of  lab'T.  It  Is  pot  thought  that  the  order 
lor  a  strike  at  the  tube  works  wUl  come 
before  the  next  day  turn  comes  on  at  3 
o'clock  tomorrow  morning. 


Chicago,  Aug.  5.-After  a  visit  to 
President  McKlnley,  at  Canton,  Sena- 
tor CuUom  says  there  Is  not  likely  to 
be  any  general  tariff  legislation  next 
winter,  but  that  some  of  the  pending 
commercial  treaties  ought  to  pass  the 
senate.

A  WARM  TIME  FOR  IOWA 

■ ' A 

The  Gubernatorial  Convention  on  Wednesday  Wil 

Prove  a  Battle  Royal  With  Several 

Surprises  Predicted. 


Pittsburg.  Ang.  5.— Now  that  the  sus- 
pension induced  by  the  uncertainty  of 
the  outcome  In  the  strike  negotiations 
is  over,  there  is  less  excitement  here 
than  last  week  and  the  people  are 
looking  matters  squarely  in  the  face. 

Everybody    is      watching     President 
Shaffer,  as  it  is  recognized  that  from 
him  will  emanate  the  next  move  in  this 
great  struggle.     Speculation  is  now  rife 
when  he  will  issue  the  order  for  a  gen- 
eral strike  of  all  the  Amalgamated  men 
employed    In    the    mills   of   the    United 
States    Steel    corporation    plants.    Al- 
though he  did  not  say  so  today,  he  ex- 
pressed  not   long   ago    that    before   an 
order  for  a  strike  was  issued,  a  circu- 
lar letter  would  be  sent  out  from  the 
general  offlces  to  all  lodges  of  the  or- 
ganization,    explaining    the    situation, 
giving  a  report  of  all  that  occurred  be- 
tween the  members    of    the    executive 
board  and  officials  of  the  trust.    Of  the 
earnest  attempts  made  by  the  associa- 
tion to  bring  about  a  settlement  and 
their  failure.    This  circular  will  be  read 
in    lodge    meetings,    in    order   that    the 
men  in  the  mills  can  have  a  clear,  com- 
prehensive insight  of  the  entire  matter 
and  act  intelligently.    With  this  infor- 
mation in  their  hands,  the  men  will  be 
able  to  see  that  the  officers  have  acted 
carefully  and  with  an  earnest  desire  to 
avoid  an  open  rupture.    The  strike  or- 
der will  then  follow,  and  will  be  taken 
up  without  the  least  misunderstanding. 
Doubt  is  expressed    in    some    quarters 
that  the  strike  wiU  spread  further.     It 
is  suggested  that  the  employes  of    the 
Federal  Steel  company.  National  Steel 
company  and  National  Tube  company 
are   at   the   present   time   the   strikers' 
main    source    of    revenue,    and    to    call 
them  out  would  weaken  the  association 
in  its  fight  by  depriving  It  of  the  funds 
necessary     to     carry  on     the  struggle. 
Another    reason    given    was    that  the 
Amalgamated  asoclatlon,  having  signed 
contracts  with  all  these  companies  for 
one  year,  beginning  with  July  1,  1901, 
would  be  violating  these  contracts,  and 
give    Mr.    Morgan    and    his    asoclates 
trump  cards  they  would  not  hesitate  to 

use  to  the  best  efforts. 

An  Intimation  has  been  made  that 
there  is  still  one  hope  of  ending  the 
strike  soon  and  that  is  by  the  return 
to  work  of  the  men  at  the  Painter, 
I  indsay  and  McCutcheon  and  Clark 
mills.  These  mills  were  non-union 
last  year.  The  men  went  out  when  the 
strike  was  ordered  and  they  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Amalgamated  association. 
In  the  efforts  to  secure  an  adjustment 
of  the  strike,  however,  their  status  has 
been  an  emlmrrassing  factor.  It  is 
said  that  if  thirty  men  in  these  mills 
desire  to  go  to  work  there  will  be  no 
objection  by  the  association.  The  Im- 
mediate effect  would  be  to  eliminate 
them  from  consideration  of  any  basis  of 
settlement.  Such  a  course  would 
leave  the  Amalgamated  officials  m  a 
position  to  accept  Mr.  Morgan's  terms 
with  honor.  The  strike,  though  but  be- 


Wants  One  of  Carnegie's 
Libraries  For  Bene- 
fit of  Island. 

Fan  Juan,  P.  R..  July  30.— (Corre- 
spondence of  the  Associated  Press.)— 
Negotiations  are  under  way  between 
Andrew  Carnegie  and  Education  Com- 
missioner Brumbaugh,  who  In  this 
matter  reprt.<'ents  the  people  of  Porto 
liico,  which  will  give  San  Juan  and 
all  of  Porto  Uico  one  or  the  famous 
Carnegie  libraries. 

The  San  Juan  council  met  today  and 
decided    to   appropriate   $6000  yearly   as 
a  maintenance  fund  for  the  library.  Mr. 
Carnegie's   private     secretary,       James 
Bertram,    wrote   that   It    was   the     mil- 
lionaire's custom  to  give  ten  times  the 
amount    of    the    maintenance        fund. 
However,   Mr.   Brumbaugh  hopes  to  .so 
present  the  claims  and  needs  of  Porto  i 
llico    that    Mr.    Carnegie    may   be       in- 
duced to  give  $150,000.      The  Idea  Is  to 
combine  a  public  library  for  San  Juan 
and  also  have  a  distributing  library  for 
other  portions  of  the  Island.      It  Is  pro- 
posed   to    erect    a    $100,000    building    on 
the   I'la/.a   Colon,    which   directly   over- 
looks  the   harbor.    Here   Is   located    the 
statue    of    Christopher    Columbus    and 
overlooking  all   Is   the  historic   fortress 
Ban  Cri.'Jtobal..       The  library  will  have 
a  lecture  auditorium  on  the  second  floor 
while    the    library    proper    will    be    lo- 
caied  on  the  first  lloor.

"At  this  hour 
of  our  continent  appears."  he  says,  "the 
grand  lepubllc  of  the  Cnlted  States, 
with  the  Monroe  doctrine  on  Its  fore- 
head, the  grand  international  principle 
that  forbids  European  colonization  on 
American  soil.  With  that  government, 
the  friend  and  protector  of  the  weak  na- 
tions of  our  continent,  wo  maintain,  as 

j  is  natural,  close  and  cordial  relations.

American  republic  the  common  interest 
of  our  respective  lands,  which  means 
their  realization  of  her  cTear  purpose  to 
occupy  among  the  nations  her  proper 
position  as  a  maritime  position  of  fire.st 
class.

There  are  now  about  eighty 
men  at  the  mill  and  it  is  stated  that 
five  of  the  six  mills  will  be  in  full  oper- 
i.tlon  thki  afterno.>n.  Engineer  Harry 
Thompson,  ot  Pittsburg,  who  is  In  ♦he 
employ  of  the  mill  company,  but  who 
has  not  been  here  for  ihe  past  thr^re 
weeks.  Is  expected  back  this  afternoon 
with  a  reinforcement  of  men.  The  few 
remaining  members  of  the  association 
promise  to  give  Thompson  and  his  men 
a  warm  reception,  but  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  ill-success  has  attended  all 
j.revoius  efforts  in  this  respect,  it  is 
not  thought  that  the  men  will  be  seri- 
ously in'.eifered  with. 

Mayor  Dennis  has  sworn  In  an  extra 
lot  of  policemen,  and  declares  that  all 
men  coming  here  with  the  purpose  of 
going  to  work  will  be  protected.  About 
twenty  members  of  the  Amalgamated 
left  last  night  for  other  places  in  hopes 
of  securing  wiork.  Unless  a  general 
strike  of  all  labor  organizations  be  or- 
dered, it  is  safe  to  predict  that  all  will 
be  peace  and  quietness  in  Wellsvllle 
before  the  end  of  the  week  and  the  mill 
will  be  running  full  time. 

The  situation  at  the  local  mills  is 
without  new  features.  Clark's  mill  is  in 
the  same  condition  today  as  two  weeks 
ago.  The  strikers  are  keeping  away 
from  the  place  and  everything  Is  or- 
derly. This  morning  about  200  men  ap- 
plied at  this  mill  and  the  Upper  and 
Lower  union  mills  for  employment. 
Among  them  were  many  from  this  sec- 
tion but  the  majority  were  from  out 
of  town.  There  were  all  classes  of  me- 
chanics, from  common  laborers  to 
skilled  mechanics.  The  management  of 
the  Clark  mill  anticipates  no  trouble, 
and  nothing  will  be  done  until  the  ex- 
tensive repairs  being  made  are  com- 
pleted. This  will  be  in  about  ten  days. 
The  strikers  were  seen  this  morning, 
but  they  knew  nothing  new.  Some  of 
them  say  they  do  not  expect  anything 
to  turn  up  for  at  least  a  week- 

At  the  Lindsay  &  McCutcheon  mill, 
Allegheny,  everything  Is  quiet.  Not  a 
wheel  is  turning  in  the  mill.  Almost 
every  man  who  left  the  mill  at  the 
opening  of  the  strike  has  gone  to  work 
in  independent  mills. 

New  York,  Aug.  5.— Charles  M. 
Schwab,  president  of  the  United  States 
Steel  corporation,  returned  to  New 
York  this  morning,  from  the  country 
home  at  Loretta,  Pa.,  where  he  went 
on  Saturday.  He  went  at  once  to  his 
office  and  was  engaged  for  some  time 
conferring  with  officials  of  the  several 
steel  companies.  To  an  Associated 
Press  reporter  he  said  that  the  officials 
had  nothing  to  say  in  respect  to  the 
strike. 


At  the  general  headquarters  of  tH» 
strikers  in  this  city  the  same  precau- 
tions to  prevent  the  public  from  obtain^ 
ing  information  were  taken  today  as 
were  in  force  during  the  conference  last 
week.  A  guard  was  stationed  at  the 
door  and  no  one  not  connected  with, 
the  organization  was  permitted  In  the 
building.  Secretary  Williams  would  not 
say  w  hen  the  general  strike  order  will . 
be  Issued,  saying  that  the  matter  Is  In 
the  hands  of  President  Shaffer.  He 
declined  also  to  say  where  he  and 
Shaffer  had  been  since  they  left  New 
York,  but  did  not  deny  that  they  were 
In  Washington  In  consultation  with 
oflScers  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor. 

President  Shaffer  arrived  at  the  Amal- 
gamated headquarters  at  11:40  a.  m. 
W^hen  asked  If  a  settlement  could  have 
been  reached  In  New  York  had  they 
waived  their  rights  at  the  Painter, 
Lindsay  and  McCutcheon  and  the 
Wellsvllle  mills,  he  said: 

"The  Amalgamated  could  have  settled 
If  they  had  given  up  the  mills,  but  we 
could  not  do  that:  just  as  long  as  we  can 
fight  we  are  going  to  fight  for  them. 
They  are  as  much  of  us  now  as  any  of 
the  lodges.

Port  Townsend,  Aug.  5.— A  story  of 
death  from  starvation  In  the  Agiapuk 
mining  district  was  brought  from  Nome 
by  passengers  on  the  steamer  Centen- 
nial, and  as  a  result  of  forty-three  days 
of  unparalleled  hardship.  George  Dean, 
a  miner.  Is  dead,  and  his  two  compan- 
ions Jack  Houston  and  Jose  C.  Thlery, 
are  at  death's  door.  Houston  will  prob- 
ably recover,  but  there  Is  little  hope  that 
Thlery's  life  will  be  saved.  Added  to 
the  story  of  starvation  is  a  possible  tale 
that  in  their  desperation  Houston  and 
Thlery  severed  the  thigh  of  their  dead 
companion  from  his  body  and  were 
cooking  it  when  help  arrived  and  saved 
them  from  practicing  cannibalism. 

The  men  had  been  In  Good  Hope  coun- 
ty prospecting.  On  June  7  they  started 
for  Nome  by  way  of  Agiapuk  river. 
Before  they  reached  Teller  City  provi- 
sions gave  out  and  hunger  compelled 
them  to  eat  grass,  birds'  eggs  and  any- 
thing they  could  find.  Dean  left  a  let- 
ter partly  written,  bidding  his  family, 
who  live  In  Canton.  Ohio,  farewell.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  order. 
Thlery  Is  from  Davenport,  Iowa,  and 
Houston  was  formerly  mate  on  the 
Yukon  river  boat  Sovereign. 


St.  Petersburg.  July  22.— (Correspon- 
dence of  the  Associated  Press.)— It  will 
be  recalled  that  the  first  excuse  for  rais- 
ing the  Finnish  question  was  the  sup- 
posed necessity  of  reforming  the  mili- 
tary service  in  Finland  to  make  it  con- 
form with  the  rest  of  the  empire.  After 
the  resistance  of  the  Finnish  senate  was 
broken,  a  commission  was  appointed  to 
draft  a  new  military  law  for  the  grand 
duchy.  The  work  lagged  and  at  least 
one  draft  found  an  Inimical  majority  In 
the  council  of  the  empire.  Nothing 
more  was  heard  of  the  subject  recently 
except  that  a  new  draft  had  been  or- 
dered. This  has  now  been  promulgated 
by  the  emperor.  The  opposition  on 
principle  on  constitutional  grounds  is 
not  met,  but  the  bill  Is  made  as  accept- 
ble  as  possible  by  lightening  the  burden 
to  be  placed  upon  the  shoulders  of 
Finland.  Three  years  active  service  is 
to  be  Introduced  Instead  of  four  or  nve. 


and  the  number  of  Finnish  military  or- 
ganizations will  be  reduced.  It  Is  re- 
ported that  the  government  plans  Intro* 
duclng  the  three  years  service. 

Eight  battalions  will  be  dissolved. 
The  Finnish  recruits  will  be  enrolled 
In  the  dragt)ons  and  the  guards,  whosa 
headquarters  is  to  remain  for  the  pres- 
ent In  Finland.  The  law  expressly  statea 
that  Finnish  troops  may  be  employed  lii 
peace  or  war  wherever  the  Interests  of 
the  service  may  require  their  presence, 
but  for  the  present  they  will  remain  in 
Finland.  Other  troops  may  be  quartered 
in  Finland,  but  for  the  present  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  an  Intention  to 
frighten  the  people  with  Cossacks. 

As  in  other  parts  of  the  empire,  con- 
scription will  be  by  lot.  The  service  in 
the  reserve  will  be  of  fifteen  years  du- 
ration. Satisfactory  knowledge  of  Rus- 
sia will  be  required  of  officers.  The 
number  of  annual  recruits  will  be  pro- 
portioned to  the  requirements  of  tho 
Finnish  organizations. 


WILL  BURN  FIFTY  YEARS 

Impossible  to  Extinguish  Fire  That  Is  Raging  In 

Jersey  Mine  and  It  Will  Be  Allowed 

to  Burn  Itself  Out 


New  York.  Aug.  6.— The  Delaware- 
Lackawanna  &  Western  Coal  company 
will  probably  have  to  abandon  Its  Jer- 
sey mine  at  Plymouth  to  the  fierce  fire 
which  has  raged  In  it  for  months,  says 
the  Wllkesbarre  corespondent  of  the 
World.  The  loss  will  be  several  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars.  Although  skill- 
ful flre  fighters  have  endeavored  to  stop 
the  spread  of  the  flames,  they  have  been 
driven  hack.    They  are  now  compelled 


to  work  from  the  outside  and  are  doing 
little  good.

The  members  of  the  committee  which 
went  to  St.  Paul  Friday  afternoon  and 
spent  Saturday  there  to  see  what  could 
be  done  toward  securing  the  opening  of 
the  normal  school  at  Duluth  this  year 
returned  Saturday  evening,  and  It 
strongly  takes  the  stand  that  the  school 
should  be  opened  by  Dec.  1.  The  result 
of  the  trip  and  the  conclusions  are  em- 
bodied in  the  following  report,  which 
has  been  prepared  by  the  committee; 
To  the  People  of  Duluth: 
Your  committee  appointed  to  confer 
with  the  state  authorities  concerning 
the  opening  and  maintenance  of  the 
fifth  state  normal  school,  located  in 
your  city,  beg  in  this  manner  to  report 
that  on  Friday  and  Saturday  last  they 
visited  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  and 
conferred  with  the  board  of  control, 
with  the  state  auditor's  office,  with  A. 
T.  Ankony,  president  of  the  state  nor- 
mal board,  and  with  Attorney  General 
Douglas. 

We  find  that  the  state  board  of  con- 
trol, which  is  made  up  of  Hon.  S.  W. 
Leavitt,  of  Litchfield:  Hon.  O.  B.  Gould, 
of  Winona,  and  Hon.  William  E.  Lee,  of 
Long  Prairie,  while  willing  to  do  all  in 
their  power  to  aid  the  school  and  aid 
our  citizens  in  its  support,  deem  them- 
selves prevented,  not  by  any  regulation 
of  their  own  making,  but  by  state  law, 
from  permitting  future  appropriations 
being  in  any  manner  anticipated  In  ex- 
penditure. 

"We  find,  by  conference  with  the 
auditor's  office  and  with  the  attorney 
general,  that  if  the  opening  of  the 
school  Is  deferred  until  next  year  the 
appropriations  for  this  Vear  need  not 
lapse,  but  may  be  extended  or  rein- 
stated and  be  available  next  year.  We 
find  no  encouragement  that  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  can  be  secured 
from  the  legislature  at  the  approaching 
extra  session.  The  problem,  therefore 
resolves  itself  into  whether  the  school 
shall  open  this  fall  and  run  within  the 
appropriations  already  made,  or  Us 
opening  be  deferred  another  year,  and 
the  two  years'  appropriations  joined 
into  one,  and  the  school  started  upon  a 
larger  scale.  We  have  applied  our- 
selves to  a  consideration  of  tht?  neces- 
sary expenditures,  and  the  funds  avail- 
able for  the  equipment  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  school  under  appropriations 
already  made,  and  we  find  that  some  of 
the  estimated  expenditures  can  be  cut 
down  and  others  eliminated  altogether 
as,  for  Instance,  one  large  item,  that  of 
insurance,  which  the  board  of  control 
agrees  to  pay  out  of  another  fund  ap- 
I51icable  to  that  purpose:  and  If  the 
water  rate  for  the  current  year  can  be 
assumed  by  the  city,  which  we  most 
strongly  urge  upon  the  city  govern- 
ment to  do.  there  will,  in  our  opinion  b° 
sufficient  funds  within  the  appropria- 
tion made  to  open  the  school  by  Dec  1 
employ  from  four  to  six  teachers  in 
addition  to  the  president,  and  by  con- 
tinuing the  school  a  little  later  than 
usual,  do  substantially  a  year's  work 
This,  of  course,  will  omit  the  practice 
school,  which  it  would  .seem  will  have  to 
be  omitted  for  the  first  two  years,  but 
which  feature  we  believe  can  be  In  a 
measure  covered  by  co-operation  along 
certain  lines  with  the  public  schools  of 
the  city.  In  this  opinion  the  president  of 
the  normal  board  concurs.  It  is  true, 
tea(>hers  may  have  to  be  employed  who 
will  in  some  degree  consider,  as  the 
president  of  the  school  has  considered, 
the  possibilities  and  advantages  of  the 
future  in  fixing  salaries  for  the  present. 

We  have  considered  all  phases  of  the 
matter,  and  believe  we  voice  the  general 
sentiment  of  the  officers  and  patrons  of 
the  school  and  the  public  in  general  In 
concluding  that  the  weight  of  the  argu- 
ment Is  strongly  In  favor  of  opening 
the  school  by  Dec.  1, 

Where  appropriations  have  been  made 
for  equipment,  as  for  furniture,  black- 
boards, etc..  for  the  two  years,  specify- 
ing the  amounts  for  each  year,  the  at- 
torney general  and  the  auditor's  office 
agree  with  us  that  so  much  of  said 
funds  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly 
equip  the  school  In  the  beginning  can 
be  utilized  by  making  contracts  for  the 
furnishing  in  such  a  way  within  the 
appropriations  that  payment  can  be 
made  at  a  time  when  the  appropriations 
shall  be  available,  and  we  believe  that 
the  board  of  control  will  concur  In  this 
view. 

We  bespeak  for  the  resident  director, 
the  officers y>f  the  state  and  the  school 
the  earnest  support  of  the  people  of 
Northern  Minnesota,  and  believe  that 
the  school  will  at  once  enter  upon  an 
honored  career  of  usefulness.  Respect-

THE  BRITISH  IN  AFRICA. 

When  the  words  "British  in  Africa" 
are  used,  the  mind  Immediately  reverts 
to  the  unjust  and  most  unnecessary  war 
being  waged  against  the  Boers.  So  in- 
tense is  the  sympathy  of  the  world  for 
the  Boers  that  the  ijreat  things  that 
England  Is  doing'  in  other  parts  of 
Africa  are  lost  sight  of.  "The  evil  that 
men  do  lives  after  them;  the  good  is  oft 
interred  with  their  bones."  So  it  Is  with 
England  In  her  conquest  of  Africa. 
Should  neither  the  powers  nor  circum- 
stances Intervene  in  behalf  of  the  Dutch 
republics  of  South  Africa  within  the 
next  six  months,  the  Boers  will  have 
to  accept  the  terms  which  England  sees 
fit  to  propose.  Those  terms  will  involve 
the  complete  incorporation  of  the  repub- 
lics into  the  British  empire.  Another 
Step  In  the  dream  of  Cecil  Rhodes  to 
paint  the  whole  of  the  map  of  Africa 
from  Cape  Colony  to  Cairo  red,  will 
have  been  taken.  What  the  ultimate 
end  will  be  time  alone  will  tell,  "There's 
a  divinity  that  shapes  our  ends,  rough- 
hew  them  how  we  will."  As  in  the  ease 
of  the  American  colonies,  this  unjust 
war  may  be  the  building  in  Africa  of  an 
empire,  speaking  the  English  language, 
but  which  in  time  will  have  the  strength 
to  successfully  defy  the  mother  coun- 
try. 

The  world  marvels  at  the  wondrous 
strides  which  Russia  is  making  In  the 
subjugation  of  Asia.  Russian  progress 
is  pressing  slowly  but  surely  upon  the 
static  civilization  of  Central  and  East- 
ern Asia.  But  British  energy  is  making 
still  greater  inroads  into  the  continent 
of  Africa.  What  Russia  is  to  Asia, 
England  is  to  Africa— the  subduer  and 
clvillzer.  With  a  mixture  of  diplomacy 
and  force  England  has  securely  planted 
the  cross  of  St.  George  along  the  banks 
of  the  Nile.  Egypt,  with  all  Its  historic 
wealth  and  its  productive  possibilities. 
Is  for  all  intents  and  purposes  a  British 
colony. 

The  E:gyptlan  and  British  legions  un- 
der Kitchener  secured  for  Britain  the 
unbounded  Soudan  when  the  hosts  of 
the  madhl  were  slaughtered  at  Khar- 
toum. From  Cairo  to  Victoria  Nyanza 
the  Union  Jack  Is  supreme.  And  when 
the  present  war  Is  over,  there  will  be 
nothing  in  the  way  of  the  British  march 
from  Cape  Town  to  Cairo  via  Victoria 
Nyanza  and  the  Nile.  In  this  conquest 
of  Egypt,  England  has  redeemed  to  a 
large  extent  her  loss  of  fame  in  the 
Transvaal.  With  the  utmost  skill  she 
has  set  about  to  redeem  Egypt  from  the 
lethargy  of  2000  years.  Science,  capital 
and  energy  have  Joined  hands  to  make 
Egypt  again  the  garden  of  the  world 
and  the  cradle  of  a  higher  civilization. 
The  Nile  has  been  dammed  and  vast 
systems  of  irrigation  have  been  con- 
structed. The  sand  of  the  Upper  Nile, 
which  prevented  navigation  and  re- 
duced the  flow  of  the  river,  has  been  cut, 
restoring  the  water  to  Its  ancient  level 
and  opening  navigation  for  an  addition- 
al thousand  miles. 

From  Mambosa,  on  the  Indian  ooean, 
to  Lake  Victoria  Nyanza,  a  distance  of 
580  miles,  a  railroad  has  been  construct- 
ed which  the  pre.sent  year  will  see  In 
operation.  This  In  Itself  is  a  most 
wonderful  accomplishment — wonderful 
on  account  of  the  material  and  en- 
gineering obstacles  overcome,  and  still 
more  wonderful  In  the  possibilities 
which  It  opens  In  the  very  heart  of  East 
Africa.  Lake  Victoria  Is  an  In- 
land sea  surrounded  by  a  most 
fertile  country  densely  populated, 
with  commercial     capacity     which 

can  only  be  guessed.  It  Is  the 
half-way  station  between  Cairo  and 
Cape  Town.  Prom  here  as  a  center, 
British  enterprise  will  radiate.  Already 
the  railroad  is  pushing  north  from  the 
Transvaal  and  south  along  the  Nile. 
From  Victoria  the  Iron  lines  will  be  ex- 
tended both  north  and  south  until  from 
the  Cape  to  the  Mediterranean  will  ex- 
tend one  steel  band  of  transportation. 
It  was  but  a  few  years  ago  when  Stan- 
ley led  his  Intrepid  band  up  the  Congo 
and  across  "darkest  Africa"  to  the  re- 
lief of  Emln  Pasha,  who  was  Imprisoned 
on  the  banks  of  Victoria  Nyanza.  With- 
in the  next  six  months  American  loco- 
motives will  reach  in  one  day  the  point 
to  gain  which  the  great  explorer  spent 
months.  It  was  on  the  line  of  this  rail- 
road, the  Uganda,  that  American  steel 
bridges  were  used,  because  the  British 
contractors  could  not  furnish  in  time, 
and  In  the  equipment  of  rolling  stock 
the  American  locomotives  have  first 
place. 

The  possibilities  of  Africa  surpass 
those  of  any  other  unoccupied  continent. 
For  national  exploitation,  Africa  far 
surpasses  Asia.  The  nations  of  Europe 
are  making  desperate  eflforts  to  occupy 
and  hold  the  unclaimed  regions,  but  so 
far.  England  has  been  the  only  one 
making  substantial  Improvements. 
With  a  decade  of  peace  in  which  to  act, 
the  dream  of  Cecil  Rhodes  will  be  a 
reality.  The  head  waters  of  the  Nile 
will  be  connected  by  wire  and  by  rail 
with  the  Cape,  and  the  map  of  Africa 
will  be  painted  red  from  Cairo  to  Cape 
Town. 
With  all  this,  England  is  selfish,  but 


it  is  the  selfishness  of  progrress.  Eng- 
land must  depend  on  some  other  source 
than^  the  United  States  for  her  cotton. 
She  turns  to  Egypt.  The  British  isles 
do  not  produce  enough  to  feed  the  In- 
habitants. Egypt  can  furnish  the  de- 
ficiency. The  British  industries  must 
have  new  markets — markets  that  can 
be  controlled.  Africa  will  absorb  the 
surplus.  In  the  commercial  subjugation 
of  Africa.  England  has  shown  a  states- 
manship as  profound  as  has  been  the 
idiocy  of  her  war  with  the  Boers. 


THE  CASE  OF  CRAVEN. 

Never  in  the  history  of  the  country 
has  there  been  manifest  such  a  bitter 
personal  feeling  as  is  evident  in  the 
controversy  between  Admirals  Schley 
and  Sampson.  Schley  has  stood  with 
wonderful  patience  the  abuse  heaped 
upon  him  and  has  not  done  or  said 
anything  that  could  injure  his  case 
during  all  these  years.  He  has  been 
careful  in  all  of  his  reported  inter- 
views not  to  say  nor  Insinuate  any- 
thing against  Sampson,  while,  on  the 
other  hand.  Admiral  Sampson  has  more 
than  once  intimated  his  displeasure 
toward  Schley.  This  will  undoubtedly 
have  a  favorable  influence  for  Schley 
before  the  court  of  inquiry. 

The  court  of  Inquiry  which  is  to  hear 
this  case  is  not  without  precedent  in 
the  naval  history  of  this  country.  In 
1865  Rear  Admiral  Thomas  T.  Craven 
was  court-martialed  on  the  charge  of 
"having  failed  to  do  his  utmost  to  cap- 
ture or  destroy  an  enemy."  Craven,  who 
was  then  a  commodore,  had  command 
of  the  steam  frigate  Niagara  and  was 
In  Spanish  waters  wheu  the  Confeder- 
ate Ironclad  Stonewall  came  into  the 
harbor  of  Ferrol,  in  Spain.  Craven 
avoided  a  fight  with  the  Stonewall,  giv- 
ing as  a  reason  that  his  vessel  was 
much  inferior,  she  being  of  wood,  while 
the  Confederate  vessel  was  an  up-to- 
date  ironclad  with  modern  armament, 
etc.  The  Niagara,  however,  was  a  very 
heavy  vessel  if  she  was  built  of  wood 
and  carried  an  enormous  broadside 
battery  of  eleven  inch  guns  with  a  crew 
of  700  men.  Many  naval  officers  believed 
that  the  Niagara  could  have  seriously 
crippled.  If  not  altogether  vanquished 
the  Stonewall,  but  Commodore  Craven, 
who  had  the  reputation  of  being  one 
of  the  best  all  around  ofllcers  In  the 
navy,  didn't  think  so,  for  he  let  the 
Stonewall  severely  alone.  Craven  was 
tried  by  court-martial.  Admiral  Farra- 
gut  being  the  presiding  officer.  He  was 
found  guilty  in  a  leas  degree  than 
charged  and  was  sentenced  to  a  minor 
punishtnent  Involving  a  public  repri- 
mand from  the  secretary  of  the  navy. 
The  sentence  of  the  court  was  not  ap- 
proved by  Secretary  Welles,  who.  In 
a  general  order  reviewing  the  case,  said 
that  the  punishment  awarded  was  to- 
tally inadetiuate  to  the  gravity  of  the 
offense  proved,  and  the  proceedings 
were  set  aside  and  the  commodore  re- 
stored to  active  duty.  He  died  some 
years  afterward  as  a  rear  admiral  on 
the  retired  list. 

In  1814,  owing  to  the  heated  talk  of 
partisans  of  Commodore  Barron  and 
Commodore  Decatur,  the  well-remem- 
bered duel  between  these  two  officers 
took  place  at  Bladensburg,  resulting  In 
the  death  of  Decatur.  The  quarrel  came 
about  through  criticisms  upon  the 
manner  In  which  the  Ill-fated  Chesa- 
peake was  fitted  out  and  went  to  sea 
from  the  Norfolk  navy  yard  to  fight  the 
English  man-of-war  Shannon.  Like 
the  Sampson-Schley  matter  It  was 
helped  along  by  partisan  friends  until 
ts  melancholy  culmination. 

A  SUPPRESSED  INCIDENT. 

The  unexpected  discharge  of  a  loaded 
projectile  from  the  battleship  Kear- 
sarge  In  Newport  harbor  the  other  day 
does  not  seem  to  have  worried  the  naval 
authorities  very  much  and  it  would 
look  as  though  the  one  responsible  for 
the  accident  had  sufficient  Influence  to 
have  the  matter  suppressed.  At  any 
event  It  has  been  coolly  overlooked. 

It  appears  that  the  loaded  shell  was 
left  In  the  gun  by  accident  and  Its  un- 
locked for  discharge  was  a  surprise 
party  to  the  Kearsarge's  officials.  Luck- 
ily it  did  not  do  much  damage,  as  It  was 
fired  from  a  high  elevation  in  the  mili- 
tary top,  but  if  It  had  happened  while 
in  New  York  harbor  results  might  have 
been  different.  Capt.  McCalla  prom- 
ises that  a  similar  occurrence  won't 
happen  again,  which  Is  assuring.  But 
how  and  under  what  circumstances 
such  carelessness  could  occur  In  a  well 
•rganlzed  warship  is  a  mystery  to 
naval  people. 

There  is  a  record  In  the  department 
of  a  similar  accident  occurring  during 
the  civil  war  at  the  Brooklyn  navy  yard 
on  board  the  school  ship  Savannah. 
The  Savannah  was  an  old  sailing  fri- 
gate, used  as  a  school  of  instruction 
in  gunnery  for  volunteer  officers,  who 
at  that  time  were  coming  into  the  navy 
In  grreat  numbers.  She  laid  off  the  Cob 
dock,  broadside  to  Williamsburg,  which 
had  then  a  comparatively  clear  water 
front.  An  officer  of  short  naval  experi- 
ence in  his  polite  attentions  to  a  fair 
visitor  on  board  pulled  the  lock  string 
of  one  of  the  heavy  old  smooth-bore 
cannon,  which,  like  the  gun  of  the 
Kearsarge,  was  supposed  to  be  empty, 
but  proved  to  be  otherwise,  and  it  went 
off  with  a  bang,  sending  a  heavy,  solid 
shot  clear  into  the  side  of  an  old- 
fashioned  house  In  South  Eighth  street, 
but  fortunately  doing  no  further 
damage  than  knocking  down  a  wall  or 
two.  Commander  Barrett,  of  the  Sa- 
vannah, had  to  make  all  sorts  of  ex- 
planations to  the  Irate  citizens  of  WIl- 
liamsburgh  and  the  navy  department, 
but.  like  the  Kearsarge  incident.  It  was 
passed  over. 

There  are  two  candidates  for  the  poel- 
tlon  of  surgeon  general  of  the  navy  to 
succeed  Dr.  Van  Reypen,  whoso  term  will 
expire  next  December.  They  are  Dr. 
Rixcy  and  Dr.  Boyd,  of  Georgia.  Dr. 
Boyd  outranks  Dr.  Rlxey  .ind  Is  now  fleet 
surgeon  of  the  North  Atlantic  sl.itlon. 
President  McKlnley.  It  is  understood, 
favors  Dr.  Rlxey  on  personal  grounds  and 
on  account  of  his  devotion  to  Mrs.  Mc- 
Klnley. It  therefore  nxay  be  .expected 
that  Dr.  Rlxey  will  get  the  appoln*.'nt>nt, 
as  the  president  looks  out  carofully  for 
hL^  personal  friends  aad  servitors.    Uvea

Professor  Goldwiii  Smith  is  inclined  to 
Interpret  the  new  title  of  the  British  mon- 
arch, with  the^  phrase,  "and  of  all  the 
British  dominions  beyond  the  seaa,"  as 
"a  challenge  thrown  out  •  •  ■  by  old 
world  monarchy  and  aristocracy  to  the 
democracy  of  the  new  world."  He  argues 
evidently  that  it  m^ans  a  strength^Lilng 
of  monarchial  institutions  in  this  hemis- 
phere—, but  the  argument  seems  far- 
fetched. 

A  London  fashion  editor,  having  said 
that  "American  gentlemen  all  wear 
stays,"  the  statement  is  branded  as  a 
calumny  by  the  leahlng  tailors  o?  our 
country,  who  aiflrm  that  "not  one  Am- 
erican in  10,000  has  been  guilty  cf  up ing 
this  feminine  appurtenance."

Another    Scene    In    the

Twelve    Year    Old    Boy- 
Mangled  By  Wheels 
at  Soo. 

Sault  Ste.  Marie— Euclid  Gauthfer,  tf 
12-year-old  boy,  was  crushed  to  death 
beneath  the  wheels  of  a  car  In  the  rail- 
road yards  Saturday  night.  His  body 
was  horribly  mangled.  The  boy  was  on 
the  track  watching  his  brother,  a  car 
repairer,  at  work  when  the  train  backed 
suddenly. 


Iron  Mountain — Great  regret  is  felt  at 
Iron  Mountain  over  the  transfer  of  Rev, 
N.  H.  Nosbisch  to  the  Ironwood  parish. 
Father  Nosbisch  had  been  at  Iron 
Mountain  over  a  year  and  he  made  an 
enviable  record.  The  church  was  put 
on  a  solid  footing  and  it  grew  steadily 
in  membership  during  his  regime.  His 
transfer  to  Ironwood  is  in  the  nature 
of  a  promotion,  as  his  parish  will  be 
twice  as  large  as  that  he  Is  leaving  at 
Iron  Mountain.  He  will  be  succeeded  at 
the  latter  city  by  Father  Kracker,  late- 
ly of  Bessemer.  Father  Kracker  Is  not 
unknown  at  Iron  Mountain,  as  he  waa 
stationed  at  Vulcan  a  number  of  years 
ago. 


Menominee— The  C.  &  N.  W.  fast 
mall  trains  only  stop  at  three  places  in 
Menominee  county,  Menominee,  Ste- 
phenson and  Spalding.  It  has  often  been 
remarked  how  singular  that  these  fast 
trains  should  stop  at  Spalding  when 
there  were  no  passengers.  The  reason 
Is  that  Hon.  Jesse  Spalding  says  so. 
When  he  granted  the  railroad  company 
a  right  to  build  tracks  through  his  land 
it  was  stipulated  that  all  passenger 
trains  stop  at  Spalding.  When  the  C. 
&  N.  W.  road  started  their  first  mall 
train  which  passes  Menominee  at  8:35 
a.  m.  northbound,  the  trains  did  not 
stop  at  Spalding.  Mr.  Spalding  was 
notified  and  he  went  to  the  offices,  and 
as  a  result  this  mail  train  slacks  up  and 
the  engine  snorts  at  the  hamlet. 


Houghton— Houghton  county  owns 
about  21,000  acres  of  land,  part  of  It 
being  under  lease,  in  the  counties  of 
Houghton,  Ontonagon.  Keweenaw, 
Baraga,  Gogebic,  Marqqette,  Iron, 
Dickinson  and  Menominee.  The  land 
was  secured  by  Houghton  county  be- 
tween the  years  of  1865  and  1871  by  the 
building  of  roads  from  Houghton  to 
Baraga  and  from  Houghton  to  Ontona- 
gon under  the  military  lands  grant  act. 
which  was  later  repealed.  Moet  of  the 
land  was  given  as  swamp  land,  but  only 
a  small  part  of  It  Is  swampy.  At  one 
time  the  county,  owned  In  the  neighbor- 
hood of  30.000  acres,  but  9000  have  been 
sold  for  farming  purposes.  In  the  early 
days  the  mineral  rights  were  not  re- 
served by  the  county  when  It  sold  a 
piece  of  land.  Now,  however,  the  rights 
are  retained.

Reports  from  the  lumber  districts  of 
the  Northwest  now  are  even  more  op- 
timistic than  they  were  last  week,  and 
are  substantiated  by  the  conditions  ex- 
isting here  and  at  the  other  lumber  cen- 
t*?rs  west  of  Chicago.  Sales  have  con- 
tinued steadily  in  the  local  market,  but 
of  necessity  ai'o  not  so  large  as  in  for- 
mer seasons.  This,  however,  is  made 
up  for  by  stiffeniHl  prices.  The  price  of 
No.  4  boards  is  steady  now  at  $10.  being 
shaded  a  trille  possibly  on  some  lots. 

The  lumbermen  argue  that  the  mid- 
summer white  pin»i  trade  was  never  bet- 
ter than  at  this  time;  that  crop  scares, 
strikes,  actual  or  threatened,  and  all 
other  unfavorable  inlluences  combined, 
do  not  avail  to  decrea.se  the  demand, 
curtail  the  shipments  or  lower  prices. 
Itail  shipments  from  the  lumber  points 
to  the  southward  continue  steady, 
though  there  are  reports  of  a  threat- 
ened car  shortage.  The  neart-st  point 
to  the  head  of  the  lake  that  is  likely  to 
be  affected  by  any  shortage  is  Cloquet. 
The  cargo  mills  are  well  sold  out  and 
the  docks  at  Uuluth.  Superior  and  Ash- 
land, in  .'ipite  of  their  immense  stocks, 
have  very  little  unsold  lumber.  Unless 
some  unforeseen  contingem-y  arises,  the 
white  pine  market  will  retain  its  buoy- 
ancy to  the  end  of  the  season. 

The  sea.son's  driving  on  the  south 
shore  has  been  about  completed.  There 
still  remains  9.000.000  feet  of  logs  on  the 
Nemadji  and  its  tributaries.  Of  this, 
nearly  o, 500,000  feet  are  along  the  Littl* 
Nett.  The  rear  of  the  main  drive  is 
below  the  mouth  of  the  Blackhoof.  on 
the  .south  fork.  The  amount  of  logs 
that  have  been  driven  down  the  Ne- 
madji thus  far  this  .season  approximates 
very  closely  16.000,000  feet,  and  the  sort- 
ing works  have  ht-en  closed  down  for 
the  present.  It  is  expected  that  this 
■^eek  will  see  the  last  log  out  of  the 
Amnh'on.  There  is  one  raft  to  come 
from  Middle  river,  and  the  Poplar  river, 
vith  4,000,000  feet  out,  has  about  1.000,- 
000  feet  yet  to  come.

There 
remains  about  15,000.000  feet  to  come  out 
of  the  Nemadji  next  year,  and  after 
that  the  sorting  works  will  probably  be 
closed  permanently. 

The  S.000.000  feet  of  loffs  that  until  the 
flr<^  at  Virginia  wer<^  owned  by  Moon  & 
Kerr  and  banked  in  the  lake  at  Vir- 
ginia are  being  hauled  to  Cloquet  for 
sawing.

C.  E.  Evans  WuTBuild  Jewish 
Synagogue. 

The  Adash  Israel  and  Cheorl  Kadlsha 
congregation  let  a  contract  last  evening 
for  a  $10,000  synagogue.

BAD  WRECK. 


Ore  Train  Goes  Through 

Trestle,    Killing  a 

Brakeman. 

A  bad  wreck  occurred  on  the  Eastern 
Minnesota  road  yesterday  noon,  at  a 
little  station  but  a  short  distance  from 
Stony  Brook.  A  bridge  on  the  Stony 
Brook  cut-oft  branch  went  down  under 
the  weight  of  an  ore  train,  and  Larry 
Rellly,  a  brakeman.  was  killed.  Engi- 
neer Phillips  and  a  man  named  John 
Fosten  were  Injured.  The  ore  train  was 
the  flrst  that  had  been  pulled  over  the 
bridge  this  season,  but  work  trains  and 
gravel  trains  had  been  running  over  It 
quite  steadily  for  the  past  six  months, 
and  It  was  considered  a  substantial 
structure.  Rellly,  the  brakeman  that 
was  killed.  Is  said  to  have  been  stand- 
ing on  the  pilot  of  the  engine  when  It 
ran  on  to  the  bridge.  It  went  down 
without  a  moment's  warning,  the 
engine  and  cars  being  piled  up  in  a  heap 
many  feet  below.  Rellly  was  crushed 
under  the  engine.  Engineer  Phillips' 
Injuries  are  serious,  but  his  escape  from 
death  was  almost  miraculous.  A  spe- 
cial was  sent  out  from  the  Eastern 
Minnesota  shops  yesterday  noon  with 
every  available  man  to  clean  up  the 
wreck  and  bring  in  the  wounded.  Phil- 
lips and  Fosten  were  taken  to  the  hos- 
pital In  West  Superior. 

Two  years  ago  a  high  and  long 
trestle  on  the  Eastern  Minnesota  road, 
a  few  miles  south  of  West  Superior, 
collapsed  under  an  ore  train,  and  the 
engineer  was  killed  and  a  fireman  was 
injured  to  such  an  extent  that  he  was 
In  the  hospital  a  year.  The  accident  on 
the  Stony  Brook  cut-off  will  delay  the 
ore  shipments.

New  York,  Aug.  5.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Tribune  from  London  says:  The  dis- 
pute between  Mr.  Yerkes  and  the 
Metropolitan  Railway  company  is  the 
subject  of  much  discussion  In  financial 
and  railway  circles.  The  position  at 
present  is  a  very  peculiar  one,  as  the 
Metropolitan  and  district  underground 
railroad  companies  are  practically  com- 
mitted  to  different  'systems  of  electric 
traction,  and  It  is  eseutlal  that  the 
Inner  Circle  line,  which  is  thirteen 
miles  long  and  is  partly  owned  by  each 
com«any,  should  be  worked  by  one 
method.  Mr.  Yerkes  objects  to  the 
Ganz  system,  which  Is  favored  by  the 
Metropolitan  company,  and  It  seems  in- 
evitable, in  the  circumstances,  that  the 
board  of  trade  must  decide  as  to  the 
system  of  electric  traction  to  be  adopt- 
ed by  both  companies.

New  York,  Aug.  5.— The  week  opened 
with  prices  showing  a  declining  lendency 
under  the  Influence  of  Saturday's  unfa- 
vorable bank  statement,  and  on  the  fail- 
ure of  amicable  settlement  of  the  sicel 
strike.  Losses  In  the  railroad  Ant  ran 
from  1  to  2  points,  with  St.  Paul,  Louis- 
ville, Atchison,  New  York  Central,  South- 
ern Pacific,  Missouri  Pacific  and  Erie 
prominent.  Fifteen  thousand  sh.ir^s  of 
United  States  Steel  were  unloaded  at 
from  41  to  40%  compared  with  43%  Satur- 
day. Six  thousand  shares  of  the  proferied 
brought  from  90%  to  90,  an  extreme  IosjS  of 
2%.  Opening  price*  were  the  lowest  for 
the  more  Important  stricks  as  buying  by 
the  short  interest  and  in.'iiders  caat.td 
rallies  of  about  a  point  in  St.  Paul,  At- 
chison and  Southern  Pacltlc  These  galas, 
however,  were  largelv  offset  by  steady 
liquidation.  Sugar,  Con.solidaied  Gas, 
Delaware  &  Hudson,  Illinois  Central,  St. 
Louis  Scuthwestern  preferred  and  Ten- 
nessee Coal  yielding  about  3%  points. 
Trading  was  active  in  the  United  States 
Steel  Issues,  but  thev  were  only  fraction- 
al recoveries.  At  li  o'clock,  spe'^u'alion 
was  intensely  dull,  but  somewhat  sttaUier 
all  round.  The  bank  holiday  at  London 
helped  to  keep  down  the  volume  of  busi- 
ness here.

In  the  present  Instance  the  best  judges 
fe«l  that  the  stocks  of  the  roads  hard  hit 
will  eventually  sell  much  below  current 
prlcas.  Prominent  in  the  list  are  Missouri 
raclflc,  Atchison  Rock  Island,  Wabash 
and  St.  Louis  and  Southwestern.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  is  not  expected  that  roads 
In  the  Northwest  will  suffer,  for  crops  In 
that  section  are  good.  These  conflicting 
conditions  are  responsible  for  the  theory 
of  very  Irregular  price  movements  from 
now  on.

This  Intensifies  prevailing 
pessimism  on  the  general  situation  and  is 
regarded  as  Indicative  of  further  liqui- 
dation and  industrial  securities.

A  TUG  SINKS. 


Mitchell  4  NcCIure   Boat 
Goes  To  the  Bot- 
tom. 

The  tug-  Ida  Barrett,  owned  by  the 
Mitchell  &  McClure  Lumber  company, 
sank  at  the  company's  dock  in  West 
Duluth  about  2  o'clock  this  morning.

Some  of  the  members  of  the  school 
board,  in  Inquiring  why  the  schools  were 
to  be  open  Sept.  3  instead  of  laler  in

THE  VIPER. 


Details  of  the  Destruction 

of    Torpedo    Boat 

Destroyer. 

London,  Aug.  5.— Late  dlspatche* 
received  from  Portsmouth  regarding 
the  wreck  of  the  torpedo  boat  de- 
stroyer Viper,  off  Alderney  island,  say 
that  it  Is  believed  that  the  well-known 
ditllculty  in  revolving  turbine  engines 
contributed  to  the  accident.  A  French 
Ashing  smack,  acting  as  a  pilot,  helped 
the  crew  to  reach  the  shore.  The  Viper 
was  running  at  twenty  knots  when  the 
fog  set  in.  She  was  then  eased  down 
to  five  knots  and  was  running  at  that 
speed  when  she  struck.  When  her 
cables  parted  her  stern  smashed  on  the 
rocks.  She  subsequently  parted  amid- 
ships and  is  now  in  three  pieces,  the 
stern  end  being  Inverted  on  the  rocks. 
If  there  had  been  much  sea  running 
when  the  accident  occurred,  it  is  prob- 
able that  everybody  aboard  her  would 
have  perished.  As  it  was,  the  crew 
must  have  perished  but  for  the  assist- 
ance ren<lered. 


WAS  TOUGH. 


Required    Three   Shocks 

of  Electricity  to  Kill 

Negro  Pugh. 

Ossinlng.  N.  Y.,  Aug.  5.— Benjamin 
Pugh.  a  negro,  who  killed  John  Tiegen, 
a  waiter  In  a  restaurant  In  Brooklyn  on. 
Aug.  23  last,  was  put  to  death  in  the 
electric  chair  in  Sing  Sing  prison  to- 
day. Three  shocks  were  administered 
before  he  was  pronounced  dead.  On 
the  day  of  the  murder  Pugh  entered  the 
restaurant  where  Tiegen  was  employed 
as  a  waiter.  He  ordered  a  meal  and 
started  to  leave  without  paying  for  it. 
Tiegen  remonstrated  and  Pugh  threw 
10  cents  on  the  counter  and  then 
brushed  the  money  off  as  Tiegen  was 
about  to  pick  it  up.  This  so  enraged 
the  latter  that  he  struck  the  negro  and 
ejected  him  from  the  place.  Pugh  re- 
turned shoi^tiy  and  shot  Tiegen  dead.

120,000  acres  of  farming  land,  out  of  a 
total  of  185.000  having  been  irrigated  tj 
this  period.  This  shows  what  can  be 
accomplished  In  the  way  of  Irrigating 
the  arid  stretches  and  wastes  of  the 
West  withoilt  federal  appropriations." 

For  a  long  time  the  Eastern  news- 
papers and  Eastern  congressmen  have 
been  opposed  to  the  appropriation  of 
money  for  uilllty  In  making  the  arid 
lands  of  the  West  valuable  for  agricul- 
tural purposes.  This,  of  course,  is  be- 
cause they  did  not  desire  the  United 
States  congress  to  appropriate  the 
necessary  amount  of  money  required 
for  this  work. 

The  congressman  from  Utah,  Idaho, 
Nevada,  Washington,  Oregon,  Cali- 
fornia, Montana,  the  Dakotas  and  Ne- 
braska are  coming  to  congress  next 
winter  prepared  to  ask  for  more  money 
for  irrigation  purposes  than  they  havfc 
in  any  previous  session,  and  it  is  under- 
stood that  they  are  satisfied  that  some 
measure  which  will  b«  highly  beneficial 
will  be  enacted  during  the  Fifty-sev- 
enth session.  It  Is  quite  possible,  how- 
ever, that  the  representatives  of  these 
states  might  not  be  able  to  get  the 
amount  of  money  they  will  ask  for  to 
irrigate  the  arid  lands  of  their  states  at 
the  coming  session.  They  believe,  how- 
ever, that  this  money  will  be  alloted 
them  by  coming  sessions.

RECORDS  SUFFICIENT. 


From  The  Herald 

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington.  Aug.  5.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— It  will  be  nearly  two  months 
hence  before  Charles  C.  Dawes  retires 
as  comptroller  of  the  United  States  cur- 
recny.  At  the  present  writing  It  is  im- 
possible for  any  public  man  In  Wash- 
ington to  foreshadow  his  successor.  It 
is  presumed,  too,  that  President  Mc- 
Kinley  has  not  yet  decided  upon  the 
man  he  will  select  to  fill  this  important 
position.  It  Is  barely  i>os8ible,  somo 
think,  that  the  president  may  not  make 
up  his  mind  regarding  Mr.  Dawes'  suc- 
cessor until  about  the  time  congress 
assembles  In  December  next. 

The  most  talked  of  at  the  present 
time  for  the  comptrollership  is  the  pres- 
ent director  of  the  mint,  George  E. 
Roberts.  It  is  understood,  however,  that 
a  great  deal  of  pressure  is  being  brought 
to  bear  both  upon  President  McKInley 
and  Secretary  Gage  to  have  some  other 
man  than  Mr.  Roberts  named  for  this 
oflSce.  The  position  he  holds  at  the 
present  time  Is  considered  a  good  one, 
and  many  senators  who  have  candi- 
dates for  the  comptrollership,  therefore, 
are  opposed  to  the  transfer  of  Mr.  Rob- 
erts from  the  mint  to  the  comptrojler-

The  president  Is  aware  of  the  fact 
that  It  will  be  a  hard  matter  for  him  to 
secure  as  competent  a  man  for  comp- 
troller of  the  currency  as  Mr.  Dawes 
has  proved  himself  to  be.  It  is,  there- 
fore, likely,  as  before  stated,  that  the 
chief  executive  may  be,  compelled  to  de- 
lay the  appointment  of  Mr.  Dawes'  suc- 
cessor for  several  moaths.  Meantime, 
of  course,  the  deputy  comptroller  will 
act  In  Mr.  Dawes"  stead  until  the  lat- 
ter's  successor  Is  ^elected.

While  Mr.  Dawes  will  not  leave 
Washington  until  about  Oct.  15,  his 
campaign  for  the  genatorship  in  Illinois 
Is  well  under  way.  He,  while  attending 
to  his  duties  here,  is  also  engineering 
his  own  canvass  In  Illinois,  and  if  the 
assurances  he  is  said  to  have  received 
from  various  parts  of  the  state  can  be 
relied  upon  by  him.  his  chances  for 
stepping  into  the  shoes  now  occupied 
by  Senator  William  E.  Mason  are  con- 
sidered excellent.

It  appears  from  a  report  recently  Is- 
sued by  the  bureau  of  labor,  in  Wash- 
ington, ^hat  the  Shakers  still  Irad  the 
list  of  people  of  this  country  who  live 
on  the  co-operative  plan.  This  report 
deals  almost  entirely  with  the  Shakers, 
giving  an  interesting  account  of  these 
co-operative  communities.  The  report 
was  written  by  Rev.  Alexander  Kent. 
Mr.  Kent  divides  these  communities  ac- 
cording to  their  aims  rather  than  their 
achievements,  into  socialistic  and  par- 
tially co-operative. 

The  Shakers  lead  with  seventeen 
communities— Mount  Vernon,  «n  New 
York-  Hancock,  Harvard  and  Shirley, 
in  Massachusetts:  Enfield,  In  Connecti- 
cut; Canterbury  and  Ebfleld.  In  New 
Hampshire:  Alfred  and  New  Glouces- 
ter In  Maine:  Union  Village,  Watei- 
vllet  and  Whitewater,  in  Ohio:  Pleasant 
Hill  and  South  Union,  In  Kentucky; 
Whlteoak,  in  Georgia:  and  Narcoosee. 
in  Florida.  Each  society  contains  from 
two  to  four  •families,"  the  subdivisions 
beng  made  for  the  purpose  of  simplify- 
ing government. 

Mr  Kent  traces  the  rise  and  decllnt 
of  the  Shaker  .societies  from  the  foun- 
dation of  the  original  society  by  Ann 
Lee  In  1774.  to  the  present  time.  Mother 
Ann  preached  the  life  of  perfect  purity 
and  marriage  Is  forbidden  to  her  fol- 
lowers. To  the  general  disbelief  In  the 
theory  that  marriage  is  an  Insumount- 
able  obstacle  to  th#  highest  living  Mr. 
Kent  ascribes  the  failure  of  the  Shaker 
doctrines  to  spread  for.  in  many  re- 
spects, their  practices  are  most  com- 
mendable. Perfect  equality  of  sex  is 
recognized  In  the  work  and  in  the  gov- 
ernment, although  the  empjoyment  is 
designated  to  suit  the  sex  of  the  mem- 
ber of  the  community. 

At  one  time  the  Shakers  had  6000 
members,  although  now  probably  they 
number  less  than  1500.  Their  homes  are 
hyglenlcally  constructed,  and  the  rou- 
tine of  the  life  is  that  considered  most 
conducive  to  health,  consisting  of  good 
food,  light  and  pleasant  labor,  recrea- 
tion, education  and  regularity.  They 
have  religious  and  social  advisors  of 
both  sexjes  and.  while  the  sexes  are 
separated  as  much  as  possible,  they 
commingle  at  proper  times.  They  are 
averse  to  war  and  so  do  not  vote,  be- 
lieving it  wrong  to  take  part  in  a  gov- 
ernment which  supports  an  army  and 
navy.  For  the  same  reason  they  do  not 
like  to  pay  taxes  for  military  purposes, 
although  they  promptly  pay  all  civil 
taxes.  Shakers  are  generous,  believing 
it  to  be  wrong  to  accumulate  excessive 
wealth.  But  the  children  they  educate 
nearly  all  leave  the  community  to  enter 
the  world,  and  the  societies  receive  few 
novitiates  from  the  outside,  so  that 
their  ranks  are  belhg  depleted.  As  It  Is 
necessary  for  them  to  hire  aliens  to 
work  their  farms,  they  are  becoming 
dissatisfied  with  existing  conditions. 
They  hold  about  100,000  acres  of  land, 
most  of  it  In  a  high  state  of  cultivation. 
•    •    * . . 

The  prospects  fpr  t^e  Western  and 
inter-mountain  states  .pecunng  a  con- 
gressional appropriation  for  irrigation 
purposes  seem  to  be  brightest  at  the 
present  time  than  at  any  time  in  the 
past.  By  this  It  Is 'meant  that  the  com- 
ing session  of  congress  'will  probably  be 
more  willing  to  appropriate  the  neces- 
sary amount  of  money  to  irrigate  arid 
lands  In  the  West  than  has  been  the 
action  of  any  past  congress. 

Even  the  big  metropolitan  papers  ot 
the  East  are  considering  whether  it  Is 
not  wise  for  the  government  to  further 
the  irrigation  project  by  the  amount  of 
money  necessary  to  put  it  upon  a  suc- 
cessful basis.  One  of  the  Eastern 
papers  referred  to  Is  the  Philadelphia 
Evening  Bulletin.  In  a  recent  editorial 
this  paper  says: 

"Perhaps  the  most  interesting  feature 
of  the  census  returns  for  Ajrizona  is  the 
statement  that  out  of  nearly  6000  farms 
in  that  territory  over  4200  are  irrigated. 
Nearly  the  whole  of  this  work  of  irri- 
gation has  been  achieved  in  the  last  ten 
years,  over  540  miles  of  canals  and 
ditches  having  been  constructed,   and

NORTH  DAKOTA. 
Valley  City— Sam  Stilling,  the  young 
man  who  mysteriously  disappeared 
from  his  parents'  home  July  31,  has 
reappeared  and  tells  a  rather  peculiar 
tale.  He  claims  to  have  been  carried  off 
by  two  men  and  kept  confined  in  a 
tent  on  the  prairie  for  twenty-four 
hours,  when  his  alleged  captors  be- 
came alarmed  and  turned  him  loose. 
He  says  he  was  tied  hand  and  foot  and 
was  under  the  influence  of  some  drug 
all  the  time.  Their  object  in  captur- 
ing him,  accoiding  to  his  story,  was  to 
extort  a  promise  from  him  that  he 
would  refrain  from  keeping  company 
with  a  certain  young  lady  who  lived  in 
the  neighborhood.  The  matter  has 
been  investigated  by  the  county  officials 
and  as  they  dropped  the  case  quite 
suddenly,  it  la  thought  they  became 
convinced  that  there  was  nothing  in  the 
abduction  theory.  atTTllng  is  supposed 
to  have  concocted  the  story  with  the 
idea  that  he  would  appear  as  a  hero 
in  the  eyes  of  his  lady  friend. 

Fargo— The  fight  against  the  re-es- 
tablishment of  the  houses  of  111  fame 
on  Third  street  resulted  In  the  arrest 
of  two  alleged  proprietors,  who  were 
bound  over  to  the  district  court  after  a 
preliminary  hearing.  The  complaints 
were  made  by  Landlord  Johnson  of  a 
hotel  on  that  street,  who  alleged  that 
the  establishments  were  injuring  his 
business.

ISSUES  IN  MARYLAND 

Republican  Convention  Warmly  Endorses  McKinley 
and   Party    and  as    Vigorously  De- 
nounces Everything  Democratic. 


Judge  Lochren  In  United  States  court 
at  Minneapolis  late  Saturday  afternoon 
decided  one  of  the  most  important  land 
cases  ever  heard  in  the  Northwest,  in- 
volving 15,000  acres  of  valuable  pine 
lands  directly,  and  indirectly  an  Im- 
mense amount  of  lands  similarly  situ- 
ated elsewhere.  The  case  is  that  of 
John  A.  Humbird  and  Frederick  Weyer- 
haeuser against  Waldo  A.  Avery  and 
fifty  others.  Involving  the  right  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  road,  from  which  the 
plaintiffs  secured  their  title,  to  an  in- 
demnity selection  in  this  county  north 
and  east  of  Duluth,  upon  which  settlers 
have  been  permitted  to  enter  by  the  de- 
partment of  the  interior. 

It  is  a  victory  for  the  entrymen  after 
they  had  lost  the  battle  on  their  main 
point,  which  involved  the  question  of 
whether  the  eastern  tremiiius  of  the 
road  was  at  Duluth  or  Ashland,  the  su- 
preme court  deciding  that  the  terminus 
was  at  Ashland  after  the  interior  de- 
partment had  decided  that  it  was  in 
Duluth,  and  that  the  road  was  not  en- 
titled to  grants  east  of  Duluth.  The 
main  points  on  which  the  .settlers  won 
in  this  proceeding  were  that  the  road 
had  not  shown  any  losses  west  of  Min- 
nesota, and  that  unless  It  showed  them, 
there  was  nothing  to  warrant  drawing 
on  the  Indemnity  belts  in  Minnesota, 
in  which  the  lands  involved  are  situat- 
ed: also,  that  the  interior  department 
had  never  approved  the  selection  by  the 
road  of  thi.s  land,  and  that  this  deprived 
the  court  of  jurl.sdiction  to  pass  on  the 
road's  title. 

In  July,  1864,  congress  pa.«?sed  an  act 
malting  a  grant  of  lands  to  the  Northern 
Pacific  for  a  line  to  be  constructed  from 
a  point  on  Lake  Superior  to  a  point  on 
Pugct  sound.  The  grant  included  twen- 
ty alternative  sections  on  each  side  of 
the  line  through  the  territories  and  ten 
alternate  sections  through  the  states. 
In  order  to  make  up  for  lands  that  had 
been  disposed  of  In  the  original  grant, 
which  is  termed  the  place  limits,  and 
to  make  up  for  losses  that  might  occur 
between  the  date  of  the  grant  and  the 
date  of  the  definite  location  of  the  road, 
the  act  also  provided  for  a  10-mile  In- 
demnity belt  on  each  side  of  the  road 
beyond  the  place  limits  and  adjoining 
them,  out  of  which  the  road  might  make 
up  the  losses. 

In  1870  congress  passed  another  act 
providing  an  additional  or  second  In- 
demnity belt  of  ten  miles  on  either  side, 
to  which  the  road  might  resort  In  case 
the  first  indemnity  belt  was  not  found 
sufficient.  Several  years  later  the  road 
filed  its  route  of  definite  location  from 
Ashland  to  Pugct  sound.  About  two- 
thirds  of  the  lands  involved  in  the  suit 
are  in  the  second  indemnity  belt  and 
about  one-third  arc  in  the  first  indem- 
nity belt,  and  all  are  located  east  of  Du- 
luth. and  were  taken  for  losses  occur- 
ring in  the  line  between  Duluth  and 
Ashland.  ,     »    ^ 

In  1883  the  Northern  Pjciflc  selected 
these  lands,  claiming  a  right  to  them 
for  lands  lost  in  the  place  limits.  The 
selections,  however,  were  not  approved 
by  the  secretary  for  various  rea.sons. 
He  claimed  that  the  road  had  not  com- 
plied with  all  the  provisions  of  the  law 
and  the  requirements  of  the  department 
In  selectii.g  lands.  About  lS9,=i  the  inter- 
ior department  refused  to  approve  the 
selections  on  the  particular  lands  in- 
volved in  this  suit,  for  the  reason  that 
the  department  concluded  that  the  east- 
ern terminus  of  the  grant  wa.s  at  Du- 
luth instead  of  Ashland,  and  as  these 
lands  were  all  east  of  Duluth.  they  did 
not  coine  within  the  terms  of  the  grant. 
Thereupon  the  department  threw  the 
lands  open  to  public  settlement,  and  the 
defendants  In  the  present  suit  obtained 
the  lands  from  the  entrymen  who  were 
allowed  to  settle  under  this  ruling. 

Shortly  after  the  decision  of  the  In- 
terior department  that  the  eastern  ter- 
minus was  at  Duluth.  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific instituted  a  suit  in  the  federal 
court  to  determine  the  question  of  the 
location  of  the  eastern  terminus.  The 
eupreme  court  of  the  United  States  de- 
cided that  It  was  at  Ashland,  overruling 
the  department. 

This  was  supposed  to  settle  the  case 
of  the  settlers,  and  a  short  time  later 
the  Northern  Pacific,  assuming  that  its 
title  was  cleared  and  that  the  secretary 
had  erred  In  allowing  settlers  to  take 
thees  railroad  lands,  between  Duluth 
and  Ashland,  conveyed  the  lands  in- 
volved to  th<»  plaintiffs,  and  In  the 
spring  of  1900  Humbird  and  Weyer- 
haeuser began  the  present  suit  to  have 
the  court  decree  that  the  defendants 
held  the  lands  in  trust  for  them.  The 
theory  of  the  suit  was  that  the  secre-

Everybody  assumed  that  the  supreme 
court  decision  on  the  terminus  question 
settled  the  matter,  but  Judge  Lochren's 
decision  shows  that  It  did  not.  The 
main  points  of  the  delendants.  on  which 
this  decision  is  baaed,  were  as  follows: 
Pli-st — That  the  secretary  of  ihe  In- 
terior had  never  approved  the  selection 
of  these  lands  by  the  Northern  Pacific, 
and  under  the  law  the  power  to  deter- 
mine that  question  waa  cisslgned  In  ihe 
first  instance  to  the  interior  depart- 
ment, and  that  until  that  department 
has  actually  passed  on  the  question  the 
court  had  no  jurisdiction  to  try  and  de- 
termine the  road's  ll%\e  to  the  lands. 

Second— That  in  the  present  suit  the 
plaintiffs  had  made  no  such  showing  of 
losses  in  the  original  grant  or  place 
limits  as  would  entitle  them  to  resort 
to  the  Indemnity  belt*.  They  only  made 
a  showing  of  lo.^ses  in  the  original 
grant  in  Minnesota,  and  the  defendants 
claimed  that  It  was  necessary  to  ^how 
losses  In  the  place  limits  along  the  en- 
tire line  of  the  road  from  lake  to  coast, 
at  least  before  the  road  could  resort  to 
the  second  indemnity  belt.  They  take 
the  position  that  the  second  indemnity 
belt  was  nothing  more  or  less  than  an 
additional  Indemnity  find  which  could 
not  be  resorted  to  until  the  first  fund 
o'-  first  Indemnity  belt  had  been  ex- 
hausted. They  held  that  this  coull  not 
be  done  until  it  had  li^en  shown  what 
losses  there  had  b«en  in  the  place 
limits  in  the  states  and  territories  west 
of  Minnesota,  for  unle.t's  there  had  been 
losses  In  the  place  limits  there,  there 
would  remain  all  of  the  lands  In  the 
first  Indemnity  belt  west  of  Minnesota 
to  .sati.=fy  the  losses  in  IiUnnesota,  and 
if  these  losses  could  b-"  satisfied  out  of 
the  first  indemnity  bt'lt  west  of  Minne- 
sota, then  under  the  law  the  defend- 
ants claimed  the  Northern  Pacific  had 
no  right  to  resort  to  the  second  in- 
demnity belt  in  Minnesota, 

Third — This  was  the  effect  of  an  act 
passed  in  July.  1898.  which  provided 
that  where  j^ettlers  bad  bet-n  allowed 
to  enter  upon  railroad  lands  prior  to 
Jan.  1.  1S?8,  they  should  have  the  option 
of  retaining  these  lands  or  of  relin- 
quishing them  and  taking  others  in  lieu 
thereof,  and  the  dep--..*Tnent  under  this 
law  Issued  notice  grl\1ng  settlers  sl.x:ty 
days  within  which  to  exercise  their 
option  under  the  law.  The  law  also 
permitted  the  Northern  Pacific  to  re- 
linquish its  right  to  railroad  lands  on 
which  settlers  had  been  allowed  to  en- 
ter, and  if  the  railroad  exercised  such 
option,  to  tak«  other  public  lands  along 
Us  line  in  lieu  of  tho-se  relinquished. 
The  Northern  Pacific  filed  a  written  ac- 
ceptance of  the  terms  and  provisions  of 
the  act  thirteen  days  after  Its  passage, 
and  In  fact  relinquished  several  thou- 
sands of  acres.  The  defendants  claimed 
that  while  the  act  would  probably  have 
been  unconstitutional,  as  an  unwar- 
ranted interference  with  vested  rights. 
If  the  railroad  had  not  voluntarily  ac- 
cepted Its  terms,  still  by  accepting 
them  and  taking  the  benefits  of  the  act 
In  part,  the  statute  amounted  practi- 
cally to  an  amendment  of  the  original 
charter  of  the  road,  to  which  the  North- 
ern Pacific  had  consi^nted. 

"The  case  was  argued  before  Jtidge 
Lochren  Thursday,  Friday  and  Satur- 
day, and  It  was  decided  by  him,  after 
the  close  of  the  arguments,  late  Satur- 
day afternoon.  It  di.iposes  of  the  mat- 
ter so  far  as  the  court  has  power, 
though  there  is  still  an  appeal  to  the 
circuit  court  of  app^^als  and  then  tc  the 
United  States  supreme  court  that  the 
plaintiffs  will  probably  take.  A  week 
from  Saturday  W.  W.  .,iillson.  for  the 
plaintiffs,  <»nd  L.  C.  Harris,  for  the  de- 
fendants, will  go  to  Minneapolis  to  ob- 
tain rulings-  from  the  court  on  objec- 
tions to  testimony  taken  b'^fore  a 
special  examiner  who  had  no  power  to 
pass  upon  such  uestions. 

In  the  case  the  plaintiffs  were  repre- 
sented principally  by  W.  W.  P.illson, 
while  James  B.  Kerr,  the  special  at- 
torney for  the  Northern  Pacific  In  all 
land  "grant  matters,  appeared  for  the 
road's  Interests,  though  It  is  not  a  party 
to  the  suit. 

The  defendants  were  represented  by 
L.  C.  Harris.  H.  H.  Hoyt  and  M.  H. 
Stanford,  of  Duluth,  and  Benton  Han- 
chett,  of  Saginaw. 

Waldo  A.  Avery  is  the  largest  owner 
of  land  In  this  disputed  territory, 
though  the  Alger-Smith  company  and 
the  Olean  Land  company  -ire  also 
heavy  holders.  Few  of  the  original  en- 
trymen still  hold  their  titles,  having 
disposed  of  them.  It  Is  said  that  the 
timber  alone  on  the  lands  involved  is 
worth  nearly  $500,000.

CUMMINS  IS  CONFIDENT 

Will  Make  Fight  For  Nomination  on  Floor  of   the 

Iowa  Convention  and  Claims 

a  Sure  Thing. 


Pittsburg.  Aug.  6.— No  general  strike 
order  was  issued  by  President  Shaffer 
this   morning,   and   It   may   be   delayed 
beyond  the  time  limit  made  by  him  yes- 
terday. He  says  there  are  sufficient  rea- 
sons for  the  delay,  but  the  only  appar- 
ent cause  is  said  to  be  the  hope  enter- 
tained that  the  officials  of  the  big  steel 
corporation  may  soon  realize  the  serious 
results  that  will  follow  a  general  clos- 
ing of  the  union  plants  and  make  over- 
tures   for    peace.       The    Amalgamated 
association,    it    is    explained,    does    not 
want   to    take    hasty    action    and    pro- 
poses to  rest  quietly  for  a  while.Officials 
of  the  steel  combine,  apparently,  are  not 
worrying  over  the  delay  and  seem   to 
be  confident  as  ever  that  they  will  win. 
They  are  encouraged  over  the  delay  in 
Issuing  the  strike  order  and  believe  it 
Is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  officers  of 
the  workers'  organization  are  not  cer- 
tain of  their  ability   to  bring  out   the 
union    men    desired.        One    thing    ap- 
pears certain  President  Shaffer  will  not 
call  out  the  men  until  the  latter  part 
at  his  office  at  9  a.  m.  and  at  once  went 
of   the   week.       President   Shaffer   was 
to  work.      It  is  said  he  is  preparing  no- 
tices to  the  different  companies,  which 
will  state  that  he  Intends  to  call  the 
men  out.      These  notices  will  probably 
go    out    today.    No    attempt    has    been 
made  to  start  any  of  the  mills  in  this 
city,    but   a  rumor  was   current   today 
that  an  effort  will  be  made  to  start  the 
Painter  mill,   non-union,   this  week.   A 
number  of  fires  in  the  mill  have  been 
lighted  and  while  the  management  re- 
fuses to  talk,  there  is  every  indication 
that  something  in  that  direction  is  being 
planned. 

At  Clarks'  mill  and  the  plant  of  Lind- 
say &  McCutcheon  conditions  axe  un- 
changed. 

Rciorts  from  nearby  towns  on  the 
btrike   situation    follow: 

Leechburg.  Pa.— Two  mills  of  the 
Hyde  Park  plant,  which  started  up  yes- 
terday, worked  through  the  night  and 
are  still  In  operation.  No  trouble  has 
occurred,  but  a  clash  between  the 
strikers  and  non-union  men  at  mid- 
night was  narrowly  averted.  There  is 
a  noticeable  increase  of  strikers' 
filends  about  today,  while  only  a  few 
men  came  from  Apollo  and  Vandergrift 
to  work. 

McKeesport,  Pa.— The  strikers  and 
mill  officials  are  inactive.  The  Amal- 
gamated association  Is  engaged  In 
strengthening  Its  organization  in  the 
two  mills  of  the  National  Tube  com- 
pany, and  It  Is  now  announced  that 
every  man  in  the  Boston  plant  will 
come  out  and  that  85  per  cent  of  the 
men  in  the  National  mill  are  members 
of  the  association  The  Amalgamated 
oflicials  also  claim  that  in  spite  the 
vigilance  of  the  mill  officers,  lodges  have 
been  formed  In  the  Carnegie  mils  at 
Homsteal  and  Duquesne. 

Wellsvllle.  Ohio— The  plant  Is  work- 
ing stronger  today  than  at  any  time 
since  the  strike  began.  Five  of  the  six 
mills  were  running  and  Manager  Brook- 
man  savs  it  will  only  be  a  question  of 
a  day  or  so  until  the  plant  will  be  run- 
ning'ln  full  capacity.  The  strikers  are 
orderly  and  are  no  longer  Interfering 
with  the  non-union  men.

Torpedo      Boats     Have 

Trouble  In  Reaching 

New  York. 

New  York.  Aug.  6.-The  torpedo  boats 
Cashing  and  Winslow,  which  have 
reached  the  city,  had  a  diffl^cult  passage 
from  Norfolk,  "rhey  are  on  their  way  to 
join  the  North  Atlantic  s<iuadron.  Lieut. 
Douglass  was  in  command  of  both  boats 
and  Lieut.  Stone  in  command  of  the  Win- 
slow.  The  Wlnslow  developed  leaks  in 
her  fresh  water  tanks,  and  about  2  a.  m. 
on  Sunday,  the  water  gave  cut.  The 
Cushing  tJien  ran  lines  to  the  Wlnslow,  a 
ticklish  job  at  sea  and  towned  her  for 
five  hours.  At  that  time  Lieut  Dougiuss 
discovered  that  the  Cushing  had  only 
fresh  water  enough  to  get  herself  into 
port.  So  the  lines  were  cast  off  and  the 
Wins-low  ordered  to  go  ahead  with  salt 
water  for  her  boilers,  although  U  is  in- 
jurious to  the  pipes.  The  Winsiow  prob- 
ably will  be  laid  up  at  the  yard  for  re- 
pairs for  a  week.  The  Cushing  is  expect- 
ed to  leave  at  once.  The  crews  of  ooth 
boats  were   completely   fagged   out. 

PENSIONS  AND  PATENTS. 


Philadelphia,  Aug.  6. —Six  persDns,  all 
colored,  are  known  to  be  dead  as  a  resu't 
of  the  teirible  gasoline  explosion  last 
night,  which  tore  to  atoms  six  bulKiings 
on  Locust  street  between  Tenth  and 
Eleventh  streets,  and  wrecked  over  a 
score  of  others.  As  to  the  number  that 
yet  remain  In  the  ruins  of  the  wrecked 
buildings,  all  is  mere  speculation. 

Only  one  of  the  six  that  perished  has 
been  Identified.  This  is  Annie  Harris,  a 
child,  4  years  old.  who  lived  at  1013  Locust 
street,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street, 
from  the  building  in  which  the  explosion 
occurreil. 

The  unidentified  dead  are:  A  child  about 
2  years  old.  Two  women  and  a  man  at 
the  Pennsylvania  hospital  and  a  man  at 
the  Jefferton   hospital. 

It  was  7  o'clock  this  morning  before 
the  firemen,  after  working  hard  all  n'ght. 
had  the  smouldering  ruins  sufflcientiy 
cooled  off  to  enable  them  to  begin  a  search 
for  the  bodies  which  are  supposed  :o  be 
beneath   the   wrecked   buildings. 

Their  attention  was  first  direottd  to 
1018  Locust,  the  building  occupied  by  Al- 
bert D.  Mountain,  grocer.  In  this  build- 
ing at  the  time  of  the  explosion,  there 
were  Robert  and  Dalton  Mountain  and 
Lizzie  Mci;ntaln,  children  of  the  p'opne- 
tor  of  the  store.  None  of  them  have  teen 
accounted  for.  No.  1016  Locust  street  was 
occupied  by  Patrick  Quigley  as  a  grocery. 
Quigley,  his  wife,  three  children  and  an 
uncle  were  in  the  building  when  the  ex- 
plosion occurred.  The  only  one  in  this 
family  thus  far  accounted  for  is  Quig- 
ley and  his  uncle.  At  1014  Locust  etieet 
George  McClennv  also  conducted  .i  small 
grocery.  It  is  here  that  the  explosion  is 
thought  to  have  occurred.  The  buUd-

Ing  was  occupied  by  McCienny,  his  wife, 
a  clerk  and  a  servant.  At  tne  time  of 
the  disaster  Mrs.  McCienny  was  visiting 
in  West  Philadelphia  and  the  others  are 
thought  to  have  been  In  the  builllng. 
Where  the  greatest  numt)er  probably 
perished  is  at  1012  Locust  street.  Here 
William  Jones,  colored,  conducte.d  a  board- 


ing house      He  had  a  score  of  boarders; 
but  the  number  in  the  place  at  tho  time, 
cannot  be  learned  positively.     The  pohce 
official   say    however,   that  It  is   probable 
that    half    a    dozen    bodies    will    be    laKen 
from  the  debris  of  this  building  alon?.    At 
1010  Locu;^t  street.  M.  Rosenthal,  wife  and 
five    children    lived.      They    escain-d    with 
broken    limbs    and     contusions,     but     the 
building  was  completely  wrecked,     in  the 
Rosenthal    home    was    a    boarder    named 
Frank  Schmidt.    He  was  seated  at  a  third 
storv    wincow    reading    when    the    explo- 
sion occurred.

HOT  AFTER  THE  'SQUITO 

The  Health  Department  of  New  York  Has   Begun 

a  Determined  Warfare  Against  the 

Dangerous  Little  Pests. 


New  York,  Aug.  8.-Dr.  A.  H.  Doty, 
health  oflTiccr  of  the  port  and  his  assist- 
ants have  at  last  commenced  the  war  of 
destruction  of  the  mosquito  of  rGeat- 
er  New  York  and  vicinity.  They  have 
at  last  taken  their  outfit  which  consists 
largely  of  kerosene  oil  to  the  pond  near 
Concord,  Staten  Island,  and  forced  bar- 
rels of  the  oil  under  the  surface  of  the 
water.    It    was    expected    that    while    the 


fluid  Is  making  Its  way  to  the  surface  it 
will  destrov  all  the  embryonic  mosquito 
life  therein,  i-^r.  Doty  ^ald  he  could  not 
be  nosltive  about  the  success  of  the  ex- 
periment for  a  month  to  come,  but  be 
thought  it  would  work  well. 

Dr.  p::ugene  Monaghan,  Fanitary  super- 
intendent of  the  borough  of  the  Bronx, 
savs  he  believes  the  malaria  at  Kordham 
was  caused  by  the  mosquitoes.  The  ex- 
periments of  Dr.  Doty  are  being  watched, 
and  if  thev  are  successful,  the  scattering 
of  oil  on  the  swamps  and  low  places  in 
Fordham   will   ue  begun.

LONG  AND  BITTER  FIGHT 

Negotiations  For  Settlement  of  Strike  In  San  Fran-^ 

Cisco  Having  Failed,  a  Protracted 

Struggle  May  Result. 


Cedar  Rapids.  Iowa,  Aug.  6.— Dele- 
gates to  the  republican  state  conven- 
tion, began  arriving  in  force  today  and 
the  convention  fight  may  be  said  to  be 
on  In  earnest.  Practically  all  hopes  of 
controlling  the  fight  before  the  com- 
mittee on  credentials  has  been  given  up 
by  the  Cummins  men.  as  they  realize 
that  their  chances  are  something  less 
than  even.

Delegates  who  arrived  this 
noorning  from  the  ninth  district,  where 
the  greatest  strength  of  Herrlot  lies, 
say  that  many  of  them  are  for  Cum- 
mins, and  that  If  there  Is  any  break 
from  their  man,  Cummins  will  get  at 
least  ninety  votes  from  them.  This  Is 
enough  to  almost  ensure  the  nomination 
of  Cummins  and  will  pr0\-e  such  a 
break  In  the  strength  of  the  opposition, 
as  Is  likely  to  cause  them  serious  em- 
barrassment. Reports  were  spread  by 
the  Cummins  men  today  that  some  of 


his  competitors  may  withdraw  during 
the  day.  but  this  is  laughed  at  by  the 
others.  They  all  realize  that  they  will 
be  compelled  to  unite  on  on  man  in  or- 
der to  win,  and  who  ©le  man  shall  be 
Is  the  sticking  point.  Nobody  is  willing 
to  step  aside  to  make  a  sacrifice  of 
himself  In  order  to  provide  smooth  sail- 
ing for  somebody  else.  They  have  left 
that,  they  say,  .with  the  members  of  th,? 
steering  committee,  which  has  absolute 
control,  and  the  committee  has  not  as 
yet  made  announcement  as  to  who  shall 
be  the  standard  bearer  of  the  opposi- 
tion to  Cummins,  It  Is  said  by  many  of 
the  followers  of  Harrlman.  Trewln. 
Herrlot  and  Conger  that  no  announce- 
ment will  be  made  until  after  the  fight 
In  the  committee  on  credentials  had 
been  made,  but  by  others  It  is  predicted 
that  it  will  be  known  today.  The  se- 
lection will  without  question  be  made 
sonie  time  today. 

All  meetings  of  the  committees  will 
be  held  tomorrow  momlner,  Just  prior 
to  the  convention. 


San  Francisco,  Aug.  6.— Negotiations 
for  settlement  of  the  labor  troubles 
here  having  resulted  in  failure.  Indica- 
tions are  now  that  the  strike  will  not  be 
ended  until  after  a  bitter  and  protracted 
struggle.  The  Employers'  association 
declines  to  re-employ  its  men  unless 
they  will  agree  not  to  go  on  sympathetic 
strikes  or  use  sympathetic  boycott's,  but 
as  neither  side  would  yield,  the  negotia- 
tions conducted  by  Mayor  Phelan  are 
closed. 


That  the  San  Francisco  labor  council 
entertains  the  same  opinion  Is  evi- 
denced by  its  course  In  entering  the  con- 
test for  the  first  lime  and  calling  out 
the  sand  teamsters.  This  will  seriously 
cripple  the  building  trades  and  may 
deprive  many  other  men  of  employment.

Prospectors    Lose   Their 

Lives  While  on  Uni- 

mak  Island. 

Seattle.  Aug.  6.-Advices  from  Dutch 
Harbor,  via  Sitka,  on  the  steamship  Queen 
indicate  that  two  white  men  shot  down 
Con  and  Florence  Sullivan  and  P.  J.  Roo- 
nev  on  Unimak  island,  last  June.  Owen 
Jackson,  the  only  surviving  member  of 
the  ill-fated  party,  expresses  in  his^ sworn 
statement  of  the  affair  the  belief  that  na- 
lives  shot  down  the  defenseless  prosiiect- 
ors  Other  evidence,  however,  tends  to 
make  two  deserters  from  a  fishing  schoo- 
ner responsible  for  the  deed.  It  has  since 
been  learned  that  when  Rev.  Mr.  Scott 
with  a  party  of  prospectors  were  camped 
on  Unimak  Island  about  the  time  of  the 
murd<»r  two  white-  men,  who  had  de- 
serted' from  one  of  the  fishing  schooners, 
came  to  their  camp  and  told  a  story  or 
having  stopped  over  night  at  another  pros- 
pecting camp,  where  they  found  two  of 
the  prospectors  dead  and  evidences  of 
another  having  left.  These  men  showed 
Scott  about  $1200  in  money,  a  Savage  rifie. 
revolvers  and  a  gold  wach.  They  saJd 
thev  were  going  back  to  bury  the  men. 
This  was  the  last  seen  of  them  by  Scott.

Several  Boats. 

New  York,  Aug.  6. — Commenting  upon' 
the  naval  maneuvers  in  which  the  at- 
tacking ^squadron  supposed  to  represent 
"the  enemy"  has  just  been  declared 
victor,  the  Tribune's  London  correspon- 
dent says  there  has  been  more  realism 
in  these  maneuvers  than  the  admiralty 
authorities  had  expected.  Not  only  hav{} 
two  torpedo  boat  destroyers  been  losti 
but  It  Is  reported  that  several  others' 
have  been  crippled.  The  wreck  of  th6 
Viper  was,  of  course,  the  most  serious 
accident  of  the  maneuvers.  This  vessel 
was  an  experiment,  and  her  perform- 
ances were  being  witnessed  with  ai 
critical  eye  by  the  admiralty  experts. 
The  destroyer  Violet  Is  said  to  be  in  a' 
bad  way.  Nearly  all  her  water  tube 
boilers  have  been  disabled  tl^ough  spilt 
tubes,  and  it  was  only  by  great  pres- 
ence of  mind  and  prompt  action  that  the 
stokers  were  saved  from  being  scalded 
to  death.  There  are  rumors  of  Inci- 
dents of  a  similar  nature  on  other  ves- 
sels, about  which  there  probably  will 
be  a  full  Inquiry.

Finds  That  Second  Street 

Tenants  Must  Leave 

the  Land.

.  The  end  of  the  Lerch  Hvery  barn  lill- 
Eation  and  wandering  Is  in  sight,  and 
Mr.  Leri:h  has  the  appearance  of  a 
vinner. 

The  decision  rendered  In  the  munici- 
pal court,  several  days  ago,  preventing 
his  moving  the  livery  barn  to  West 
Becond  street,  has  been  reversed,  owing 
to  an  error  whlrh  was  discovered  by 
Judge  FMson  In  going  over  the  steno- 
Kiaphic  transcript  of  testimony. 

The  property  on  which  Mr.  Lerch 
seeks  to  locate  his  wandering  livery 
Btable  is  on  the  south  side  of  West  Sec- 
ond street,  between  Fourth  and  Fifth 
avenues.  This  property  is  owned  by 
W.  D.  WlUard.  and  is  now  occupied  by 
John  Bernle,  John  Benda,  PedrizettI 
Fortunato,  under  a  three-years'  lease. 
The  tenants  had  paid  rent  In  advance, 
and  when  Mr.  Willard's  agent  ordered 
the  lease  cancelled  and  the  houses 
moved  to  make  room  for  the  Lerch 
barn,  the  Italians,  backed.  It  Is  said, 
by  prominent  people  of  the  neighbor- 
hood, refused  to  go. 

An  unlawful  detainer  action  was 
brought  before  Judge  Edson  of  the  mu- 
aicipal  court,  and  his  findings  sustained 
irhe  po.sltion  of  the  Italians.  Now, 
however,  on  further  investigation,  he 
vacate.*!  this  first  finding  an<  enters  a 
Judgment  for  the  plaintiff. 

When  the  case  was  first  before  him, 
Judgv  Edson  understood  that  In  urging 
the  Italian  tenants  to  vacate,  the  Wll- 
lArd  agent  tendered  the  unearned  rent, 
whlcb  thsy  had  paid  in  advance,  after 
the  libel  suit  had  begun.  He  ruled  at 
that  time  that  If  the  money  had  been 
tendered  prior  to  the  bringing  of  the 
iult,  the  tenants  could  be  made  to  va- 
cate. Further  investigation  of  the  tes- 
timony shows  that  the  money  was  ten- 
iered  before  the  suit  was  bi»>ught. 

In  explaining  this.  Judge  Edson  says: 
"Because  the  case  prei'ented  unusual 
features  I  took  no  notes  of  th->  testi- 
mony, intending  to  have  the  steno- 
irraphlc  minutes  transcribed.  But  on 
account  of  the  press  of  business  the  re- 
porter was  unable  to  comply  with  the 
-equost  that  the  minutes  be  trans- 
icrlbed.  So  much  time  had  elapsed  that 
to  wait  longer  would  seem  to  defeat  the* 
summary  character  of  the  unlawful  de- 
tainer proceedings. 

•'I.  then  proceeded  to  draw  the  find- 
ings, verifying  the  same  by  having 
portions  of  the  testimony  read  from  the 
reporter's  minutes,  thus  seeking  to 
trace  out  and  verify  each  fact. 
"In  doing  so  I  erroneous^,'  and  Inad- 
vertently found  as  a  fact  that  the  ten- 
der of  unearned  rent  was  not  made  till 
sfter  the  suit  was  Instituted,  which,  in 
the  view  T  finally  took  of  the  law  *iT  the 
Ease,  was  the  pivotal  fact.  And  because 
Df  that  error,  and  the  fact  thus  found, 
the  Judgment  was  awarded  to  the  de- 
fendants. 

•'Subsequent  investigation  proved 
that  the  unearned  rent  had  been  ten- 
dered before  the  suit  was  instituted, 
and  under  such  circumstances  it  seems 
to  be  one  of  the  plainest  dictates  of 
justice  to  correct  the  error  at  the  earli- 
est possible  opportunity.  This  I  have 
done  In  vacating  the  former  findings." 


A  New  Regulation. 

The  couiniittt-e  on  schools  made  the 
following  recomendation  to  the  board 
of  education  at  its  last  meeting,  a  mea- 
sure affecting  principals  in  the  public 
schools: 

"We  recommend  that  in  the  future  no 
Itacher  be  appointed  to  a  priiuipal- 
Khip  without  passing  a  satisfactory  ex- 
amination in  all  the  subjects  required 
for  a  state  professional  certificate  of 
the  second  grade.

Barker  Estate  Begins  Dredg- 
ing For  Northern  Pacific. 

The  Barker  estate,  whicJi.  has  a  $60,- 
000  dredging  contract  with  the  North- 
ern Pacific  company,  commenced  this 
morning  the    preliminary    preparation^^ 

for  filling  up  the  swamp  at  the  head  of 
Garfield  avenue,  on  Rice's  Point,  where 
the  new  36-8tall  round  house  Is  to  be 
erected.  The  big  sand-sucker  dredge. 
Northwestern,  which  has  Just  complet- 
ed a  contract  for  filling  in  the  St.  Paul 
&  Western  coal  dock  extension,  has 
been  placed  in  St.  Louis  bay  as  near  as 
possiole  to  the  swamp,  and  pipes  are 
being  laid  from  the  dredge  to  tbe 
swamp.  There  is  a  large  hole  to  be 
filled  in.  after  which  plUug  will  be  put 
In.  The  scows  carrying  sand  from  the 
government  dredging  will  do  consider- 
able dumping  close  to  the  sand  sucker 
and  the  sand  will  be  pumped  into  the 
swamp.  It  win  require  an  Immense 
amount  of  filling  and  it  is  said  to  be 
cheaper  and  more  cjuickly  done  with 
the  dredge  than  by  hauling  In  material 
on  the  railroad  and  dumping  it.

City  Officers  In  Despair 
Over  Primary  Elec- 
tion Law. 


Some  Inconsistencies  and 

Peculiarities  That  Are 

Bewildering. 


Thorough    Study  of   the 

Law  Is  Now  Being 

Made. 


With  single-handed  gestures  of 
double  depreciation,  city  officers  en- 
deavored to  filter  the  brain-shattering 
oddities  of  the  new  primary  election 
law  through  their  seething  cranial 
cavities    this    morning.  , 

There  is  a  p^jssibillty  that  the  new 
election  machinery  will  not  work.  The 
law  is  nothing  more  than  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Mlnneapoli.s  primary  law, 
and  the  general  features  are  unsulted 
to  the  requirements  of  Duluth  elections. 

In  Minneapolis,  city,  county  and  state 
eections  are  held  simultaneously.  In 
Duluth  a  city  election  Is  never  held  at 
the  .same  time  the  state  and  county 
elections  are  held.  Municipal  politics 
are  fought  out  In  the  spring  while  the 
latter  elections  are  in   the  fall. 

That  Is  where  the  trouble  will  come  in 
attempting  to  make  the  Minneapolis 
primary  law  fit  the  requirements  of  a 
Duluth  city  election.  It  is  all  right  in 
the   county  elections,    however. 

Tho.se  of  the  city  ofllclals  who  worried 
(themselves  over  it  today  pronounce 
the  new  law  a  very  crude  piece  of  leg- 
islation, though  they  say  that  before 
passing  on  it  finally  they  will  have  to 
go  Into  it  more  thoroughly  after  corre- 
sponding with  Minneapolis  people  fa- 
miliar with  Its  workings. 

From  the  present  interpretation  of  the 
law  It  appears  that  In  a  ctiy  election 
the  county  canvassing  board  has  to 
canvass  the  returns  of  the  primaries 
and  the  county  auditor  has  to  prepare 
the  primary  ballots. 

Under  the  general  election  law  the 
city  clerk  Is  supposed  to  conduct  a  city 
election.  But  this  law  while  turning 
the  management  of  the  city  primaries 
over  to  the  county  officers,  provides 
that  the  ballot  boxes  and  registers  shall 
be  returned  to  the  city  clerk,  instead 
of  going  up  to  the  court  house. 

Then  there  is  no  method  by  which 
the  county  officers  are  to  certify  the 
nominations  to  the  dty  clerk,  though 
the  law  provides  that  the  city  clerk 
shall  prepare  the  ballots  and  look  after 
the  final  election. 

Such  Inconsistencies  crop  out  fre- 
quently, and  in  making  a  .systematic 
study  of  the  law,  such  as  is  now  being 
made  at  the  city  hall,  it  is  neceB.<»ary  to 
have  the  new  primary  law,  the  general 
election  law  and  the  city  charter  be- 
fore you  for  comparison  at  all  times. 

In  three  months  it  will  be  necesi*ary 
to  prepare  for  the  next  spring's  election, 
under  the  new  law.  and  there  is  much 
perplexity  as  to  how  the  new  law  will 
work.

It  is  evident  that  a  revolutinary  ex- 
pedition has  successfully  landed  In  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  Colon.  Rumor 
has  it  that  a  3- master  was  seen  lying 
off  the  harl)or  of  t'olon  a  week  or  two 
ago.  This  seems,  however,  improbable. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Colombian 
converted  cruiser  Namouna  was  known 
to  be  in  the  harbor  previous  to  that 
time.  The  evidence  of  additional 
strength  to  the  rebel  cause  having  been 
received  is,  however,  conclusively  in- 
ferred from  the  recent  successful  raids 
that  have  been  made  within  the  past 
ten  days  at  various  small  stations  along 
the  railroad  line.  The  principal  and  al- 
most only  sufferers  on  such  occasions 
are  the  Chinese,  whose  shops  are  pil- 
laged of  food,  clothing,  fuel  and  such 
other  requisites.  Looting  has  occurred 
at  the  following  stations:  Emperador 
(towards  Panama)  and  San  Pablo, 
Bohio  and  Oatun  (towards  Colon),  the 
latter  being  only  five  or  six  miles  dis- 
tant from  that  town.  On  July  26  an  old 
lady  over  90  vears  old  was  shot  dead  at 
Holilo  at  night  time,  in  the  house  of 
Senor  Melendez,  formerly  prefect  of 
Colon.  The  government  officials  at  San 
Pablio  and  Gatun  have  been  kidnaped. 
Small  forces  consisting  of  from  thirty  to 
fifty  men  have  been  sent  from  Panama 
to  garrison  these  points.  . 

C>n  Julv  23  the  troops  stationed  at 
Guan  having  compelled,  it  is  reportt-tl, 
eoine  Jamaicans  to  row  them  uP  the 
river  about  six  boats  with  about  firij 
men  set  out  in  search  of  the  rebels,  but 
thev  had  not  gone  very  far  when  a 
brisk  rifle  fire  was  opened  on  the  boat 
ir.  the  rear,  which  with  difficulty  suc- 
ceeded  in   returning   to  Guan   with   one 


man  killed  and  two  wounded  on  board. 
This  incident  has  naturally  cieateu 
considerable  sensation,  more  especially 
as  it  is  not  vet  known  what  is  the  fate 
of  the  other  boats  and  the  number  of 
I  tels  attack! n.!<  them.  These  raids  are 
evidentlv  made  with  the  h(ipe  of  wt-ak- 
cning  the  forces  concentrated  at  Pan- 
ama, which,  it  is  believed,  only  number 
500  or  COO  men. 

This  being  the  situation,  the  govern- 
ment is  naturally  desirous  of  bringing 
in  ieinfor<  eiuents  from  <'artegena  an<l 
other  points.  The  Colombian  converted 
cruiser  Namouna.  now  at  Colon,  has 
proved  up  to  now  useless  for  war  pur- 
poses. Nearly  the  entire  crew  (the  offi- 
cer being  Kritish  and  the  rest  Colom- 
bians) have  refused  to  navigate  the 
ship  now  that  guns  are  being  mounted 
on  her,  and  have  tendered  their  resig- 
nations. 

Efforts  are  now  being  made  to  secure 
a  crew  for  the  Namouna  and  oth'-r 
steamers  will  be  chartered  by  the  gov- 
ernment, if  pri>curable.  Gen.  Alban. 
governor  of  Panama,  continues  to  be 
the  moving  spirit  In  all  matters.

Jerry  O'Reilly,  the  brakeman,  who 
lost  his  life  In  the  ore  train  wreck  at 
Stony  Brook  Junction  Sunday,  was  not 
crushed  to  death  as  first  reported,  but 
was  diow  ned  In  the  St.  Louis  river. 

When  the  train  went  crashing 
through  the  bridge.  Mr.  O'Reilly  was 
thrown  head  downward.  His  hips  were 
caught  between  a  bridge  truss  and  a 
piece  of  wreckage  in  such  a  manner 
that  his  head  and  shoulders  were  held 
under  water,  and  in  this  position  he 
drowned. 

His  body  wa.s  recovered  yesterday 
morning  and  taken  to  his  home  at  ISliS 
Banks  avenue.  West  Superior.  The 
engine  and  sixteen  of  the  Eastern  Min- 
nesota company's  new  steel  ore  cars 
are  piled  up  on  the  bottom  of  the  St. 
Louis  river.  It  is  said  to  be  one  of  the 
worst  wreck.«5  for  the  size  that  was  ever 
seen  in  this  part  of  the  country. 

John  Postal,  the  assistant  trainmas- 
ter of  the  Eastern  Minnesota  road,  who 
was  badly  injured,  is  in  St.  Mary's  hos- 
pital in  West  Superior,  and  it  Is  feared' 
that  his  injuries  will  prove  fatal. 
Thomas  Phillips,  the  engineer,  was 
seriously  bruised  and  cut  and  the  fire- 
man, M.  J.  Rubel,  escaped  with  slight 
Injuries.  It  is  said  that  the  bridge 
will  be  repaired  and  ready  for  trains 
i  n    t  wo   weeks. 

The  railroad  men  familiar  with  the 
cut-off  road  and  the  new  bridge  are  at 
a  loss  to  account  for  the  wreck  of  the 
bridge,  unless  the  high  water  in  the 
St.  Louis  river  has  undermined  it.

TAX  RATE  INCREASED. 
New  York.  Ang.  6.— An  advance  In 
tax  rate  of  New  York  city  from  2.24  to 
2.J2  on  the  $100  has  been  decided  upon, 
says  the  World.  The  total  Increase 
upon  the  value  of  personal  property  and 
realty  this  year  over  last  Is  about  $133,- 
000  000.  the  personality  increcse  $64,000,- 
000,  and  that  of  realty  $69,000,000. 


San  Francisco.  Aug.  6.— Three  hun- 
dred and  forty  thousand  dollars  worth 
of  gold  bullion  was  stolen  from  the 
Selby  smelting  works  at  Vallejo  duiing 
the  night. 

Access  to  the  strong  room,  where  the 
bullion  was  stored,  was  secured  through 
a  tunnel  which  the  thieves  had  bored 
from  the  edge  of  San  Francisco  bay  to 
the  building,  some  distance  from  the 
water's  edge. 

It  is  supposed  that  the  thieves  took 
their  plunder  away  by  boat.  The  Selby 
smelter  Is  the  largest  on  the  Pacific 
coast.  Ores  are  sent  there  from  all 
parts  of  the  Western  slope  for  reduc- 
tion. The  works  are  located  near  the 
bay  shore  about  thirty  miles  from  San 
Francisco,  and  through  the  clever  de- 
vice of  tunneling  the  loose  sand  the 
robbers  secured  the  princely  sum.  the 
loss  of  which  was  not  discovered  until 
after  the  works  resumed  operation  to- 
day. 

Only  meager  details  of  the  robbery 
have  been  received  in  this  city. 

A.  J.  Ralston,  president  of  the  com- 
pany, stated  to  the  Associated  Press 
that  thieves  had  excavated  a  tunnel 
between  300  and  400  feet  long  from  a 
point  near  the  railroad  tunnel  and  un- 
der the  strong  room  connected  with  the 
works,  and  had  secured  bars  of  bullion 
aggregating  In  value  over  $250,000  and 
had  transported  the  gold  to  a  boat  In 
waiting  near  the  company's  wharf. 

In  their  hurry  to  get  away  the  rob- 
bers left  one  bar  on  the  beach.  The 
robbers  took  the  unusual  precaution  of 
strewing  their  tracks  with  red  pepper, 
presumably  to  prevent  bloodhounds 
from  taking  the  trail. 

Each  bar  of  bullion  was  numbered 
and  a  description  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  detectives.  President  Ralston 
stated  that  the  robbers  cannot  dispose 
of  the  bullion  without  having  it  remelt- 
ed  and  mixed  with  other  metal.  He  Is 
of  opinion  that  they  burled  the  gold  or 
sunk  It  in  the  bay,  awaiting  a  conven- 
ient tiipe  for  Its  removal.  There  are  but 
few  smelters  on  this  coast  where  the 
gold  can  be  remelted.  ^     ^    ^ 

President  Ralston  stated  that  he  had 
absolutely  no  clue  as  to  the  Identity  of 

At  the  Selby  works  the  gold  Is  kept  In 
a  steel  lined  strong  room.  The  robbers 
tunneled  until  they  got  directly  under 
the  room  and  then  cut  through  the 
floor  The  tunnel  was  skillfully  laid 
and  must  have  been  the  work  of  many 

d&VB 

Once  In  the  strong  room,  the  thieves 
had   only   to  help  themselves  to  all  m 

sight  , 

Bullion  Is  sent  each  day  from  Selby  s 
San  Francisco  office  to  the  smelter  by 
boat.  The  boat  arrived  at  the  works 
as  usual  today  with  a  consignment  of 
bullion,  and  the  strong  room  was 
opened  so  that  It  could  be  stored.  Then 
it  was  the  smelter  officials  discovered 
their  loss.  

Vallejo,  Cal.,  Aug.  6.— Gold  bricks 
valued  at  $340,000  were  stolen  during  the 
night  from  the  Selby  Smelting  works. 
The  robbers  evidently  had  been  work- 
ing on  the  job  for  two  or  three  months. 
They  dug  a  tunnel  from  outside  the 
house,  beginning  with  a  shaft  a.bout 
three  feet  deep.  Thence  they  worked  un- 
derneath the  vault,  and.  striking  up- 
wards, bored  a  hole  in  the  strong  room 
floor  The  hole  was  shaped  like  the 
manhole  of  a  boiler.  Part  of  the  holes 
were  l>ored  two  months  ago  It  Is 
thought,  and  the  last  one  was  com- 
pleted during  the  night.  Through  that 
hole  they  took  the  gold  bricks  and  car- 
ried them  to  a  bank  near  the  mouth 
of  the  tunnel  east  of  the  works,  where 
they  were  evidently  placed  In  a  boat.  In 
their  hurry  they  left  two  of  the  bricks 
on   the   bank. 

During  the  night  one  of  the  work- 
men reported  to  his  fellows  that  he 
heard  a  noise  In  the  strong  room  and 
declared  It  was  a  ghost.  The  men  ridi- 
culed him  for  his  superstition,  but  no 
Investigation  was  made  to  see  what 
caused  the  noise. 

The  entrance  to  the  tunnel  was  cov- 
ered with  a  frame,  over  which  the  em- 
ployes of  the  smelter  passed  repeatedly 
every  day,  but  no  one  seemed  to  notice 
anything  wrong. 

Sheriff  Vealle  of  Contra  Costa  county, 
his  deputies  and  Chief  of  Police  San- 
ford  of  Vallejo  have  been  notified  and 
are  now  at  the  works.  The  police  of 
San  Francisco  and  all  the  bay  cities 
are  at  work  on  the  case,  but  so  far 
there  Is  not  the  slightest  clue  to  the 
robbers.  The  work  was  that  of  skilled 
men,  and  their  elaborate  plans  were 
carried  out  without  a  hitch.  They  got 
all  the  bullion  In  the  vault,  leaving  be- 
hind only  the  two  bricks  which 
were  dropped  on  the  shore. 
Only  one  day's  accumula- 

tion of  refined  gold  was  kept  at  the 
works.  Yesterday's  run  was  unusually 
heavy  and  the  gold  was  to  have  been 
shipped  back  to  San  Francisco  today. 

The  tunnel  was  about  three  feet  in 
diameter  and  gave  them  plenty  of  room 
In  which  to  work.  It  Is  supposed  that 
the  dirt  was  taken  out  at  night  and 
dropped  In  the  bay.  First  report?  stated 
that  the  tunnel  was  200  or  300  feet  long, 
but  according  to  late  advices  It  is  only 
about  ten  feet  in  length. 

The  shaft  was  started  close  to  the  wall 
and  was  sunk  below  the  foundation. 
Thence  It  was  only  a  short  distance 
under  the  floor  of  the  vault.  It  Is 
thought  the  men  who  committed  the 
robbery  took  their  plunder  away^n  a 
launch  and  made  off  directly  for  San 
Francisco.  There  are  plenty  of  places, 
however,  to  which  they  may  have  gone 
—either  up  the  Sacramento  river  or 
to  the  shore  of  any  of  the  -  numerous 
bays. 

Following  is  a  list  of  the  property 
stolen:  Four  fine  gold  bricks,  ail  num- 
bered and  containing  as  follows:  No. 
1236  1190  ounces  and  a  fraction;  No. 
1237.  3300  ounces;  No.  1238.  1123  ounces 
and  af  ractlon;  No.  1239.  1327  ounces  and 
a  fraction.  Also.  10.000  ounces  of  gold  In 
various  shapes  and  a  little  silver.  The 
gold  in  the  bricks  is  worth  $'20  an 
ounce.

A  Pittsburg  Paper  Says 

Shatter  Will  Order 

a  Strike. 

Pittsburg.  Aug.  6.— The  Leader  says 
President  Shaffer  announces  this  after- 
noon that  the  general  order  calling  out 
all  the  Amalgamated  men  in  all  of  the 
steel  combine  mills  to  strike  will  go  out 
this  afternoon.  He  declined  to  give  out 
a  copy  of  the  order  In  advance  of  its 
receipt  by  the  lodges.  He  said  It  will 
go  to  them  before  being  made  public. 

A  New  Castle,  Pa.,  special  says:  Em- 
ployes of  the  Nation*!  Steel  company 
In  this  city  have  been  ordered  out  by 
President  Shaffer.  The  mill  will  close 
down  at  midnight.  Vice  President  Cha- 
pelle  will  address  a  meeting  tomorrow 
morning. 

At  Amalgamated  headquarters  the 
statement  was  made  that  the  strike 
had  not  yet  been  ordered.  Only  the 
warning  to  the  manufacturers  had  been 
sent  out. 

A  circular  prepared  by  President 
Shaffer  notified  the  manufacturers  that 
he  proposes  to  order  out  the  men  in  the 
plants  of  the  United  States  Steel  cor- 
poration now  operating  with  men  be- 
longing to  the  Amalgamated  associa- 
tion if  they  do  not  make  overtures  of 
peace.  The  circular  was  approved  by 
the  board  and  will  be  printed  and  cent 
out  this  evening. 

New  York,  Aug.  6.— Officials  of  the 
United  States  Steel  corporation  and  its 
subsidiary  companies  in  New  York  are 
much  pleased  at  the  reopening  of  the 
Hyde  Park  mill.  They  regard  its  open- 
ing as  a  signal  victory  and  are  confi- 
dent that  equal  success  will  crown 
their  efforts  at  other  points.  President

today. 

RAPID  PROGRESS. 

Chinese  Affairs  Moving  Along 
In  a  Satisfactory  Manner. 

London,  Aug.  6.—  Lord  Lansdowne, 
foreign  secretary,  replying  In  the  house 
of  lords  today  to  a  question  of  Earl 
Spencer,  Liberal,  said  the  Chinese  nego- 
tiations had  recently  made  rapid  and 
satisfactory  progress.  The  Indemnity 
question  was  dlspo.sed  of,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  minor  points.  There 
was  still  some  question  whether  the 
matter  of  the  commercial  facilities  in 
China  had  not  better  be  transferred  to 
some  other  place  than  Pekln  and  to 
some  more  wieldy  body  than  the  present 
conference.

The  foreign  secretary  also  said  tnai 
the  final  strength  of  the  legation  garri- 
sons at  Pekln  probably  would  be  isJO 
men,  and  that  an  additional  force  of 
3000  men  will  be  distributed  at  Import- 
ant points  along  the  route  to  the  sea. 

The  secretary  regarded  the  angio- 
German  and  angio-Russian  agreements 
as  satisfactory  and  as  tending  to  the 
maintenance  of  China's  terrltonai  In- 
tegrity.   

CIVIL  GOVERNMENT. 

Goes  Into  Effect  at  Manila 
on  Wednesday. 

Manila.  Aug.  6.-The  military  govern- 
ment of  Manila  ceases  iomorrow  and  mu- 
riclpai  affairs  will  he  taken  over  by  three 
commissioners,  similar  to  the  District 
of  Columbia.  The  president  Is  a  Fili- 
pino, Col.  Herrera,  the  others  are  Messrs.

and  best  conducted  public  bodies. 
Therefore  this  year'a  levy  should  be 
framed  so  as  to  wipe  out  that  surplus, 
and  start  the  district  on  a  new  basis 
and  a  safer  one.  With  too  much  money 
on  hand  it  Is  too  possible  for  an  en- 
thusiasm, based  on  the  excellence  of 
the  Duluth  school  system,  to  sweep 
away  the  best  Judgrment  and  result  in 
ill-advised  expenditures. 

There  is  every  reason  why  the  evil 
day  of  a  high  levy  should  be  postponed 
as  long  as  possible.  The  valuation  of 
the  city  Is  grrowlng  every  year,  and  that 
means  that  the  expenses  will  be  divided 
among  more  property.  When  the  valu- 
ation becomes  such  that  the  levies  will 
not  be  oppressive  on  any  man's  hold- 
ings, then  the  school  levies  may  easily 
resume  their  normal  basis. 
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COST  OF  INTERSECTIONS. 

The  Herald  trusts  there  is  no  truth 
in  the  published  rumor  that  some  prop- 
erty owners  on  Michigan  street  intend 
to  attack  the  validity  of  the  assessment 
for  the  new  sandstone  pavement  and 
carry  the  matter  into  the  courts,  be- 
cause the  city  has  assessed  the  total 
cost'  of  the  pavement,  including'  that 
at  the  Intersections  of  the  streets, 
against  the  abutting:  property.  It  is 
claimed  that  some  property  owners 
thing  the  cost  of  paving  the  Intersec- 
tions should  be  paid  out  of  the  general 
fund  of  the  city  and  they  will  fight  pay- 
ment of  their  assessment  unless  this 
be  conceded. 

This  would  be  a  very  foolish  pro- 
cedure. There  cannot  be  any  question 
as  to  the  propriety  of  the  property  on 
a  street  being  assessed  for  the  total  cost 
of  the  pavement,  including  the  inter- 
sections. This  has  always  been  the 
practice,  and  It  is  eminently  fair  and 
just.  The  property  owners  on  other 
streets  that  have  been  Improved  have 
paid  for  the  intersections,  and  the  Mi- 
chigan street  property  ownei-'i  should 
do  likewise.  Should  the  matter  be  now 
dragged  Into  the  courts,  the  city  would 
be  put  to  great  inconvenience  and  pos- 
sibly financial  loss  by  payment  of  the 
assessment  being  delayed.  No  prop- 
erty owner  who  has  any  regard  for  the 
Interests  of  the  city  will  kick  against 
paying  for  paving  the  intersections  on 
Michigan   street. 


Much  dlssatlsfac- 
over       the      recent 
tlon    la      expressed 
census    of    Canada,

That    showing    would    certainly    seem    to 
prove  that  the  returns  of  1891  were  padded. 
In  eighteen  constituencies  of  the  province 
of  Quebec,  the  population  Increased  40.000. 
There  are  some  decreases  In  the  constitu- 
encies of  the  province,  but  the  Increase  In 
-the  population  of  Quebec   will     be       very 
large.   There   will   also  be   an   Increase   In 
Ontario,    but   not  at   all   in   proportion   to 
<he  Increase  in  Quebec.    The  birth  rate  In 
Quebec  Is  very  much  larger  than  In  any 
of   ttie  other   provinces.     In    New   Bruns- 
wick tho  Increase  will  be  very  small,  and 
In  Nova  Scotia   there   will   probably   be   a 
decrea.se.    Prince  Edward  Island  will  show 
a  decrease.     As  a  matter  of  fact  the  Im- 
migration from  the  Maritime  provinces  to 
the   rnlted   States  has   been  very  consid- 
erable.    In  Manitoba,   the  Northwest  and 
British  Columbia  there  will  he  a  large  in- 
crease, but  not  so  great  as  was  anticipat- 
ed.    Besides  a  large  How  of  immigration 
which  has  come  into  the  country  and  set- 
tled on  the  prairie  lands  of  the  West,   the 
cities  of  Winnipeg  and  Vancouver  have  in- 
creased greatly.    Then  there  are  the  cities 
of    Rossland    and    Dawson,    which    have 
sprung   into    existence   since   1S91.     What- 
ever large  increase  the   census  will  show 
Will  be  found  In  Quebec  and  west  of  On- 
tario.   It  is  expected  that  one  of  the  first 
quostiims    to    come    before    the    house    of 
commons   will   be   the   census.     The   oppo- 
eitlon  will  also  endeavor  to  show  that  an 
effort  was  made  to  increase  the  population 
AS  far  as  possible  In  the  i)rovince  of  Que- 
bec,  where  the  government  gets  its  large 
following,  and  to  make  the  population  as 
email   as  possible  in   the   province  of  On- 
tario,     where       the      Conservatives       are 
•trong.      Just   how    far    they    will    succeed 
In  this  it  Is  difficult  to  say,  but  certainly

The  test  case  Invit- 
t>d  by  George  C. 
Thomas,  of  New

Mr.  Thomas  Is  taking  a  rather  large 
risk  in  order  io  test  the  law;  but  actually, 
the  precedents  In  such  cases  point  to  his 
lenient  treatment  if  convicted.  The  sec- 
jetary  of  the  treasury,  who  Is  a  party 
to  the  understanding  ihat  a  test  shall  be 
made,  would  be  able  to  remit  the  penal- 
ities if  this  were  aif  ordinary  proceeding 
to  collect  a  doubtful  debt,  such  as  arises 
now  and  then  in  the  customs  service,  for 
Instance;  but  if  the  court  should  decide 
||to  intlict  the  punishment  of  Imprison- 
pBient.  no  order  of  the  secretary  of  the 
i§rea«ury  would  eet  the  prisoner  free.  He 


THE  SCHOOL   LEVY. 

When  the  members  of  the  board  of 
education  heard  at  their  meeting  Satur- 
day night  that  there  existed  in  some 
quarters  an  Idea  that  a  month  might 
be  added  to  the  school  year,  making  it 
ten  months  instead  of  nine,  their  atti- 
tude appears  to  have  been  distinctly 
not  cordial  to  the  plan.  And  that  was 
the  proper  attitude  for  them  to  take  at 
this  time.  Some  years  ago,  in  the  inter- 
ests of  a  crying  need,  and  in  response 
to  an  overwhelming  demand  for  the 
strictest  economy  In  the  management 
of  the  .school  system,  the  board  reduced 
the  school  year  to  nine  months,  and  it 
has  been  of  that  length  since.  The  time 
has  not  yet  come  for  a  restorjitlon  of  the 
school  year,  but  experience  has  shown 
thit  It  is  not  absolutely  nececsary, 
and  until  the  clouds  have  quite  rolled 
away  it  is  obvious  that  the  school  au- 
thorities should  refrain  from  unneces- 
sarily adding  expenses. 

The  lea  that  a  10-months  school  year 
would  be  held  this  time,  unfortunately 
seems  to  have  gained  considerable  cur- 
rency among  parties  Interested,  notably 
among  the  teachers,  to  whom  a  10- 
months  year  means  another  month  of 
employment.  It  should  not  have  been 
permitted  to  become  current  without  a 
certainty  of  its  going  Into  effect,  for  It 
means  disappointment  to  a  large  num- 
ber. 

Strict  economy  should  of  course  al- 
ways be  the  guiding  rule  of  those  In 
conduct  of  public  affairs,  but  there  are 
times  when  something  closer  than  that 
is  needed,  and  that  time  is  not  yot  over 
in  Duluth.  The  school  tax  forms  a 
large  proportion  of  the  tax  rate  that 
property  owners  are  called  upon  to  pay, 
an<]  it  Is  absolutely  certain  that  the 
rigid  economy  that  will  be  expected  of 
the  school  board  will  not  permit  of  the 
addition  of  a  month  to  the  school  year 
for  the  present. 

The  board  Is  about  to  make  a  tax 
levy,  which  has  been  the  subject  of 
some  discussion  along  with  that  of  the 
county,  which  is  already  made,  and 
that  of  the  city,  which  is  yet  to  come. 
Recently  The  Herald  published  figures 
showing  that  If  the  board  levied  the 
same  amount  it  did  last  year,  J140.000, 
or  5.7  mills,  it  would  have  at  the  end  of 
the  second  school  year  from  now  on  a 
balance  of  considerably  over  $13*0.000, 
providing  a  levy  of  $250,000  were  made 
next  year.  When  the  board  gets  down 
to  a  basis  where  It  will  have  money 
enough  to  run  the  schools  without  pil- 
ing up  a  surplus,  the  levy  will  have  to 
be  large  enough  to  pay  all  expenses, 
which  will  be  about  $280,000  a  year,  or 
8  mills  after  the  state  apportionment, 
local  mill  and -other  sources  of  income 
outside  of  the  board's  levy  are  deduct- 
ed. But  in  the  meantime,  and  so  long 
as  the  city  is  on  her  good  behavior.  In  a 
financial  way,  the  tax  rate  should  be 
kept  down  until  the  surplus  is  exhaust- 
ed. 

A  levy  the  same  as  that  of  last  year 
would  leave  a  surplus,  therefore  this 
year's  levy  should  be  smaller.  With  all 
due  respect  to  the  school  board  and  its 
members,  collectively  and  individually, 
a  surplus  Is  a  dangerous  and  tempting 
thing  to  any  public  body,  as  it  is  to  an 
Individual.  There  are  many  things  an 
{dividual  "having  the  price"  will  buy 
that  he  can  get  along  without,  and  that 
he  would  get  along  without  if  he  did 
not  "have  the  price."  The  same  is  true 
even  of  some  of  the  best  constituted 


THE  NORMXL  SCHOOL. 

The  report  of  the  committee  which 
went  to  St.  Paul  to  Interview  the  state 
officials  concerning  the  financial  posi- 
tion of  the  Duluth  normal  school  and 
see  what  could  be  done  towards  secur- 
ing the  opening  of  the  school  this  year 
has  made  Its  report,  and  as  a  result  of 
Its  investigations,  takes  the  stand  that 
the  school  should  be  opened  by  Dec.  1 
of  the  present  year.  In  this  decision  the 
people  of  Duluth  will  quite  generally 
concur,  because  there  Is  a  w^idesprcad 
desire  to  get  the  school  in  operation  at 
an  early  date. 

The  committee  found  no  encourage- 
ment for  the  suggestion  that  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  school  can  be  obtained  at 
the  extra  session  of  the  legislature  next 
winter.  Strong  efforts  will  be  made  to 
prevent  the  legislature  transacting  any 
business  not  connected  with  the  report 
of  the  tax  commission.  It  is  useless, 
therefore,  to  look  for  relief  from  that 
quarter,  and  the  problem  has  resolved 
Itself  Into  whether  the  school  shall 
open  this  fall  and  run  within  the  appro- 
priation already  made,  or  its  opening  be 
deferred  another  year,  the  two  years' 
appropriations  combined,  and  the  school 
started  upon  a  larger  scale.  The  com- 
mittee has  found  that  if  the  water  rate 
for  the  current  year  can  be  assumed  by 
the  city,  there  will  be  sufficient  funds 
to  open  the  school  by  Dec.  1,  employ 
from  four  to  six  teachers  in  addition 
to  the  president,  and  by  continuing  the 
school  a  little  later  than  usual,  do  sub- 
stantially a  year's  work.  The  weight 
of  the  argument.  It  Is  a.sserted,  is 
strongly  in  favor  of  opening  the  school 
by  Dec.  1. 

With  this  view  The  Herald  heartily 
agrees,  and  it  trusts  the  city  govern- 
ment will  take  care  of  the  water  rate 
for  the  present  year  so  that  the  opening 
of  the  school  will  be  made  possible.

Lumbermen  Not  Agreed 

on    Necessity    For 

Burning  Camps. 


Superior    Logging   Firm 

Arouses  Indignation 

of  Authorities. 


From  the  interest  manifested  In  the 
Approaching  me'^tlng  that  is  called 
tor  Aug.  13  at  the  Spalding  hotel  to 
discuss  ways  and  means  of  stamping 
out  the  smallpox  in  the  Northwest, 
there  will  be  u  representative  gather- 
ing of  physicains,  health  authorities, 
state,  county  and  local,  and  a  large 
number  of  lumbermen  and  loggers.  The 
situation  is,  indeed,  of  the  greatest  in- 
terest to  the  lust  named  class,  and 
there  seems  to  be  a  disposition  among 
the  logging  firms  to  co-operate  with  the 
health  authorities  as  far  as  it  lies  in 
their  power  to  eradicate  the  disease. 
The  reports  of  the  health  authorities 
throughout  the  Northwest  have  been 
very  encouraging  of  late  for  they  indi- 
cate that  smallpox  is  at  the  present 
time  well  under  control,  but  the  au- 
thorities do  not  believe  that  vigilance 
should  be  relaxed  this  winter,  the  sea- 
son when  the  disease  is  most  likely  to 
become  prevalent  again. 

There  is  a  divide<i  opinion  among  the 
lumbermen  as  to  the  advl.sabllity  of 
burning  the  logging  camps  wh>-re  the 
dist'a.se  has  existed  within  the  past  two 
years.  Some  of  the  camps  will  not 
be  used  again  and  the  owners  haVe  no 
Bcruples  about  seeing  them  go  up  In 
Bmoke,  but  there  are  many  other  large 
well-equipped  camps  whore  the  loggers 
nave  spent  considerable  time  and  money 
In  getting  ready  and  will  demur  to  the 
Burning  process  until  they  are  con\  in,  ed 
that  there  is  really  no  other  effective 
way  of  fumigating. 

Care  has  been  taken  by  the  authori- 
ties on  both  sides  of  the  bay  to  prevcent 
the  shipment  into  the  city  of  <;amp 
equippage  and  paraphernalia  from  in- 
fected I  amps,  but  it  is  claimed  that  one 
logging  rtrm  that  hud  an  infected  camp 
near  Stony  Brook  shipped  a  lot  of 
equippage  into  Superior  yesterday  and 
stored  it  In  their  warehouse.  The  board 
of  health  in  West  Superior  learned  of 
the  move,  but  not  until  the  stuff  had 
been  haukd  through  the  streets.  The 
board  seized  the  whole  outfit  and  sent 
It  over  to  the  old  St.  Paul  &  Duluth 
•warehouse,  where  it  will  be  thoroughly 
fumigated.  The  health  board  was 
very  Indignant  because  the  equippage 
•was  sent  in  after  a  determined  effort 
on  thtlr  part  to  check  the  spread  of 
smallpox  and  they  say  the  move  may 
result  in  new  eases. 

The  board  of  health  In  West  Superior 
Is  said  to  be  criticising  Dr.  Wingate, 
of  the  Wisconsin  state  board  of  health. 
It  is  charged  that  thl.<'  official  has 
really  done  nothing  to  alleviate  the  situ- 
ation in  Northern  Wisconsin,  but  stays 
In  Milwaukee  and  writes  letters  telling 
the  people  of  Superior  that  the  small- 
ox  situation  is  not  at  all  critical  and 
that  time  will  eradicate  the  disease. 
The  Superior  Leader  says  that  in 
spite  of  Dr.  WIngate's  letters  the  health 
authorities  manage  to  keep  the  deten- 
tion hospital  over  there  full  of  patients, 
many  of  whom  come  from  outside  the 
city,  but  the  city  must  foot  the  bills  as 
the  state  board  will  not  come  to  Its  as- 
sistance. The  Superior  board  of  health 
is  urging  legislation  to  compel  owners 
of  baggage  or  infected  camps  to  secue 
a  clearance  certificate  before  they  are 
allowed  to  transport  their  goods  from 
the  camps. 

Two  Superior  Drownings. 

The  NemadJI  river  claimed  two  vlcima 
Sunday  afternoon.   Sever  Fields,  a  young 


Structure  at  End  of  Canal 
Pier  Nearly  Com- 
pleted. 

The  new  fog  signal  house  at  the  end 
of  the  south  pier  of  the  Duluth  ship 
canal  is  nearly  completed.  It  is  a 
handsome  little  structure  built  of  brick 
and  stone  and  Is  an  ornament  to  the 
end  of  the  pier.  The  stone  In  the  foun- 
dation is  Ohio  sandstone,  and  Is  theue- 
fore  of  about  the  same  color  as  the 
concrete  superstructure  of  the  pier  upon 
which  it  is  built.  The  brick  is  the  buff 
variety. 

The  people  of  Duluth  will  be  glad  to 
know  that  the  fog  horn  will  again  have 
a  reflector  which  will  keep  its  dismal 
sound  from  the  city  when  the  new  house 
Is  In  use.  A  reflector  is  being  built  in 
the  end  of  the  house  and  this  will  throw 
the  sound  out  on  the  lake.  When  the 
old  house  was  in  use  the  reflector  was 
used,  but  when  It  was  transferred  to 
the  new  pier  It  was  left  off  for  the  time 
being.  The  new  one  Is  being  built  'n 
the  end  of  the  house. 

The  outer  light  Is  to  be  stationed  on 
a  tower  on  the  fog  signal  house.  The 
Inner  light  tower  Is  nearlng  completion. 
It  Is  an  Iron  tower  about  sixty  feet 
high  and  Is  situated  at  Just  about  Lake 
avenue— at  the  point  where  the  inward 
curve  begins. 

Work  on  the  north  pier  superstructure 
is  progressing  well.  The  cut  water 
block  mold  which  was  destroyed  In  the 
last  northeaster  Is  being  rebuilt,  and 
within  a  few  days  the  block  will  be  built. 
The  work  of  building  this  superstruc- 
ture must  be  completed  this  fall,  and 
the  present  status  of  work  indicates 
that  there  Is  no  doubt  that  it  will  be.

TRACK  BLOCKED. 

Street  Railway  Is  Obstructed 
In  Superior. 

The  double  truck  Interstate  cars  are 
not  In  service  today  and  the  old  four- 
wheelers  are  very  much  In  evidence.

A  large  number  of  people 
wei-e  late  In  reaching  Duluth  this  morn- 
ing as  the  conductors  on  the  other  imes 
in  West  Superior,  In  giving  out  trans- 
fers neglected  to  mention  that  the  in- 
terstate cars  did  not  run  on  Tower  ave- 
nue. From  the  indications  this  morn- 
ing It  is  likely  that  the  blockade  will  be 
on  for  several  days.

The  municipal  employment  bureau 
will  be  free  to  those  seeking  work. 

After  a  lively  fight,  extending  over 
tvMi  months  the  council  lia.^  ilecldei 
that  this  new  venture  in  municipal 
affairs  .shall  be  given  a  fair  and  impar- 
tial trial.  An  appropriation  of  1250, 
available  on  Nov.  1,  was  placed  at  the 
dLsfiosal  of  the  board  of  labor  and  em- 
plovmtnt  commissioners.  This  appro- 
priafon  is  •«)  last  till  the  first  of  tlic 
year,  at  which  time  a  yearly  appropria- 
tion of  11500  will  be  made. 

The  free  labor  bureau  is  the  result  of 
active  work  on  the  part  of  Duluth's 
union  labor  organizations.  It  was  vig- 
orously opposed  by  employment  agents 
and  others  and  for  a  time  the  fate  of 
the  new  venture  was  in  the  balance. 
The  commission,  after  making  a  care- 
ful Investigation  of  similar  Institutions 
successfully  conducted  In  other  cities, 
decided  that  it  would  be  impossible  to 
make  the  Duluth  bureau  a  success 
without  having  $1500  a  year  to  pay  for 
competent  managers — one  to  have 
charge  of  the  office  for  men,  and  a  re- 
liable woman  to  conduct  the  depart- 
ment for  furnishing  work  to  servant 
girls  and  other  women  seeking  employ- 
n>ent. 

On  this  appropriation  the  last  fight 
was  made  and  tho  bureau  won  by  a 
vote  of  12  to  2.  Aldermen  Rothermel 
and  Moore  voted  against  it. 

Alderrtien  Cochrane  and  Cromwell, 
who  have  been  conducting  the  fight 
against  the  bureau  appropriation,  were 
not  present  last  nljht.  Alderman  Roth- 
ermel said  that  he  thought  such  an  ap- 
propriation would  be  an  imposition  on 
the  taxpayers  of  the  city,  and  hij  't-l- 
league.  Alerman  Moore,  inquired  if 
there  was  not  some  way  In  which  the 
bureau  could  be  made  self-sustaining. 

Alderman  Krumsieg.  chairman  of  the 
finance  committee,  said  that  after  a 
thorough  investigation  with  the  labor 
burei.u  commissioners  and  the  comin-.t- 
tee  of  the  Federated  Trades'  assombly, 
the  finance  committee  had  decided  to 
recommend  against  any  fee  being 
charged  till  the  bureau  had  been  given 
a  fair  trial  on  a  free  basis. 

Alderman  Moore  then  referred  to  the 
present  scarcity  of  labor,  and  said  that 
It  would  not  be  wise  to  attempt  to 
establish  a  free  bureau  at  such  a  tlm*i. 

While  In  the  employment  agency 
busin^<s.  the  aldermen  decided  to  sum- 
mon Peter  QuInn  before  the  council 
next  Monday  night,  in  order  that  he 
should  show  cause  why  his  license  as 
an  f  mployment  agent  should  not  be  re- 
vokod. 

Several  weeks  ago  QuInn  applied  for 
a  license  to  succeed  Joe  Sheehy.  who 
had  been  refused  a  licen.se  as  being  a 
person  unfit  to  engage  in  such  business. 
Mr.  Quinn  gave  his  word  'and  honor 
that  Sheehy  would  have  nothing  to  do 
with  the  place. 

Mr.  Sheehy,  however,  has  been  run- 
ning the  agency  and  this  imposition  on 
the  aldermen  was  called  to  their  atten- 
tion last  evening.  Alderman  Neff  moved 
that  Quinn  be  summoned  before  the 
council. 

The  proposed  extension  of  Raleigh 
street,  through  the  car  works  properly 
at  West  Duluth  occasioned  much 
speechmaklng  during  the  meeting.  J. 
L.  Washburn  and  O.  H.  Slmonds  ap- 
peared before  the  council  in  opposition 
to  the  extension,  and  Alderman  Barnes. 
Dr.  I.  T.  Burnside  and  a  large  delega- 
tion of  sawmill  workers  were  present  to 
give  support  to  the  proposed  exten- 
sion. 

Mr.  Washburn  said  that  every  effort 
was  being  made  to  operate  the  car 
works  and  that  a  street  opened  up  be- 
tween two  of  the  buildings  of  the  plant 
would  work  serious  injury  to  the  prop- 
erty. Mr.  Washburn  al.«'o  referred  to  the 
expense.  It  is  proposed  to  extend  this 
street  from  Fifty-fifth  to  Fiftieth  ave- 
nues, after  the  first  block  south  of  Fif- 
ty-fifth avenue  there  is  a  drop  of 
thirty  feet  and  then  four  blocks  of  the 
street  would  have  to  he  built  through 
a  swamp,  which  would  mean  a  heavy 
expfiise  to  the  taxpayers.  He  also  said 
that  the  agitation  was  caused  by  a 
few  meiclu  nts  who  wanted  the  sawmill 
wc.rkers  to  pass  their  place  of  business, 
and  that  it  was  not  really  desired  by 
the  workingmen  of  West  Duluth. 

Dr.  Hurnslde  and  Alderman  Barnes 
replied  that  the  extension  was  desired 
by  the  worklngmen  of  the  Lesure  and 
St.  Louis  mills  and  that  It  would  save 
their  walking  about  sixteen  blocks. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Schaffer  ac- 
tion was  postponed  one  week,  pending 
an  estimate  from  the  board  of  public 
works  as  to  the  probable  cost  of  the  ex- 
tension. 

Alderman  Olson  Introduced  and  se- 
cured the  passage  of  a  resolution  call- 
ing on  the  board  of  public  works  to  re- 
port  on  the  cost  and  feasibility  of  cut-

Some    Figures   Showing 

What  Board  Collects 

and  Spends. 

Some  interesting  Information  regard- 
ing the  .school  finances  is  contained  in 
a  statement  prepared  by  Clerk  Bronson 
of  the  school   board,   in   response   to  a 

series  of  questions  propounded  by  Di- 
rector J.  L.  Washburn  as  one  of  his 
first  acts  as  a  member  of  the  school 
board.  The  questions  go  to  the  meat  of 
the  matter,  and  the  information  con- 
tained in  their  answers  is  full. 

The  statement  shows  that  the  board 
now  has  on  hand  $201,268.60.  of  which 
i52,196.34  is  in  the  sinking  fund.  The 
cash  on  hand  at  the  same  time  last  year, 
when  the  school  levy  was  cut  as  the  re- 
sult of  an  open  meeting,  was  $269,356.82. 
The  average  monthly  cash  balances 
during  the  past  six  months  was  $169,- 
266.45. 

The  receipts  during  the  fiscal  year 
were  as  follows:  Special  school  tax.

Another     Statement    of 

Wrangle  In  School 

District  No.  5. 

The  trouble  In  school  matters  in  dis- 
trict No.  5  .seems  to  have  about  reached 
a  conclusion  and  the  dispuied  office  of 
clerk  is  settled  for  another  year  at  least. 

The  trouble,  according  to  the  story  of 
A.  A.  Miller,  of  Rice  I^ake,  who  arrived 
in  the  city  Friday,  has  been  brewing  for 
several  years.  In  his  account  of  the  mat- 
ter he  said  Ihat  a  ring  was  formed  some 
time  ago  in  that  district  for  the  purpose 
of  controlling  the  school  affairs  there.  He 
accused  Martin  Miller,  of  Rice  Lake,  and 
ieter  Michels  and  William  McCumber, 
of  Canosla.  of  being  in  the  ring  and  try- 
ing to  run  the  school  to  suit  themselves. 
He  says  that  four  years  ago  Martin  Mil- 
ler was  the  clerk  of  the  district  hut  the 
people  voted  him  oul  and  Peter  Michels 
was  elected  to  nil  the  vacancy.  After 
Michels  had  served  his  term  of  three 
vears  another  man  was  elected  to  the  of- 
fice but  was  forced  to  resign  and  the  ring 
got  Michels  appointed  again.  In  Ihe  last 
school  election  A.  A.  Miller  was  running 
for  ihe  office  of  clerk  against  Martin 
Miller.  He  claimed  that  the  ring  which 
was  supporting  his  opponent  bribed  men 
to  vote  for  their  candidate  with  promises 
of  school  work.  ^  .w   *     .  .u.. 

Furlher  A.  A.  Miller  claimed  that  at  the 
last  etectlon  he  received  21  votes  and  Mar- 
tin Miller  18.  but  that  one  of  his  votes  was 
destroyed  at  the  order  of  William  Mc- 
Cumber. a  judge  of  the  election,  for  not 
being  properlv  made  out  although  U  very 
plainlv  showed  the  intention  of  the  voter. 
Mr.  Miller  said  that  Michels  duly  notified 
him  of  his  election  and  received  his  ac- 
ceptance of  the  same.  He  qualified  for  the 
position  but  when  he  weat  to  take  charge 
of  Hie  office  Michels  delivered  the  books 
to  Martin  Miller  on  the  ground  that  three 
illegal  votes  were  c.-ist.  He  said  that  the 
voies  were  not  proved  illegal  and  it  Is 
not  known  what  man  they  were  for.  Mar- 
tin Miller  having  got  hold  of  the  hooks 
refused  to  give  them  up  and  A.  A.  Miller 
came  Into  the  citv  to  seek  redress. 

Countv  Superintendent  Park  said  Fri- 
day that  the  school  had  a  deficit  of  $79o.2l 
and  that  it  was  his  intention  to  lay  the 
matter  before  the  grand  jury  unless  tho 
board  Immediately  straightened  things 
out  or  showed  ihat  there  were  no  grounds 
for   an    investigation.

William  McCumber,  Peter  Michels  and 
Martin  Miller,  the  men  accused  by  A.  A. 
Miller  of  being  in  the  ring  came  into  the 
city  yesterday  to  have  matters  straight- 
ened oul.  ...         ' 

Mr.  McCcmber  said  that  Mr.  Miller  had 
no  right  to  ipake  the  statements  that  fe 
did  In  relerence  to  school  manag^nuent. 
He  said  that  the  original  trouble  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  school  district  No.  5  cm- 
braces  boch  the  towns  of  Rice  Lake  and 
Canosla.  Between  these  two  towns  a  fae- 
tlonal  feeling  has  sprung  up  and  they 
are  always  arrayed  against  each  ether 
at  school  elections.  The  Canosla  people 
have  won  most  of  the  time,  and  lought 
A.  A.  Miller  this  time.  He  says  that  the 
reason  the  man  who  was  elected  l-^  the 
office  of  clerk  of  the  last  time  was  fcrced 
to  resign  was  because  he  was  unable  to 
fill  the  position.  Peter  Michels  was  tlie 
deputy  clerk  at  that  time  and  when  the 
office  became  vacant  again  he  was  ap- 
pointed   to    the   position    of   clerk. 

Mr.  McCcmber  says  in  regard  to  the 
question  of  bribery  by  giving  school  work, 
that  the  only  school  work  they  could  have 
given  cctislsted  in  smaJl  odd  jobs.  He 
says  that  the  statement  that  he  o«Yerod 
any  bribes  v.'hatever  is  not  true  a.id  that 
he  will  give  $5  for  every  person  produced 
to  whom  he  offered  such  work  or  bribe. 
If  there  was  any  fraud  in  the  election 
he  charges  that  it  was  on  A.  A.  Miller  s 
side.  Furthermore  he  claims  A.  A.  -Uill- 
ers  father-in-law,  Louis  Ostrowickl,  who 
was  the  treasurer  of  the  district  at  that 
time,  and  was  a  Judge  of  the  election, 
tore  up  the  ballot  in  question  and  t'lrew 
the  pieces  out  of  the  window,  t^strjwlckl 
himself  was  running  for  treaaurjr  and 
his  opponent's  name  was  on  the  vote 
which   he  destroyed. 

McComber  says  that  the  three  Illegal 
votes  which  they  claim  were  those  of  a 
man  born  in  Canada  and  not  a  dtlisen. 
and  votes  cast  by  his  mother  aal  his 
stepfather.  McComber  claimed  that  none 
of  them  were  entitled  to  vote. 

Martin  Miller  says  that  he  kept  ho.d 
of  the  books  on  the  advice  of  his  cttor- 
ney.  but  has  decided  to  give  rhem  over 
to  A.  A.  Miller  rather  than  enter  a  con- 
test although  he  felt  sure  that  no  would 
win  in  such  a  case.

SELL  DIRECT. 

The  Grocery  Jobbers  May 
Eliminate  the  Travel- 
ing Salesmen. 

Minneapolis,  Aug.  6.-Wholesale  grocers 
are  discussing  the  details  of  a  new  sys- 
tem of  disposing  of  goods  that  promises 
to  revolutionise  methods  in  tl»at  portion 
of  the  jobbing  trade.  If  s"fc«3sful,  it 
means  the  entire  elimination  of  the  trav- 
"ing  man  as  far  as  the  wholesale  grocer 
Is  concerned.  Promoters  of  the  new  idea 
I  elieve  that  once  U  is  put  into  success- 
ful operation  by  one  concern  others  will 
be  obliged  to  follow  suit.  It  is  learned 
that  one  of  the  largest  grocery  houses  in 
the  Twin  Cities  Is  seriously  contemplat- 
ing  puUlng   the   plan   in   operation. 

The  scheme  has  for  Its  Foundation  the 
rlacing  of  selling  agencies  in  as  many  of 
the  towns  throughout  the  Northwest  as 
may  be  selected.  The  larger  the  capital 
of  the  concern  the  more  of  these  agen- 
cies can  be  established.  For  this  rea- 
son it  is  proposed  to  enlist  a  much 
larger  amount  of  capital  In  the  concern 
than  has  ever  been  employed  in^any  sin- 
gle grocery  enterprise  in  the  Northwest 
The  plan  provides  for  the  esiabllshment 
of  a  large  manufacturing  plant  which  will 
enable  the  wholesale  house  to  manufac- 
ture and  own  many  of  its  brands.  It  is 
figured  that  the  large  number  of  selimg 
agencies  to  be  established  thereby  in- 
suring a  large  demand,  will  enable  the 
concern  to  compeie  with  the  lajrger  man- 
ufacturing enterprises  in  bidding  for 
raw  material  of  all  kinds,  which  is  a  dif- 
ficulty that  confronts  the  manufacturing 
srrocer  today,  owing  to  his  limited  pur- 
chases in  some  lines.  The  scheme  also 
Includes  extenslvfle  advertising  plans  to 
make  ihe  goods  of  the  concern  famlU*r 
to  tb*  consumer.

What  effect  this  will  have  on  the  market 
is  What  both  bulls  and  bears  are  waiting 
to  see.  The  winter  wlieat  crop  l.i  largtr 
than  the  spring  wheal,  but  the  spiiug 
wheat  crop  Is  usually  a  greater  iri';l  for 
the  bulls  than  the  winter  wheat  crop 
for  It  is  marketed  much  faster.  The  Clu- 
cago  Record-Herald  in  Us  market  revu  w 
of  yesterdaj  points  at  this  fact  and  ^ays: 
••The  market  has  yet  to  feel  the  cftect 
of  the  Ncrthwestern  marKeting,  anl  it  is 
usually  a  greater  trial  to  the  bull  than 
the  Southwestern.  The  Northwestern 
elevator  operators  buy  faster  and  put 
their  wheat  on  the  Chicago  mai-Ket  ni 
greater  blocks  than  the  siaoiler  but  more 
numerous  operators  of  the  West  and 
Southwest.  The  spring  wheal  movement 
will  Increase  fast  this  month.  .Ourlng 
the  next  six  weeks  the  bulls  will  have  to 
take  from  l,0tX),("Ou  bus  to  1.600,00it  bus  act- 
ual wh'?at  each  day. and  at  the  sMme  time 
to  care  for  the  short  selling,  it  takes  a 
oonslderablc  volunle  of  specuUr.ion  to 
advance  a  market  with  that  volume  of 
property  to  cai^  for." 

There  are  today  fewer  bears  than  incre 
were  a  month  ago.  Then  there  w-ne  any 
number  of  men  In  the  grain  trade  who 
looked  for  wheat  to  go  below  60  cenls  a 
bushel.  In  the  face  of  that  expectUlon 
It  has  kept  up  well  and  has  been  a  buil 
market.  Today  there  are  probably  noiie 
who  look  for  any  sensational  advance  'n 
wheat,  but  it  is  true  also  that  the  general 
opinion  Is  that  there  will  be  fair  pr»c*is 
through  >dt  the  wheat  movement.  T.itre 
is  no  longer  any  expectation  of  very  low 
prices. 

Practically  two  Influences  have  bus- 
talned  the  wheat  market  during  tha  past 
few  weeks  and  without  these  the  low 
prices  that  gome  were  predicting  ndght 
have  been  realized.  First  of  these  in  the 
great  damage  to  corn,  which  is  generally 
agreed  to  have  approached  a  calamity. 
With  corn  selling  at  the  prices  It  nas  for 
several  weeks  It  has  been  difficult  to  get 
the  wheat  price  down.  The  second  bull- 
ish Influence  has  been  the  large  foreign 
demand  for  American  wheat.  5lnje  July 
1  the  exports  have  been  at  the  rate  «  f  6.- 
000.000  bushels  a  week,  a  million  u  day 
for  everv  working  dav.  The  foreignor  has 
been  In  the  market  for  American  vJieat 
almost  constaniiy  for  wcks.  'ITie  Diiluth 
shippers  have  had  little  evidence  of  this 
demand,  however,  atid  have  consLlerible 
wheat  on   hand   unsold. 

The    sit*  atlon    with    reference    to    corn 
at  the  present  time  Is  of  vast  concern   to 
wheat    men    and    the    following   from    the 
Chicago  Record-Herald  will  Interest  them:

Corn  prices  are  50  per  cent  higher 
than  last  vear  and  40  per  cent  above  the 
quotations  of  less  than  sixty  days  ago. 
The  advance  has  not  disconcerted  the 
bull  speculator  any.  bul  It  has  sent  the 
•orelgner  In  everv  other  direction  for  his 
corn.  Within  four  weeks  the  American 
ccrn  exports  are  10.000.000  bus  less  than 
'ast  year.  Argentine  Is  shipping  at  the 
rate  of  almost  2,000.000  bus  weekly,  and 
I>anube.  Russia  and  Argentine  together 
fii  the  I  ate  of  almost  4,(*0,000  bus.

New  York.  Aug.  6.— A  marvelous  in- 
stance of  a  man  supposed  to  be  dead, 
who  was  brought  back  to  life,  is  the 
case  of  John  Schaefer,  of  Brooklyn, 
who  was  resuscitated  after  being  un- 
der water  for  forty  minutes. 

The  physician  who  restored  life  to 
Schaefer  declares  with  the  utmost  posl- 
tiveness  that  the  young  man  was  ac- 
tually dead— that  the  machinery  of  life 
had  utterly  ceased  to  act  and  was 
forced  into  activity  again  by  the  per- 
sistent experiment  of  artificial  means. 
Other  medical  authorities  of  high  re- 
pute are  astounded  at  the  phenomenon 
and  unable  to  explain  it  on  any  theory 
known    to   science. 

John  Schaefer  Is  17  years  old,  weighs 
only  eighty  pounds,  and  has  been  af- 
flicted with  weak'  lungs  and  heart.  He 
was  brought  up  from  the  water  off 
Thrty-flfth  street,  Brooklyn,  by  J.  John- 
son, a  boatman,  who  dived  six  times 
before  he  succeeded  in  finding  the  body. 
"If  death  under  water  is  easy,  th^ 
sufferings  of  a  man  who  dies  hard  must 
be  simply  Indescribable.'  says  young 
Schaefer  in  describing  his  experience. 

"I  was  conscious  the  entire  time.  I 
think,  that  I  was  under  water.  I  want- 
ed to  learn  to  swim  and  I  was  out  play- 
ing in  the  water'  with  that  Idea  In 
view.  I  decided  to  dive  from  the  end  of 
the  pier,  where  I  supposed  that  the 
water  was  only  a  few  inches  over  my 
head.  My  first  thought  after  I  struck 
the  water  was: 

•'  'Its  all  up  with  me.  I  have  dived 
at  a  place  where  the  water  is  at  least 
thirty  feet.' 

"I  was  not  frightened.  I  simply  real- 
ized that  I  was  to  die.  I  opened  my  eyes 
as  I  went  down,  and  the  water  was 
full  of  diamonds.  I  struck  the  bottom 
with  a  thump,  and  was  surprised  that 
my  body  did  not  rise.  I  lay  face  down- 
ward. I  could  not  move  from  the  spot. 
"Then  my  torture  began.  Thinking  it 
over  now,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  was 
more  In  my  mind  than  In  the  body.  I 
was  caught  in  a  trap,  and  I  knew  that 
no  matter  how  hard  I  fought  I  should 
only  die  at  last. 

"I  tried  to  resign  myself,  but  still  I 
struggled,  but  something  in  me  that  I 
could  not  control.  My  mind  flew  like 
lightning  from  one  thing  to  another,  as 
If  I  saw  a  lot  of  instantaneous  photo- 
graphs. 

"The  though  of  rescue  did  not  occur 
to  me.  Neither  did  the  theory  that  I 
could  help  myself.  I  struggled  aimless- 
ly. I  felt  myself  choking.  At  every 
breath  the  sand  went  up  my  nose,  for 
I  Instinctively  shut  my  mouth,  setting 
my  teeth  hard. 

"I  kept  snufUng  and  blowing  the  sand 
from  my  nose;  then,  gasping.  I  drew  in 
still  larger  quantities  of  water.  My 
Impulse  was  to  dig  in  the  sand  and 
bury  my  face  In  It  to  shut  the  water  out. 
I  did  claw  feebly  in  the  sand,  and  then 
on  the  instant  I  thought  with  horrible 
distinctness: 
"  'It  Is  of  no  use— no  use.' 
"I  raised  my  head  and  loojted  about 
me.  After  an  hour  had  passed,  as  I 
judged,  a  dark  object  came  down  In  the 
water  near  me.  but  missed  me.  I  had 
no  Idea  that  It  might  be  a  diver.  A 
moment  before  I  had  opened  my  mouth 
to  cry  out,  but  closed  It  as  I  felt  the 
sand  and  water. 
"  'What's  the  use?'  I  thought  again. 
"So  I  watched  the  dark  object,  but 
did  not  attempt  to  reach  It.  Presently 
it  came  down  again,  reached  me  and 
pulled  me  out  of  the  water. 

"Up  to  that  moment  I  had  kept  my 
head.  The  instant  we  struck  the  top 
of  the  water  I  lost  consciousness.    • 

"Coming  back  to  life,  as  near  as  1  can 
now  realize,  it  was  not  easy.  My  chest 
and  abdomen  are  black  with  the  bruises 
I  got  from  being  rolled  over  a  barrel, 
I  suppose,  and  the  thumping  and  rub- 
bing of  my  body. 

■  For  three  days  n>y  head  seemed  to 
(>e  full  of  water.  At  first  I  could  not 
realize  anything  I  bad  gone  through. 
I  had  even  forgotten  that  I  had  dived 
from  the  pier,  then  sudenly  I  remem- 
bered the  diamonds  In  the  water,  next 
the  suffocating  and  then  gradually  it 
all  came  back  to  me."

Not     Plain    Sailing    For 

Van  Sant  In  First 

District. 

Minneapolis.  Aug.  6.— The  Times  says: 
If  Governor  Van  Sant  is  renominated  by 
the  Republicans.  It  will  be  necessary  for 
him  to  do  some  hard  political  work  be- 
tween now  and  the  time  of  the  state 
convention,  which  probably  will  be  held 
in  June  of  next  year. 

Hennepin  county  has  not  felt  particu- 
larly grateful  to  the  governor  for  the 
appointments  he  has  made.  Hi-nnepin 
gave  him  nearly  half  of  the  2200  plu- 
rality he  secured  over  John  Lind.  and 
Hanisey  county,  which  gave  Lind  a  ma- 
jority, received  about  all  of  the  good 
things  that  fell  from  the  governor's 
table. 

Now  there  is  opposition  In  the  First 
district.  State  Senator  Lemuel  Lord,  of 
Dodge  county,  is  active.  He  wants  to 
be  governor,  and  It  is  said  he  has  been 
doing  some  active  mi.s.sionary  work  In 
Winona  county,  the  home  county  of  the 
governor. 

Senator  Lord  does  not  care  whether 
the  governor  thinks  thl.s  Is  high  trea.«»on 
or  a  misdemeanor.  His  friends  say  he 
is  out  for  the  nomination,  and  several 
of  them  In  Winona  county  have  in- 
formed the  Times  that  they  propose  to 
.support  him  rather  than  their  towns- 
man. 

They  claim  that  the  governor  was  so 
nearly  defeated  in  a  presidential  year 
that  his  chances  In  an  "ofC"  year  are  not 
bright.  This  Is  the  stand  taken  by  the 
opponents  of  the  present  executive.

There  are  quite  a  numlwjr  of  settlers 
who  wish  to  make  entry  on  the  Red 
Lake  reservation  lands,  and  when  their 
applicaUons  have  been  presented  the 
register  and  receiver  at  the  Crookston 
land  office  have  required  them  to  ad- 
vertise their  entry  for  six  weeks,  and 
then  make  addtional  trip  to  the  local 
land  office,  when  their  final  receipt  and 
certificate  is  given. 

The  settlers  did  not  like  this.  and 
through  Congressman  Stevens,  who 
frequently  visits  Washington  during  the 
congressional  recess  on  departmental 
business,  they  petitioned  for  a  modifica- 
tion of  the  rulings  of  the  Crookston  land 
office. 

In  his  decision  Comissioner  Hermann 

says: 

'Those  settlers  who  desire  to  nake 
entry  undtr  the  provisions  of  the  act 
providing  for  the  relief  of  settlers  on 
the  Northern  Pacific  indemnity  land.^, 
who.  between  Aug.  15,  1887.  and  Jan.  1, 
1889,  settled  upon  and  made  final  proof 
and  entry  for  land  wiihin  what  is 
known  as  the  second  indemnity  belt  of 
the  Northern  Pacific  railroad  grant 
within  the  state  of  Minnesota,  which 
entries  were  afterward  cancelled  with- 
out their  fault,  are  allowed  to  do  so, 
and  take  lands  subject  to  homestead, 
equal  In  area  to  that  embraced  in  the 
cancelled  entry,  and  may  receive  pat- 
ent therefor  without  settlement,  im- 
provement or  cultivation. 

"And  all  who  settled  in  the  said  In- 
demnity strip  and  resided  there  for  six 
months  between  the  dates  as  above 
given,  and  improved  the  same  with  a 
view  of  settlement  for  &.  home,  are  also 
entitled  to  the  privileges  below  stated." 

All  that  is  required  of  the  applicants 
is  that  they  make  affidavit  as  to  the 
facts  relative  to  their  settlement,  and 
state  whether  or  not  they  recovered 
back  any  fees  from  the  government. 

There  are  two  classes  of  these  settlers. 
First,  those  who  made  their  final  proof 
on  the  original  entries  within  the  in- 
demnity limits,  and  second,  those  who 
did  not  make  final  proof,  but  were  liv- 
ing on  the  land  and  improving  it 

The  first  class  of  settlers  are  clearly 
entitled  to  lands  within  the  Red  Lake 
reservation  subject  to  homestead  entry, 
and  those  in  the  second  cass  must  make 
final  proof  in  the  regular  way,  but  they 
receive  credit  for  the  settlement,  im- 
provement and  cultivation  made  on 
their  original  entry  on  the  Indemnity 
lands.  In  these  cases  the  ordinary  ad- 
vertisements are  required  by  law  in 
order  to  give  legal  color  to  the  patent 
when    issued. 

To  be  explcit:  All  who  had  paid  up, 
either  by  residence  or  the  commutation 
price  on  the  Northern  Pacific  lands, 
are  entitled  now  to  an  entry  without 
any  delay  whatever.  The  others  who 
had  not  proved  up  or  paid  up.  will  be 
credited  with  whatever  time  or  money 
they  had  expended  during  the  time  they 
had  expended  during  the  time  they  were 
possessed  of  the  railroad  lands  and 
must  then  prove  up  in  the  ordinary  way.

Undo*-  its 
bond  the  company  Is  authorized  to 
transport  suitable  merchandise  be- 
tween any  places  in  the  United  States 
which  have  been  or  may  l>e  hereaff^r 
designated  by  law  as  ports  of  entry  or 
delivery,  to  transport  merchandi.se  to, 
from  and  in  transmit  through  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada,  in  suitable  railroad 
cars  owned  or  controlled  by  said  com- 
pany and  running  over  such  connecting 
lines  of  the  railway  as  may  be  nr.  e.s- 
strv  to  reach  the  point  of  destination 
named  In  the  entry  and  manifest  In 
each  particular  case.  In  every  instance 
where  other  cars  than  those  owned  by 
the  company  named  are  used  they 
must  be  distinctly  marked.

THE  DEAD 
EMPRESS 


Her  Demise  a  Sad  Blow 

to  Her  Brother,  King 

Edward. 


He  Has  Lost  Five  Rela* 

tives  In  Past  Twelve 

Months. 


Empress   Was  But   Little 
Known  to  Present  Ger- 
man Generation. 


New  York,  Aug.  6.— The  London  cor- 
tespondent  of  the  Tribune  cabling  con- 
cerning the  death  of  the  dowager  em- 
press of  Germany  says  that  nothing 
has  yet  bet»n  dfflnltely  decided  with 
regard  to  the  action  \vhi'-h  parliament 
>vill  take  in  the  matter,  but  precedent 
Is  likely  to  be  closely  toliowed.  The 
Mow  which  has  fallen  upon  the  king  is 
a  severe  one.  In  the  course  of  twelve 
nionth.s  he  has  not  only  lost  his  mother, 
but  his  brother,  the  duke  of  Coburg.  his 
nephew,  Prince  Christian  Victor  and 
now  a  sister  to  whon>  he  was  devotedly 
attached.  The  synijiathy  of  hi.*:  sor- 
rowing subjects  will  go  out  to  him  in 
his  atlllctlon.  The  kal.scr  is  als>  as- 
sured uf  the  sympathy  of  the  people 
of  this  country,  who  have  not  forgot- 
ten how  he  hurilcd  to  the  bedside  of 
his  dying  grandmotlier  at  Osborne  last 
January. 

The  empress  was  not  well  known,  ex- 
cept by  repute,  to  the  present  gener- 
ation of  EInglish  people.  Germany  had 
been  her  homo  for  forty-three  year.« 
and  her  public  appearance  in  her  na- 
tive land,  especially  during  the  last  dec- 
ade, was  rare.  She  was  by  far  the 
most  clever  and  tactful  of  all  Queen 
Victoria's  children,  and  a  great  judge 
of  character  long  ago  described  her  as 
the  cleverest  woman  in  Europe.  In 
any  re.«pects  it  is  said  she  greatly  re- 
sembled  her  mother. 

It  is  generally  admitted  that  she  had 
only  one  enemy.  Prince  Kismarck  never 
forgave  her  for  being  English  by  birth 
and  nationality,  anil  he  persecuted  her 
with  intrigue  and  r'-sentment.  It  is 
an  open  secret  that  even  state  papers, 
emanating  from  the  German  foreign 
offlie  during  Bismarck's  chancellor- 
ship contained  the  gros.sest  and  most 
Insulting  allusions  to  h'.r.  All  social 
features  in  London  will  for  the  present 
be  abandoned  or  postponed  ai.d  it  is 
probable  that  throughout  the  I'nlteil 
Kingdom  mo\irning  for  the  king's  sister 
tvlll  be  of  six  months'  duration  for  the 
court  and  three  months  for  the  general 
public.  The  coronation  festivities  will 
not.  however,  be  affected  by  the  em- 
press' death. 


TJerlin.  Aug.  6.— A  special  edition  of 
the  Reichsanzeiger  publi.shed  this  morn- 
ing, contains  an  imperial  cabinet  order 
giving  notiio  of  the  death  of  Empress 
Prederick  and  ordering  six  weeks'  na- 
tional mourning  beginning  today.  The 
order  also  directs  that  all  public 
amusements.  Including  concerts  and 
theatiical  performances,  be  suspended 
until   .ifter    the   funeral. 

Ac^-ording  to  the  dispathes  from  Cron- 
berg,  th?  death  agony  of  the  dowager 
empress  was  brief,  lasting  hardly  a 
quarter  of  an  hour.

DEAL  CLOSED 

For   Building    For   Steel 
Trust  In  Duiuth. 

Will  Be  a  Six^Story  Fire= 
proof  Building. 


For  weeks  negotiations  have  been 
under  way  for  the  erection  of  a  largo 
office  building  at  the  corner  of  Third 
avenue  west  and  First  street  for  the 
occupancy  of  the  United  States  Steel 
company.  There  have  been  rumors  time 
and  again  that  the  deal  was  closed,  but 
they  were  premature.  It  can  now  be 
said,  however,  that  the  deal  Is  practi- 
cally closed,  and  the  erection  of  a  six- 
story  fireproof  building,  100  by  140  feet 
in  size,  is  assured. 

The  formal  signing  of  the  papers  is 
entirely  concluded,  but  all  of  the  terms 
have  been  agreed  upon  and  there  is 
little  chance  that  any  of  the  parties  will 
withdraw  now. 

When  the  United  States  Steel  corpora- 
tion's mining  and  shipping  headquarters 
were  located  here,  negotiations  were  im- 
mediately begun  for  the  erection  of  a 
handsome  office  building  for  the  occu- 
pancy of  the  company.  Several  proposi- 
tions were  considered,  but  none  prom- 
ised a  building  of  suflflcient  sixe.  The 
corner  of  Third  avenue  west  and  First 
street  was  soon  settled  upon  as  the  pro- 
per site  for  the  building. 

Unfortunately,  however,  a  contract 
for  the  erection  of  a  building  at  this 
corner  had  been  let  just  a  short  time 
before  by  Hutchinson  Bevier,  the  owner 
of  the  property,  and  he  had  made  a 
lease  for  a  term  of  five  years  to  Bayha 
&  Co.,  the  furniture  dealers.  Mr.  Bevier 
was  ready  to  sell  the  property,  but  un- 
fortunately Bayha  &  Co.  and  George  H. 
Lounsberry,  the  contractor  who  had  the 
job  of  erecting  the  building,  had  to  be 
satisfied.  For  a  time  It  looked  as  though 


It  would  be  utterly  hopeless  to  put  the 
deal  through. 

The  matter  was  undertaken,  however, 
and  after  a  month  of  negotiation,  has 
finally  been  brought  to  a  head.  Bayha 
&  Co.  have  signed  a  contract  to  assign 
their  lease,  and  Mr.  Bevier  has  sold  the 
property.  The  contractor,  George 
Lounsberry,  called  all  of  his  men  off 
the  work  today,  and  It  Is  understood 
that  work  will  begin  at  once  on  the  new 
building. 

The  building  will  be  erected  by  a 
company  of  Duiuth  people  who  have 
been  interested  in  the  matter.  Its  cost 
will  be  $300,000,  and  It  Is  understood  that 
a  local  financial  institution  will  put  up 
half  the  amount  and  that  the  members 
of  the  company  will  put  up  the  balance. 
It  will  be  a  modem  fire-proof  office 
building  of  the  finest  type.  It  will  be 
of  brick  and  stone,  six  stories  in  height. 
There  will  be  no  finer  office  building  in 
Duiuth. 

A  fact  that  will  be  immensely  pleas- 
ing to  Duiuth  people  is  that  the  United 
States  Steel  corporation  has  taken  a 
fifteen-year  lease  of  thf  building.  This 
indicates  that  Its  headquarters  are  here 
to  stay  and  that  their  ItK-ation  here  was 
not  a  matter  of  mere  temporary  con- 
venience. 

It  Is  expected  that  into  this  building 
win  be  consolidated  all  of  the  offices  of 
the  Steel  corporation  In  Duiuth.  This 
would  include  the  Oliver  Mining  com- 
pany, Pittsburg  Steamship  company, 
Duiuth,  Mlssabe  &  Northern  railroad 
and  Duiuth  &  Iron  Rauge  railroad.  It 
is  understood  that  these  companies  will 
use  four  floors  of  the  building. 


DETAILS  OF  MOURNING 

Emperor  William  Explains  to  the  Militarp  and  the 

Court  How    to   Dress    For    Certain 

Periods  Specifically  Named. 


Berlin,  Aug.  7. — Emperor  William  has 
issued  a  decree  ordering  the  army  to 
go  into  mourning  for  six  weeks  and  giv- 
ing minute  details  as  to  how  the  mourn- 
ing emblems  are  to  be  worn.  There  will 
be  no  military  music  for  eight  days. 

Court  circles  have  been  notified  as  to 
how  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the 
court  must  dress  until  Nov.  5.  The 
ladies  are  to  wear  full  mourning  until 
Aug.  26,  medium  mourning  until  Sept. 

23  and  minor  mourning  until  Nov.  5. 
Some  of  the  papers  take  exception  to 
the  mourning  order.  One  paper,  refer- 
ring to  the  prohibitiim  of  public  en- 
tertainments and  social  and  theatrical  I 
performances  until  after  the  funeral, 
says  it  believes  this  will  hinder,  to  a 
certain  degree,  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  designed.  It  contrasts  with 
this  order  Kmperor  Fre<lerkks  order 
upon  the  death  of  Emperor  William  I, 
in  which  he  declined  to  give  any  mourn- 
ing   regulations,    leaving   the   people    to 


show  ther  sympathy  in  their  own  way. 

The  Hamburger  Nachrlchten  (Prince 
Bismarck's  old  organ)  draws  upon  its 
editor's  reminiscences  by  saying  Prince 
Bismarck  repeatedly  asserted  in  pri- 
vate conversation  that  it  was  quite  un- 
true that  the  Empress  Frederick  caused 
him  great  obstacles  during  Emperor 
Frederick's  reign,  adding  that  on  the 
contrary  there  was  no  time  in  his  en- 
tire career  in  which  he  was  freer  from 
friction  than  during  the  "ninety-nine 
days."  , 

The  Berliner  Neusete  Nachrlchten.  an 
Influential  conservative  organ,  which 
also  cherishes  Bismarcklan  traditions, 
has  repeatedly  denied  that  Empress 
Frederick  took  part  in  the  intrigues 
which  caused  Prince  Bismarck's  down- 
fall, saying:  ••She  was  much  too  shrewd 
a  woman  to  do  so.'  ' 


Brest.  Aug.  7. — Prince  Henry  of  Prus- 
sia, who  has  been  at  Cadiz  with  the 
German  fleet,  is  to  land  here.  A  spe- 
cial train  is  waiting  to  convey  him  to 
Homburg. 


CUNBOAT  FOR  ISTHMUS 

The  Nachias  Ordered  to  Colon  to  Be  Handy  In  Case 
the  Disturbance  Requires  Interven- 
tion By  United  States. 


Washington,  Aug.  7.— An  order  was 
issued  by  the  acting  secretary  of  the 
navy  today  for  the  gunboat  Machias, 
now  at  the  Boston  navy  yard,  to  pre- 
pare for  departure  to  Colon,  near  the 
eastern  terminus  of  the  Panama  rail- 
road. 

At  the  navy  department  It  is  ex- 
plained that  this  movement  had  been 
ordered  with  a  view  of  having  the 
Machias  taking  observations  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  isthmus.  In  announcing 
the  action  of  the  department,  it  was 
stated  that  "it  is  deemed  needful  that  a 
I'nlted  States  war  vessel  be  in  that  vi- 
cinity at  this  time." 

The  order  to  the  Machias  followed  a 
conference  held  at  the  navy  depart- 
ment between  Acting  Secretary  of  State 
Adee  and  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
Hackett.  Mr.  Adee  had  the  dispatch 
received  from  Consul  Gudger  last  night, 
stating  that  the  revolutionists  had  l:..ld 
up  a  train  for  an  hour  at  Marachin.  on 
the  line  of  the  railroad  across  the 
isthus.  and  only  about  fifteen  miles 
from  Panama  City.    While  this  was  not

His  Nomination  For  Gov- 
ernor of   lowa^  Prac- 
tically Conceded. 


Herriott  Supporters  Have 

Nearly  All  Gone  to 

Cummins. 


Some  Surprises  May  Be 

Sprung  On  Lieutenant 

Governorship. 


Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  Aug.  7. — There 
was  no  material  change  in  the  guber- 
natorial situation  before  the  Republican 
convention  met  at  11  a.  m.  Herriott 
reiterated  his  assertion  of  last  night 
that  he  is  in  the  race  for  governor  to 
the  end.  His  strength  has  nearly  all 
left  him  with  the  exception  of  a  por- 
tion of  the  delegation  of  Guthrie  and 
Harrison  counties,  and  his  campaign 
managers  are  of  the  opinion  that  Cum- 
mins will  be  the  nominee.  The  Cum- 
mins men  were  feeling,  if  possible,  more 
confident  than  ever,  and  they  claimed  to 
be  sure  of  at  lea.st  800  votes  on  the  first 
ballot. 

Members  of  the  steering  committee 
were  in  session  all  night,  and  this 
morning  expressed  themselves  as  feel- 
ing very  comfortable  over  the  outlook. 
They  denied  that  any  attempt  will  be 
made  to  bring  before  the  convention  any 
other  names  than  those  of  Harrlman, 
Trewin  and  Conger,  but  predicted  that 
they  will  be  able  to  make  such  inroads 
into  the  strength  of  Cummins  as  will 
give  them  more  than  a  good  fighting 
chance. 

Contrary  to  determination  expressed 
by  them  yesterday,  the  Cummins  men 
made  a  hot  fight  before  the  committee 
on  credentials,  and  when  the  convention 
met  the  struggle  was  on.  The  chances 
are,  however,  that  they  will  be  beaten 
in  the  committee  and  be  compelled  to 
make  their  fight  on  the  floor  of  the 
convention  hall.  The  lieutenant  gover- 
norship has  become  involved  and  some 
surprise  may  be  sprung  at  the  last  mo- 
ment by  the  Cummins  men.  -No  accu- 
rate forecast  can  be  made  for  that  posi- 
tion. Before  the  convention  opened, 
however,  Brandt,  of  Clinton,  had  the 
lead  over  his  competitors.  It  was  pre- 
dicted that  the  other  nominees:  Gov- 
ernor, A.  B.  Cummins;  Judge  of  the  su-

DIE  IS  CAST 

The  General  Strike  Order 
Has  Been  Issued. 


Amalgamated  Men  to  Quit 
Work  on  Saturday. 


Pittsburg,  Aug.  7.— President  Shaffer 
last  night  issued  the  following  strike 
order,  which  was  sent  to  all  the  lodses 
in  the  Amalgamated  association: 

"Brethren— The  officials  of  the  United 
States  Steel  trust  have  refused  to  recog- 
nize union  meji.  those  who  are  stmiggllng 
for  the  right  to  organize.  The  execu- 
tive board  has  authorized  me  to  issue  a 
call  upon  all  Amalgamated  and  other 
union  men  in  name  and  heart  to  join  in 
the  movement  to  fight  for  labor's  rights. 

"We  must  fight  or  give  up  forever  our 
personal  liberties. 

"You  will  be  told  that  you  have  signed 
contracts,  but  you  never  agreed  to  surren- 
der these  contracts  to  the  United  States 
Steel  corporation.  Its  officers  think  you 
were  sold  to  them  just  as  the  mills  were, 
contracts  and  all. 

'•Remember,  before  you  agreed  to  any 
contract,  you  took  an  obligation  to  this 
association.  It  now  calls  you  to  help  in 
this  hour  of  need. 

"Unless  the  trouble  is  settled  on  or  be- 
fore Saturday,  Aug.  10,  1901,  the  mills  will 
close  when  the  last  turn  is  made  on  that 
day. 

••Brethren,  this  is  the  real  way  to  serve 
our  organization.  We  trust  you  and  need 
you.  Come  and  help  us,  and  may  right 
come  to  a  just  cause. 

"Fraternalhj-  yours, 

rr.  J.  SHAFFER." 

Pittsburg,  Aug.  7.— With  the  issue  of 
the  general  strike  order  of  President 
Shaffer  it  is  no  longer  a  theory  that 
confronts  the  public,  but  an  actual  con- 
dition. The  result  Is  that  the  tension 
which  kept  everybody  In  suspense  last 
week  as  to  what  would  be  the  outcome 
of  the  conferences  and  meetings  has 
now  been  lifted,  the  suspense  is  over, 
and,  although  while  the  immedi&ie 
effect  is  deplorable,  those  directly  in- 
terested are  not  so  much  affected  as  the 

graveness  of  their  position  would  war- 
rant them.  It  is  now  generally  ac- 
cepted as  a  fact  that  the  struggle  will 
not  be  terminated  until  one  of  the  con- 
testing parties  is  defeated.  Occasionally 
the  hope  is  expressed,  however,  that 
the  order  of  President  Shaffer  will  not 
go  into  effect,  and  that  a  compromAse 
will  be  made  before  the  week  is  out. 

As  far  as  Pittsburg  is  concerned,  al- 
though it  is  the  headquarters  of  the  as- 
sociation, few  men  are  immediately  in- 
volved In  the  strike.  In  comparison  v.  ith 
other  sections,  the  total  number 
throughout  the  country  being  almost 
00,000  men.  There  is  no  question  that 
the  various  companies  of  the  United 
States  Steel  corporation  will  make 
efforts  to  start  up  some  of  the  idle 
plants  at  once,  and  thus  prevent  the 
strike,  if  possible,  before  its  inception. 
Already  such  a  move  was  made  at 
Clark's  plant,  In  this  city,  this  morn- 
ing, and  consternation  reigned  among 
the  strikers  in  the  LawrencevlHe  dis- 
trict when  they  learned  that  Gon';ral 
Superintendent  Brown  had  stolen  a 
march  on  them  and  started  up  the  ten 
and  twelve-inch  mills.  The  mills 
started  at  the  reguLar  hour  with  about 
100  men  and  boys,  and  Superintendent 
Brown  says  the  entire  plant  will  be 
running  before  the  end  of  the  week.  He 
said: 

"We  had  no  trouble  whatever  in  se- 


curing men.  Of  those  that  went  t« 
work  this  morning  some  are  old  men 
and  some  are  new." 

About  the  entrance  many  men  wera 
found  who  said  they  were  seeking  work. 

The  Upper  and  Lower  Union  mills  of 
the  Carnegie  company,  at  Thirty-third 
and  Twenty-ninth  streets,  are  said  bjr 
the  officials  to  be  running  along  quietly. 

Everything  is  very  quiet  around  all 
the  mills.  The  strikers  around  Clark's 
mill  are  orderly  and  say  they  will  make 
no  attempt  to  get  the  men  out  that 
want  to  work  this  morning,  nor  will 
they  molest  them  in  any  way. 

A  report  was  circulating  in  Law« 
renceville  this  morning  that  two  detec- 
tives were  watching  for  any  troubla 
about  the  Clark  mill,  but  it  could  not 
be  verified. 

At  Painter's  mill,  on  the  South  Bide, 
and  the  Lindsay-McCutcheon  mill,  in 
Allegheny,  everything  also  was  quiet. 
Only  a  few  strikers  were  around  to 
watch  for  any  attempt  to  start  th« 
works. 

At  the  Pennsylvania  tube  works.  Sec- 
ond avenue,  which,  it  is  said,  '.vlU  ba 
affected  by  the  order,  evedythlng  waa 
running  along  smoothly  and  the  man- 
agement said  there  was  not  the  leaet 
Indication  that  the  men  will  strike. 
They  have  heard  no  talk  among  th« 
men  and  expect  no  trouble. 

A  McKeesport  dispatch  says:  "Th« 
strike  order  was  received  with  quiet 
satisfaction  by  the  majority  of  skilled 
men  at  the  tube  works,  and  as  the 
Amalgamated  and  Federation  of  Labor 
control  almost  all  of  the  skilled  work- 
men, the  plant  will  close  on  Saturday 
night.  Great  excitement  was  caused 
among  the  strikers  this  morning  that 
after  dusk  last  evening  six  carloads  of 
pig  iron  had  been  run  Into  the  W.  De 
W^ees-Wood  mill.  The  movement 
escaped  the  observation  of  the  pickets, 
who  were  expecting  nothing  of  the  kind. 
The  introduction  of  the  iron  is  a  sinister 
indication,  and  the  men  fear  that  Man- 
ager Cooper  is. about  to  carry  out  hia 
threat  of  last  week  and  start  the  mill 
non-union.  The  pickets  and  patrols  are 
being  redoubled.  It  is  feared  any  at- 
tempt to  start  the  mill  will  rexult  in 
trouble,  as  the  strikers  always  have 
theratened  It  and  the  traditions  of  this 
town  of  many  strikes  are  such  that 
strike  breakers  do  not  receive  much 
consideration. 

Steel  manufacturers  generally  do 
not  view  the  order  with  alarm.  The 
combine  officials  preserved  the  same 
reticence  shown  from  the  beginning  of 
the  trouble,  but  privately  declared  they 
felt  sorry  for  the  men;  that  the  strik* 
will  speedily  end,  and  that  at  Its  con- 
clusion there  will  be  no  Amalgamated 
association  to  worry  the  manufacturers. 

Another  manufacturer  said  that  his 
only  fear  was  the  customary  sympathy 
of  working  men  for  working  men.  He 
said  that  in  a  strike  of  such  propor- 
tions and  for  such  a  cause  no  one  can 
tell  the  outcome  until  the  strike  order 
is  actually  effective. 

W.  F.  Correy,  president  of  the  Car- 
negie Steel  company,  the  National  Steel 
company  and  the  American  Steel  Hoop 
company,  refused  to  make  any  com- 
ment on  the  threatenea  extension  of 
the  strike.  This  always  has  been  the 
policy  of  Andrew  Carnegie,  and  Mr. 
Correy  was  one  of  Mr.  Carnegie's  young 
partners. 

The  efl:ect  of  President  Shaffer's  order 
on  the  employes  of  the  Carnegie  Steel 
company  is  being  watched  with  interest.

London,  Aug.  7.— The  British  consular 
report  regarding  trade  at  Marseilles 
issued  this  morning  declares  that  the 
most  vital  recent  development,  from  a 
British  viewpoint,  is  the  determined 
attempt  of  the  United  States  to  obtain 
a  monopoly  of  the  coal  Imports  at  that 
port.  The  report  further  says  it  is  too 
early  to  say  how  much  of  the  activity 
In  Marseilles  In  the  future  will  be  due 
to  American  enterprise  and  energy;  but 
it  Is  certain  that  a  large  share  of  the

Blwablk,  Minn..  Aug.  7.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)- A  terrific  hall  storm, 
with  all  the  Indications  of  a  small  cy- 
clone, swept  through  this  village  at 
about  6:30  last  evening  and  destroyed 
the  greater  part  of  the  windows  of  the 
stores  on  the  southern  side  of  Maio 
street,  which  was  the  exposed  side. 
The  sky  had  a  peculiar  appearance, 
dense  clouds,  resembling  the  clouds  that 
appeared  at  last  year's  cyclone,  hang- 
ing directly  over  the  village,  and  a  light 
colored  cloud  to  the  northwest  ap- 
proaching the  town  with  great  rapidity. 
The  light  clouff  approached  with  phe- 
nomenal speed  and  revolved  about,  and 
when  it  reached  a  point  directly  above 
the  village,  the  storm  burst.  At  first 
a  heavy  rain  fell,  but  soon  large  hail 
stones  commenced  to  fall,  and  in  a, 
few  minutes  the  noise  of  the  hail  stones 
dropping  on  the  roofs,  windows  and 
street  was  almost  deafening.  The  hail 
stones  were  very  large,  the  average 
size  being  about  as  large  as  an  or- 
dinary marble,  and  they  came  .so 
thickly  that  one  could  not  see  across 
the  street. 

The  crashing  of  the  hail  stones  and 
the   sound   of   breaking    windows    upon 
every   side    filled    the    people    with    ap- 
prehension, the  cyclone  of  last  October 
being  still  fressh  in  their  minds.  Hardly 
a  store  on  the  southern  side  of   Main 
street   escaped   damage,       even       plate 
glass  windows  being  broken  by  the  fury 
of    the    storm.        Among    the    hea%'Iest 
losers  were  the       Biwabik      Hardwaie 
company,  which  lost  a  $200  plate  glass 
window,  the  postofflce,  W.  W.  Browne. 
Peterson  Bros.,  Thoma  Cassidy  and  tha 
saloons   of  Ora  Everett.   Frank   Kllnk. 
Alex.  ^Villnlan,  William  Crochett.  Mis. 
Hocking,  Alfred  Lax,  Malcolmn  Ander- 
son and  a  large  number  of  other  busi- 
ness places.       All  the  rear  windows  of 
the  stores  on  the  north  side  of  the  street 
were  deniolisihed,  as  weie  all  the  win- 
dows in  the  residence  buildings  whi<  Ix 
faced   to  the  north. 
The  depot  of  the  Irdn  Range  railroad 
also    suffered    severely,    the    chimney 
being   blown   down.    No   one   was   seri- 
ously   injured,    although    a    number    <>f 
laborers  coining   from   the  mines   were 
severely   pelted    before   they   could   find 
shelter.  A  number  of  women   were  re- 
ported to  have  fainted  from  fright.  Tha 
damage    will    be    very    large,    as   It    is 
estimated  that  it  will  take  12000  to  re- 
pair everything.

What  it  is  predicted  will  be  the 
greatest  excursion  of  the  present  year 
is  to  arrive  in  Duluth  Saturday  morn- 
ing, over  the  Great  Northern.  Friday 
nijfht  trains  will  leave  Sioux  City,  Iowa; 
ONeil,  Neb.,  and  Sioux  Falls,  S.  D., 
and  they  will  converge  at  Garreston,  S.

A  former  member  of  the  Thirteenth 
Minnesota  infantry  who  served  with 
distinction  in  the  Philippines,  had  his 
head  cut  off  by  an  ore  train  at  Flood- 
wood  yesterday. 

His  name  was  Matt  Peterson,  and  his 
companion,  Jacob  Peterson,  was  also 
killed.  The  bodies  of  both  men  were 
horribly  cut  and  crushed.  Matt  Peter- 
son's head  was  cut  off  as  if  he  had 
been  decapitated  with  a  heavy,  sharp 
knife. 

Another  man  named  Jacobson,  who 
was  seen  with  the  two  Petersons,  is 
missing  and  his  friends  fear  that  he  is 
dead  too. 

The  three  men  started  out  from  Flood- 
wood  to  walk  to  Swan  River  about  10 
o'clock  Monday  night,  but  later  re- 
turned to  that  place  for  liquor.  They 
were  considerably  under  its  influence  at 
that  time,  and  the  saloon  keeper  re- 
fused to  sell  them  any  more. 

Yesterday  morning  a  section  crew 
found  the  two  bodies  twisted,  shattered 
and  crushed  about  a  ciuarter  of  a  mile 
west  of  the  Floodwood  depot. 

The  supposition  is  that  the  men 
simply  laid  down  on  the  Great  Northern 
tracks  to  sleep  off  their  drunkenness. 
Many  ore  trains  passed  over  the  track 
during  the  early  morning,  and  it  Is  im- 
possible to  tell  which  train  struck  the 
two  men. 

The  Finlander  friends  of  the  two 
Petersons  were  at  first  inclined  to  sus- 
pect foul  play,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  three  men  started  out  with  a  rifle, 
were  a  little  quarrelsome  and  that 
Jacobson  was  missing.  They  thought 
that  there  might  have  been  a  fight  and 
that  Jacobson  had  used  the  rifle.  One 
of  them  even  went  so  far  as  to  say-that 
he  heard  three  shots  fired  about  mid- 
night. 

James  Crawford,  of  the  undertaking 
firm  of  Durkan  &  Crawford,  was  depu- 
tized by  the  coroner  to  make  an  investi- 
gation of  the  case.  He  brought  the 
bodies  to  Duluth  this  morning,  and  says 
that  it  was  an  accident,  beyond  a 
doubt. 

Matt  Peterson  is  said  to  have  a 
brother  and  sister  living  here,  the  latter 
at  West  Duluth.  Efforts  are  being  made 
to  locate  them. 

Jacob  Peterson  was  a  homesteader 
living  on  a  claim  at  Floodwood  Lake. 

TWO  MINERS  KILLED. 

Train    Struck~Them     While 
Going  to  Work. 

Two  miners  were  killed  at  Hibbing 
this  morning.  They  were  going  to  work, 
and  in  stepping  off  a  track  out  of  the 
way  of  an  approaching  ore  train  they 
stepped  directly  in  front  of  an  engine. 

Conflicting  reports  were  received  here 
regarding  this  accident.  One  report  is 
that  both  men  were  killed  outright, 
while  the  other  was  that  one  was  killed 
and  the  other  was  only  injured. 

Coroner  Boyer  was  notified  of  the  kill- 
ing of  one  man  and  wired  the  deputy 
coroner  at  Hibbing  to  take  charge  of 
the  case.

The  Settlement  of  Steel 
Troubles  Predicted  Be- 
fore General  Strike. 

New  York,  Aug.  7.— T*>«  Commercial  Ad- 
vertiser says:  As  far  as  can  be  lesn.ed 
no  communication  hae  been  received  by 
J.  P.  Morgan  &  Co.,  or  by  any  of  tne 
steel  comiienies  here;  firom  the  labor  lead- 
ers since  the  conference  of  Saturday  last. 
Peace  however,  may  not  be  far  away 
aft«-r  all  It  Is  learned  that  indep.^ndcnt 
influences  are  at  work,  which  may  sur- 
prise everybody  within  the  next  few  dayS. 
Mr  Morgan  will  not  say  a  word,  bi:l  It 
is  believed  in  some  quarters  Uiat  he  has 
receiced  important  communicaiijna  l.-om 
persons  strong  enough  and  independent 
enough  to  bring  about  a  settlement  be- 
fore Shaffer's  order  to  strike  takes  ef- 
fect Those  who  know  Mr.  Morgan  say 
that  he  will  welcome  any  move  that  will 
hasten  the  end  of  the  controversy,  .)r3viu- 
Ing  the  furdamiental  objections  he  urged 
on  Satirclav  last,  are  respected.  That 
something  Is  being  done  In  the  Jlrectioti 
of  amity  Is  apparent  from  the  ma:in,?r  of 
the  ste-l  men  here  and  the  course  of  the 
steel  stocks  on  the  exchange. 

Pittsburg.  Aug.  7.— Secretary  Williams 
explained  this  afternoon  the  cause  of  the 
delay  in  issuing  the  strike  order.  He  said 
ihat  if  the  order  had  been  sent  out  when 
negotiations  were  broken  off  last  Sat- 
urday tue  sudden  closing  of  the  steel 
mills  would  have  reiulted  In  heavy  loss 
of  propertv  to  the  United  States  Steel 
corporation.  "We  could  noi  have  expect- 
ed much  eymuathy,"  said  he.  "if  we 
had  done  this.  Instead  we  give  the  com- 
pany sufficient  notice  to  prepare  for  a 
shut  .lown.  and  If  there  is  any  loss  Inci- 
dental to  the  closing  of  the  plants.  It  will 
noi  be  our  fault.  Of  course  the  more  rad- 
ical people  will  criticise  our  action  and 
allege  that  by  not  stopping  the  mills  a 
week  earlier  we  unnecessarily  prolong 
i.  f  strike.  This  may  be  true,  but  we 
prefer  to  act  honorably  and  by  so  doing 
can  retain   the  public  sympathy."

Charles  Counselman,  of  this  city,  and 
E.  W.  Wilkinson,  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.. 
were  the  organizers  of  the  company. 

GOOD  SHOWING 

Made  By  the  Congregational 
Education  Society. 

Boston,  Aug.  7,— The  eighty-fifth  an- 
ual  report  of  the  Congregational  Edu- 
cational society  was  made  public  to- 
day. It  states  that  greater  sums  have 
been  raised  in  the  West  than  before 
and  that  the  society  has  given  con- 
siderably more  to  academies  and  mis- 
sions than  last  year,  has  paid  all  out- 
standing claims,  is  clear  of  debt  and 
has  a  small  working  balance.  In  the 
student  department  all  claims  have 
been  promptly  paid  with  a  surplus  In 
this  department. 

In  the  department  of  theological 
scholarships  more  nnen  than  usual 
have  accepted  grants  as  loans,  giving 
their  notes  for  payment. 

The  number  of  mbn  leceiving  scholar- 
ships has  been  128^  one  more  than  last 
year.  There  are  tifenty-one  aciademies 
on  the  list  of  the,-«ducation  society,  as 
against  seventeen  last   year. 

POLITICIANS. 


W^ashington,  Aug.  7.— It  is  under- 
stood that  the  Mexican  authorities 
here  have  given  rather  pointed  evi- 
dence that  they  do  not  wish  to  take  up 
Chile's  cause  in  the  controversy  as  to 
whether  arbitration  shall  be  broadly 
discussed  before  the  coming  Latin- 
American  congress  that  is  to  meet  in 
the  City  of  Mexico.  The  Chilean  min- 
ister recently  addressed  a  note  to  Sec- 
retary Hay,  stating  that  if  the  plans  of 
the  congrress  were  changed  so  that  the 
arbitration  question  would  be  brought 
In  without  limit.  Chile  will  reserve  the 
right  of  determining  here  after  as  to 
whether  she  shall  be  represented.  The 
request  was  made  that  this  position  of 
Chile  be  communicated'to  the  govern- 
ment in  Mexico.  The  communication 
was  duly  sent  to  the  Mexican  authori- 
ties here.  It  appears,  however,  that 
they  do  riot  feel  warranted  in  receiving 
notice  as  to  Chile's  course  of  action, 
except  through  the  regular  channels  of 
diplomatic  comunication  between  Chile 
and  Mexico.  For  this  reason,  the  noti- 
fication has  not  gone  forward  to  Mex- 
ico, and  it  is  understood  that  a  sug- 
geston  has  been  made  that  It  would 
be  more  appropriate  for  such  com- 
munication to  be  made  direct  to  Mexico.

HOT  WEATHER  FOOD. 

The  selection  of  food  for  hot  weather 
is  an  important  question.  We  should 
avoid  an  excess  of  fats,  cut  down  the 
butter  ration  and  indulge  more  freely  In 
fruits  and  food  easy  of  digestion.  One 
meat  meal  per  day  is  sufficient  during 
hot  weather.

BECAME  A  MAGNET. 

Frank  Ilorton.  of  Marlborough,  a  ham- 
let near  FlshklU  Landing,  according  to 
doctors,  ate  electrically  ImpreRn^led 
food  and  immediately  evinced  a  disposi- 
tion to  simulate  lightning  and  strike 
everything  in  sight,  says  the  Chicago 
(.nironlcle.  Four  men,  ihree  physicians 
and  two  weeks  were  required  to  cure 
bim  of  his  attack  of  indigestion.  He  was 
in  his  kitchen  getting  ready  to  fry  eggs. 
A  bolt  of  lightning  struck  the  house  and 
tcre  a  hole  In  the  celling  directly  above 
Horion's  head.  His  house  has  been  struck 
twice  before,  so  he  didn't  get  excited, 
but   went   on   cooking  eggs. 

He  ate  a  hearty  meal  and  walked  down 
to  the  village.  After  standing  around 
the  corner  grocery  for  a  time  he  an- 
nounced that  lighinlng  had  struck  his 
house  a  few  minutes  before.  "Yes,  and 
I   don't   feel   very  well,"   he   said. 

The  neighbors  say  green  crickllng 
flames  came  from  his  hair  and  then  he 
started  to  break  up  things.  Friends  re- 
^tralned  him  and  called  In  the  doctors. 
•'Only  the  e'.eftrlclty  working  out  of  his 
system."    announced   the   physicians. 

•Ix>ok  out  he  don't  short  circuit  him- 
self," cried  a  bvstander  who  had  been 
an  oiler  In  an  electric  light  works.  "He 
might  give  somebody  a  shock." 

For  two  weeks  Horton  struggled  to 
eradicate  the  electricity  from  himself. 
His  watch  would  not  go.  and,  although 
he  feelF  better  now,  old  nails,  tacks  and 
1  eedles  fly  to  him  the  sam^  as  to  a  mag- 
net  and   with   uncomfortable   force. 

Physicians  say  that,  while  Horton  was 
unharmed  by  the  stroke  of  lightning, 
the  eggs  he  ale  were  impregnated  with 
electricity,  which  had  to  work  out  some 
way.

The 
warrant  was  sworn  out  by  her  father, 
who  charges  that  the  two  forcibly  ab- 
ducted the  girl,  assaulted  and  murdered 
her  and  threw  the  body  into  the  Ohio 
river.  The  girl  was  taken  Sunday  night 
from  the  company  of  her  sweetheart, 
Walter  Hammond,  at  the  point  of  a  re- 
volver.   Her  body  has  not  been  found.

Of  Van  Sant   Are   Many, 
Say  Hennepin  Re- 
publicans. 

Minneapolis,  Aug.  7.— The  Times  this 
morning  contains  the  following: 

Is  Van  Sant  a  one-term  governor? 

Hennepin  county  Republican  workers 
do  not  hesitate  to  reply  afflrmatlvely  to 
this  iquestion.  In  diagnosing  the  situ- 
ation some  lay  the  blame  upon  the  gov-^ 
emor.  Some  say  that  Private  Secretary 
Jamison  !•  the  sinner.  Others,  more  Im-^ 
partial,  declare  that  It  is  the  fault  of 
both  men.  ' 

Governor  Van  Sant  and  Secretary 
Jamison  are  puzzling  their  heads  to  de- 
vise some  method  of  rolling  back  the 
rising  tide  of  revolt  in  the  party,  but 
the  local  leaders,  at  least,  are  incensed 
to  such  a  pitch  tlaat  it  will  be  a  diffi- 
cult task  to  suppress  ilie  insurrection. 

Party  lights  outside  are  accustomed 
to  hearing  of  disaffection  in  Hennepin 
and  are  apt  to  shrug  their  shoulders 
when  told  that  trouble  is  brewing  here, 
but  some  of  the  far-seeing  ones  are 
considering  the  subject  seriously  and 
asking  one  another  what  is  to  be  ex- 
pected if  the  Hennepin  workers  persist 
in  their  present  hostility. 

Everywhere  it  is  conceded  that  if  the 
Republicans  renominate  the  gover.nor  the 
chances  are  99  in  a  hundred  that  Jonn 
Lind  will  accept  the  fusion  nomination 
if  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  prove  tnat 
the  presidential  fight  was  the  only  ti.»ng 
that  j-aved  Van  Sant  the  last  time. 

Any  other  man  could  be  named  by  the 
Republicans  and  Lind  would  have  no  such 
reason  for  running.  It  is  aiso  rememoered 
that  Lind  was  the  victim  of  a  cute  ro-;f\- 
cal  trick  In  the  last  campaign,  by  which 
the  i)laclng  of  a  Social  Democratic  can- 
didate for  governor  upon  the  ticket,  many 
say.  cost   him   the  victory. 

Hennenln  will  be  the  political  tattle- 
ground  of  the  state  If  Van  Bant  and  Lmd 
are  the  opposing  candidates,  and  under 
conditions  such  as  exist  here  at  oresent 
It  Is  predicted  that  Und,  who  now  claims 
Minneapolis  as  his  home,  can  beat  tne 
governor.  ^  ,,_  „„^ 

The  outlook  is  none  too  rosy  for  van 
Sant  in  any  section  of  the  state,  ^md  there 
are  few  who  will  deny  that  about  tne  only 


PRIVATE  GRAVEYARD. 

Where  Outlaw  Nate  Bolden 
^Buried  His  Victims. 

No  section  ©f  the  United  States  reeks 
with  more  murderous  tradition  than  does 
ihe  vicinity  in  which  are  the  express 
swamps  of  Southeast  Missouri  and  North- 
eastern Arkansas.  It  ir  there  that  Nate 
Bciden  horse  thief,  murderer,  train  rob- 
ber, and  general  outlaw,  companion  of 
Hildebrand,  the  Jameses  and  the  Young- 
ers,  had  his  island  stronghold  in  the  year 
Immediaielv  following  the  civil  war,  says 
the  Gainesville,  Ark.,  correspondent  of 
thu  St.   Louis  Star. 

There  is  a  «awmill  there  now,  and  there 
are  some  huts  riddled  through  and 
through  wUh  bullet  holes,  which  for- 
merly were  the  habitats  of  Bolden  and 
ii.s  gang.  But  each  now  is  used  for  ihe 
mo.e  peaceable  purpose  of  stabling  mu.es.. 
There  Is  also  a  more  signihcant  mark 
which  recalls  the  bloody  days  of  Boldens, 
sway.  ^     „ 

It  Is  Bolden's  private  graveyard.  Per- 
haps a  do:jen  mounds  appear  there,  now 
scarcely  distinguishable  for  any  consider- 
able distance  on  account  of  the  growth  of 
rank  vegetation  with  which  they  are 
covered. 

If  each  mound  could  tell  its  story,  each 
tale  would  be  one  dark  and  gory  tragedy, 
as  some  of  the  graves  are  those  of  Bol- 
den's retainers  and  henchmen. 

Under  one  little  hillock  repose  the  re- 
mains of  the  desperado  himself.  Fully 
half  of  them  indicate  the  last  resting 
place  of  unsuspecting  travelers,  who  were 
so  indlscreei  as  to  intrust  themselves  to 
Bolden's  ferry. 

Bolden's  island,  as  It  is  well  known,  is 
In  the  sunken  land  of  the  St.  Francis 
river.  At  the  time  that  Nate  Bolden  in 
common  with  many  others  graduated 
from  guerrilla  to  outlaw,  the  entire 
country  about  was  a  dense  Jungle  of 
cypress  and  gum  trees,  and  various  kinds 
and  species  of  water  vegetation.  The 
country  was  so  wild  that  it  was  almost 
Impenetrable.  Deer,  bears,  wolves  and 
Wi.-  cats,  and,  of  course,  snakes  In  plen- 
tltude  infested  the  entire  vicinity.  Noth- 
ing, however,  that  crawled,  walked  or 
swam  was  more  fierce  than  the  man  who 
held  forth  on  the  island,  in  the  center  of 
the  s'.lmy  wilderness.  Surrounded  on  all 
sides  by  water,  bog  and  a  vast  entan- 
glement of  vegetation,  his  position  was 
indeed  a  stronghold.  There  was  his  home 
and  there  was  the  rendezvous  of  his  gang. 
Muc!i  o-  the  time  was  spent  by  them  in 
other  parts  and  in  Incursions  into  terri- 
tory which  had  been  prepared  for  con- 
quest of  the  robbing  and  murderous  sort 
by  Hildebrand,  the  Youngers  and  the 
James  boys,  all  of  whom  were  associated 
as  puerriilas  during  the  civil  war. 

After  each  trip,  however,  Bolden  and  his 
men  managed  to  get  back  to  their  island 
with  their  booty  and  Incldenially,  with  a 
few  more  notches  in  the  stocks  of  their 
guns. 

Prizes  were  laid  on  Bolden's  head  time 
and  again,  but  none  there  was  who  dared 
to  plunge  his  horse  into  the  foil  of  morass 
which  surrounded  him  for  two  or  three 
miles  on  either  side,  and  take  a  chance 
before  the  unerring  rifles  of  his  gang. 

Bolden  had  some  ten  acres  on  the  island 
cleared,  and  once  in  awhile  he  sowed  and 
reaped,  but  he  did  not  do  U  any  oftener 
than  he  had  to  out  of  actual  necessity. 

For  a  long  time  It  was  not  known  .lust 
In  what  portion  of  the  island  he  had  in- 
trenched himself.  However,  a  venture- 
some Missourlan  went  so  far  one  day  as 
to  actually  locaie  the  dwelling  place  of 
the  gang,  he  returned  with  detailed  in- 
formation as  to  the  lay  of  the  ground  and 
itg  approach.  Then  and  there  it  was  de- 
cided that  Bolden  should  be  captured.  A 
posse  was  organized.  II  went  to  Bolden  s 
island,  half  of  it  rode  back;  the  other 
half  was  carried,  stiff,  pale  and  waxy, 
where  It  was  not  gory. 

The  next  expedition,  however,  that  was 
led  against  Bolden,  noticed  as  it  ap- 
proached his  log  castle  in  the  woods  that 
there  were  two  or  three  fresh  mounds  in 
Bolden's  private  graveyard.  That  expedi- 
tion likewise  returned  carrying  half  a 
dozen  of  its  venturesome  members  limp 
upon  their  horses'  backs.  Still,  the  hardy 
citizens  of  the  community  persisted  In 
the  gentle  work,  but  after  each  trip  both 
Eoldc'n's  graveyard  Increased  in  area, 
and  the  honest  population  of  the  com- 
munity was  more  than  commensurately 
decimated. 

Boluena  graveyard  was  lust  on  the  east 
side  of  the  clearing,  and  close  to  the  edge 
of  the  swamp.  It  served  as  a  grim  warn- 
ing to  the  parties  of  attack,  which  were 
generally  led  by  the  sheriff,  if  that  officer 
happened    to    be    alive. 

Bolden's  defense  of  his  position  was  so 
strenuous  that  the  authorities  Anally  de- 
cided that  the  coitld  do  without  the 
prize  money  which  hung  over  his  head. 
Then  it  was  that  Bolden  started  his  ferry 
across  the  St.  Francis  bottoms.  The  ferry 
was  actually  noti^.g  more  i.ian  a  grim 
funeral  farce,  for  every  time  the  ferry 
lerried,  "  Bolden  buried.  Whenever  a 
misguided  stranger,  who  looked  as  though 
he  had  a  few  dollars  on  his  person,  hap- 
pened to  take  passage  on  It,  a  new 
mound  a-peared  In  Bolden's  private  cem- 
etery. 

Things  ran  along  this  way  for  some 
time  until  the  people  of  Green  county 
cbose  from  among  them  the  stoutest- 
hearted  son.  a  man  of  veritable  fire-eat- 
ing propensities,  who  feared  nolhlng  in 
heaven  or  on  earth,  and  who  would  rather 
chew  a  man's  ear  off  or  fight  ten  or 
twelve  single  handed  than  sit  down  to  a 
Christian  dinner  at  a  family  reunion. 
They  elected  him  sheriff.  In  fact,  ihe 
sheriff  was  somewhat  on  the  plan  of 
Bolden  himself.  No  sooner  had  he  be- 
come qualified  in  his  office,  than  he 
greased  up  his  guns,  gathered  together  a 
gang  of  oeputles  as  near  to  hi!=  own  cali- 
ber as  possible,  and  swore  he  would  land 
Bolden.  He  did  so,  partially.  That  is. 
ii>  came  nearer  to  getting  the  head 
money  inan  any  of  his  predecessors.  He 
wounded  Bolden,  but  was  repuised,  ana 
tr"  best  satisfaction  he  received  aside 
from  this  was  to  see  on  the  next  day  s 
reconnoiter  a  couple  of  newly  turned 
mounds   in    the   Bolden    cemetery. 

Then  and  there  Bolden  swore  ven- 
geance. He  pledged  himself  by  all  the 
deities  of  his  and  every  other  race,  to 
have  the  heart  of  the  hardy  sheriff.  ^ 

A  month  afterward,  when  Bolden  s 
wounds  had  healed,  he  left  his  Island  and 
hied  himself  to  Gainesville,  which  w;as 
then  the  county  seat  of  Green  founiy.  He 
loped  along  the  road  toward  the  sheriff  s

But  the  sheriff  saw  him  coming.  He 
dropped  on  his  hands  and  knees,  and 
crawled  along  the  brush,  which  partly 
screened  the  snake  rail  fence,  and  awaited 
the  coming  of  the  rider.  As  Bolden  swung 
Into  good  rifle  shot  there  was  a  crack 
from  between  the  rails  and  hedge,  a  puff 
of  smoke,  and  Bolden  staggered  from  his 
saddle.  AUhough  sorely  wounded,  the  In- 
trepid outlaw  swung  around  on  his  horse. 


NORTH  WESr  DELAYED 

By  Blowing  Oui^.Tule  In  Her 
Boiler.  .. 

Chicago,  Aug.  7.— The  stpamer  North 
West  arrived  here  toflay  from  Buffalo, 
twelve  hours  late,  having  been  delayed 
by  an  explosion  In  her  boiler  room, 
which  injured  two  men.  George  Lewis 
was  seriously  burned  on  the  face  and 
body,  and  was  taken  to  a  hospital  here. 
The  other  Injured  man  was  sent  b.ick 
to  Buffalo.  The  explosion  was  caused 
by  the  blowing  out  of  one  of  the  boiler 
tubes.  The  engine  and  boiler  rooms 
were  quickly  filled  with  escaping  steom. 
All  but  two  of  the  crew  escaped  Inljiry.

jerked  his  rifle  to  his  shoulder  and  pulled 
the  trigger.

For  once  he  was 
mistaken,  however,  and  a  week  later  the 
sheriff  again  led  a  posse  through  the 
swamp  to  Bolden's   Island.  . 

No  time  was  wasted  In  preliminaries, 
but  volley  afte^  volley  was  pumped  mto 
the  huts  on  the  island.  Crawling  along 
as  much  under  cover  as  possible,  the  at- 
tacking party  kept  up  their  Are,  but  they 
received  no  response.  They  finally  con- 
cluded that  the  gang  was  off  on  another 
murderous  expedition,  or  elee  was  IJTng 
low  Inside.  The  nervy  sheriff  and  his 
men  accepted  the  chance,  however,  rushed 
to  the  hui,  and  battered  down  the  door. 
No  rifle  shot  greeted  them;  Instead  they 
^tumbled  across  the  stiff  corpse  of  Nate 
Bolden.  lying  upon  the  floor,  his  rifle 
under  him  and  his  boots  on.  Bolden  had 
evidently  been  dead  several  days,  the 
bullet  from  the  8i|eriffs  rifle  having 
"flxed"  him.  He  had  managed,  however, 
to  make  his  way  home  in  time  to  die  on 
his  own  island.  ..    „  ,^     . 

That  was  the  end  of  Bolden  s  gang- 
ter  two  years  every  one  of  his  men  had 
either  been  arrested  or  killed,  and  .the 
depredations  which  had  so  long  terrorized 
tne  country  for  miles  around  ceased  en- 
tirely. 

The  Kawmin  now  siands  on  the  "spot 
where  Bolden's  hut  was  located.  The 
other  buildings  of  his  murderous  settle- 
ment, every  one  of  which  show  holes  and 
splinters  made  by  bullets,  are  used  as 
stables  for  the  mules,  which  null  the  log 
cars  over  the  tramway  into  the  big  tim- 
ber. 

Bolden  was  supposed  to  have  a  large 
amount  of  money,  in  consequence  of  his 
outlawry,  which  many  persons  believe  he 
V-rled  on  the  Island.  At  various  times  ad- 
venturers have  visited  the  island  and  dug 
fr-  the  supposed  treasure,  but  none  has 
beenTiisclQsed.  Last  winter  a  searching 
party  from  Indiana  turned  "P  half  an 
acre  of  ground  at  a.  depth  of  three  or  four 
feet,  but  none  of  the  coveted  twasure 
was  found.  , 

Boioen  in  appearance  was  a  typical 
outlaw  of  the  period  that  just  followed 
the  war.  He  was  of  medium  height  and 


of  the  revolving  .sort.  His  raven  black 
hair  gave  ii.m  the  appearance  of  a  maa 
v-r  to  be  courted  as  a  friend,  and  muca 
to  be  feared  as  an  enemy.

Sam    of    $83^702     Paid    By 
Estate  In  Montana. 

Helena.  Mont.,  Aug.  7.— State  Treas- 
urer A.  H.  Barrett  yesterday  received 
$50,221  Inheritance  tax  from  the  estate 
of  the  late  Marcus  Daly.

Yesterday  afternoon's  meeting  of  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  was  a 
dull,  dead  waste  of  routine.  There  was 
not  the  slightest  bit  of  excitement  at 
any  stage  of  the  game,  but  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  sat  still,  engaged  In 
no  heated  oratory,  and  transacted  what 
little  business  there  was  to  transact 
with  the  utmost  quietude  and  decorum. 
Commlsslojier  Patterson,  who  has  a 
sharp  eye  for  saving  money  for  the 
county,  did  arouse  a  mild  degree  of  in- 
terest by  a  dis('overy  he  made  and  a 
reform  that  he  instituted.  It  has  been 
the  custom  in  the  past  to  iwovlde 
vagrants  with  .suitable  clothing  when 
they  came  to  the  jail  too  scantily  ar- 
rayed to  permit  of  their  being  taken  out 
to  work  under  their  "hard  labor"  sen- 
tence* Mr.  Patterson  has  been  looking 
Into  the  matter,  and  he  has  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  some  of  the  "vags" 
have  been  working  the  county  for  new 
clothes,  and  that  It  has  been  costing 
several  hundred."}  of  dollars  a  year  more 
than  It  ought. 

So  he  Introduced  a  resolution  provid- 
ing that  this  should  not  be  done  any 
more,  and  that  to  become  eligible  for  a 
new  suit  of  clothes,  persons  will  have 
to  be  sent  up  for  more  than  twenty 
days.  That  Is.  tjie  resolution  directs 
that  no  clothing  rations  shall  be  Issued 
hereafter  to  any  person  receiving  a  sen- 
tence of  \esh  than  twenty  days.  So 
hereafter  vafranta  desiring  to  work  the 
county  for  aa  new  aulf  will  have  to  do 
something  that  will  land  them  moro 
than  a  twenty-day  sentence.. 

Rofids  took  up  a  good  deal  of  time,  a.s 
usual.  There  were  the  usual  list  of  ap- 
plications for  new  roads  and  for  re- 
pairs on  old  onts,  and  some  of  th3m 
were  favorably  a<4ed  upon  and  others 
were  not. 

Commissioner  Patterson  wanted  $2,500 
set  aside  for  miscellaneous  road 
expenses  Incidental  to  keeping  •  the 
roads  in  repair.  An  objection  was  made 
to  this  pn  the  grotind  that  it  would  not 
be  legal  and  proper,  because  there  al- 
ready is  an  emergency  fund  of  $5000  for 
that  purpose.  The  legal  opinion  of 
Associate  County  Attorney  Crosby  and 
the  opinion  of  County  Auditor  Halden 
as  to  its  propriety,  were  asked,  and  be- 
ing favorable,  Mr.  Patterson's  point 
was  carried. 

The  application  for  the  reduction  of 
the  tax  on  the  Duluth-Superlor  bridge, 
which  was  part  of  the  deal  by  which 
the  company  was  to  pay  up  Its  taxes  in 
consideration  of  a  reduction,  was  acted 
upon  favorably.

Now. 

The  new  steel  steamer  which  la  now 
under  construction  at  the  yards  of  the 
Superior  Shipbuilding  company,  for  Mil- 
waukee parties,  Is  rapidly  nearing  com- 
pletion. The  new  boat,  the  second  lar- 
gest ever  ccnstructed  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes,  has  nearly  all  her  plates  in  posi- 
tion and  will  soon  he  ready  for  launclilng. 
It  Is  expected  that  she  will  slip  .from  her 
berth  Into  the  water  during  the  ftrat 
week  in  September. 

The  company  has  contracU  for  the 
building  of  two  more  large  steamers 
which  win  be  coostructea  here.  The 
plans  and  speclllcations  are  now  lK»ipg 
drawn  at  the  Cleveland  >'ards  and  It  is 
probable  that  they  will  reach  the  local 
plant  within  a  few  weeks.  Invoices  for 
the  material  to  be  u.sed  In  the  cointi-uc- 
tion  of  these  steamers  have  already  been 
receive  and  the  material  will  be  jthlpped 
as  soon  aa  possible.  Work  will  begin  upon 
them  as  soon  as  the  Milwaukee  boat 
leaves  the  berth.'  making  room  for  the 
construction  of  anoth»^r.  The  building  of 
these  boats  will  furnish  employment  to 
at>out  four  hundred  men  during  the  en- 
tire  fall  and  winter. 

The  company  has  decided  to  add  a  new 
feature  to  the  plant.  Hereaft^  the 
patterns  and  engines,  which  have  !>een 
made  at  the  Cleveland  plant,  will  be  man- 
ufactured at  the  local  yards.  "Work  on 
all  patterns  and  engine*,  as  well  as  the 
building  of  the  next  two  steam'.-rs  will 
be  done  at  the  head  of  the  lakos  yards.

Hanna  Is  Still    Wedded 
to  the  Ship  Sub- 
sidy Idea.

Washington  Burean. 

Washington,  Aug.  6.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— King  Cotton  made  his  best 
record  In  the  fiscal  year  just  closed.  The 
figures  of  the  treasury  department 
show  that  the  value  of  the  raw  cotton 
exported  in  the  fiscal  year  1901  was  moi-e 
than  in  any  previous  year  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  country,  and  that  the  total 
value  of  cotton  and  its  products  export- 
ed averaged  J1,000,000  for  every  day  In 
the  year.  The  total  value  of  raw  cotton 
exported  In  1901  was  $213,673,443,  against 

$290,712,898  in  the  best  year  ever  befOTQ 
known,  1891;  and  the  total  value  of  cot- 
ton, cotton  goods,  cotton  seed  oil  and 
meal  and  other  products  of  that  plant 
exported  was  $365,405,707.  In  quantity 
the  exports  of  the  year  were  not  so 
great  as  in  1895,  1898  or  1899,  but  the 
price  was  so  much  better  that  the  value 
exceeded  by  many  millions  that  of  the 
years  of  the  grreatest  movement  as  mea- 
sured In  pounds.  ThLs  brings  the  export 
value  of  cotton  and  its  products  above 
that  of  all  breadstuffs  or  all  cla.sses  of 
provisions,  and  only  about  $100,000,000 
less  tEan  breadstuffs  and  provisions 
combined,  the  year's  exports  of  bread- 
stuffs  being  $275,594,618,  and  of  provi- 
sions $196,958,878.  The  aggregate  value 
of  the  cotton  exports  In  the  past  decade 

is  over  $2,000,000,000. 

•    •    • 

Senator  Hanna  of  Ohio  has  by  no 
means  given  up  the  Idea  that  the  na- 
tional shipping  subsidy  bill  can  be 
passed  at  the  coming  session  of  the  na- 
tional congress.  It  is  understood,  how- 
ever, that  the  Ohio  senator  and  his  as- 
sociates have  arrived  at  the  conclusion 
that  it  v/ill  be  necessary  to  modify  the 
measure  considerably  before  the  mem- 
bers of  the  next  congress  will  act  favor- 
ably upon  It.  Just  what  modification 
may  be  made  in  the  subsidy  bill  Is 
something  that  will  probably  not  be  de- 
termined upon  until  after  congress  as- 
sembles next  December. 

The  disposition  upon  the  part  of  Sen- 
ator Hanna  and  other  advocates  of  this 
bill  to  accede  a  good  many  things  to 
the  opposition  may  result  In  the  pass- 
age of  this  measure  by' both  houses  in 
the  national  congress  next  winter.  If 
the  bill  goes  through  both  branches,  it 
will,  of  course,  receive  the  approval  of 
President  McKinley.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  any  measure  of  this  kind,  whether 
entirely  saUsfactory  to  Senator  Hanna 
or  not,  will  receive  the  signature  of  the 
president  of  the  United  States,  for  the 
reason  that  he  could  scarcely  veto  it 
when  It  Is  under  agitation  In  congress 
for  so  long  a  time. 

It  is  understood,  and  no  less  a  person 
than  Senator  Cullom  of  Illinois  Is  au- 
thority for  this  statement,  that  during 
the  next  few  months  Senators  Hanna 
and  Frye  will  rewrite  the  shipping  sub- 
sidy bill,  and.  If  wise  In  their  recon- 
atructlon  of  this  measure,  will  eliminate 
the  features  that  have  heretofore  been 
regarded  aa  obJectlonaWe  by  a  large 
majority  of  the  members  of  past  con- 
gresses. 

The  national  shipping  sulwldy  Mil,  a» 
Is  well  known.  Is  the  one  measure  which 
Senator  Hanna  Is  anxtcus-to  have  l>e- 
come  a  law  before  the  expiration  of  his 
term  as  one  of  Ohio's  representatives  In 
the  upper  branch  of  the  national  con- 
gress. It  iB  well  known  that  Senator 
Hanna.  wna  sreatly  di«aK>ointed  during 


the  last  session  over  the  failure  to  get 
this  bill  favorably  acted  upon  by  both 
houses.  He  took  his  defeat  philoso- 
phically, however,  and  It  now  seema 
certain  that  he  Ki'lll  come  up  smiling 
again  next  winter  with  the  measure  so 
changed  that  the  possibilities  of  its 
success    are    considered  much  brightei 

than  at  any  time  in  the  past.

At  the  postoflftce  it  is  stated  that  an 
Inspector  is  investigating  a  peculiar 
complaint  which  has  been  made  against 
the  postmaster  at  Eaton,  Ohio.  It  is 
said  that  business  men  of  that  place 
have  written  to  the  department  charg- 
ing that  the  postmaster  has  been  hold- 
ing up  their  mail  from  one  day  to  two 
weeks.  These  correspondents  allege  that 
the  Eaton  postmaster  has  done  this  be- 
cause they  are  opposed  to  him  and  hia 

reappointment.

A  good  story  Is  being  told  of  an  em- 
ploye of  the  navy  department.  It  Is 
a  well-known  fact  that  although  the 
rooms  of  the  state,  war  and  navy  de- 
partment building  are  exceptionally 
light  and  pleasant,  the  halls  are  so  dark 
that  they  must  be  lighted  constantly 
by  electricity.  On  the  navy  depart- 
ment side  the  hall  lights  are  at)out 
seven  feet  above  the  floor,  and  formerly 
the  electrician  who  attended  to  them 
had  to  carry  a  box  on  which  to  stand 
while  he  adjusted  or  repaired  the  lights. 
The  difficulty  was  obviated  by  the  en- 
gagement of  an  electrician  who  stands 
six  feet  and  a  half  in  height.  He  is  so 
tall  that  he  involuntarily  stoops  as  ho 
passes  under  the  lights  which  are  bare- 
ly above  his  head.  Being  so  tall  he  does 
not  have  to  carry  a  box  and  part  of  his 
duties  are  to  take  care  of  the  corridor 
lights,  hence  he  has  been  given  the  so- 
briquet   "the    tall    electrician."

A  report  has  recently  been  made  by 
the  postoflice  inspector's  office  for  the 
last  fiscal  year.  Some  interesting  sta- 
tistics are  given  in  this  report. 

According  to  the  statistics  compiled 
In  the  office  of  the  chief  Inspector,  the 
number  of  postoftices  robbed  during  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1901,  was  1635.  Six 
hundred  and  forty-three  postofflces 
were  destroyed  by  fire  and  seventy-one 
postal  cars  were  wrecked  and  burned. 
Robbers  held  up  thirty-seven  stage 
coaches,  while  three  mail  wagons  were 
looted,  656  mail  pouches  were  .stolen 
and  743  were  cut,  intentionally  or  other- 
wise. In  the  year  158  street  and  rural 
letter  boxes  were  ritted  and  complaints 
were  received  regarding  52.306  letters, 
of  which  41,056  held  enclosures.  Com- 
laints  as  to  47,949  packages  were  re- 
ceived, making  a  total  of  100,255  com- 
plaints. In  13,609  cases  the  office  made 
no  discoveries  and  in  12,676  cases  there 
was  no  loss. 

Of  the  total  number  of  losses  36,860 
were  chargeable  to  the  carelessness  or 
peculiarities  of  postal  employes  and  43f. 
to  persons  not  connected  with  the  post' 
al  service;  36,613  cases  are  still  unde< 
investigation.  In  the  entire  year  bul 
thiee  complaints  were  made  against 
railway  mall  clerks  of  whom  there  are 
in  the  service  about  9000.  The  inspect- 
ors made  1600  arrests  during  the  year 

and  ak>out  700  cases  are  pending.

Carlisle  is  the 
oldest  and  largest  Indian  school  In  the 
United  States  and  Is  in  charge  of  Col. 
R.  H.  Paget.  In  this  collection  were  to 
be  s<?en  neat  clas.s  room  work,  paintings, 
dravings,  exquisitely  made  fancy 
work  and  industrial  work  of  the  most 
practical  nature,  embracing  work  in 
wood,  iron  and  leather.  Prom  this  dis- 
play It  was  easily  seen  that  Carlisle  is 
doing  much  toward  civilizing  and  Chris- 
tianizing the   Indian.

Street  Opened.

$357,000. 


West   Enders  Would   Go 

at  It  Slowly,  Using 

the  Rock. 


Several  prominent  merchants  In  the 
\\"est  End  have  started  a  movement  In 
favor  of  opening  up  Superior  street 
from  Eighth  avenue  west  to  Fourteenth 
avenue  west. 

This  is  a  cut  of  six  bloclts  through 
a  solid  wall  of  granite  from  30  to  100 
feet  In  height  and  80  feet  wide.  The 
scheme  of  the  West  Enders  is  not  to 
attain  this  by  sudden  means,  but  to  go 

at  it  slowly  and  systematically,  using 
the  rock  talten  out  for  commercial  pur- 
poses, and  thus  endeavor  to  pay  for  the 
extensive  improvement  without  cost  to 
the  property  owners. 

Presidt-nt  Wilson  of  the  board  of 
public  works  estimates  that  it  would 
co.st  $3r.7.000  to  cut  the  street  throusrh 
this  granite  wall.  He  says  that  while 
the  rock  is  fitted  for  crushing  purposes, 
it  would  cost  too  much  to  fit  it  for  the 
crusher.  The  section  of  hillside  at  thi.s 
point  is  solid  rock,  and  it  would  re- 
quire much  blasting  and  reblasting  to 
break  it  .small  enough  to  go  through  an 
ordinary  stone  crusher. 

At  the  quarries  on  West  First  street 
and  Fifteenth  avenue  west  the  rock  ci.n 
be  taken  out  much  cheaper,  for  the  rea- 
son that  it  breaks  in  small  pieces  and 
thus  sav.  s  the  expense  of  reblasting. 

About  the  only  way  to  make  the  Su- 
perior street  rock  compete  in  price  witli 
the  First  street  rock  would  be  for  the 
city  or  county  to  go  into  the  rock 
crushing  bu-^iness  and  use  prison  labor 
entirely. 

The  bu.sine.ss  interests  of  the  West 
End  require  better  street.s  connected 
with  the  uptown  district,  and  the  open- 
ing up  uf  Superior  street  would  be  ideal. 

In  taking  First  street  from  the  West 
End  to  the  central  part  of  the  city, 
teams  have  a  very  difficult  hill,  while 
the  Michigan  street  and  Piedmont  av*?- 
nue  drive  is  just  as  ditflcult  on  account 
of  the  deplorable  condition  of  the  pav- 
ing.

House     Famine    Bad   as 

Ever— Boarding  Houses 

Are  Full. 

The  dwelling  house  proposition  is  no 
less  serious  than  it  was  some  weeks 
ago,  although  not  so  much  has  been 
heard  of  it  publicly  since  May  1  or 
thereabouts.  At  that  time  the  situation 
was  especially  conspicuous,  because 
that  is  the  moving  time  when  every- 
body was  looking  for  new  homes.  Real 
estate  agents  and  house  renting  con- 
cerns claim  that  the  situation  is  no  bet- 
ter now  than  it  was  then,  that  In  fact 
it  is  worse.  Yesterday  a  rental  agent 
t(.ld  The  Herald  that  a  man  had  been 
In  there  looking  for  a  good  house  to  rent 
and  told  him  that  after  visiting  a  half 
do/.en  agents  he  had  been  given  about 
five  hfi^ses  to  look  at  and  that  not  one 
■was  desirable.  In  spite  of  this,  how- 
ever, not  a  great  deal  is  U^ing  done  in 
the  way  of  building  housos  to  rent,  and 
the  situation  promises  to  become  worse, 
for  there  will  be  a  constant  increa-se  in 
Duluth's  population  during  the  next 
few  years  without  doubt.  The  fine 
wheat  crop  which  the  Northwest 
promises  to  yield  this  fall  will  alone  be 
the  means  of  bringing  more  people  to 
the  city,  for  It  will  enlarge  business  in 
Ail  lines. 

Not  only  is  the  congestion  of  houses 
a  Serious  problem,  but  that  coiuition 
has  also  extended  to  the  boarding 
houses.  There  is  not  a  boarding  hou.se 
In  the  cit.v  that  is  not  filled  to  over- 
sowing, and  mo.st  of  them  have  wait- 
ing lists.  Everyone  of  them  carries 
more  boarders  than  ever,  and  there  are 
said  to  be  no  finer  opf>ning8  in  I>uluth 
than  for  first-class  boarding  hotises.  It 
Is  true  that  the  cost  of  supplies  here  Is 
rather  high,  but  prices  are  higher  than 
thgy  are  in  other  places. 

Bojirders  c<jnipl<'iin  that  the  large  de- 
mand for  places  to  board  has  made  i^e 
landladies  very  independent.  If  the 
morning's  meal  is  not  what  the  boarder 
thinks  it  ought  to  be,  and  he  mildly  re- 
monstrates, he  is  told  to  get  out  if  h*^ 
does  not  like  the  way  things  are  going. 
He  knows  that  someone  else  will  take 
his  place  If  he  does,  and  there  will  be 
little  satisfaction  In  that,  and  he  has  to 
Enash  his  teeth  and  make  the  best  of  it.

tn  the  Black  River  Falls  comoany  to 
erect  poles  and  string  wires  along  cer- 
tain Htreets,  avenues  and  alleys  of  the 
city  for  the  purpose  of  transmitting 
electric  power  from  the  falls  In  Doug- 
las county  passed  the  council  by  a  vote 
of  14  to  4. 

The  Committee  having  the  ordinance 
in  charge  had  recommended  a  number 
of  amendmants'^to  the  original  ordi- 
nance, amoilg  which  was  a  proviaion 
that  the  company  should  pay  to  the  city 
3  per  cent  of  the  gross  earnings  of  the 
conc'ern.  and  another  clause  setting 
forth  that  the  city  should  have  the 
privileges  of  purchasing  the  plant  in 
1912.  Alderman  Ennls  wjinted  the  com- 
pany to  put  up  a  bond  of  $2000  guaran- 
teeing its  faithful  performance  of  its 
part  of  the  contract,  and  an  amend- 
ment to  that  effect  was  incorporated  in 
the  ordinance.  The  same  alderman 
also  wanted  to  compel  the  company  to 
deposit  its  money  in  the  banks  of  Su- 
perior, and  to  employ  only  men  in  this 
city.  Alderman  Bertrand  explained  that 
this  clause  would  make  no  particular 
difference  whether  inserted  or  not,  for 
the  rea.son  the  city  has  no  authority  to 
dictate  on  such  matters. 


BOYD  SKIPS. 


Captain  of  Boys'  Brigade 

and  Church  Worker 

Missing. 

The  West  Etid  has  the  nerve  to  present 
an  old  scandal  made  over.  Fashions  in 
scandals  change  continually  and  this  sum- 
mer they  are  worn  with  loose  half-sleeves 

and  cut  qiiite  low.  A  bias  gore  with  crepe 
de  sole  panels  and  guipure  lace  entresols 
is  the  correct  thing,  and  yet  the  West 
End  springs  this  old,  shopworn,  fraycd- 
ai-the-edge  scandal,  without  «o  much  as 
throwing  In  a  little  frivolous  fluff  here 
and   there. 

It  is  the  old  story  of  an  entire  stranger 
working  into  a  church,  getting  a  little 
easy  money  and  then  skipping  out.  L).  J. 
Boyd  arrived  in  Duluth  from  Scotland  last 
winter.  He    announced    his    arrival    by 

ru.-«hing  excitedly  into  police  headquarters 
with  the  information  that  he  had  bev  n 
robbed  of  $35  while  driving  from  Duluth 
to  Carlton.  Xi  the  lime  the  police  in- 
vestigated his  story,  and  foun<i  ii  luck- 
ing In  many  essential  details.  They  con- 
cluded that  Mr.  Boyd  was  working  a 
sympathy  dodge. 

He  then  located  in  the  West  Knd  and 
became  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  Sec- 
ond Presbyterian  church.  He  said  that 
his  home  was  in  Ayr,  Scotland,  and  pre- 
sented letters  purporting  to  come  from 
the  mlni.«ter  of  a  Presnyterian  church 
In  .\yr.  The.se  letters  serVed  to  give  him 
a  Kood  standing  in  the  community. 

Mr.  Koyd  served  to  strengthen  this  by 
tellltig  how.  while  a  sintul  student  In  the 
military  academy  of  England,  he  wa.«  con- 
vf'Fted  and  gave  up  cards,  dancing,  cricket 
and   footbiill. 

Manifesting  a  strong  Interest  in  the 
young  boys  of  the  West  End.  he  began  or- 
ganizing companies  of  the  Hoys'  Brigade 
movement.  In  order  to  Interest  the  young 
in  thei  church  work  and  keep  them  off  the 
street. 

Panton  &  White  furnished  the  uniforms 
for  the  boys  on  Mr.  Boyd's  agreement  to 
collect  the  money  and  pay  for  them.  He 
co'.le«-ted  |12f>  and.  It  is  said,  that  he  kept 
$.V>  of  this.  When  pre.*i«ed  for  an  account- 
ing he  admltteJ  keeping  the  money,  but 
promised  to  settle,  bnt  Instead  he  is  said 
to  have  secured  $70  belonging  to  the  pastor 
of  the  church,  which  he  also  took  wUh 
him. 

Mr.  Boyd  did  not  hold  an  offlclal  po- 
sition In  the  Second  Presbyterian  church. 
He  did  a  little  evangelical  work  in  neigh- 
boring towns  and  preached  occasionally  at 
West  Duluth.  but  he  was  not  an  elder, 
trustee  or  anything  ol.se  officially  con- 
nected  with    the  church. 

It  Is  not  known  how  much  money  he 
took  out  of  Duluth.  but  a  numl)cr  of  i)eo- 
ple  have  made  anxious  Inquiries  for  him 
at  police  heaclquarters.  saying  that  they 
had    small    accounts   to   settle. 

The  police  know  nothing  of  Mr.  Boyd's 
whereabouts  an<l  unless  complaint  Is  made 
against  him  they  will  not  even  look  for 
him. 


CALLS  ir  MURDER. 


Superior     Coroner's       Jury 
Reaches  a  Verdict. 

WTlliam  Mariin  was  murdered  and  his 
body  placed  beside  the  tracks  of  the 
Eastern  Minnesota  road  to  make  .t  au- 
pear  that  he  was  killed  by  a  passing 
train.  Thus  decided  the  coroner's  jury 
in  the  ca?e  of  the  man  whose  dead  body 
was  found  beside  Ihe  tracks  of  the  East- 
ern Minnesota  last  Saturday  at  Superior. 

The  verdict  says:  "WlMiani  Martin  came 
to  his  death  between  the  hours  of  10  p. 
m.  and  4  a.  m.,  Aug.  3,  1901.  at  the  hands 
of  a  party,  or  parties,  unknown  to  the 
jurors.  Deaih  was  caused,  to  all  api)eHr- 
ances.  by  a  blow  from  a  blunt  instru- 
ment  upon   the   left    temple." 

The  case  is  one  that  was  and  is  shroud- 
ed in  m>-stery.  It  at  hrst  seemed  that 
Martin  was  killed  by  being  struck  by  a 
train  but  from  the  i)oslilon  of  the  body 
when  found  and  the  nature  of  the  blow, 
i.ie   jury  decided   it  a  case  of  murder.

DIAMOND  FIELDS. 


Precious    Stones    Found   In 
the  United  States. 

Washington.  Aug.  7. — Diamonds  are 
found  in  the  I'nlted  States  in  three  dis- 
tricts, according  to  a  report  now  being 
prepared  at  the  geological  survey, 
which  will  treat  of  precious  stones  in 
this  country.  The  diamond  fields  are 
located:  1,  Wisconsin,  Michigan.  In- 
diana and  Ohio,  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Green  Bay  lobe  of  the  continental 
glaciers;  2,  In  Georgia,  North  (^arolina. 
Tennessee,  South  Carolina  and  Ken- 
tucky; 3.  In  California,  adjacent  to  the 
water  sheds  of  the  San  Joaquin .  and 
Sacramento  rivers,  where  they  were 
first  found  in  the  United  States. 

There  are  reports  that  diamonds  have 
been  found  recently  in  six  localities  in 
Georgia,  but  there  is  some  doubt  as  to 
their  authenticity.  A  diamond  of  four 
and  one-half  carats  was  discovered 
recently  in  Shelby  county,  Ala.,  thirty 
miles  south  of  Birmingham.  The  stone 
was  found  in  a  garden.  It  was  sent  to 
New  York  for  examination  and  was  pro- 
nounced a  stone  of  the  first  water, 
which  would  make  a  gem  of  about  one 
and  one-half  carats  when  cut.  Two 
diamonds  were  found  recently  in  Ten- 
nessee,  near   Knoxville. 


ARTILLERY  CONTEST. 


Wisconsin     Accepts   a   Chal- 
lenge From  Minnesota. 

Milwaukee,  Aug.  7.— Capt.  C.  F.  Lud- 
Ington,  of  Battery  A,  Wisconsin  Na- 
tional Guard,  has  accepted  a  challenge 
from   Maj.    George   C.    Lambert    of   the 

First  artillery  of  Minnesota  to  an  artil- 
lery contest  between  the  two  states,  to 
be  held  at  Camp  Lake  View,  Minn.,  in 
September.  The  exact  date  is  to  be  fixed 
within  a  few  days.  The  challenge  to  the 
Wisconsin  battery  said  there  was  a 
range  of  2500  yards  at  the  camp,  and 
each  team  was  to  use  its  own  gruns, 
which  are  3  2-10-inch  breech-loading 
steel  pieces,  shells  to  be  of  the  empty 
13>2-pound  plug  variety,  with  smokeless 
or  black  powder.  A  regulation  artillery 
land  target,  10  by  20  feet,  is  suggested. 

The  challenge  has  been  approved  by 
the  adjutant  general  of  each  state.

Future  Receptacle   For  Poor 
Milk  In  Chicago. 

Chicago,  Aug.  7.— The  health  department 
has  begun  Its  work  of  confiscation  of  milk 
below  grade  found  at  receiving  depots  by 
dumping  the  contents  of  one  can  into  the 

gutter.  Superintendent  Gr.idy  of  the  milk 
InsjH-ctlon  bureau  and  Racteilologlst  Uls- 
bee  selected  the  Great  Western  railroad  s 
receiving  depot  for  their  lii^st  attack  on 
poor  milk.  Nineteen  cans  were  tested  for 
formalin,  but  the  pre.=ence  of  the  chemi- 
cal w£is  not  discovered.  However,  one 
can  wa.«»  found  to  contain  a  gallon  and  a 
half  of  water.  The  can  was  emptied  and 
returned   to   the  shipper.

LOOK  WELL. 


Hill    Says    the    Outlook 
For  Crops  Is  Favor- 
able. 

New  York,  Aug.  7.— James  J,  Hill, 
president  of  the  Great  Northern,  who 
has  returned  from  the  Northwest,  said 
that  the  wheat,  barley,  flax,  hay  and 
most  of  the  crops  along  the  Great 
Northern  and  Northern  Pacific  roads 
are  looking  extremely  well  and  promise 
to  be  much  ahead  of  last  year. 

"To.  show  the  growth  of  our  general 
traflic,"  said  Mr.  Hill,  "I  need  only  call 
attention  to  what  we  have  accomplished 
in  spite  of  a  partial  crop  failure  last 
year  along  the  Great  Northern  and 
Northern  Pacific.  The  loss  was  4,000,- 
000  bushels  of  grain.  In  transportation 
and  purchasing  power  this  meant  a 
loss  of  $5,000,000  to  the  Great  Northern 
road,  all  of  which  loss  was  made  up 
within  $450,000  by  the  increase  of  other 
traffic  and  retrenchment  of  expenses." 

"How  will  the  Burlington  show  up» 
with  so  great  a  falling  off  in  the  corn 
crop?"  Mr.  Hill  was  asked.  The  Bur- 
lington is  known  as  a  great  com  road. 

"That  is  a  question  that  nobody  can 
answer  definitely  at  this  time."  replied 
Mr.  Hill,  "but  I  expected  the  Burlington 
will  give  a  good  account  of  Itself — aa 
good,  in  fact,  as  the  Great  Northern 
and  Northern  Pacific  have— followinar 
the  partial  failure  of  the  spring  wheat- 
crop  of  last  year.    Maybe  better."

WHY  MR.  HILL  SUCCEEDS. 

An  interview  with  Presi(Jent  James  J. 
Hill  of  the  Great  Northern  railroad, 
telegraphed  from  New  York  last  night, 
repiesents  him  as  saying  that  the  crops 
along  the  Great  Northern  and  Northern 
Pacific  roads  are  looking  extremely  well 
and  promise  to  be  much  ahead  of  last 
year.  This  coincides  with  the  opinion 
of  grain  men  and  others  who  have  been 
traveling  through  the  Northwest  re- 
cently. It  is  a  fact,  regarding  which 
the  people  of  this  section  of  the  country 
have  reason  to  rejoice.  The  scorching 
hot  weather  does  not  appear  to  have 
injuriously  affected  the  wheat  crop:  In- 
deed, it  is  now  claimed  that  Its  (|uality 
was  greatly  improved  by  ttie  steady 
warm  weather. 

Mr.  Hill  also  touched  upon  another 
point  In  his  interview — one  that  throws 
light  upon  the  secret  of  his  success  as 
the  manager  of  a  great  transcontinen- 
tal railway  system.  The  partial  failure 
of  the  crop  last  year  in  the  Northwest, 
he  says,  meant  a  loss  of  15,000.000  to  the 
Great  Northern  road.  Its  revenue  from 
the  transportation  of  grain  was  de- 
creased to  that  extent.  But  the  net 
earnings  of  the  road  did  not  show  such 
a  heavy  falling  off,  and  this  is  where 
the  able  management  of  Mr.  Hill  makes 
itself  evident.  There  was  a  loss  of  |5,- 
000,000  In  revenue  from  grain  transpor- 
tation, but  the  net  decline  in  earnings 
was  only  1430.000,  the  balance  of  the 
loss  having  been  made  up  by  retrench- 
ment all  along  the  line,  cutting  down 
expenses  in  proportion  to  the  decreased 
traffic  in  grain,  and  also  by  reaching 
out  and  securing  more  traffic  in  other 
lines.  It  is  this  ability  of  President  Hill 
to  secure  new  business  for  his  road — to 
get  tonnage — that  has  largely  built  up 
the  Great  Northern  system  and  estab- 
lished it  as  one  of  the  moat  prosperous 
lines  in  the  country.  The  ability  to 
create  traffic  and  to  carry  it  at  the  min- 
imum of  expense — this  piobl'in  has 
been  successfully  solved  by  Mr.  Hill.

This  does  not  look  as  if  we  were  in- 
vading the  world  to  any  great  extent  in 
the  cotton  line.       Even  little  Cuba,  for 
whose  future  we  are  so  solicitous  and 
who   owes   her   prospective   nationality 
to  our  strong  right  arm.  is  so  enamored 
of  our  products  that  it  buys  of   Eng- 
land $2,965,307   worth  of  cotton  fabrics 
all    made    from    American    cotton    and 
buys    of   the    I'nited    Stat-'S    th<2    whole 
sum    of  $420,142  worth  of  cotton  goods 
during  the  same  time.       Even   France 
sold  Cuba  during  1900  $651,973  worth  of 
cotton  fabrics  and  Germany  found  sale 
for    $341,753    worth.        This    looks    like 
capturing  the  markets  of  the  world  with 
our   manufacturinsr   products,    does    it 
not?       When    Europe   can    import    the 
raw  material  across  the  ocean,  make  it 
into  goods  and  reship  them  to  our  very 
doors  and   hold   the  market  on  one  of 
our  staple  productions,  we  had  better 
stop  blowing  about  our  prowess  and  do 
something.      The  products  which      the 
United  States  has  exported  have  been 
the  products  of  the  soil  and  a  few  ar- 
ticles of  machinery,  not  made  in  other 
countries,    together   with   its    iron   and 
steel  products.       Whoever  is  confident 
that  the  United  States  has  entered  up- 
on a  conquering   march   to  subdue  the 
commercialworld  should  give  careful  at- 
tention to  the  statistics  of  our  exports 
and  Imports  during  the  last  two  years 
and  follow  up  his  knowledge  by  a  little 
thinking.      If  this  be  done  without  pre- 
judice he  will  conclude  that  there  has 
been  a  big  cry  and  mighty  little  wool. 


WM^  declare^  sif^  end.  Now  thv 
Amalgamated  ofncials  have  extended 
the  strike  toK^I  the  companies  in  the 
trust  having  Lhioiil  men  at  work.  The 
men  In  those  ^llls  have  been  called  on 
to  strike  next  Saturday.  Bome  165,000 
men  are  thus  brought  directly  into  the 
trouble,  and  200,000  other  trust  employes 
will  be  more  or  less  affected.  Even  the 
iron  mines  in  Minnesota  owned  by  the 
trust  are  likely  to  be  affected. 

The  history  of  the  strike  so  far  forces 
the  conviction  that  the  steel  trust  has 
aimed  from  the  outset  to  rid  itself  of 
all  union  labor  dictation  or  power,  and 
to  do  this  it  must,  of  course,  crush  the 
union  and  reduce  all  of  its  workmen  to 
the  state  of  individual  contract. 

The  new  flower,  perfected  In  Chicago, 
called  the  Centura,  is  a  cross  b-^tween 
the  Scotch  thistle  and  the  carnatiDn.  The 
smooth  stalk  is  that  of  the  carnation,  but 
stronger  and  more  hardy.  The  leaf  Is 
that  of  the  thistle,  refined  and  made  deli- 
cate. The  sharp  spikes  of  the  thistle  are 
merely  suggested,  and  the  leaf  is  soft. 
The  flower  resembles  the  thistle,  but  Is 
larger,  more  ornate  and  more  delicate. 
In  color  the  Centura  is  a  pure  white  and 
a  lavender  tinted  purple-  Some  of  the 
flowers  are  shaded  from  white  to  purple. 
The  perfume  Is  slight,  reminding  one  most 
oi  the  scent  of  the  thistle.  Perhaps  the 
Centura  will  do  for  a  national  flower  when 
Scotland  becomes  a  part  of  the  United 
States. 


Work  of 

the   Weather 

Bureau. 


W'eather    bureau    of- 
ficials claim   that  four 
out  of  live  of  the  min- 
or     local      predictions 
are  correct.  There  are 
some   people    who  will 
take    exceptions    to     such    a    claim,     but 
■whether  U  Is  correct  or  not   matters  but 
little.     The  dally   forecast   Is  but   a   small 
part  of  the  work  of  the  bureau,  and  one 
of     the     least     Important.      The    excellent 
work  of  the  weather  bureau,  however,  is 
In    forecasting   Ine    great    marine    storms 
which   destroy   life  and   property;    In  giv- 
ing   warning    of    the    severe    cold    waves, 
which  are  destructive  oi  property,  and  in 
telling  when  the  frosts  are  likely  to  nip  the 
oranges   of    Florida   or    the   garden    truck 
of   the   farmers  along   the   lower  Ailantic 
c-oast,  or  the  cranberry  crop  of  Wisconsin, 
or    the    tobacco    fields    of    Kentucky    and 
farther  South.     Chief  Moore  says:    "With 
the   exception   of    tornadoes,    the    weather 
bureau   has   been   accurate   In   lis   predic- 
tion  of  big   storms,   and    Its   warnings  at 
ports  and  along  the  coasts,  as  well  as  on 
the  great  lakes,  have  been  the  means  of 
saving    many    lives    and    much    properly. 
It  Is  for   this  service  and   for  the  service 
to  Ihe  agiiculturlst  that  its  efforts  ale  ap- 
preciated.   An  evidence  of  this  is  that  the 
estimates  for  the  support  of  the  service, 
which    have   yearly   gone   before   the   con- 
gressional    committee    have     never     been 
cut    down,    and    in    many    instances    the 
amount    has    been    Increased,     until     the 
3a.1t  annual  appropriation   reached  $1,100.- 
Cii».     Many  applications  are  being  made  to 
members  of  congress   by   the   various   in- 
dustries   of    the    country    every    year    for 
further    extension    of    the    service."    The 
weaiher   bureau   Of   the   United   States    \% 
the    finest    in    the   world    and    one    of    the 
most  valuable  departments  of  the  public 
service.

OUR  FOREIGN  COMMERCE. 

At  the  present  time  our  foreign  com- 
merce is  a  subject  of  most  lively  in- 
terest. For  a  year  we  have  been 
toa.sting  of  our  increasing  foreign  trade. 
For  the  last  six  months  we  have  boen 
talking  of  "Invasion"  and  "trade  ex- 
pansion," or  "balance  of  trade  '  and 
"capturing  foreign  markets,"  in  a  way 
to  make  the  world  think  that  we  are 
the  only  live  cat  on  the  fence.  We 
have  made  so  much  noise  over  what 
we  regard  as  our  wonderful  perfor- 
mance that  the  nations  of  Europe,  tak- 
ing us  at  our  word,  have  begun  to 
throw  bootjacks  and  other  bedroom 
missiles  at  us.  They  have  even  gone 
farther  and  talked  of  a  defensive  cam- 
p.iign  against  these  Yankee  trade  ag- 
gressions. So  puffed  up  became  our 
senators  with  the  gas  of  self-at>preci- 
ation  that  they  flatly  refused  to  do  any- 
thing to  retain  this  wonderful  foreign 
trade  which  they  imagined  was  tumb- 
ling over  itself  to  fill  our  coffers  with 
gold. 

The  publication  of  the  statistics     of 
our   trade   during   the   last   fiscal    year 
ending  May  30  has  had  a  most  damp- 
ening effect  upon  our  self  esteem.  Like 
the  peacock  we  look  down  and  see  our 
tall  feathers  of  commercial  supremacy 
take    a   tumble.       The    facts   are.    that 
notwithstanding  our  brave  boasts,  our 
exports   in    Industrial     products,     with 
which    we  were   to  conquer   the    world, 
have  actually  fallen  off  during  the  last 
year.       Nothing  but  an  accidental   In- 
crease   of    the    export    of    breadstuffs, 
caused   hy    a   shortage    in    the    foreign 
market,  kept  us  from  a  most  humiliat- 
ing confession  of  the  hollowness  of  our 
commercial    pretenses.       Since    Feb.    1, 
1901,   our   exports       of       manufactured 
goods    have    been    steadily    decreasing. 
The    Gage    blunder    in    attempting    to 
bluff  Russia,  at  the  instance  of  the  beet 
sugar  interests,  has  effectually  classed 
the    Russian  market  of  steel   and   iron 
structures,   together   with  all   kinds  of 
tools,    machinery   and   electrical   appli- 
ances. The  failure  of  the  French  reci- 
procity  treaty   caused  that    nation   to 
apply    Its   maximum    rate    to    our    im- 
ports.  Germany,   to  exclude  our  food- 
stuffs,   will    place    an    absolutely    pro- 
hibitive tariff  on  every  farm  import,  ex- 
cept potatoes.      England  has  about  de- 
cided  to   raise   her   war   revenue  by   a 
duty    placed    upon    her   vast    American 
agricultural  imports.      Such  is  the  con- 
dition   In    the    leading    nations    which 
have    been   buying   our   surplus       ma- 
terial.     How  about  the  other  parts  of 
the  world?  We  have  practically  no  ex- 
port trade  with  South  America.  We  buy 
of    our    near    Spanish      neighbors     five 
times  as   much  as   they   buy  from   us. 
In   China  our  exports  have  fallen  off 
during   the  last  year  over  50  per  cent. 
We  have  no  trade  in  Africa.      Within 
a  year  we  will  find  ourselves  up  against 
a  stone  wall  of  commercial  stagnation 
unless  something  which  we  cannot  ex- 
pect happens. 

As  an  example  of  our  meager  trade 
with  the  world  outside  of  our  trade 
with  Great  Britain  and  Europe  in 
breadstuffs,  the  cotton  trade  is  a  fair 
example.  If  there  Is  a  country  in  the 
world  that  ought  to  control  the  trade 
In  cotton  fabrics  that  country  is  the 
United  States.  We  grow  the  raw  ma- 
terial; we  Invent  and  make  the  ma- 
chinery to  manufacture  the  raw  ma- 
terial into  cloth;  we  have  the  mills  and 
the  skilled  labor,  but  what  are  the 
facts?      We  are  not  In  it  with  Snc- 


THE  STEEL  STRIKE. 

President    Shaffer,    of    the     Amalga- 
mated a.ssoclatlon.  has  Issued  the  long 
expected  order  for  a  general  strike  In 
the  mills  of  the  steel  trust.      This  marks 
the  beginning  of   what  promises  to  b? 
the  greatest  struggle  on  record  betwe'>n 
a  gigantic  trust  and  unionism.      Fiom 
the  present  outlook,  it  will   be  a  fight 
to  a  finish— until  one  side  is  forced  by 
the  exigencies  of  the  situation  to  yield. 
The  head  of  the  steel  trust.  J.  Pierpont 
Morgan,   showed  a  stubborn   indisposi- 
tion   to   make   any   concessions   at   the 
conference  held  with  the  Amalhainatcl 
leaders  the  other  day,  and  on  the  other 
hand    President   Shaffer   and   his   asso- 
ciates,    representing    many    thousands 
of  the  trust's  employes,  are  determined 
to  fight  until  their  demands  are  granted. 
Thus  there  is  precipitated  an  Indus- 
trial   war    which    must    be   regarded    as 
the  most  momentous  yet  encountered  in 
the  United  States.       The  trust  officials 
have    refused    to   make   any   statement 
so  far,  and  consequently  the  public  Is 
compelled  to  rely  largely      upon       the 
statements   by   the   other   side   for    the 
facts  of  the  case.  As  is  well  known,  the 
United  States  Steel  corporation  is  com- 
po.sed    of    several    subsidiary       corpor- 
ations and  combinatons,  which  combin- 
ations in  turn  are  composed  of  a  large 
number  of  formerly  Independent  mills. 
The  Carnegie  concern  is  the  largest  of 
the  subsidiary  corporations  and  is  non- 
union.     It  had  its  fight  over  the  ques- 
tion   In    1892    and    won.        The    present 
strike  at  first  Involved  only   the  three 
subsidiary  combinations  known  as  the 
linplate  trust,  the  steel  hoop  trust  and 
the  sheet  steel  trust.      Most  of  the  mills 
in  these  trusts  were  union  mills.      A  few 
were  non-union.  The  Amalgamated  As- 
sociation   of    Iron    and    Sicel    Workers, 
at   the  outset  of  renewing  terms   with 
the   corporations    for    the    year    begin- 
ning  July    1    last,    demanded    that    the 
scale  as  to  wages  and  hours  and  other 
union    regulations    accepted      for       the 
union  mills  be  signed  also  for  the  non- 
union.     This  was  refused  by  the  trust 
officials,    and    so    the    strike    began— to 
compel  the  acceptance  of  the  scale  for 
the   non-union   mills  in   the  three  sub- 
sidiary   trusts    mentioned. 

Nominally  this  demand  involved  only 
the  payment  of  the  same  wages  for  the 
same  hours  in  the  non-union  as  in  the 
union    mills;    and    yet    this    was    what 
the  trust  was  doing  and  was  willing  to 
continue   doing.    But   practically   it    in- 
volved  the  enforced   unionizing  of  the 
non-union    mills,    as    the   scale   carried 
with  it  certain  other  regulations  bring- 
ing  the   workmen   under   the   direction 
or    control,    to    some    extent,    of        the 
Amalgamated    officials.       It    is       true, 
therefore,    as    charged    by    the    trust, 
that  the  issue  raised  was  one  practically 
of  the    enforced  unionizing  of  the  non- 
union   mills;    but    the    further    claim 
of  the  trust,  that  the  non-union  work- 
ers did  not  wish  to  be  unionized.  Is  open 
to   question.       The   suspicion    that    the 
trust  was  employing  pressure  to  keep 
the    non-union    workmen    unorganized, 
is  not  without  foundation,  for  the  mo- 
ment   the    strike    began    the    workmen 
in  some  of  the  non-union  mills  joined 
and  were  immediately  organized  on  fall- 
ing outside  of  the  employers'  influence, 
Thus    the    strike    began.      Later    the 
labor  men,  in  an  effort  to  secure  peace, 
offered  to  recede  slightly  from  their  or- 
iginal  position.       They   demanded    the 
signing  of  the  scale  only  for  such  non- 
union mills  as  have  been  partially  or 
wholly  brought  into  their  organization 
since  the  strike  began.    The  other  non- 
union mills  they  were  willing  to  let  go. 
But  the  trust  not  only  refused  to  con- 
cede anything,   but     imposed     harsher 
terms    than    were   offered    at   the    first 
conference  early  In  July.    The  trust  at 
first  offered  to  sign  the  scale  for  all  the 
mills  that  were  signed  last  year;  then 
it  receded  from  this  position  and  offered 
to  sign  the  scale  for  all  such  mills  ex- 
cept two.    At  thla  point  all  negotiations

Paris,  Augr.  7.— A  high  official  of  the 
French  foreign  office  today  explained 
to  the  correspondent  of  the  Associated 
Press  here,  the  nature  of  the  difficulty 
at  Constantinople  between  the  F*rench 
ambassador  there,  M,  Constans,  and  the 
Turltish  government.  There  are  two 
matters  pending  between  France  and 
Turkey.  The  affair  of  the  Quay  com- 
pany and  a  number  of  claims  of  French- 
men against  the  porle,  the  amount  of 
which  was  fixed  and  payment  promised 
long  ago.  M.  Constans  has  been  unable 
obtain  satl.sfaction  In  either  matter  and 
in  May  he  Intimated  that  he  would  be 
forced  to  ask  for  his  recall  If  the  Turk- 
ish government  persisted  In  its  pro- 
crastinating tactics. 

The  French  foreign  minister,  M.  Del- 
casse,  who  returned  to  Paris  yester- 
day, went  the  same  afternoon  to  Ram- 
boulllet,  dined  with  President  Loubet, 
spent  the  night  at  Ramboulllet  and, 
returning  to  I'aris  today,  he  will  see 
the  Turkish  ambassador  this  afternoon 
or  tomorrow.  It  la  possible  that  he 
may  have  to  renew  M.  Constans'  Inti- 
mation regarding  his  recall,  but  It  Is 
more  likely  that  the  incident  will  not 
reach  that  point.  In  fact,  It  is  prob- 
able that  the  matter  will  be  speedily 
settled  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to 
France.  The  member.s  of  the  Turkish 
embassy  here  maintain  diplomatic  si- 
lence.

peming  Held  Up   at 

Point  of  Gun. 

Ishpeming— The  third  of  a  sorles  of 
hold-ups  perpetrated  here  within  the 
last  tour  weeks  was  committed  Monday 
night  when  Edward  Dobbs,  bartender 
Rt  the  Nelson  house,  was  robbed  of  $25. 
The  hold-up  men  entered  the  saloon 
and  ordered  Dobbs  to  hand  over  the 
cash  and  to  be  quick  about  It.  Several 
people  were  In  the  lobby  of  the  hotel, 
•within  a  few  feet  of  the  barroom  at  the 
time. 

In  a  message  to  the  council  Mayor  W. 
H.  John.sun  will  recommend  that  the 
city  offer  a  substantial  reward  for  the 
capture  of  the  culprit. 

Less  than  two  weeks  ago  William 
Lucas,  a  saloonkeeper,  was  held  up  in 
a  .similar  manner,  and  when  he  refused 
to  comply  with  the  robber's  demands 
-wa.s  .shot  in  the  left  side,  but  was  not 
Beriously  injured. 

A  little  less  than  a  month  ago.  John 
Hill,  another  saloonkeeper,  was  re- 
lieved of  his  cash  at  the  point  of  a  re- 
volver. It  is  the  opinion  of  the  police 
authorities  that  the  same  committed  all 
of  the  offenses.

""^Sinfe  °the"  great  strike  of  1892,  three 
unsuccessful  attempts  have  been  made 
to  organize  the  Homestead  workers. 

A  masa  meeting  of  the  workmen  of 
the  upper  and  lower  mills  will  be  held 
tomorrow  night,  when  President  Shaf- 
fer win  address  them  and  endeavor  to 
induce  them  to  join  the  association. 
The  unl«m  men  who  are  arranging  the 
meeting,  say  they  will  close  the  mills 
when  the  strike  assumes  Its  new  pro- 
portions Saturday  night.  The  action 
of  President  Shaffer  in  giving  the  men 
until  Saturday  night  to  work  before 
entering  on  the  strike  has  given  the 
corporation  officials  an  opportunity  of 
canvassing  the  situation.  It  Is  stated 
that  every  foremdn  will  be  Instructed 
10  ascertain  the  sentiments  of  every 
man  under  his  charge.  This  will  be 
tabulated  by  mills'  and  dl.stiicts,  so  that 
'lefore  next  Saturday  night,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  corporation,  will  know  how 
each  man  in  the  employ  of  the  corpor- 
at;,  n  stands. 

A  rumor  was  ourreni  today  that  an 
effort  will  be  made  to  keep  some  of  the 
workers  from  striking  by  offering  them 
an  advance  in  wagos.  It  is  doubtful 
whether   this   will   be  done   so   late   in 

The  Amalgamated  national  ofllcers 
were  late  In  reaching  lieadquarters  this 
morning,  having  been  busy  until  long 
after  midnight.  In  reply  to  the  ques- 
t'on  as  to  whether  he  thought  the  men 
employed  by  the  Federal  Steel  com- 
pany would  come  out,  President  Shaf- 
fer said:  _. 

"That  we  leave  to  the  men.  They 
have  no  scale  that  can  hold  them  from 
their  obligations  to  the  Amalgamated 
association.  Our  people  had  scales 
which  were  transferred  to  the  Lnited 
States  Steel  corporation,  but  we  do  not 
consider  them  as  binding.  Such  con- 
tracts are  dependent  upon  the  funda- 
mental law  of  the  organization." 

Mr.  Shaffer  announced  that  there 
v/ould  be  a  monster  mass  meeting  at 
New  Castle,  Pa..  Saturday  afternoon. 
He  will  attend.  If  nothing  prevents. 
Secretary  Williams  was  seen  shortly 
after  his  arrival  at  the  headquarters 
but  said  that  there  was  nothing  new. 
He  predicted  that  there  will  be  sur- 
prises before  a  week  has  passed. 

B.  I.  Davis,  editor  of  the  "Amalga- 
mated Journal,"  and  one  of  the  asso- 
ciation's national  officers,  observed: 

"If  this  strike  gets  started  right,  it  is 
likely  to  expand  to  proportions  not  now 
suspected.  You  need  not  be  surprised, 
in  such  event,  to  hear  of  trouble  in  the 
Carnegie  mills." 

A  McKeesport  telegram  says  six  non- 
union men  arrived  from  Scottsdale  this 
morning  and  escaped  the  strikers  by 
getting  off  the  tr(iin  before  it  reached 
the  station.  The  strikers  are  searching 
for  them  and  if  caught  there  may  be 
trouble. 

Secretary  Williams  of  the  Amalga- 
mated association  could  not  say 
whether  President  Gompers  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  will  ar- 
rive here  today  or  not.  If  he  does  come 
it  will  be  only  as  an  advisor,  as  the  as- 
sociation has  everything  In  their  own 
hands. 

A  large  mass  meeting  and  picnic  will 
be  held  at  Phoenix  park,  near  McKees 
Rocks,  next  Saturday  afternoon,  under 
the  auspices  of  McKees  Rocks'  lodge. 
No.  4G,  of  the  Amalgamated  association. 
All  the  strikers  from  this  vicinity  are 
expected  to  be  present.  The  speakers 
win  be  Samuel  Gompers.  president  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor; 
Theodore  Shaffer,  president  of  the 
Amalgamated  association,  and  Patrick 
Dolan,  president  of  the  Pittsburg  dis- 
trict ITnlted  Mine  Workers  of  America. 
At  this  meeting  It  is  expected  that 
President  Gompers  will  state  just  what 
support  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  will  give  to  the  striking  workers, 
and  Patrick  Dolan  will  state  the  posi- 
tion of  the  mners. 

A  McKeesport,  Pa.,  dispatch  says 
that  six  non-union  men,  who  arrived 
this  morning  from  Scottsdale,  were 
captured  and  taken  In  charge  by  a  -.om- 
mlttee  of  strikers.  As  a  result  of  the 
persuasive  arguments,  they  signified 
their  intention  of  becoming  members  of 
the  a.ssoclation.  In  the  meantime  they 
are  in  the  custody  of  the  strikers. 

George  Holloway,  president  of  I^nt*r- 
prlse  lodge  of  the  Amalgamated  asso- 
ciation, McKeesport,  accompanied  by 
Rev.  Stewart  Sharp  and  a  committee  of 
two  others,  went  to  Glassport  at  noon 
for  the  purpose  of  or«:anlzing  the  em- 
ployes of  the  Pittsburg  Steel  Hoop  com- 
pany at  that  place. 

The  puddlers  emp1?>yed  at  the  Na- 
tional Rolling  mill,  here  have  been  called 
to  meet  Friday  evening  for  the  purpose 
of  orpr.Tnizing  and  forming  a  union. 

At  the  Wood  plant  a  considerable 
quantity  of  pig  iron  has  been  received, 
and  It  Is  expected  an  effort  will  be 
made  to  start  It  either  this  week  or  the 
early  part  of  next.  The  plant  Is  now 
being  completely  watched. 

The  extension  of  the  strike  to  the 
machinists  employed  in  the  mills 
affected  by  the  strike  ts  a  possible  de- 
velopment. There  are  between  800  and 
1000  machinists  In  the  steel  mills. 
President  O'ConnHl  said  today  that  a 
request  for  a  sympathetic  strike  from 
President  Shaffer  of  the  Amalgamated 
association  would,  of  course,  be  elven 
serious  consideration,  but  that  such  a 
request  had  not  been  received  so  far. 
Me  added,  however,  that  the  employ- 
ment of  non-union  men  in  place  of  the 
strikers  undoubtedly  would  precipitate 
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a  strike  of  the  machinists,  who  would 
not  work  beside  non-union  men.  The 
general  strike  of  the  machinists  inaugu- 
rated weeks  ago  Is  still  on,  and  no  final 
settlement  or  revocation  of  the  strike 
is  in  sight.

The  party  stopped 
over  at  the  island  of  Curacoa,  which 
was  settled  in  the  sixteenth  century  by 
a  colony  of  Jews,  who  have  preserved 
their  ancient  customs  to  the  present  day 
and  incidentally  their  dislike  for  Inter- 
marriage with  foreigners. 

The  party  was  royally  entertained  d> 
the  chief  rabbi  of  the  island,  whose 
fair  young  daughter  sang  to  the  wan- 
derers. Griggs  was  evidently  impressed, 
but  left  with  the  remainder  of  the  party, 
who  made  his  passion  a  subject  for 
jest,  believing  it  to  be  but  a  temporary 
one  and  knowing  that  no  foreigner  was 
permitted  to  intermarry  with  the  Cura- 
coan  Jews.  •  ,  , ,

The  plant, 
which  is  non-union,  employs  3000  men. 

Cleveland,  Aug.  7.— The  general  strike 
order  issued  by  President  Shaffer  was 
received  here  early  today  by  Vice  Presi- 
dent Ward  of  the  Amalgamated  asso- 
ciation advisory  board.  Immediately 
upon  the  receipt  of  the  order,  Mr.  Ward 
sent  out  a  call  for  a  meeting  of  all 
members  of  the  organization  in  Cleve- 
land for  10  a.  m.  today.  At  this  meet- 
ing, which  was  largely  attended,  th« 
sttiice  order  was  read  and  plans  dis- 
cu.sscd  for  carrying  out  the  instructions 
of  President  Shaffer. 

No  further  attempt  was  made  today 
to  resume  operations  at  the  plant  of  the 
American  Tinplate  company.  The  offi- 
cials of  the  company  declared^  however, 
that  the  plant  would  be  running  within 
a  si  ort  time.

Lytle   Wilkinson  Fast  In  Jail 
at  Ashland. 

Ashland.  Wis..  Augr.  7.— Lytle  Wllkin- 
•on,  son  of  the  most  prominent  logping 
contractor  in  Northern  Wisoonaln.  was 
arraigned  In  municipal  court  yesterday 

morning,  charged  with  stealing  a  team 
of  horses  from  the  sales  stables  of  J.  P.

Toledo,  the  home  of  George  Ketcham, 
owner  of  Cresceus.  that  once  upon  a 
time,  when  someone  inquired  of  the  late 
Valentine  Ketcham  why  he  continued 
to  pile  up  the  dollars  for  his  sons  to 
spend.  h<»  answered:  "If  my  boys  get 
as  much  fun  out  of  spending  my  money 
as  I  have  in  earning  and  saving  It,  I 
shall  be  quite  satisfied." 

The  old  gentleman  may  rest  serenely 
In  his  grave,  for  "my  boys"  have  had 
considerable  fun  with  the  millions  the 
linancler  and  banker  left  at  his  demise. 
John,  the  eldest,  died  some  time  ago, 
In  Chicago,  under  rather  sensational 
circumstances,  and  a  more  or  less 
pyrotechnical  existence.  Valentine  has 
not  been  before  the  public  to  any  great 
extent,  and  when  George  built  a  theater 
and  was  known  to  be  looking  after  fast 
horses,  there  were  many  who  were  con- 
fident they  could  see  his  finish. 

However,  the  end  that  the  croakers 
sought  Is  not  yet.  and  today  George 
Ketcham,  at  40,  besides  being  the  owner 
ot  the  fastest  trotter  on  earth,  is  the 
proud  possessor  of  what  ha^  been  called 
by  Mrs.  Langtry  the  handsomest  the- 
ater in  the  world.  In  a  recent  speech 
at  the  opening  of  herLondon  theater  she 
said  that  many  ideas  of  the  English 
house  were  taken  from  the  Toledo  the- 
ater. 

This  beautiful  Toledo  playhouse  Is 
called  the  Valentine,  and  In  the  foyer 
there  hang  two  rather  peculiar  bits  of 
data.  One  Is  a  letter  from  the  old 
Quaker.  Richard  Mott.  Introducing 
"my  young  friend.  Valentine  Ketcham." 
the  other  an  old  advertising  dodger 
enumerating  the  wares  of  a  genenil 
store. 

Among  exquisite  pieces  of  statuary 
and  hung  beside  magnificent  paintings 
which  ornament  the  walls,  these  me- 
mentos of  the  father's  early  struggles 
speak  of  the  American  pride  in  the 
pluck  that  wifks.  They  also  show  the 
make-up  of  the  man  who  said  a  few 
weeks  ago  in  Cleveland,  after  coming  in 
from  a  hard  day  at  the  track:  "I 
would  rather  drive  Cresceus  when  he 
lowers   the  trotting  record   than  go   to 

Wheii  the  divUslon  of  the  Valentine 
Ketcham  estate  was  made  the  Ketcham 
farm,  from  which  probably  every  well- 
to-do  family  In  Toledo  has  bought  fruit 
butter  and  eggs  from  me  old  capitalist 
hinvself.  fell  to  George.  The  young  man 
at  that  time  was  somewhat  delicate, 
having  been  clo.sely  confined  In  his  omce 
as  architect  and  draughtsman.  Hy  the 
advice  of  his  physician  he  bought  a 
horse  or  two  and  drove  them  purely  as 
an  Incentive  to  be  in  the  open  air. 

The  game  began  to  be  Interesting  wltH 
the  acquisition  of  Robert  McGregor  the 
famous  father  of  Cresceus  It  was  then 
that  the  men  about  the  hu-stllng  Ohio 
town,  who  cared  for  a  brush,  used  to 
drive  up  ot-CHsionally  near  George  on 
?he  Winter's  speedaway.  They  usually 
got  what  they  were  looking  ^^v. 

With  the  years  came  the  ambition  to 
own  a  great  trotting  horse,  and  as 
Cresceus  early  showed  all  the  points 
for  making  a  record.  Mr.  Ketcham  who 
had  bred  and  tralm^  h  m.  "ow  flowed 
himself  a  word  of  praise  for  his  stal- 
Vlo^.  At  first  even  hi^^  best  f r  ends 
laughed  a  little  when  George  quietly 
remarked  that  he  had  the  fa.Htest  horse 
on  earth,  but  their  cynlca'  grins  turned 
to  smiles  of  admiration  when  the  sor- 
rel began  to  .smash  the  records  as  a  i- 
year-oid.  Since  that  time  he  has 
justified  all  that  his  owner.  Mr  Ket- 
cham. and  his  caretaker.  Tim  Muren. 
have  promised  for  him.  and  today  he 
holds  moro  world's  records  than  any 
horse,  living  or  dead. 

His  owner  Is  Impulsive  to  a  fault,  a 
thoroughly  good  fellow,  a  good  friend. 
a  bitter  enemy.  He  is  as  quick  to  anger 
as  he  Is  to  laugh  at  a  Joke.  He  has 
nerves  and  muscles  of  steel,  and  yet 
he  says  that  after  an  exciting  race  his 
only  ambition  is  to  get  away  some- 
where where  he  tan  sleep,  and  he  has 
often  lain  down  In  the  stable  and  slept 
for  hours,  watched  over  by  Tim  Muren. 
Mr  Ketcham's  residence  in  Toledo 
Is  not  one  of  the  show  places,  but  It  is 
first  and  last  a  home,  filled  with  beau- 
tiful works  of  art  and  the  luxurioiis 
belongings  of  the  man  who  cares  little 
for  otentation.  but  enjoys  life  to  the 
fullest.  His  magnificent  library  is 
hou.<?ed  in  the  Valentine  block,  where 
the  rare  volumes  are  at  the  disposal 
of  the  ofllce  tenants  at  all  times.  There 
Mr.  Ketcham  keeps  a  librarian,  who.se 
sole  duty  la  to  take  care  of  his  books. 
He  Is  well  known  to  the  trade  as  a 
purchaser  of  rare  editions.  Mr.  Ket- 
cham also  has  a  large  law  library, 
which  Is  much  used  by  the  lawyers  who 
have  offices  In  the  building. 

He  has  some  marked  peculiarities, 
one  of  which  came  out  In  a  little  chat 
a  few  weetai  ago.  "I  must  go  and 
write  a  letter."  he  said,  and  then  re- 
marked In  a  sudden  burst  of  confidence: 
"I  think  I  can  tell  you  something  that 
you  win  consider  somewhat  strange. 
You  know  my  wife  and  I  were  children 
together.  We  sat  In  the  same  room 
at  school  but  neither  during  that  note- 
writing  age  or  later,  when  we  were 
sweethearts,  or  In  the  fifteen  years  of 
our  married  life,  have  I  ever  written 
her  a  letter.  And  In  all  that  time  I  have 
never  received  a  written  line  from  her. 
We  have  found  It  necessary  at  itmes 
to  use  the  telegraph  wire  and  cable,  but 
we  have  never  written  each  other  a 
letter  In  our  lives.** 

Being  asked  what  Cresceus  was 
worth.  Mr.  Ketcham  answered  that  It 
was  almost  Impossible  to  set  a  price 
on  him.  "I  think  him  the  most  perfect 
animal  ever  born,  and  he  has.  perhaps, 
for  me.  a  sentimental  value.  However, 
some  approximate  prices  may  be  put 
on  him  by  knowing  what  he  can  earn. 
Cresceus  earned  $60,000  last  year." 

Many  of  Mr.  Ketcham's  Toledo  friends 
would  like  to  see  htm  mayor  of  that 
city,  and  last  year  he  would  hiv-^  been 
tendered  the  Republican  tiominatlon  if 
he  would  have  accepted  It.  .\s  i^  is.  the 
city  feels  very  proud  of  Mr.  Ketcham 
and  bis  great  trotter.

Cincinnati.  Aug.  7.— Miss  Mary  Doherty 
has  received  a  cablegram  that  her  broth- 
er, William  Doherty,  died  two  months  ago 
at  Mt.  Kllima  NJaro.  about  100  miles  from 
Mombasa,  in  British  Elast  Africa,  and  that 
his  body  had  been  brought  to  Mombasa 
end  buried  by  his  helpers. 

It  had  taken  two  months  for  the  sad 
news  to  reach  a  uuhit  from  which  It 
could  Be  communicated  to  hla  relatives. 

In  the  bereavement  of  the  family  llie 
Urarnud  of  Ihis  whole  land  from  ocean  to 
ocpo"  will  join-  butln  London  and  Paris 
end  other  European  cities,  where  he  is 
better  known  today  perhaps  than  in  Cin- 
cinnati, his  home  city,  the  loss  of  Wll- 
Ham  Doherty,  the  foremost  naturalist  of 
the  world,  will  be  felt  more  keenly  than 
in   this  couniry. 

Mr.  Doh€»ty  was  about  45  years  old, 
Vut  in  that  short  time  he  had  traveled 
more  than  Llvingsilone  and  Stanley  com- 
bined. He  had  placed  his  ear  to  the  earih 
in  each  of  her  Quarters,  and  had  drawn 
from  the  hidden  archives  of  nature  se- 
crets that  had  been  withheld  from  hu- 
manity since  the  dawn  of  creation.  Un- 
armed he  had  traveled  jungles  that 
reeked  with  savage.s,  wild  beasts  and 
deadly  reptiles.  experienced  hair- 
hreadth  esoai)es  so  many  times  that  such 
dangers  were  soop  forgotten,  and  never 
lecalled  unless  when  talking  to  some 
near  friend.  His  death  finally  came  from 
txposure  and  the  Clmatic  conditions  en- 
countered durinjf  his  terms  of  voluntary 
exile  from  civllizivtion  whither  he  went 
in  the  Interests  of  .stience. 

Mr.  Doherty.  who  lived  in  Albion  place, 
Mt.  Auburn,  was  a  graduate  of  Hughes 
High  school,  and  afti.-r  securing  his  educa- 
tion embarked  in  Iht-  nu)st  perilous  career 
imaginable.  His  colle.  Hon.s.  of  butterfilefc, 
beetles  and  in.sects  o<cifc)y  elaborate  space 
in  the  royal  museums  of  London  and 
Berlin  and  in  the  Paris  museum,  as  well 
as  those  of  nearly  all  the  European  capi- 
tals. 

Hundreds  of  varlBtiisidiacovered  by  htm 
bear  his  name,  an^  with  their  frail  wings 
tan  the  ambuscades  of  impenetrable  for- 
ests and  jungles  Ju  the  dark  continent 
from  New  Guinea. to  the  east  shore,-  the 
South  Sea  islands  and  many  parts  of 
,\»ia.  He  never  rested  in  his  interminable 
pursuit  of  knowledge. 

Baron  Rothschild,  of  Paris,  offered  Mr. 
Doherty  every  inducement  to  travel  for 
him  alone. that  he  alone  might  possess  tUa 
rare  specimens  of  l)lrds.  In.^icts  and 
flowers  he  brought  back  but  this  he  re- 
fused to  do,  preferring,  instead,  to  share 
the  products  of  his  toll  with  the  people. 
Notwithstanding  he  sent  a  great  many 
specimens  to  the  Rt  thaehilds. 

lu  is7i  he  left  here  for  Paris  and  was 
abroad  seventeen  years.  He  \»ent  from 
Paris  to  Italy,  where  he  sjient  a  vear. 
In  Greece  he  remained  another  year,  and 
was  curator  of  a  natural  hi*tory  society 
In  Athens  for  that  length  of  time,  l-rora 
there  ho  went  to  Arabia  and  renwilned  a 
year,  another  year  was  spent  in  r  ins, 
and  !n  India  he  spent  six  years,  working 
lone  among  the  Himalaya  mountaias^ 
While  CI.  this  excursion  he  penetratco 
further  into  the  interior  «'  ii»-*t  '"o**^ 
dangerous  Inhabited  country  of  th3  globe- 
Thibet— than  any  other  man. 
Mr    Doherty   returned  to  Cincinnati   In 


Washington,  'Aug.  7.— A  daveiopment  oC 
the  aiH^oaching  Schley  ioquiry  is  the  ac^' 
tivity  of  every  one  connected  with  the 
bureau  of  navigation.  Bear  Admiral 
Crownlnshleld  has  taken  personal  com- 
mand of  the  antl-Schl«y  forces  and  Is  di- 
recting the  preparation  of  tlie  case  against 
Schley.  He  will  leave  nothing  luidona  to 
secure  the  complete  humiliation  of  the 
rear  admiral,  and  as  he  appears  to  hare 
the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  Secre- 
tary Long  and  Assistant  Secretary  Hack- 
ett,  he  is  not  apt  to  be  hampered  in  his 
benevolent  purpose.  ,...    . 

Crownlnshleld  Is  said  to  be  mortified 
and  chargrined  over  the  appointment  of 
Admiral  Dewey  as  the '  president  of  the 
court.  H'e  hates  Dewey  with  a  cordiality 
that  la  only  equalled  by  his  hatred  of 
Schley  and  he  was  desirous  that  some 
other  oflacer  be  appointed  to  preside  at 
the  coming  inquiry.  Crownlnshleld  em=- 
ployed  all  of  his  Inliuence  to  prevent  Dew- 
ey from  being  ordered  to  the  Asiatic  sta- 
tion during  the  winter  of  1898.  Ha  foresaw 
that  the  assignment  might  turn  out  to  be 
important  and  wanted  it  for  one  of  the  co- 
terie of  favorites  who  basked  in  the  sun 
of  the  chief  of  the  bwreau  of  navigation. 
Senator  Proctor  of  Vermont,  howevee, 
proved  to  have  a  mora  potent  pull  at  the 
White  House  than  Crownlnshleld,  and 
Dewey  was  ordered  to  Hong  Kong. 

When  the  commodore  reported  at  the 
bureau  of  navigation  for  instructions  just 
previous  to  his  departure  from  Washmg- 
ton.  Crownlnshleld.  in  the  language  of  a 
gentleman  who  is  familiar  with  tlie  facts, 
"gave  him  a  nasty  reception."  He  was  un- 
able to  conceal  the  sense  of  defeat  which 
he  felt  because  Commodore  Dewey  had 
been  assigned  to  an  important  command 
againt  his  wishes. 

when  Dewey  was  about  to  leave  the  of- 
fice. Crownlnshleld  found  himself  unable 
to  keep  down  the  anger  aJid  resentment 
that  were  consuming  him  and  turning  to 
Dewey  exclaimed: 

"Commodore.  I  desire  to  say  to  you  that 
I  cannot  approve  the  manner  in  which 
you  obtained  this  assignment.  Officers  of 
the  navy  should  not  resort  to  politicians 
to  secure  assignments." 

Dewey  looked  Crownlnshleld  In  the  eye 
for  a  moment  before  retorting  with  that 
sailor-like  candor  and  blnntness  for  wlUch 
he  Is  famous: 

"Crowninahield.  what  are  you  trying  to 
give  me?  How  did  you  get  to  be  chief 
of  the  bureau  of  navigation?" 

Then  he  turned  on  his  heel  and  strode 
out  of  the  office  without  awaiting  an  ex- 
planation from  Crownlnshleld.  The  com- 
modore was  aware  that  Crownlnshleld  had 
obtained  his  berth  through  the  Influence 
of  politicians,  chief  of  whom  was  Senator 
Piatt  of  New  York.

New  York,  Aug.  7.— The  Issuance  of  the 
general  strike  order  by  the  Amalgamated 
association  was  without  much  effect  on 
prices  of  the  United  States  Steel  stocks, 
the  common  and  preferred  losing  only  % 
each  on  sales  of  6000  and  5000  shar^ss  res- 
pectively.

Colo.."  said  Harry 
A  Storey,  city  freight  and  pase^ger 
a^ent  of  tVie  Wabash,  to  the  Denver  Post 

•'Some  time  ago  I  was  traveling  through 
the  southwestern  portion  of  the  state  and 
chanced  upon  Lone^ plateau  My  Mexican 
guide  told  me  much  about  It  that  excited 
my  curiosity,  but  nothing  so  much  as  the 
Ttorles  of  the  strange  ^Peoes  of  snakes 
which  Inhabit  the  mesa.  I  was  surprised 
to  hear  that  they  live  In  trees  t^nbe- 
llevlngly  1  demanded  that  he  take  me  to 
their  forest  home. 

"One  morning,  Just  as  the  sun  wa.s  ris- 
ing, we  started  to  find  the  snake  trees 
For  four  hours  we  trudged  over  the  dried 
p^aln  toward  a  dark,  green  clunjp  on  the 
mountain  side.  The  trees  stood  exceed- 
ingly close  together.  Between  the  trees 
we  made  our  way  as  quietly  as  possible 
Suddenly  he  stopped.  There  on  a  broad 
limb  lay  a  remarable  snake.  Like  an  em- 
erald rope  It  was  stretched  along  In  the 
dim  light.  Jose  whistled  softly.  At  once 
a  triangular  head  arose.  Two  eyes, 
gleaming  many  colors  like  opals,  were 
fastened  upon  us.  A  red  tongue  shot  out 
In  contrast  to  the  green  head.

Upon 
Its  end  I  found  drops  of  greenish  venom 
and  Inquired  Its  nature.  Jose  shuddered 
slightly.  Then  he  told  me  that  It  was 
harmless  to  the  veins,  but  If  swallowed 
would  drive  men  mad.  And  then  he  told 
how  jealous  Indians  In  times  past  had- 
ruined  their  rivals  with  a  potion  of  the 
venom  concealed  In  food.  We  killed  one  of 
the  snakes,  and  today  the  most  valuable 
curiosity  I  have  Is  the  emerald  akin  from

The  poet  may 
still  have  this  bit  of  Imagery  to  play 
with.     The  statement  of  Bryon   to  the 
effect  that  the  longest  day— not  the  2l6t 
of   June — 'sees  half   the   business   In   a 
wicked  way  on  which  a  single  hour  of 
moonshine  emiles.'  will  be  out  of  data 
In  the  near  sweet  by  and  by.    The  fact 
Is  that  the  moon  will  be  out  of  a  job  so 
far  as  this  dear  old  planet  on  which  we 
live    Is    concerned.    There    will    be    no 
dark,  cozy  places  for  cooing  swains  and 
sweet  Dulclneas  except  such  as  these 
may  find  in  the  shadow  of  some  friendly 
grgve.     And.  after  all,  trees  will  prob- 
ably be  scarce,  too,  in  the  time  ahead 
of  us.    Really    the    night    has    already 
passed  in  the  big  commercial  centers  of 
the  world.    About  the  only  thing  left  of 
night   is   the   name.     Men   hold   to   the 
name   because   It   marks   a   convenient 
division  of  time.    But  they  toll  through 
this  haVf  of  the  twenty-four  hours  just 
like    they  toll    through    the    first  half. 
Theer  is  much  bustling,  much  hustling 
between  the  sunset  and  the  sunrise.  The 
business  of  the  world  goes  on  Just  as  It 
does  in  the  broad  glare  of  the  day.    But 
I  was   thinking  about   the  effect  elec- 
tricity was  having  on  the  night.     The 
millions  of  lights  that  have  been  strung 
have  made  a  big  difference  In  the  night 
we  used  to  know,  and  hence  in  the  cities 
of   the   larger  kind   there   Is   but   little 
night;  but  little,  at  least,  of  that  quiet 
gloom  we  knew  l>efore  the   advent  of 
electricity,  before  the  twitching  of  the 
frog's  leg  in  the  European  laboratory.

The  creations  of  the 
sreat  designers  are  >vlthin  the  reach  of 
the  entire  buying  world,  and  makers  of 
cheap  gowns  go  into  the  market  as  well 
prepared  to  make  purchases  as  are  the 
4aterer8  to  the  select  few.  Some  happy 
chance  mav  enable  an  Importer  to  se- 
cure the  Hist  ri>:lit  to  some  choice  model 
and  he  haste  i.m  to  offer  it  to  his  most 
exclusive  patrons,  but  it  is  simply  a 
matter  of  week.s  before  the  exclusive 
design  will  be  seen  and  copied.  The 
only  posi<ible  means  of  obtaining  that 
^eparaten^s-s  which  the  .society  wo- 
man considers  so  essential  is  the  em- 
ployment of  skill  d  labor  and  the  In- 
troduction of  line  hand  work.  Designs, 
general  .style,  cut,  the  number  of  tucks 
and  llounces  <an  all  be  reproduced  •t)y 
machine,  and  In  inferior  material.  The 
dainty  ^-lei^ant-e  of  exquisite  needlework 
remain.«  for  all  time.  It  is  obtainable 
only  at  large  expendltui-e  of  time  and 
monty;  :inJ,  as  these  commodities  are 
alwav.s  comparatively  scarce.  hand- 
run  tucks.  inset.s  of  lace  whipped  to 
roiled  edges  and  the  flnest  shlrrings 
repre.senl  the  extreme  of  fashion,  and 
are  Ixith  elegant  and  refined. 

Leailing  importers  and  designers  as- 
sert that  lucks  are  to  hold  for  autumn 
styles,  ami  that  summer  conditions  are 
to  be  extended  into  cold  weather. 
Whether  or  not  such  prophecy  will'  be 
verified  time  alone  can  prove.  Dame 
Fashion  is  far  too  capricious  a  person- 
age to  be  relied  upon  with  certainty 
and  lower  temperature  may  bring 
forth  numberle.sa  changes.  One  fact  is 
certain,  however,  and  that  is  that  ex- 
qui.site  making  I.h  the  feature  of  Slim- 
mer styles  and  the  fact  is  stimulating 
the  study  of  the  needle  until  delicate 
hand  sevving  seems  liable  to  be  held  as 
es.sential  an  accompli.»<hment  as  in  the 
davs  of  our  grandmothers.  What  Is 
select  and  diiTicult  to  obtain  we  all  care 
to  pos.sess.  These  lovely  creations  can 
be  brouKht  within  reach  if  suHicient 
time  and  patience  be  expended,  and. 
as  a  result,  exqul.site  needlework  is  be- 
coming an  accompll.shment  of  the  hour. 
While  girls  have  learned  to  love  outdoor 
sport  far  too  well  to  return  to  the  lim- 
ited lives  of  a  few  generations  back, 
and  mothers  have  acquire.l  too  much 
knowledge  of  health  and  hygiene  to 
permit  straining  the  eyes  and  exhaust- 
ing the  nerve  over  such  trifles  as  were 
once  held  an  achievement,  hours  that 
hiive  been  given  to  fancy  work  are 
being  devoted  to  similar  occupations 
that  are  not  more  exacting  yet  bring 
tbout  a   more  practical   result. 

One  of  the  most  bewitching  gowns 
leen  during  the  week  Is  of  fine  sheer 
mull,  with  trimming  of  Italian  Valen- 
ciennes lace,  and  was  entirely  made  by 
t.  bright  young  woman  whom  it  suits  to 
a  nicfty.  Th»'  skirt  is  circular  .md  laid 
In  groups  of  full  tucks,  two  each,  at 
front  an<I  sides,  that  extend  from  the 
helt  to  within  flounce  depth  of  the  hem. 
Between  each  group  is  an  entre-deux 
of  lace  that  terminates  In  a  point. 
Otherwise,  the  skirt  is  untrimmed.  The 
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bodice  is  made  with  a  deep  pointed 
yoke  of  all-over  lace  that  is  extended 
to  form  epaulettes  and  1»  croased  by 
lace  beading  run  with  narrow  black  vel- 
vet ribbon  to  give  a  lattice  effect.  Be- 
neath it  the  mull  Is  tucked  part  way. 
then  allowed  to  fall  in  soft  folds.  The 
sleeves  are  tucked  and  puffed  at  the 
upper  portion  of  snug  fitting  lace, 
crossed  to  match  the  yoke,  below  the 
elbows.  The  skirt  has  an  entirely 
separate  foundation  of  mercerized 
lawn  with  a  pllsse  frill  and  the  waist  is 
made  over  a  low  cut  lining  of  the  same 
material  that  is  carefully  fitted  and 
keeps  the  soft  drapery  In  place.  At  the 
waist  Is  worn  a  belt  of  black  velvet  rib- 
bon tied  in  a  chic  bow  with  long  ends 
at  the  back.  The  occsision  on  which 
the  gown  was  noticed  was  a  garden 
party  and  a  hat  of  white  Neapolitan 
straw,  trimmed  with  mull  and  roses, 
was  added,  with  a  parasol  that  was  all 
one  ma.ss  of  mull  ruffles  sewn  to  an  In- 
dia silk  foundation.  No  one  item  of  the 
costume  meant  exces.sive  cost.  The 
time  absorbed  by  running  the  tiny 
tucks  and  setting  in  the  lace  was  taken 
from  nothing  of  greater  moment.  The 
work  was  neither  over  exacting  nor 
over  tedious  and  the  result  more  than 
repays  the  thought  and  energy  ex- 
pended, yet  no  amount  of  trimming  or 
fuss,  no  quantity  of  showy  ^applique 
could  have  achieved  the  result.  The 
gown  is  exquisite  in  its  simplicity,  ele- 
gant in  its  finish  and  e.ssentially  the 
gown  for  its  fair  young  owner. 

Specially  embroidered  gowns  have  be- 
come a  feature  of  the  better  watering 
places  and  are  exqul.sltely  beauti- 
ful. White  linen  is  the  favorite  ma- 
terial for  morning  wear,  cream  batiste 
for  afternoons  and  evenings.  The  linen 
gowns  are  simply  made,  but  must  be 
cut  to  perfection.  The  linen  is  of  me- 
dium weight,  and  in  common  with  all 
Hax  materials,  grows  hand.somer  with 
each  trip  to  the  laun<lry.  but  it  should 
be  well  and  carefully  shrunken  be- 
fore the  sclpsors  do  their  work.  The 
preferred  skirts  have  a  graduated  cir- 
cular fiounce.  with  a  beading  of  the 
embroidery  that  becomes  more  elabor- 
ate at  the  front  gore,  or  Includes  ver- 
tical lines  that  c<mceal  the  seams.  Uni- 
formly they  are  snug  about  the  hips  and 
flare  freely  at  the  feet.  With  them 
are  worn  boleros  whose  finish  Is  needle- 
work, with  ."Oft  shirt  walst--^  of  mull,  ba- 
tiste and  lawn,  or  blouses  which  in- 
clude a  yoke,  or  yoke  border  of  em- 
broidery with  cuffs  and,  perhaps,  epau- 
lettes. The  work  may  be  white  or 
colored  .as  preferred,  but  all  white  and 
old  blue  on  a  white  ground  have  a 
charm  that  nothing  else  reaches,  al- 
though pastel  blue  or  pink  embroidered 
with  black  is  chic  and  makes  a  ch.irm- 
ing  costume  woi  n  with  burnt  straw 
hat,  trimmed  with  silk  mull  and  Mow- 
ers. For  the  seashore,  where  winds  are 
uncertain  and  the  hottest  mf>rning  may 
develop  a  cool  breeze,  simply  cut  little 
coats  of  white  serge  th.it  are  made  in 
skeleton  style  are  added  when  a  drive 
of  any  length  is  to  be  taken;  but  else- 
where they  are  not  likely  to  be  needed— 
before  sundown  at  leas^t.  The  more 
dainty  batistes  are  of  necessity  re- 
served for  more  formal  wear  and  are  as 
filmy  as  can  be.  Costly  models  are  made 
with  all-over  embroidery  worked  on 
each  breadth  and  include     boleros      or 
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This  matter  will  be  found  to  be  entirely 
diiferent  from  and  superior  to  the  usual 
run  of  food  articles,  in  that  every  item  is 
a  nugget  of  culinary  wisdom  and  emlneal-

manner  of  all  Imported  robes.  To  deep-  | 
en  the  cream  they  are  often  hung  over 
pale  yellow,  mercerized  li.wn  that  is 
gored  and  edged  with  two  pllsse  frills. 
Early  in  the  season  they  were  obtain- 
able only  from  exclusive  importers  at 
forbidding  prices,  but  midsummer  sales 
include  many  marvelous  bargains  and 
it  is  possible  to  secure  such  treasures 
at  far  less  than  their  actual  worth.  The 
work  is  all  done  abroad  and  the  gowns 
are  imported  In  robe  form.  Even  with 
our  present  tariff  they  are  far  less 
cof-tly  than  would  be  the  same  case 
were  the  work  done  here. 

Dinner  and  ball  gowns  are  rarely 
beautiful  and  so  completely  airy  and 
dlayhanoiis  as  to  suggest  the  fairies  of 
childhood  tales.  Silk  mnslln.  silk  mull, 
mous.sellne  taffeta,  chiffon,  lace,  net 
and  the  like  are  the  favored  materials. 
Fichu  effects  and  draperies  are  much 
in  evidence,  and  there  Is  a  veritabl" 
craze  for  tloating  stn.nds  and  scarfs 
that  are  made  of  the  riimsiest  possible 
things.  As  lovely  a  young  matron's 
gown  as  could  be  imagined  is  of  while 
moussellne  taffeta,  made  en  traine.  and 
with  two  Insets  of  creamy  Cluny  lace, 
one  at  knee  depth,  one  at  yoke  distance 
from  the  belt,  while  the  bodice  Is  mainly 
lace  and  in  V  shape  at  the  neck.  I5e- 
neath  the  entre-deux  is  louisine  silk.  In 
dim  shadowy  flowers  on  a  blue  ground, 
that  gives  a  peculiar  eflfect  of  s^uggestei 
cloudy  color.  The  lace  of  the  bodice  is 
similarly  treated,  and  the  sleeves  In- 
clude wedgc-like  jileces  that  run  from

A  simpler  gown,  worn  by  a  debutante. 
Is  of  embroidered  India  mull,  made  with 
a  baby  waist  that  coses  at  the  back 
and  includes  sleeves  that  are  practically 
formed  by  big  I..ouis  XIV  bow  knot.-*. 
When  worn  for  dancing  it  Is  left  decol- 
lete, a  string  of  pearls  clasped  round 
the  throat,  but  for  less  formal  occasions 
Is  worn  over  a  guimpe  that  is  a  mass  of 
fine  tucking  and  lace.  At  the  waist  Is 
a  sash  of  soft  moussellne  taffeta  in  ciel 
blue,  that  Is  bowed  and  allowed  to  fall 
In  floating  ends  that  are  as  long  as  the 
train. 

Bracelets,  that  are  as  narrow  as  can 
be.  both  plain  and  .set  with  gems,  are 
once  more  In  demand,  as  are  chains  of 
excee<llngly  light  weight.  Elbow  sleeves 
are  a  feature  of  the  season  and  much 
worn  for  semi-dress.  While  the  beauty 
of  a  well-rounded  arm  Is  acknowledged. 
Ideal  proportions  are  rare,  and  slight 
bracelets  are  an  advantage  to  the 
greater  number  of  womankind.  Heavy 
ch.iins,  that  suggest  shackles,  and  broad 
bands  have  little  grace  to  commend 
them;  but  .slender  threads  of  gold,  set

Plumetis  Is  a  new  material  particu- 
larly adapted  for  summer  wear.  It  Is  a 
variety  of  embroidered  swlss  with 
ral.sed  dots  strewn  again  by  a  large 
shadowy  design  In  color. 

Robes  of  embroidered  twine  colored 
batiste  that  earlier  In  the  .season  were 
beyond  the  reach  of  slender  purse 
owners  are  now  to  be  had  at  marked  re- 
ductions in  price. 

Ostrich  feathers  are  worn  to  a  greater 
extent  this  season  than  for  some  years 
past. 

Washable  petticoats  arc  the  leaders. 
They  are  made  with  clo.<fely  fitting  tops 
and  much  befrllled  with  simple  or  elab- 
orate trimming  of  lace  and  Hambnrg 
edging.  Dimity,  lawn  and  nainsook 
are  alike  favored.    Except  in  foulard  or 


pongee,   the   silk   petticoat     has   dlsap- 
peuied  for  the  liiit^  ht-lng. 

Beading  of  lace  and  embroidery,  here- 
tofore a  favorite  trimming  for  children's 
dresses,  has  come. intg  general  use  this 
season  for  summer  gowns  and  Is  alsj 
seen  upon  light  wool  Costumes.

MIDSUMMER  FRUITS. 

The  Most  Delicious  and  Ed- 
ible Melons. 

Melon  Is  the  generic  name  that  etn- 
foraces  all  meml)er3  of  the  gourd  fanUly, 
such  as  mu&kmelons,  cantaloupes  and 
watermelons. 

\Mien  they  are  fully  ripe  there  Is  no 
more  luscious  and  acceptable  fruit.  They 
are  perhaps  the  most  watery  of  fruits, 
containing  more  tlian  95  per  cent  of  wa- 
ter; but  for  this  reason  they  are  exceed- 
ingly agreeable  to  the  palate  In  hot 
weather  when  served  thoroughly  chllle^L 
In  Kurope  the  melon  usiially  follows  the 
soup;  but  In  this  country  it  has  been  the 
custom  on  account  of  the  fragrance  and 
sweetness  of  the  melon  to  serve  it  as  a 
dessert  or  sweet  course,  though  a  great 
many  have  very  semsibly  substituted  It 
for  the  soup,  serving  it  with  salt  and 
pepper  or  a  little  grated  nutmeg. 
WATERMELONS. 

These  must  be  served  ice-cold;  when 
thoroughly  ripe  and  chilled  they  are  crisp 
and  not  Indigestible  to  most  people,  but 
a  melon  that  is  not  well  ripened  and 
chilled,  especially  if  kept  too  loTig  in  the 
heat  after  picking,  will  be  strlng>'  and 
tough  and  not  at  all  digestible.  There 
are  many  nice  ways  of  serving  these  mel- 
ons; a  very  inviting  dish  may  be  made 
by  cutting  the  melon  in  half  and  with  a 
large  spoon  take  out  the  pulp  in  cone- 
shaped  pieces;  arranging  these  on  a  dish 
like  croquettes,  placing  bits  of  ice  among 
them.  Border  the  dish  with  green  grape 
leaves. 

WATEBMRLON   SALAD. 

Cut  the  watermelon  in  half;  remove  the 
red  part  carefully  and  cut  into  neat 
blocks:  then  dig  out  white  part  of  the 
rind  until  you  have  a  wall  about  half  an 
inch  thick.  Cut  off  a  piece  from  the  bot- 
tom of  the  melon  shell  or  bowl  so  it  will 
s-tand  level;  then  trim  the  upper  edge  in 
points  with  a  sharp  knife.  Put  in  the 
melon  cubles,  sprinkle  each  layer  with 
sugar.  Set  away  on  Ice  to  chill,  and  when 
ready  to  serve  pour  over  the  melon  a  lit- 
tle iced  claret  and  serve.  Another  way  to 
serve  as  a  salad  is  to  cut  the  red  part  into 
small  block.-*;  dress  With  a  little  oil  In 
which  you  have  dissolved  a  small  quantity 
of  salt.  Let  stand  on  ice  to  chill  and  just 
before  serving  add  more  oil  mixed  with 
lemon  juice,  in  proportion  to  two-thirda 
oil,  and  a  little  pepper. 

waterluelon  ice. 

Scoop  out  the  red  part,  remove  seeds 
and  chop  the  pulp  rather  fine  with  a  sil- 
ver knife;  add  a  cup  of  water  and  juice  of 
one  lemon  and  freeze  until  the  consistency 
of  soft  snow;  serve  in  glasses.  A  pint 
of  good  claret  added  to  the  chopped  melon 
and  Ice  as  above  makes  a  delicious  Ice. 
THE  MITSICMELON. 
The  ability  to  select  a  good  muskmelon 
Is  3ald  to  indicate  unerring  judgment  in 
all  things.  However  this  may  be.  it  cer- 
tainly seems  to  be  a  gift  with  some  to 
know  at  a  glance  when  a  melon  Is  "just 
right;"  and  there  Is  nothing  more  dis- 
appointing than  the  discovery  that  spicy 
riclir."  ss  of  flavor  that  makes  them  so 
delicious  is  mls.sing. 

When  selecting  a  muskmelon  or  canta- 
loupe see  if  it  has  odor,  press  gently  on 
the  stem  end,  and  if  It  is  sweet  and 
"musky"  it  Is  quite  ripe  and  a  good 
melon.  Also  observe  If  the  skin  between 
the  sections  is  yellowish  green,  not  bright 
yellow.  The  skin  on  the  raised  sections 
jhould.  be  quite  rough  and  ^reen.  A 
melon  that  Is  too  ripe  Is  insipid  and  ua- 
w  hole  so  me. 

HOW  TO  SERVE. 
Ice  should  never  toiioh  the  insld.e  of 
these  melons,  as  It  destroys  the  fine 
flavor.  Such  serving  Indicates  careless- 
ness as  a  rule.  If  you  cannot  keep  your 
melons  in  e  very  cold  place,  or  on  ice 
for  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  have 
them  thoroughly  chilled  and  ready  to 
serve  at  a  moment's  notice,  do  not  serve 
a  warm  melon  packed  with  chopped  ice 
that  perhaps  does  not  do  more  than  chill 
the  surface,  while  It  spoils  the  flavor  en- 
tirely. Cut  the  melon  croHswlse.  take  out 
seeds,  then  place  the  halves  together  and 
put  the  chopped  Ice  around  them,  not  In- 
side. Let  them  stand  for  an  hour.  Serve 
these  on  a  folded  napkin.  A  pretty  way 
to  send  them  to  the  breakfast  table  Is  to 
cover  a  silver  tray  with  cloth;  place  the 
halved  melons  on  this  and  arran«ce  red 
and  purple  plums  among  them  to  give 
a  pleasing  picture  in  colors. 

CAXT^VLOUPE  PKAPPE. 
Select  two  large  melons  that  Indicate 
perfect  ripenes  and  flue  flavor,  cut  open, 
n  move  all  seeds  and  scoop  out  the  pulp; 
put  this  through  a  rather  course  sieve, 
season  with  a  little  salt.  Add  four  table- 
spoonfuls  of  honey  to  half  a  cup  of  cin-- 
rant  or  cherrj-  Juice  and  pour  over  the 
pulp.  Let  stand  half  an  hour  in  the  re- 
frigerator, then  freeze. 

COMPOTE  OF  MELON. 
Take  a  muskmelon  or  cantaloupe  that  Is 
not  entirely  ripe;  slice  and  pare  and  cut 
«£eh  section  into  Mocks:  made  a  boilel 
svrun  with  a  pound  of  sugai-  .md  a  cup 
of  water;  cook  the  melon  In  this  for  five 
or  ten  minutes;  flavor  with  vanilla  or 
lemon  juice;  when  cold  serve  it  with 
boiled  rice. 

PRESERVED  MELON. 
Muskmelous.  or  cantaloupes,  that  are 
underripe  and  the  rind  of  watermelons 
I  may  be  preserved  in  this  manner:  Make 
a  syrup  of  sugar  and  water,  one  pound  of 
sugar  to  a  quart  of  water;  when  the 
syrup  Is  boiling,  drop  In  the  melon  and 
allow  It  to  stand  until  the  next  day;  then 
pour  oft  the  syrup;  let  It  heat  to  boiling 
point  and  pour  over  the  melon  slices  and 
let  stand  until  cold.  After  boiling  up  the 
svrup  the  last  time  and  before  pouring  it 
over  the  fruit,  flavor  delicately  with  va- 
nilla extract. 

SPICED  ME7LON. 
Select  melons  not  quite  ripe  or  take  the 
rind  of  watermelons,  slice,  pare  and  cut 
Into  strips  or  blocks.  Steep  these  for 
twenty-four  hours  In  cold  water  and  vin- 
egar; have  water  enough  to  cover  and  add 
enough  \lnogar  to  make  the  water  tart, 
but  not  very  acid.  Then  drain  them  and 
put  them  into  a  cold  syrup  made  of  sugar 
and  water  boiled  together.  Bring  slowly 
to  boiling:  then  let  get  cold;  then  drain  off 
the  syrup;  add  to  It  a  few  sticks  of  cin- 
namon, a  J?w  cloves  and  little  ginger 
root;  IwU  up  and  pour  over  the  melon 
slices;  repeat  for  three  days;  then  seal  up 
iu  Jars. 

ANOTHER  WAT. 
Take  five  pounds  of  fruit  cut  Into  blocks: 
put  into  a  stone  jar.  Boil  three  pounds  of 
sugar  with  one  quart  of  vinegar  and  pour 
o^■e^  the  fruit.  Continue  to  do  this  for 
eight  days.  The  following  day  pour  oft 
the  syrup,  add  to  it  half  an  ounce  of  whole 
cloves  and  one  ounce  of  stick  cinnamon; 
boil  together  for  a  few  minutes;  then  add 
the  melon  and  simmer  gently  for  half  an 
hour.  Seal  In  jars  and  do  not  open  for 
two  or  three  months.

"^EAL  OR  cSfcKEN  CROQUETPBS.^ 

Either  veal  or  chicken  may  be  used  In 
this  recipe.  The  croquettes  are  liner  if 
the  veal  or  chicken  Is  cooked  expressly 
for  the  purpose,  though  the  remains  of 
sold  roast  or  boiled  veal  or  chicken  can 
be  used.  If  veal  Is  used  have  t Me  meat 
from  the  leg  or  shoulder.  To  cook  the 
veal  or  chicken,  put  in  a  co^'ered  sttw  pan 
with  just  enough  boiUng  water  to  steam 
meat,  add  an  onion,  piece  of  t>ay  Kar 
sprig  of  parsley,  six  or  eight  cloy-^  and 
a  root  of  celery,  and  one  teaspoon. ul  salt 
Keep  closely  covered  and  simmer  until 
meat  Is  very  tender.  When  cold  cno-j  the 
meat  very  fine  after  freeing  from  sHin, 
bones,  fat  and  gristle  To  every  P?nt  of 
meat  add  a  teaspoonful  of  shopped  par- 
sley add  salt,  pepper,  cayenne,  onion 
juice  and  grated  nutmeg  to  suit  the  taste. 
Let  ^he  two  latter  flavorings  be  very  deli- 
cate Mix  all  these  dry  ingredients  to- 
gether, and  then  add  a  white  sauce  nzode 
by  heating  half  a  cup  of  cream  or  rich 
milk  with  a  cup  of  the  veal  or  chicken 
broth.

Use  either  glass  jars  with 
glass  tops  or  glass  bottles  with  wads  ot 
cottan  for  stoppers-  The  Jars  or  bottles 
must  be  perfectly  clean,  and  the  tops  or 
cotton  wads  sterilized  as  well  as  the  bot- 
tles or  Jars.  The  Idea  Is  to  bring  the 
milk  up  to  as  near  the  bollmg  pilnt  as 
possible  and  as  quickly  as  possibly  ar^ 
then  reduce  the  he«t  at  onee.  Slow  luxat- 
ing and  slow  cooWng  may  prove  dlsas- 
troos  In  spUe  of  all  other  precautions.

Of   Former    Slave's   Life 
has  a  Happy  Cul- 
mination. 

Cincinnati,  Aug.  7.— There  were  soufids 
of  revelry  and  rejoicing  on  VNlUow  street, 
Walnut  Hills,  which  proceeded  in>in  the 
home  ef  t'lnion  Morgan,  a  colored  man. 
The  entire  colored  populace  turned  out  lo 
uu  honor  t'j  the  cumuuution  of  a  rumance 
itiat  liUil  Us  oeglnning  In  the  Juys  of  sla- 
very,  before  the  war. 

Aa  old  colored  man,  Allen  Ga^iton,  oc- 
cupied Ihc  chair  of  honor,  and  altirnate- 
ly  wept  ano  laughed  as  iie  greeted  iclu- 
tives  whom  he  never  expected  to  see  in 
this  life. 

Allen  Gaston,  40  years  ago,  was  Su  ycaia 
of  age,  and  lived  on  a  Kentucky  planla- 
tlon.  He  had  selected  ttie  name  ol  Gas- 
ton, iu>  ihaL  was  tlie  name  of  his  iaajl'«r. 
With  Ills  brothers  and  sisters  and  wile 
and  ehlldien  ht-  was  taken  lo  Louisville. 
Ky.,    to   be   sold    to    the   highiMt    bil.ler. 

While  on  the  block  In  the  slave  mart 
Gaston,  the  black  mau  arose,  and  iwuheti- 
cally  aiiMuled  to  the  bidders,  ajskin;?  that 
one  man  buy  in  his  family,  so  tltat  ihey 
would  not  be  separatetl. 

Hut  (.aslon,  the  white  man  and  owner, 
jeered  ai  hlni,  sternly  ordered  th.-  saie  to 
procdeJ,  tlnew  the  lush  of  nis  whip  wt%^ 
stinging  billeriieBB  on  the  cnn^iug 
slave's   back. 

He  coi.t.nred  his  appeal,  however,  and 
was  taken  from  the  block  and  hor.se- 
whip!)i.-J.  Gaston  was  sold  to  a  slave  trad- 
er named  Kamsey,  who  barteretl  thi.n  to 
a  man  iiiimed  Jones,  owning  a  brickj'aid 
at  Coviiiguui.  Ky.  Jones  kt  pt  nls  slavts 
while  wcrklng  in  the  brickyard  in  a  sort 
of  stoekade,  facing  the  Ohio  river,  and 
one  nigiit  Gaston  and  a  companion  named 
Morgan  scaled  the  walls  and  plumbed  into 
the  -.^hlo  river.  He  never  saw  hlj  tom- 
paid  >n  again. 

He  w.is  u  strong  swimmer  and  made  his 
way  .o  this  side  of  tht-  river,  where  ho 
found  fiiends  in  abundance.  A  nue  and 
cry  was  raised  b.v  Jone.s,  but  Gastiin  waB 
sent  out  of  the  city,  and  eventually 
reached  Brooklyn,  St.  Clair  county,  111., 
wht-re  he  settled  down  and  liv-i^d  ever 
since. 

In  time  he  married  again  and  becam*  a 
leading  citizen   of   the  community. 

A  Tew  days  ago  Allen  Gaston  r^jcolvod 
a  letter  from  Simon  Morgan,  a  colored 
man  of  thif-  city,  in  which  the  writer  slat- 
ed that  for  years  he  had  endeavor?d  to 
locate  Gaston.  He  stated  that  he  was  the 
son  of  the  man  Morgan  who  had  esi-aped 
from  the  stockade  with  Gaston  years  ago. 

Mor:jin  had  not  l)een  able  to  swim  the 
river,  but  had  secceeded  In  getting  a  skiff 
and  crossing.  After  the  w,ar  he  became 
ac(iual  ued  with  Gaston's  sister  wn)  hod 
been  sold  with  the  family  at  Louisville, 
and  who  had  later  on  been  released  fiom 
bondage,  and  had  married  her. 

So,  Simon  Morgan  is  Allen  Gastjn's 
nephew. 

The  citizens  of  Brooklyn,  111.,  turned  out 
en  masse  to  escort  Allen  Gaston  to  tho 
train  when  he  left  that  town  to  vl^!it  his 
lonK  lost  relatives  In  this  city,  nn.1  the 
old  men  wept  tears  of  joy  as*  he  ivcited 
the  fnteresting  details  of  his  life  lo  his 
new  fo'.md  friends. 

WEDDING  DECLARED  OFF 

But  Later  the  Couple  Eloped 
to  Cincinnati. 

Ripley,  Ohio,  Aug.  7.— An  elopement, 
which  took  place  from  here,  has  caused 
a  sensation.  Otto  Llnzmeyer  landed 
here  early  in  June  last  In  a  splendidly 
furnished  river  boat,  and  had  with  it 
a  fine  electric  launch,  which  he  sold  last 
month  to  Harry  Frost  and  Earl  De- 
vore  for  $500.  In  the  boat  Linzmeyer 
carried  a  complete  wardrobe,  with  an 
outfit  of  uniforms,  arms,  bric-a-brac 
and  a  number  of  fine  dogs. 

He  is  educated,  lives  high  and  says 
that  his  parents  reside  In  Munich,  Ba- 
varia.

Queenstown,  Aug.  8.— The  White  Star 
line  steamer  Oceanic,  Capt.  Cam.?ron, 
which  sailed  from  Llvvrpoo:  ycKterday 
for  New  York  via  Queenstown,  arrived 
here  this  morning  and  repoited  havings 
btfi:  in  collision,  last  ni?7t.  in  tJie  Ir>n 
channel,  with  the  steam*  i  Kirforu  ff 
Wtitrford.  Ireland.  The  Klncora  sank, 
fc'cven  persons  were  drowned.  Th«^  col- 
lision occured  In  a  fog.  The  bow  o?  the 
rc.»anic  was  damaged.  The  Kinorii 
v^aH  a  coasting  vessel  trading  bt-t'.veen 
Waterford  and  Limerick.  She  had  .'; 
crew  of  forteen  men.  The  Oceanic 
brought  the  seven  survivors  to  this 
port.

The  collision  occurred  this  side  of 
TuBkar,  at  about  1:30  in  the  morning.

All  the  pass.en- 
gers  of  the  Oceanic  were  in  bed  at  the 
time  and  there  was  Bome  commotion 
until  the  captain  assured  them  that 
there  was  no  danger.  Headway  was 
kept  on  the  Oceanic  after  she  struck  the 
Kincora  In  order  to  give  the  crew  of  tnt 
latter  a  chance  to  clamber  on  board  the 
Oceanic.  The  boats  of  the  White  Star 
liner  were  lowered  to  rescue  every  man 
possible.

Honolulu,  July  31,  via  Victoria.  U.  C 
/.„jf.  8.— The  ship  J.  J.  Brown,  sev^nty- 
pix  days  out  from  New  Castle,  arrived 
today  in  good  condition.  She  had  e 
rough  voyage  and  put  into  Tahiti  on  ac- 
ccunt  of  a  leak. 

The  I'nited  States  transport  Thoniis, 
hpvlng  on  board  over  500  school  t.-uch- 
tvt  botuul  for  the  Philippines,  ar'i-ed 
here  today  from  San  Francisco.  Sl-.e 
vill  take  coal  here,  and  probably  will 
continue  her  journey  on  Aug.  2. 

The  San  Francisco  bark  Emr-ii^, 
Cri pt.  Knacke.  was  burned  last  week  oft 
Mahukona,  Hawaii,  and  is  a  total  loss. 
Hhe  arrived  at  Mahukona  on  the  24th. 
cfter  a  voyage  of  seventy-three  days 


from  New  Castle,  with  a  cargo  of  coal. 
On  the  morning  of  the  l.'6th  It  was  dis- 
covered that  the  coal  was  on  fire.

The  period  covered  by  the 
report  is  from  Oct.  1,  1900,  wh<»n  th.^  last 
report  from  Gen.  MacArthur  was  dated. 
He  reviews  the  policy  of  the  Fillnlnos 
who    were    hostile    to    the    Americans, 
saying  their  action  since  the  principal 
collapse  of  the  insurrection  has  been  a 

perplexing  problem.  With  the  dlshand- 
ment  of  the  Insurgent  tield  armies,  the 
Filipinos  organized  desperate  rt-sist- 
ance  by  banding  the  people  together  in 
support  of  the  guerrillas.  This  was 
carried  out  by  means  of  secret  commit- 
tee's, who  collected  contributions,  in- 
flicted punishments  and  carried  on  n 
considerable  opposition  to  the  Ameri- 
cans. Gen.  MacArthur  reviews  the 
manner  in  which  operations  were  car- 
ried on  against  these  guerrillas.  :in-? 
says  be  hopes  the  policy  adopted  will  in 
time  conciliate  the  natives  and  niakt" 
them  friendly  to  the  United  States.  The 
education  of  the  people  in  times  past 
made  them  suspicious  of  any  govern- 
mental beneficence,  and  they  evirt.'ntly 
looked  upon  the  lenient  attitude  of  the 
United  States  as  indicating  weakness*.. 
Gen.  MacArthur  says  the  proclamation 
Issued  on  D'?c.  20.  firmly  declaring  the 
intention  of  the  ITnlted  States  to  hold 
the  Islands  and  to  have  the  laws 
obeyed,  had  a  good  effect  and  the  secret 
resistance  was  much  abated.

A  MEDIATOR. 


Paris,  Aug.  8.— M.  Santos-Dumont.  the 
aeronaut,  this  morning  again  attempted 
to  circle  Eiffel  tower.  He  succeeded  in 
rounding  the  lower  with  difficulty.  The 
balloon  was  then  unable  to  make  headway 
against  strong  winds,  and  fell  near  a 
house  in  the  vicinity,  remaining  suspend- 
ed for  some  time.  M.  Santos  Dumont  was 
not  Injured. 

Santos-Dumont  started  from  the  Pare 
D*»  St.  Cloud  at  6:10  a.  m.  amid  hearty 
cheers.  His  initial  movements  were  prom- 
ising, as  the  balloon  turned  around  Eiffel 
tower,  nine  mlnoies  and  thirty-iour  sec- 
onds after  starting  auTl  he  headed  for  St. 
Cloud.  Just  over  the  Avenue  Henri  Mar- 
cen  "however,  a  strong  gust  of  wina 
struck  the  aerostat  which  veered  vio- 
lently to  one  side  almosl  simultaneously 
bounding  backward.s  a  distance  of  ftity 
yards.  The  hydrogen  gas  was  forced 
trom  the  front  to  the  back  part  of  the 
balloon,  creating  a  sudden  expansion 
which  caused  the  machine  to  dip.  Her 
screw  touched  the  sleel  cords  and  broke 
them.  M.  Santos  Dumont  immediately 
stopped  the  motor,  and  the  ba'.loon  be- 
can  to  descend.  The  balloon  collapsed 
and  fell  rapidly.  Luckily  the  frame 
caught  on  the  coping  of  the  building,  and 
jhe  balloon  remained  suspended,  other- 
wise Sarftos  Dumont  would  have  been 
kir.ed.  As  it  was  the  aeronaut  hung  m 
a  most  dangerous  position  in  midair  for 
half  an  hour,  until  by  a  great  effort  he 
succeeded  In  catching  the  iron  bar  of  a 
window  to  which  he  clung  until  res- 
cued with  some  difticulXy  by  the  use  of 
ropes.  The  balloonist  escaped  without  a 
scratch,  however.  The  explosion  of  tht; 
balloon  attracted  enormous  crowds,  ana 
the  reception  of  Santos-Dumont,  upon 
reaching  the  streei  whs  most  enthusias- 
tic, many  ladies  cllnjiing  to  his  neck  and 
kissing    him    repeatedly. 

As  Santos-Dumont  superintended  the  re- 
moval of  the  machine,  he  said  he  was 
quite   ready   to   recommence  operations. 

M.  Deutsch,  who-  offered  the  prize  »f 
100,000  francs  for  Ihe  rounding  of  Eiffel 
tower,  and  the  return  to  the  starting 
point  within  a  given  period  of  time,  was 
so  affected  bv  the  danger  that  Santos- 
Dumoni  had  passed  through,  that  he  told 
him  that  he  would  rather  present  him 
with  the  prize  at  once  than  to  see  him  kill 
htmself  with  his  «xi)erlment8,  but  the 
balloonist  replied  that  he  had  rounded 
Eiffel  tower  In  such  a  short  period  of 
time,  that  he  considered  the  result  too 
satlsfactorv  to  permit  thf  relinquishmenx 
of   his   attemtps   In    the    future.

Chicago,  Aug.  8.— President  Ban  John- 
son, Charles  Somers  of  the  Boston  club, 
Henry  Klllilea  and  Fred  Gross,  of  Mil- 
waukee, and  Charles  Comisky,  of  the 
Chicago  c'.ab,  were  in  session  here  again 
last  evening  relaiive  to  the  expansion  of 
I  "  American  league.  At  the  end  of  the 
session  Mr.  Johnson  said  there  |Was 
nothing  new  to  which  the  public  Is  en- 
titled, but  Intimated  further  developments 
might  be  expected  at  any  time. 

It  is  surmised  the  conference  was  In 
regard  to  the  placing  of  a  club  in  St. 
Louis  next  season,  a  move  which  has  al- 
ready been  announced  by  the  American 
league. 

REFUSE  TO  SIGN. 


Pittsburg,  Aug.  8.— Events  are  mov- 
ing quickly  in  the  steel  strike  now,  and 
unless  there  Is  some  unlocked  for  in- 
tervention, the  contending  sides  will 
soon  face  each  other  on  the  full  mea- 
sure of  thflr  strength.  This  morning 
the  United  States  Steel  corporation 
succeeded  in  reopening  the  Farm  mill 
at  the  Lindsay  &  McCutcheon  plant, 
and  President  Samuel  J.  Gompers.,  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  ar- 
rived here  to  confer  with  President 
Shaffer,  of  the  Amalgamated  associ- 
ation. The  steel  corporation  counts  the 
reopening  of  the  Lindsay  &  McCutcheon 
mill  a  material  victory  over  the  strik- 
ers, while  the  latter  insist  that  the 
company  has  not  sufficient  nten  to  keep 
the  mill  in  operation. 

The  steel  officials  are  elated  at  their 
success  at  the  Wellsville,  Hyde  Park, 
Clark  and  Lindsay  &  McCutcheon 
plants  and  are  preparing  to  open  other 
mills.  They  have  fires  alight  at  the 
Painter  mill  and  may  produce  the  men 
needed  to  start  up  at  any  time.  There 
has  been  no  violence  as  yet,  but  it  is 
predicted  here  today  that  if  the  general 
strike  order  shall  become  effective  state 
troops  will  be  needed  almost  at  once  to 
preserve  order. 

President  Shaffer  and  President  Gom- 
pers were  in  conference  during  the 
morning.  Tlie  latter  came  here  last 
night  from  Atlantic  City,  accompanied 
by  Secretary  Morrison,  and  reached  the 
strike  headquarters  unobserved.  The 
results  of  this  conference  are  of  the 
greatst  importance  to  the  strikers. 
Thousands  of  the  Federation  men  work 
side  by  side  with  the  Amalgamated 
men  and  their  policy  as  to  the  strike 
will  be  vitally  important.  Besides,  the 
Federation  has  a  vast  membership  and 
its  financial  assistance  is  an  imi>ert- 
ant  considerato.i. 

Pri'.'-ident  §haffer,  when  bfaoirn  the 
report  of  the  starting  of  the  Lindsay 
&  McCutcheon  plant  of  the  American 
Steel  Hoop  company,  said:  - 

"There  is  nothing  in  it.  I  have  a  re- 
port from  Vice  President  Gibson  in- 
forming me  that  there  are  only  two  men 
at  the  works.  One  is  a  roller  and  the 
other  a  common  laborer.  It  would  do 
them  no  good  and  would  do  the  com- 
pany harm  to  tako  from  th^  other  mills 
and  put  them  there  as  they  would  only 
break  the  machiney  and  spoil  the  mat." 

"There  Is  no  place  for  them  to  get  raw 
material,  as  they  cannot  get  puddlers 
to  mjike  it,  so  how  can  they  run  the 
finishing   mills? 

"Why,  I  can't  get  puddlers  for  union 
mills,  I  have  an  order  for  ninety  pudd- 
lers to  go  to  work  at  the  Sligo  mills  on 
the  South  Side  and  canont  get  them. 
Men  are  wanted  at  St.  Louis,  Birming- 
ham, Ala.,  and  all  over  the  coun:ry. 
Vv'e  have  advertisements  \n  tho  .Au>a?- 
gamated  Journal  for  all  classes  of 
skilled  men,  and  It  is  impossible  for  us 
to  get  them. 

"What  I  can't  see  is  how  the  trust 
can  secure  men  to  work  in  their  mills 
that  are  on  strike  when  we  cannot  >ret 
them  to  fill  good  union  jobs  in  union 
mills. 

The  Porkhouse  mills  of  Lower  Alle- 
gheny have  been  after  me  for  some  time 
to  get  men,  but  I  cannot  furnish  them. 


"I  have  a  report  from  Vice  Presldenf 
Ward  at  Cleveland  stating  that  the  men 
there  are  strong  and  will  stick  by  thelii 
brethren,  and  Vice  President  Chappell 
at  New  Castle,  who  says  ail  is  well  and 
quiet." 

President  Shaffer  was  asked  as  to  thd 
alleged  refusal  of  the  furnace  men  in 
Shenango  and  Mahoning  valleys  to 
come  out,  and  said: 
"I  have  not  ordered  them  out." 
The  men  in  question  are  In  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor.  The  union 
men  in  thfe  Lawrenceville  district  ara 
making  great  preparations  for  their 
open  meetings  in  Lafayette  hall  to- 
night. The  Carnegie  upper  and  loweu 
mills  are  in  this  district,  as- well  as  tba 
Clark  plant,  and  the  strikers  say  they 
expect  to  accomplish  much  evangelistic 
work.  The  meeting  will  be  addressed 
by  President  Shaffer  and  other  offlcera 
of  the  association.  The  question  upper- 
most in  the  minds  of  McKeesi>orters  la 
whether  or  not  the  National  Pipe  milla 
will  go  on  strike  Saturday  night. 

Those  organized  in  the  pipe  mills  be- 
long to  the  Federation  of  Labor,  and 
some  claim  It  is  a  question  of  the  con- 
stitution of  the  federation  for  members 
to  come  out  on  a  sympathetic  strike. 
The  Amalgamated  association  asserts 
that  the  National  Rolling  mill  and  the 
Boston  Iron  &  Steel  mill  will  surely  stop 
work  on  Saturday.  They  say  there  is 
no  question  on  that  point.  As  to 
whether  the  pipe  mills  will  come  out  is 
not  definitely  known,  some  men  talked 
to  saying  the  whole  plant  will  be  idle, 
while  others  thought  it  doubtful  if  the 
pipe  mill  men  would  join. 

The  management  of  the  Chartiers  mill 
at  Carnegie,  Pa.,  wiil  make  an  effort  to 
start  that  plant  next  Monday.  General 
Manager  Henry  notified  the  strikers 
yesterday  that  work  would  be  resumed' 
on  that  day,  and  that  in  future  the  mill 
would  be  non-union.  The  strikers  are 
credited  with  saying  that  they  will 
guard  the  mill  night  and  day  and  pre-' 
vent  strike  breakers  from  taking  their 
places.  The  Republic  Iron  works  on  the 
South  Side  wos  working  today,  but  the 
Amalgamated  people  assert  that  the  900 
men  employed  there  will  obey  the  strike 
order.  Thes  trike  is  virtually  over  at 
Wellsville.  Thirteen  more  mill  workers 
were  taken  there  yesterday  from  Scott- 
dale  and  put  to  work  without  trouble. 
Very  few  strikers  will  remain  in  the 
town.  The  strikers  held  for  rioting  are 
to  be  trted  next  Tuesday.  Congreasmaa 
R.  W.  Taylor  has  been  retained  to  de- 
fend the  strikers,  and  Judge  P.  M.  Smith 
will  assist  the  prosecution  as  special 
counsel.  At  McKeesport  last  night  the 
Wood  company  doubled  its  guards,  and 
the  report  that  non-union  men  were  to 
be  brought  to  town  stirred  the  strikers 
to  excitement.  No  men  were  brought  in, 
however.  Some  of  the  men  employed  at 
the  National  Steel  plant,  an  adjunct  of 
the  National  Tube  company,  formed  a 
new  Amalgamated  lodge  last  night.  Re- 
ports from  Leechburg,  Apollo,  Saltsbura 
and  Vandergrift,  where  the  Amalga- 
mated association  has  had  but  tevf 
friends  since  the  Homestead  strike,  say 
there  is  a  feeling  of  restlessness  since 
the  general  strike  order  was  issued,  and 
that  a  division  of  sentiment  has  been 
created.  The  steel  officials  say  they  fear 
no  trouble,  however. 


ANOTHER  MILL  STARTED 

Part  of  Lindsay  4  McCutcheon    Plant  Placed  In 

Operation  With  Non-Union  Men 

Without  Opposition. 


Clothing    Manufacturers  De- 
cline Strikers'  Request. 

New  York,  Aug.  8.— Resolutions 
adopted  at  a  meeting  of  205  clothing 
manufacturers  of  this  city  were  to  the 
effect  that  the  manufacturers  would 
refuse  to  sign  an  agreement  with  the 
tailors  not  to  employ  non-union  men. 
The  manufacturers  say  the  tailors 
stopped  work  without  notice,  statement 
or  cause,  or  request  of  any  kind.  The 
resolution  concludes: 

"This  is  not  a  question  of  wages  or 
hours,  but  of  principle,  and  we  must 
maintain  our  position.  We  will  pot 
in  any  way  discriminate  between  union 
and  non-union  men." 


Pittsburg,  Aug.  8.— The  "Farm"  mill 
of  the  Lindsay  &.  McCutcheon  com- 
pany. In  Allegheny,  was  started  at  7 
o'clock  this  morning  with  non-union 
men.  Early  yesterday  afternoon  the 
fires  were  lighted  and  everything  was 
placed  in  readiness  for  resuming  work. 
No  opposition  was  met  with  from  the 
strikers,  for  almost  to  a  man  they  are 
working  in  other  union  mills.  They 
were  away  at  their  work  when  the  Farm 
mill  started.  Guards  patrolled  every 
entrance  to  the  mill  and  it  was  next  to 
impossible  for  a  stranger  to  gain  ad- 
mission to  the  mills  while  the  prep.ar- 
atlons  for  starting  were  being  made. 

The  mill  that  was  put  into  operation 
is  a  finishing  mill  and  manufactures 
half  inch  steel  hoops.  It  is  one  of  three 
finishing  mills  in  the  Lindsay  &  Mc- 
Cutcheon establishment.  There  is  an- 
other mill  in   the  works   which   turns 


out  billets,  but  neither  It  nor  the  othefl 
two  finishing  mills  were  started  this 
morning.  It  is  reported  that  an  at- 
tempt will  be  made  to  start  these  justj 
as  soon  as  the  men  can  be  secured. 

Few  of  the  strike  breakers  were  taken 
nto  the  mill  until  almost  time  for  the 
starting  w^hlstle  to  blow  and  everything 
was  as  quiet  as  a  cemetery  until  that 
time,  except  for  the  noise  of  a  few  In- 
borers  working  on  repairs.  It  re- 
quired the  finding  of  only  twenty  mill 
men  to  start  the  Farm  mill,  for  all  the 
laborers  needed  were  easily  obtain-, 
able. 

Little  or  no  excitement  prevailed,  be- 
cause practically  none  of  the  strikera 
from  the  McCutcheon  mills  were  at 
home.  A  watchman  said  early  this 
morning,  however,  that  there  probably 
will  be  a  large  and  curious  crowd  alons 
the  railroad  in  the  mill  yards  today 
watching  the  operations,  and  he  pre- 
licted  that  there  might  be  trouble.        ^

Chicago,  Aug.  8.— Mosquitoes,  accord- 
ing to  the  Chronicle  to  be  banished 
from  the  Chicago  parks  If  a  recommend- 
ation recently  made  to  the  commis- 
sioners by  Professor  Frederick  Starr 
of  the  university  of  Chicago  is  carried 
out.  All  that  is  necessary  to  drive  the 
pests  away,  says  the  professor,  are 
castor  bean  plants. 

This  discovery  wa«i  made  by  Professor 
Starr  while  he  was  traveling  in  tro- 
pical countries.  He  was  supposed  to 
be  studying  anthropology  during  these 
travels,  but  the  exigencies  of  the  situ- 
ation forced  him  for  a  time  to  study 
the  best  method  of  driving  off  the 
clouds  ot  mosquitoes  which  made  life 
a  burdea. 


"One  night,"  said  the  rofessor,  "I  was 
annoyed  more  than  usual.  Thousands 
of  the  insects  hummed  and  buzzed  about 
me.  Finally,  in  desperation,  I  tore  soma 
branches  from  a  plant  with  which  ta 
brush  them  away.  I  soon  found  that 
I  did  not  have  to  brush.  The  mosqul- 
tots  had  disappeared  and  did  not  comd 
!  back  that  night. 

"The  plant  from  which  I  had  torn  thai 
blanches  was  that  of  the  castor  bean. 
The  next  evening  I  again  tried  it  witii 
the  same  success." 

Professor  C.  M.  Chllds  of  the  depart-* 
ment  of  entomology  of  the  university 
of  Chicago,  confirms  the  statements  ot 
Professor  Starr.  He  says  there  is  some- 
thing in  the  castor  bean  plant  which  la 
antipathetic  to  the  mosqulio,  but  tbat 
he  does  not  know  what  It  is.  .^

BRUTAL 
BURGLARS 

Hold    Up  a    Small    Boy 

at    Point     of    a 

Gun. 


Knocked  Him  Down  Just 

Before  Leaving  the' 

House. 


Robbery  Occurred  at  the 

Home  of  Albert 

Matter. 


Two  masked  burglars  broke  Into  the 
residence  of  Albert  Matter,  614  East 
Second  street,  last  evening. 
•One  of  them,  using  curses  and  threats, 
covered  Herman  Matter  with  a  gun. 
while  the  other  went  through,  the  house. 
They  only  succeeded  in  getting  about 
$20  in  change  from  a  small  savings 
bank. 

On  leaving  the  house  the  man  with 
the  gun  told  young  Matter  if  he  gave 
an  alarm  or  made  any  outcry  he  would 
return  and  kill  him.  Then,  to  em- 
phasize the  warning  he  struck  the  boy  a 
fierce  blow  on  the  side  of  the  head  and 
left  him  lying  on  the  Jloor. 

While  the  robbery  has  all  the  outward 
api)earance  of  dash  and  daring,  it  was 
one  of  the  most  cowardly  pieces  of  work 
on  record. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Matter  were  out  calling 
on  friends  at  the  time,  and  left  the 
house  In  charge  of  their  14-year-old  son 
Herman.  There  were  three  or  four 
younger  children  in  the  house  also. 

The  children  retired  a  little  before  10 
o'clock,  and  Herman  thought  he  would 
stay  awake  till  his  father  and  mother 
came  home.  Some  time  between  10  and 
11  o'clock  he  heard  a  noise  down  stair.s, 
and  thinking  it  was  his  father  and 
mother,  he  went  down  stairs  to  let  them 
in.  As  he  reached  the  foot  of  the  stair- 
way the  burglars,  with  masks  and  guns, 
jumped  out  from  the  living  room.  They 
ordered  the  frightened  boy  to  keep  quiet 
and.  marching  him  into  the  dining  room, 
compelled  him  to  look  out  at  a  window, 
while  one  of  the  men  extracted  the 
money  from  the  savings  bank. 

Young  Matter  says  that  one  of  the 
burglars  was  very  tall  and  the  other 
very  short.  It  was  the  short  man  that 
took  him  in  charge  and  kept  the  muzzle 
of  the  gun  close  to  his  head,  wlUle  the 
tall  man  went  through  the  house  with  a 
dark  lantern. 

The  bedrooms  were  searched  and  left 
in  great  disorder.    One  of  the  other  chil- 
dren saw  the  burglar  enter  his  mother's 
room,  but  was  too  frightened  to  cry  out. 
When  the  tall  man  came  down  stairs 
he  gave  a  signal  and  the  short  man  re- 
newed  his  thieats   and   profanity    wiih 
vigor.     He  kept   young  Matter  looking 
out   the    window,   and    said    that    If   he 
gave  the  slightest  warning  he  would  he 
killed.     He  then  struck  the  little  f -How 
on   the  .side  of   the  head  and   kno3k>»d 
him  over. 

Herman  \vas  merely  stunned  by  the 
blow  and  got  up  in  time  to  see  the  tvo 
men  running  across  the  vacant  lots  rn 
the  east  side  of  the  house.  They  weie 
headed  towards  First  street,  but  Soon 
disappeared  in  the  darkness. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Matter  did  not  get  home 
till  after  midnight  and  the  police  were 
then  notified  but  could  find  nothing  of 
the  burglars. 

Herman  says  that  when  he  went  back 
up  Stairs  he  was  careful  to  lock  the  door 
the  burglars  went  out  of.  but  when  his 
father  and  mother  came  home  the  door 
was  again  unlocked. 

The  little  bank  which  was  robuod 
contained  the  -savings  of  the  chil  Iren. 
and  Mrs.  Matter  says  that  she  would 
not  feel  so  bad  about  it  if  the  m'^ney 
had  been  hers.  Two  of  the  boys  sel'. 
papers  and  one  of  the  daughters  is  erji- 
ployed  in  a  department  store.  Tuey 
had  been  putting  their  money  in  the 
bank  for  several  months  and  were  v^ry 
proud  of  the  amount  saved. 

It  was  one  of  the  most  cowardly  bur- 
glaries on  record.  The  two  men  went 
in  with  a  flourish  of  guns  big  enough 
to  rob  a  stage  coach,  and  the  br.ital 
manner  in  which  they  handled  the  14- 
year-old  boy  was  in  keeping  with  the 
amount  of  courage  shown  in  robbing  a 
child's  savings  bank. 

The  burglars  left  no  clue  as  to  their 
identity.

English  states- 
men are  said  to  be 
30m  c  w  h  a  t  per- 
turbed over  the 
ownership  by  M. 
Menler  of  the 
Island  of  Antlcostl  at  the  mouth  of  the 
St.  I>iiwrence  river  and  practically  con- 
trolling the  waterway  to  Canada.  Menler 
Is  the  great  chocolate  manufacturer  of 
Paris,  and  he  purchased  the  island  four 
years  ago  with  the  ostensible  object  of 
making  it  a  great  game  preserve,  while  he 
Blso  contemplates  developing  its  varied 
Internal  resources— mineral  agricultural, 
and  fon'st.  The  Island  Is  about  130  miles 
long  and  30  miles  wide,  and  Its  area  Is 
estimated  at  2,500.000  acres,  so  It  forms  a 
principality  much^  larger  than  many  a 
European  ruler  exercises  sway  over.  The 
Canadian  government  claims  sovereign 
rights  over  It,  as  part  of  the  Dominion, 
but  the  peculiar  geographical  po.^ltlon  of 
Ihe  Island  would  make  the  assertion  of 
such  authority  very  difficult  In  the  event 
of  friction  between  England  and  France; 
and  M.  Mf^ler's  proceedings  since  he  ac- 
Hulred  the  Island  have  been  such  as  to  In- 
aicate  that  he  Is  little.  If  at  all,  concerned 
about  the  sovereignty  of  Canada  or  the 
feelings  which  the  majority  of  Canadians 
bear  toward  him.  Antlcostl  occupies  a 
position  of  great  strateelc  Importance, 
and  If  it  should  be  fortified,  a  proposition 
pot  at  all  likely,  however.  It  would  prove 
most  dangerous  to  Canadian  and  British 
commerce.  During  the  summer  months, 
n-hen  hundreds  of  steamers  pass  Into  and 
out  of  the  St.  Lawrence.  In  sight  of  Antl- 
costl, M.  Me-nler,  of  France,  with  a  few 
gunboats  and  a  shelter  port  adequately 
fortified,  which  would  be  their  head- 
quarters, could  play  havoc  with  the  huge 
but  defenseless  cargo  carriers.  While  the 
whole  matter  of  future  trouble  Is  per- 
haps visionary.  It  Is  likely  that  at  no  dis- 
tant day  some  steps  will  be  taken  to  re- 
move what  some  Knglishtnen  are  dl8|)Osed 
to  consider  a  menace  to  Canada  and  the 
Ooother   country.

|>ort  huge  bodies  of  men  astonisheil  the 
.Vct#ran3  of  foreign  countries,  who  consid- 
ered the  United  Seates  as  an  amateur 
IWhen  it  came  to  handling  a  vast  military 
force.  The  transport  army  service  has 
•Imply  done  wonders  and  the  matter  of 
carrying  thousands  of  men  In  the  most 
comfortable  and  expeditious  manner  pos- 
yible,  to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  has  been 
accomplished  by  us  in  a  way  unequaled  by 
t^ngland.  or  any  other  country,  notwith- 
Btamllng  their  years  of  experience.  In 
(Manila  are  still  kept  the  refrigerating

M«Y  BENEFIT  DULUTH. 

The  collateral  results  from  a  chain  of 
incidents  are  often  more  far-reaching 
than  the  direct  result.  Should  the 
present  strike  between  the  Steel  trufat 
and  the  Amalgamated  association  l»j 
prolonged  to  a  point  where  the  loss  lid- 
comes  large  and  the  feelings  of  the  par- 
ties are  wrought  to  a  high  pitch,  no 
matter  who  is  the  victor — no  matter 
what  the  direct  result  of  the  contest  Is, 
the  lesson  will  not  be  ^st  upon  the 
steel  corporation.  Many  of  the  plaiUs 
owned  by  that  corporation  are  located 
in  towns  without  any  special  advanta^i 
In  the  iron  manufacturing  line.  In 
some  of  these  towns  the  local  author- 
ities have  been  doing  all  they  can  to 
foment  the  strike  and  protect  the 
strikers,  the  reason  being  a  purely  po- 
litical one.  .Tp  towns  like  McKees^o  t, 
where  a  population  of  say  25,000  has  u 
plant  employing  6000  men,  the  poKt'cal 
power  is  with  the  employes  of  these  in- 
dustries. It  therefore  becomes  the  po- 
litical duty  of  an  ambitious  ward  poli- 
tician or  a  popular  mayor  to  tickle  the 
strikers  where  It  pleases  them  moat. 
Where  the  striking  element  Is  lar<o 
enough  to  hold  the  balance  of  pover, 
those  who  are  convinced  that  the  pres- 
ent .strike  Is  a  mistake  will  keep  dis- 
creetly silent,  while  the  demagogue  will 
howl  for  the  strikers  to  the  top  of  his 
bent.  These  communities  know  that 
their  future  welfare  depends  upon  the 
continuance  of  the  Industry  in  their 
midst,  but  that  is  remote  and  the  pres- 
ent pressure  Is  too  great  to  allow  thern 
to  take  any  risks. 

The  United  States  Steel  corporation, 
however,  can  get  along  without  nry 
one  town  or  city.  If  necessary  it  cun 
take  "up  a  plant  and  remove  it  to  an- 
other locality  with  less  expense  than  It 
would  be  put  to  in  fighting  a  strike. 
Then,  too,  the  lesson  taught  such  towns 
would  be  wholesome.  It  is  evident  to 
even  the  most  casual  observer  of  events 
that  the  cities  and  towns  which  pre 
taking  an  active  part  in  this  contest  for 
supremacy  will  find  themselves  within 
the  next  few  years  abandonee!  by  the 
industries  which  have  built  them  up. 
Capital  is  sensitive  and  will  not  re- 
main where  the  social  combination"!  are 
against  it.  A  man  is  not  obliged  to  live 
in  a  community  where  his  neighhor<t 
are  all  against  him,  and  he  will  not  do 
so  any  longer  than  it  takes  to  clos-^  ui) 
his  affairs  and  seek  a  more  cong'iiial 
home. 

The  management  of  the  steel  trust 
stated  some  time  ago  that  it  was  the 
intention  to  close  up  a  number  of  plants 
and  consolidate  them  In  the  prlnclr.al 
centers.  Since  then  a  new  feature  has 
been  introduced  by  the  action  of  thi? 
Amalgamated,  and  the  policy  will  be 
to  close  up  those  which  give  the  most 
troulile  and  remove  the  machinery  to 
more  aensll>le  localities. 

There  is  some  advantage  in  b'lng 
near  the  base  of  supplies.  It  may  «;oat 
a  tiitle  more  at  present  to  make  up  tli" 
iron  ore  of  Minnesota  at  Duluth  and 
ship  the  prodixct  to  the  Eastern  market, 
but  the  Western  and  Southweatf-rn 
market  can  be  handled  with  profit  from 
this  point.  This,  of  course,  has  "been 
figured  on  -by  those  Interested  an-i  the 
profits  and  1/^ses  to  the  fraction  of  a 
cent  have  been  determined.  l>\it  the 
labor  troubles  will  add  a  new  equation 
to  the  problem,  which  will  have  a 
marked  Influence  on  the  result.  The 
time  is  bound  to  come  when  the  adv.in- 
tages  of  this  point  will  'jiniK^l  the  steel 
trust,  or  some  other  interest,  to  make 
Duluth  the  iron  and  steel  center  of  the 
continent.  The  present  trouble  may 
hasten  the  consummation  of  that  event. 
The  strike,  if  continued,  will  <'-»itainly 
hurt  the  shipment  of  ore  East,  the'lon- 
nage  of  Duluth  will  not  loom  up  as  it 
would  under  normal  conditions,  but  tJie 
af^vantages  of  Duluth  as  an  initial  cen- 
ter will  become  more  apparent  as  t'le 
strike  develops.  It  Is  an  ill  wind  that 
blows  no  good.  The  strikers  in  their 
blindness  may  be  working  for  the  et»:i- 
nal  good  of  Duluth.

through  ignorance  did  what  he  could 
to  assist  the  Republicans  In  congress 
V.  ilh  their  most  contemptible  party

E.  R.  Cobb,  superintendent  of  build- 
ing for  the  board  of  education,  has  just 
completed  the  work  of  compiling  a  table 
of  Information  regrardingr  the  school 
buildings  of  the  city,  which  contains 
some  Interesting  facts.  It  was  designed 
primarily  for  the  new  members  of  the 
board,  but  some  of  its  facts  will  be  In- 
teresting to  everybody. 

There  are  thirty-two  school  buildings 

Jn  the  city,  and  they  have  300  rooms,  of 
which  2Si»  are  in  use  and  twenty  are 
vacant.  The  schools  run  all  the  wav 
from  the  Central  High  School,  which 
has  45  rooms,  down  to  1-rooni  sihool 
houses  in  the  outlying  districts,  which 
buildings  are  much  like  the  ones  in  the 
country  or  In  country  town.s,  except 
that  some  of  them  are  probsibly  a  little 
better'  than  the  person  that  went  to 
school  in  the  country  was  accustomed 
to  In  his  younger  days. 

The  s<hools  ar.'  heated  by  steam,  fur- 
nace and  stoves,  the  steam-heated 
schools  being  in  the  majority.  There 
are  eighteen  schools  heated  by  steam, 
Beven  by  furnaces  and  seven  by  stoves. 
The  stove-heated  s<hools  are  nearly  all 
of  the  1-room  variety,  though  the  Fond 
du  Lac  and  SmithvlUe  .schools,  which 
are  heated  by  stoves,  have  two  rooms 
each.  There  are  no  hot-water  plants  in 
the  schools. 

Another  column  in  the  table  shows  the 
method  of  ventilation.  Seventeen  of  the 
schools  have  mechanical  ventiloticm 
systems,  while  fifteen,  including  all  of 
the  1-room  variety  and  some  more,  are 
ventilated  by  natural  methods,  which 
means  that  they  are  ventilated  by  win- 
dows that  let  in  the  breezes  when  there 
are  breezes  to  let  In.  The  1-room 
schools  are  as  follows:  Bay  View 
Heights,  ColbyvlUe.  Kenwood  Park, 
Lexington,  Oatka  and  Woodland.

Site  Was   Expensive  But 

Location  Justifies 

the  Cost. 


The  announcement  that  a  handsome. 
6-8tory,  flre-proof  building  is  to  be 
erected  at  the  comer  of  Third  avenue 
west  and  First  street  for  the  steel  com- 
pany interests  has  given  much  satisfac- 
tion to  owners  of  property  on  First 
street  in  the  business  section.  Not  only 
that,  but  It  has  Increased  the  feeling 
among  a  large  number  that  It  wHl  be- 
come before  long  almost  as  good  a  busi- 
ness street  as  Superior  street.  It  has 
frequently  been  suggested  that  If  the 
owners  of  First  street  property  would 
get  together  and  put  down  an  asphalt 
pavement  It  would  soon  take  rank  with 
Superior  street. 

Messrs.  Palmer,  Hall  &  Hunt  are  al- 
ready at  work  on  the  plans  for  the 
building.  Its  cost  complete  will  be  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $300,000,  Including 
the  property.  As  stated  yesterdfiy  this 
amount  will  be  made  up  by  a  loan  on 
the  property  to  the  amount  of  about  half 
and  the  balance  by  a  stock  company,  in 
which  a  number  of  Duluth  and  outside 
people  are  interested.  The  steel  com- 
pany takes  a  lease  for  ten  years,  and,  it 
is  understood,  pays  6  per  cent  on  the 
cost  of  the  building  as  rental. 

It  Is  a  fact  that  property  for  a  build- 
ing for  the  steel  company  could  have 
been  obtained  in  other  locations  at  a 
much  less  cost.  The  site  really  cost 
more  than  $6u.000.  Hutchinson  Bevler 
got  $50,000  for  the  100  feet,  and  In  addi- 
tion to  that.  Hayha  &  Co.  had  to  be 
bought  off.  for  they  had  a  lease  which 
they  considered  valuable.  It  was  to  run 
for  Ave  years,  and  that  location  was  an 
excellent  one  for  their  business.  Con- 
secjuently,  when  they  were  asked  to 
name  the  figure  at  which  they  would 
sell,  they  placed  It  at  $10,000  and  they 
got  it.  They  considered  the  lease  well 
worth  that  much  to  them,  for  they  could 
hardli:-  find  another  location  as  good. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  contractor  and 
architect  had  to  be  .settled  with,  and  the 
cost  of  that  Is  to  add  to  the  price  paid 
for  the  property.  Altogether  It  cost 
pretty  close  to  $65,000  to  get  the  prop- 
erty. . 

The  wisdom  of  paying  so  much  w.'en 
other  property  near  there  on  •'^irst 
street  could  have  been  had  at  a  muca 
less  sum,  has  been  questioned,  but  thj 
projectors  thought  the  corner  bo  mu<;h 
better  than  the  other  that  the  added 
cost  was  well  Justified.  Not  all  of  the 
building  will  be  occupied  by  the  at.*-! 
Infernts,  they  taking  about  four  fljo.'s. 
This  will  leave  about  two  floors  to  be 
rented,  and  this  Is  the  very  reason  that 
this  corner  was  wanted  so  badly.  The 
projectors  figure  that  offices  and  store 
rooms  in  a  building  at  that  corner  will 
rent  more  readily  and  at  better  rerttls 
than  they/ would  be  In  a  building  at.  say 
Second  aVenue  west  and  First  street, 
which  site  was  available. 

It  will  not  be  long  before  the  Board 
of  Trade  building  will  be  too  small  to 
accommodate  the  grain  trade  If  It  con- 
tinues Its  present  growth,  and  the  new 
building  will  easily  catch  the  overflow. 
Si  ores  at  that  corner  will  always  rent 
much  better,  too,  than  at  any  ot^^er 
corner  on  First  street.  Taken  all  In  all 
shrewd  business  men  will  agree  that 
Mr.  Wolvln  and  his  associates  fifjuicd 
wisely. 

Hayha  &  Co.  have  taken  a  two-year^' 
hnse  on  the  building  they  are  now  in 
and  will  therefore  continue  at  their 
present  stand.  It  was  at  first  thof.ght 
that  a  new  building  could  be  erected' 
for  the  firm  in  another  location  on  First 
street.

Minnesota  employes  of  the  United 
States  Steeli^company  are  on  the  anxious 
seat,.  If  the  general  strike  among  the 
trust'i"  manufacturing  plants  gofcs  into 

effect  next  Satud^"^'  it*  wilt  nit  only 
mean  that  l65,0w  T^n  W*ll  be  Hdle  In 
the  East,  but  there  is  a  po.S8lbHi|y  that 
th  eMlnnesota  Iron  mines,  ore  carrying 
roads  and  ore  carrying  traffic  on  the 
lakes  will  be  at  least  partially  sus- 
pended till  the  strike  is  adjusted. 

If  the  strike  lasts  any  great  length  of 
time,  the  effect  on  Duluth  will  be  very 
noticeable,  but  not  so  much  as  among 
the  Iron  range  towns  and  at  Two  Har- 
bors and  Proctorknott.  The  monthly 
pay  roll  at  the  latter  place  Is  $25,000, 
much  of  which  is  spent  among  the  mer- 
chants of  this  city. 

The  worklngmen  In  the  Minnesota 
iron  mines  and  on  the  two  ore  carrying 
roads  of  the  steel  trust  will  lose  heavily 
in  this  strike,  which  Is  of  no  benefit  to 
them,  even  If  the  strikers  gain  every- 
thing they  are  ttghting  for. 

The  ore  business  this  year  Is  con- 
siderably lighter  than  last  year  which 
fact,  in  Itself,  ha-s  a  tendency  to  cut 
down  the  earnings  of  the  Minnesota 
men  and  a  shut  down  of  even  a  month 
this  summer  Is  like  ly  to  be  a  serious 
matter  with  the  .steel  compan/s  em- 
ployes In  and  about  this  city.

Train     Crew    Have    Narrow

Fort  Dodge,  Iowa.  Aug.  8.— The  crew 
on  a  gravel  train  on  the  Minneapolis  &  |

B.  R.  Cobb,  superintendent  of  build- 
ing for  the  board  of  education,  has  just 
completed  the  work  of  eompilinj?  a  tablo 
of  Information  regarding  the  school 
buildings  of  the  city,  which  contains 
Borne  inttresting  facts.  It  was  designed 
primarily  for  the  new  members  of  the 
board,  but  some  of  Its  facts  will  be  in- 
teresting to  everybody. 

There  are  thirty-two  school  buildings 
in  the  city,  and  they  have  300  rooms,  of 
which  2S0  are  in  use  and  twenty  are 
vacant.  The  schools  run  all  the  wav 
from  the  Central  High  School,  which 
ha.s  45  rooms,  down  to  1-room  school 
houses  in  the  outlying  districts,  whi»'h 
buildings  are  much  like  the  ones  in  the 
country  or  in  country  town.s,  except 
that  sonif  of  tht-m  are  probably  a  little 
b»>tter  than  the  person  that  went  to 
school  In  tho  country  was  accustomed 
to  in  his  younger  days. 

The  sfhools  ar>'  heated  by  .steam,  fur- 
nace and  .Mtovps,  the  steani-heateil 
schooKs  being  in  th«»  majority.  There 
are  eighteen  st-hool.s  heated  by  steam, 
seven  by  furnaces  and  seven  by  stoves. 
The  stove-heated  schools  are  nearly  all 
of  the  1-room  variety,  though  the  Fond 
du  Lac  and  Sniithville  .schools,  which 
are  heated  by  stoves,  have  two  rooms 
each.  There  are  no  hot-water  plants  in 
the  scho<jls. 

.Another  column  in  the  table  shows  the 
tntthod  of  ventilatiim.  Seventeen  of  the 
B(;ho<ils  have  mechanical  ventilation 
systems,  while  fifteen.  Includinjr  all  of 
the  l-roo!n  variety  and  some  more,  are 
ventilated  by  natural  methtids.  which 
means  that  they  are  ventilated  by  win- 
dows that  let  in  the  breezes  when  there 
are  breezes  to  let  in.  The  1-room 
schools  are  as  follows:  Hay  Vi>  \v 
HtiighLs.

Remaining  at  Home. 

Duluthlans  are  apparently  remaining 
at  home  to  enjoy  the  delightful  wea- 
ther now  prevailing,  as  local  city  pas- 
senger agents  tay  that  travel  Is  very 
light  and  lew  residents  of  the  city  are 
leaving  their  happy  homes.  On  the 
contrary,  tourist  travel  Is  very  heavy 
and  Is  about  the  only  businews  which 
th«>  I  asseng.'r  men  have  to  handle  at 
present.

The  announcement  that  a  handsome, 
6-8tory,  flre-proof  building  is  to  be 
erected  at  the  comer  of  Third  avenue 
west  and  First  street  for  the  steel  com- 
pany interests  has  given  much  satisfac- 
tion to  owners  of  property  on  First 
street  in  the  business  section.  Not  only 
that,  but  it  has  increased  the  feeling 
among  a  large  number  that  it  wHl  be- 
come before  long  almost  as  good  a  busi- 
ness street  as  Superior  street.  It  has 
frequently  been  suggested  that  if  the 
owners  of  First  street  property  would 
get  together  and  put  down  an  asphalt 
pavement  It  would  soon  take  rank  with 
Superior  street. 

Messrs.  Palmer,  Hall  &  Hunt  are  al- 
ready at  work  on  the  plans  for  the 
building.  Its  cost  complete  will  be  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $300,000,  including 
the  property.  As  stated  yesterday  this 
amount  will  be  made  up  by  a  loan  on 
the  |>i-operty  to  the  amount  of  about  half 
and  the  balance  by  a  stock  company,  in 
which  a  number  of  Duluth  and  outside 
Iieople  are  interested.  The  steel  »oni- 
pany  takes  a  lease  for  ten  years,  and,  it 
is  understood,  pays  6  per  cent  on  the 
cost  of  the  building  as  rental. 

It  is  a  fa<t  that  property  for  a  build- 
ing for  the  steel  company  could  have 
been  obtained  in  other  locations  at  a 
much  less  cost.  The  site  really  cost 
more  than  $60,000.  Hutchinson  IJevler 
got  $."»0,0O0  for  the  100  feet,  and  In  addi- 
tion to  that.  Bayha  &  Co.  had  to  be 
bought  off.  for  they  had  a  lease  which 
they  considered  valuable.  It  was  to  run 
for  five  years,  and  that  location  was  an 
excellent  one  for  their  business.  Con- 
sequently, when  they  were  asked  to 
name  the  figure  at  which  they  would 
sell,  they  placed  It  at  $10,000  and  they 
got  it.  They  considered  the  lease  well 
worth  that  much  to  them,  for  they  could 
hardly;  tind  another  location  as  good. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  contractor  and 
architect  had  to  be  settled  with,  and  the 
cost  of  that  is  to  add  to  the  price  pal  i 
for  the  property.  Altogether  it  cost 
pretty  close  to  $65,000  to  get  the  prop- 
erty. 

The  wisdom  of  paying  so  much  w.ien 
other  property  near  there  on  »'^lrst 
street  could  have  been  had  at  a  muca 
less  sum.  has  been  questioned,  but  thj 
projectors  thought  the  corner  so  mueh 
better  than  the  other  that  the  adued 
<o8t  was  well  Justlfled.  Not  all  of  the 
building  will  be  occupied  by  the  steel 
intertlts,  they  taking  about  four  fljo.-s. 
This  \\\\\  leave  about  two  floors  to  be 
rented,  and  this  Is  the  very  reason  that 
this  corner  was  wanted  so  badly.  The 
projectors  figure  that  otHces  and  store 
rooms  in  a  building  at  that  corner  will 
rent  more  readily  and  at  better  rert  ils 
than  theyv  would  be  In  a  building  at,  say 
Second  aVenue  west  and  First  stre«t. 
which  site  was  available. 

It  will  not  be  long  before  the  Board 
of  Trade  bulhilng  will  be  too  small  to 
accommodate  the  grain  trade  If  it  con- 
tinues its  present  growth,  and  the  ni'W 
building  will  easily  catch  the  overflow. 
Si  ores  at  that  corner  will  always  rent 
much  better,  too,  than  at  any  ot^'cr 
corner  on  First  street.  Taken  all  In  all 
shrewd  business  men  will  agree  that 
Mr.  Wolvin  and  his  associates  figured 
wisely. 

Hayha  &  Co.  have  taken  a  two-year"' 
base  on  the  building  they  are  now  in 
and  will  therefore  continue  at  their 
present  stand.  It  was  at  first  thof.gSt 
that  a  new  building  could  he  er.^cted 
for  the  firm  in  another  location  on  First 
street.

Chance  For  Steel  Strike 

to  Have  Effect  Out 

Here. 

Minnesota  employe.s  of  the  United 
States  Steel  company  are  on  the  anxious 
seat,  If  the  general  strike  among  the 
trust'^'  manufacturing  plants  gojf-s  into 
effect  next  Satiia&^','  it. will  n^t  only 
mean  that  165,006  Tttan  \^11  be  Rdle  In 
the  East,  but  there  is  a  po.ssibilijty  that 
th  eMlnnesota  Iron  mines,  ore  carrying 
roads  and  ore  carrying  traffic  on  the 
lakes  will  be  at  least  partially  sus- 
pended till  the  strike  is  adjusted. 

if  the  strike  lasts  any  great  length  of 
time,  the  effect  on  Duluth  will  be  very 
noticeable,  but  not  so  much  as  among 
the  Iron  range  towns  and  at  Two  Har- 
bors and  Proctorknott.  The  monthly 
pay  roll  at  the  latter  place  is  $25,000, 
much  of  which  is  spent  among  the  mer- 
chants of  this  city. 

The  workingmen  in  the  Minnesota 
iron  mines  and  on  Ihe  two  ore  carrying 
roads  of  the  steel  tru.st  will  lose  heavily 
in  this  strike,  which  is  of  no  benefit  to 
them,  even  If  the  strikers  gain  every- 
thing they  are  lighting  for.

SOUTH  DAKOTA  CROPS. 


Harvesting  of  Wheat  Is  Nearly 
Completed. 

Harvesting  of  wheat  is  nearly  com- 
pleted in  South  Dakota,  according  to 
the  crop  report  for  the  week  ending 
Monday  last.  The  report  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Excepting  excessively  high  tem- 
perature on  Thursday,  Aug.  1,  over 
the  eastern  portion  of  the  state,  with 
hot  wind  for  a  time  in  the  afternoon, 
moderate  daytime  temperature  and  cool 
nights  prevailed  during  the  week.  Fair- 
ly dKstrlbuted  showers,  in  some  local- 
ities copious,  occurred  the  latter  part  of 
the  week,  and  combined  with  the  mod- 
erate temperature  they  were  beneficial 
to  late  tlax,  millet  and  grass  and  re- 
freshed corn.  Excepting  the  very  high 
temperature  and  accompanying  hot 
wind  on  Tliursday,  the  conditions  were 
fairly  favorable  to  late  crops. 

The  harvesting  of  wheat,  oats,  bai-- 
ley,  rye  and  speltz  is  nearly  com- 
pleted, except  in  the  northern  counties, 
where  with  favorable  weather  it  will 
be  finished  this  week.  In  the  northern 
tier  of  countlej:  a  severe  wind,  rain  and 
over  a  considerable  area  hail,  storm  oc- 
curred, lodging  and  otherwise  damag- 
ing some  uncut  grain.  The  grain  has 
been  secured  in  shock  or  stack  under 
very  favorable  conditions  for  handling 
it.  Threshing  from  shock  has  begun 
in  the  southern  counties  and  the  returns 
indicate  very  good  yield  and  quality, 
and  rye  generally  fair  to  good  yield, 
fine  quality.  Reports  indicate  that,  on 
the  whole,  mole  than  the  usual  volume 
of  small  grains  is  probable,  with  much 
wheat  of  medium  grade,  though  bright 
and  clean  looking.  Stacking  has  pro- 
gressed rapidly. 

"The  hot  wind  Thursday  diminished 
the  corn  prospects  somewhat,  as  indi- 
cated by  considerably  damage  to  the 
crop  in  localities  where  before  it  had 
not  suffered  materially.  On  the  whole, 
reports  indicate  that  with  favorable 
weather  about  half  a  crop  Is  probable. 
There  is  much  that  has  eared  scantily 
and  is  filling  deficiently.  There  is 
much  late  corn  that  is  yet  susceptible 
of  marked  improvement.  There  is  some 
good  corn,  some  fair,  some  poor,  and  in 
localities  some  that  is  considered  ruined 
except  for  fodder. 

"Reports  continue  to  indicate  that 
generally  the  potato  prospect  is  poor, 
although  there  are  limited  areas  In 
some  localities  where  they  promise 
fairly  well. 

"Late  flax  has  been  benefited  to  some 
extent  where  good  rains  fell,  but  on 
the  whole  the  prospect  Is  not  encour- 
aging, though  there  is  room  for  con- 
siderable improvement  with  favorable 
weather. 

"ConRlderable  early  millet  has  been 
cut,  with  fair  yield,  but  unless  more 
copious  rains  occur  soon  over  the 
greater  portion  of  the  state,  the  crop 
will  fall  considerably  below  expect- 
ations of  the  first  week  in  July. 

"Haying  has  been  actively  prosecuted 
and  stacking  and  curing  have  pro- 
gressed under  very  favorable  weather 
conditions.  The  area  where  the  crop 
will  fall  .''hort  has  somewhat  increased, 
but  if  cut  soon  the  crop  will,  on  the 
whole,  be  ample  and  to  spare.  There 
Is  much  hay  already  In  stack.  There  are 
a  number  of  counties  where  hay  grass 
is  unusually  abundant.  Reports  indi- 
cate that  pasture  on  the  ranges  is  In 
good  condition,  that  live  stock  generally 
Is  in  good  flesh,  and  that  the  rains 
have  cf.iKsed  pastures  generally  to  be- 
come gieen  again. 

"The  prospect  for  apples  where  they 
are  raised  is  only  fair,  and  considerable 
droping  is  reported." 


OPENED. 

Nine-Inch  Mill  of  Clark 
Plant  Started  Non- 
Union. 

Pittsburg,  Aug.  8.— The  nine-Inch  mill 
of  the  Clark  plant.  Thirty-fifth  stre'^t, 
Lawrencevllle,  opened  this  moininfe 
with  forty-two  men.  It  is  claimed  by 
the  company  that  this  makes  the  tot-  1 
number  of  men  in  the  mill  463  and 
leaves  but  one  mill  Idle.  It  Is  sal  J  the 
9,  10,  12  and  20-lnch  mills  are  now  work- 
ing full  turn.  All  the  men  employed 
are  non-union.  By  Monday  morning 
the  management  claim  the  8-inch  u»lll 
will  be  running  and  the  plant  will  be  in 
full  operation.  But  few  strikers  were 
seen  about  the  place  and  everything  is 
quiet. 

Capt.  Louis  Brown  of  the  mill  said 
that  the  report  concerning  the  men 
sleeping  in  the  mill  was  unfounded.  He 
said  they  left  when  their  work  was 
completed  and  returned  In  time  for  the 
turn  and  that  the  strikers  were  not 
molesting  them.  He  said  further  that 
the  work  turned  out  by  the  men  yes- 
terday was  up  to  the  standard  and  tn£\t 
not  a  bar  of  mat  was  lost,  something 
remarkable,  he  claimed,  in  a  mill  w>ere 
men  who  have  not  worked  together  ure 
employed. . 

Painter's  mill,  of  the  American  Stefl 
Hoop  company,  on  the  South  Side,  it  is 
said,  will  start  operations  today  or  10- 
morrow.  The  furnaces  have  been 
lighted  for  two  days.  A  policeman  .'.s 
standing  guard  at  the  entrance  to  the 
plant,  but  a  reserve  force  of  six  men 
is  being  held  at  the  station. 

WAS   DISAPPOINTED. 

Clerk  Suicides  on  Hearing  of 
Small  Bequest. 

Philadelphia,  Aug.  8.— Maximilian 
Manassee,  nephew  of  a  former  wealthy 
banker  of  Berlin.  Germany,  committed 
suicide  at  his  boarding  house  today  by 
shooting  himself  because  his  uncle  had 
cut  him  off  in  his  will  with  $40.  Manas- 
see,  who  was  a  clerk,  had  frequently 
spoken  of  his  uncle  and  said  he  expected 
to  receive  $40,000.

Important    Decision    By 
Judge   Lochren  Re- 
lating to  Tugs. 


Shipyards    at    Bay    City 

Will  Be  Reopened 

at  Once. 


Improvement    In    Grain 

Trade  at  Chicago  Has 

Disappeared. 


When  a  tug  assists  another  tug  to  tow 
a  raft,  Ihat  work  is  work  on  the  raft, 
and  not  on  the  tug,  and  the  owner  of  the 
assisting  tug  is  not  entitled  to  a  Uen  on 
the  tug  assisted. 

This  is  the  effecX  of  an  interesting  and 
important  decision  handed  down  by 
Judge  Lochren  In  United  States  court  In 
the  case  of  the  Northwestern  Fuel  com- 
pany against  the  tug  W.  B.  Castle,  D.  E. 
Stevens,  Inlervenor.  The  decision  Is  on 
Capt.  Stevens'  Intervening  claim  for  serv- 
ices In  assisting  the  Castle  to  tow  logs  In 
the  harbor  of  Duluth  and  Superior.  The 
court  says: 

"This  service,  although  rendered  for 
the  owners  of  the  tug  Cattle  and  in  the 
work  In  which  that  tug  was  engaged,  was 
service  expended  on  the  rafts  90  towed, 
and  not  upon  the  tug  nor  in  aid  of  her 
navigation  as  a  vessel  or  watercraft,  and 
cannot  be  the  basis  of  a  maritime  libel 
against  that  tug. 

"The  acts,  statements  or  admissions  of 
I.  e  owner  cannot  create  a  maritime  Hen 
after  the  rendition  of  the  services,  where 
no  lien  exists.  The  state  statute,  section 
6085,  enacting  that  boats  or  vessels  shall 
be  liable  on  account  of  work  done  or 
services  rendered  on  board  or  for  the 
benehx  of  such  boat  or  vessel,  or  on  ac- 
count of  labor  done  or  materials  fur- 
nished by  such  mechanic,  tradesman  or 
others.  In  and  for  building,  repairing, 
fitting  out,  furnishing  or  equipping  the 
same  only  refers  to  labor  or  materials 
furnished  for  the  boat  or  vessel  or  cen- 
nected  with  its  supplies  or  navigation, 
and  does  nol  cover  labor  and  materials 
merely  furnished  to  the  other  for  other 
purposes,  even  though  connected  with  the 
business  on  which  the  boat  is  also  era- 
ployed.  Notwithstanding  that  this  ioter- 
venlng  claim  is  meritorious,  I  am  con- 
strained for  the  reasons  stated  to  direct 
decree  dismissing  the  intervening  libel, 
but  wUhout  costs."

SHIPYARDS  TO  REOPEN. 

Aug.  8.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—As  a  result  of  tne  recent  contracts 
for  new  ships  taken  by  the  American 
Shipbuilding  company  Us  shipyard  at 
West  Bay  City  will  be  reopened  at  once, 
and  work  commenced  in  tht;  construction 
of  two  steamers.  The  closing  of  this  yard 
last  spring  threw  a  large  number  of  men 
out  of  employment,  and  was  a  black  eye 
to  Bay  City  Industries.  If  the  Counsel- 
man  company  should  award  the  conUacls 
for  anv  of  the  ten  steamers  it  proposes 
to  build,  this  fall,  the  lake  shipyards  will 
exceed  all  previous  records  In  construction 
of  new  tonnage.

NO  MORE  OCEAN  TTIIPS. 

Chicago,  Aug.  8.— Ruinous  discrimination 
In  Insurance  rates,  according  to  officials 
of  the  Northwestern  Steamship  company, 
has  decided  them  to  withdraw  their  ships 
from  the  trans-Atlantic  route.  The  with- 
drawal will  be  made  on  the  return  of  the 
two  steamships  to  Chicago  from  Iverpoql. 
Similar  action  will  be  taken  with  the 
company's  other  two  steamships,  unless 
the  alleged  extortions  shall  be  abated  dur- 
ing the  .=lx  weeks  interval  that  will  elapse 
before  the  steamers  again  make  this  port 
and  the  route  will  be  abandoned,  until 
such  time  as  satisfactory  rates  can  be  ar- 
ranged. 

As  high  as  $1.75  per  100  has  been  charged 
shippers  for  cargo  insurafice  to  Liverpool 
from  this  port,  and  the  average  rate  has 
been  not  less  than  $1.25.  at  which  figure 
there  Is  a  discrimination  against  the  Chi- 
cago  company  of  about  $,'S00  a  cargo  or 
$7000  a  round  trip.  Lines  running  to  Eu- 
rope from  New  York  or  Montreal  are  able 
to  secure  insurance  as  low  as  30  cents.

Morgan   Et  AI  Trying  to 

Coerce  Other  Coal 

Interests. 

London.  Aug.  8. — Seymour  Bell,  the 
British  commercial  .agent  In  the  United 
States,  in  the  course  of  a  report  on  the 
coal  and  coke  trade  of  America,  says: 

"It  is  more  than  doubtful  if  there  will 
ever  be  the  enormous  export  of  coal 
from  the  United  States  looked  for. 
Morgan  and  Vanderbilt  and  the  Penn- 
sylvania coal  interests  appear  to  be 
trying  to  coerce  other  coal  interests 
not  owning  railways,  particularly  those 
of  the  Ohio  coal  fields,  and  prevent 
them  from  selling  at  a  lower  price  than 
the  railways  working  coal  mines,  by 
denying  them  transportation  facilities 
except  upon  their  own  terms.  Federal 
laws  forbid  discrimination  in  rates,  but 
it  is  an  accepted  fact  that  rebates  are 
allowed  to  the  large  trusts  and  coal 
operators  friendly  to  the  roads  con- 
cerned."

Anarchists  Have  Designs 

on  Crowned  Heads

New  York,  Aug.  8. — Says  the  London

Negro   Burned  at   Stake 

By  Furious  Mob  In 

Alabama. 


Had  Assaulted  the  Wife 

of    Well  -  to  •  Do 

Farmer. 


Terrified    Man    Pleaded 
For  Mercy  In  Agoniz- 
ing Tones. 


Birmingham,  Ala.,  Aug.  8.— With 
agonizing  screams  and  his  eyes  bulging 
from  his  head.  John  Wesley  Pennington, 
a  negro,  was  burned  at  the  stake  near 
Enterprise,  Ala.,  before  a  crowd  of  500 
enraged  and  determined  citizens  of 
Coffee  county  yesterday  morning.  The 
mob  was  composed  of  both  whites  and 
blacks,  and  though  the  suffering  wretch 
pleaded  for  mercy  and  frantically  en- 
deavored to  break  the  chains  that  tight- 
ly bound  him,  not  a  trace  of  sympathy 
wa.s  .«!hown  on  the  faces  that  peered  at 
him  through  the  llames.  Pennington  had 
committed  a  brutal  a.saault  upon  Mrs.  J. 
i".  L»avis.  the  wife  of  one  of  the  mo.^t 
prominent  farmers  of  Coffee  county,  and 
confessed  his  guilt. 

The  crime  was  committed  Tuesday 
while  Mrs.  Davi^  was  gathering  vege- 
tables In  her  garden.  She  was  stooping 
over  ]>lucking  tomatoes  when  Penning- 
ton slipped  up  from  behind  her  and 
threw  lier  to  the  ground.  He  choked 
th-^  fear-stricken  woman  into  insensi- 
bility, accomplished  his  intention  and 
tied  through  the  woods  near  by.  As 
soon  a.s  she  regained  her  senses.  Mrs. 
Davis  crawled  to  the  house  and  told 
her  husband  what  had  happened.  .\ 
large  posse  was  ciulckly  organized,  with 
bloodhounds,  and  they  chased  the  negro 
until  early  yesterday  morning,  when  he 
was  captured  In  a  swamp.  Pennington 
was  bound  hand  and  foot  and  taken 
back  lo  the  Davis  home  for  Identifica- 
tion. Word  of  the  a.ssault  on  Mrs. 
Davis  had  been  .sent  by  runners  for 
miles  around  Enterprise,  and  every 
farmer  In  the  neighborhood  had  joined 
in  the  search.  S*)me  of  them  were  tfjo 
late  to  join  the  pur.sulng  party,  and 
went  to  Davis'  home  and  quietly 
awaited  their  return,  's^^^ere  Is  not  a 
telegraph  otTice  in  (.'offee  county  but  the 
messenger  traveled  fast,  and  when  the 
posse  arrived  yesterday  morning  with 
Pennington  there  were  at  least  .^00  per- 
sons gathered  near  the  Davis  residence. 
A  great  shout  went  up  when  the  pris- 
oner was  seen  by  the  crowd,  but  at  a 
signal  the  men  withdrew  to  the  woods 
and  awaited  the  result  of  the  meeting 
of  Pennington  and  Mrs.  Davis.  Mrs. 
Davis  Immediately  recognized  him  and 
the  negro  broke  down  and  wept.  He 
admitted  having  committed  the  crime, 
and  though  he  pleaded  for  mercy  wUh 
cries  of  terror,  the  trembling  man  was 
dragged  from  the  house  and  Into  the 
woods  where  the  crowd  had  gathered. 

Evidently  expecting  the  confession, 
several  of  the  citizens  had  already 
driven  an  Iron  pipe  in  the  ground,  and 
as  the  men  approached  with  Penning- 
ton, both  whites  and  blacks  were  piling 
bru.shwood  around   the  stake. 

The  negro  nmv  saw  his  doom,  and 
with  a  .scream  of  terror  fell  to  the 
ground  In  a  faint.  He  was  quickly  re- 
vived and  drugged  to  the  stake,  where 
the  crowd  stood  silently  by.  The 
frightened  man  was  limp  and  had  to  be 
held  up  while  the  chains  were  fastened 
around  his  neck  and  l>ody.  When  all 
was  ready  the  cry  was  given  and  the 
crowd  stood  back.  .\  match  was  applied 
to  the  pile,  and  with  oil  to  feed  upon 
the  tiny  flame  soon  burst  into  a  roaring 
fire.  The  t«»rrif1ed  negro  again  pleaded 
for  mercy  In  the  most  agonizing  tones, 
and  prayed  to  God  that  those  around 
him  might  perish.  He  then  called  upon 
the  Maker  for  forgiveness,  and  as  the 
flames  leaped  up  and  encircled  his  neck 
an  unearthly  shriek  was  heard,  and  the 
man's  eyes  had  almost  bulged  out  of 
their  Rockets.  By  this  time  the  fire  had 
gained  such  headway  that  nothing 
could  be  seen  except  a  wriggling  motion 
in  the  center  of  the  fire.  A  deathly 
silence  followed,  and  In  a  few  minutes 
the  flames  had  sufficiently  subdued  to 
seee  that  Pennington's  head  had  fallen 
forward  and  hung  limp  over  the  Iron 
chain.  The  body  was  quickly  consumed 
and  all  of  Pennington  that  remained 
was  a  pile  of  ashes.  The  crowd  then 
quietly  dispers'-d.

EFFECTS 
OF  STRIKE 


The  Iron  Age   Discusses 

the  Steel  and  Iron 

Conditions. 


Fresh  Line   of   Products 

Aiiected  By  General 

Strike. 


Thus  Far  the   Nanufac' 

turers  Have  Made 

Some  Gains. 


New  York,  Aug.  8.— The  Iron  Age,  in 
discussing    the    effects    of    the    strilte, 
says:       The   calling   out   of    the    union 
men   in  all   the   plants  of     the     United 
States   Steel   corporation   thus   far  not 
affected  will  considerably  extend      the 
trouble    and    will    affect    quite    a    fresh 
line  of  products.       So  far  as   the   Illi- 
nois Steel  company  is  concerned,  it  may 
be   noted    that    the  Joliet    and    Milwau- 
kee works  are  strictly  union.  The  for- 
mer  turns  out   steel    billets,    wire   rods, 
spikes,    splice    bars,     track    bolts    and 
some    sizes    of    steel    bars.        The    Mil- 
waukee works  largely  make  steel  mer- 
chant   bars,   agricultural   shape?   and   a 
large  tiuantlty  of  light  steel  rails.      uf 
the  South  Chicago  works,  the  union  is 
BJppostd   to  control   the   Bessemer  and 
steel  I  ail  shops,   while  the  open  hearth 
and    plate    mills    are    non-union.       Tlu' 
Shenango  sheet   bar  plant  of   the   Na- 
tional   Steel    company,    at    New    OaPtle, 
has  already  closed  down  and  the  Mingo 
Junction  steel  plant  of  the  same  com- 
pany  is  also  rated   union.       The       Na- 
tional  Tube   comany   counts  among   tis 
mills  as  union  the  Franksiown  and  the 
Republic   Iron   works,   both   chielly  en- 
gaged in  making  skelp  and  the  Itiver- 
slde  works  at  Belwooci,  near  Wheeling, 
an   important   tube   plant.       It   will    be 
observed,  therefore,  that  additional  ca- 
pacity will  be  cut  off  In  steel  bars;  that 
some  important   steel   plants   may       be 
shut  down;    that  one  large  rail  mill  Is 
to    suffer;     that    considerable    capacity 
for  producing  track   material   will       be 
■topped,   and   that     there  may  be  some 
embarrassment   about       an       ade<iuate 
amount  of  skelp  and  tubes.      The  wire, 
structural  and  plate  trades  are  not  af- 
fected.       In    anticipation    of    possible 
trouble  at  South  Chicago,       the      Ohio 
plant  at  Youngstown  has  been  fitted  up 
to  make  rails. 

So  far  as  the  mills  already  affected 
by  the  strike  are  concerned  the  manu- 
facturers have  made  some  gains.  The 
osltion  of  the  manufactuivrs  is  an  ex- 
ceedingly strong  one,  backed  as  it  is 
by  an  underwriting  syndicate,  which 
has  thus  far  called  only  12Vi  per  cent 
out  of  $200,000,000.  Where  once  there 
was  the  ever-threatening  danger  of  In- 
dividual makers  breaking  away,  all 
are  now  a  unit. 

On  the  other  hand  It  will  not  do  to  un- 
der rate  the  strength  of  the  men.  The 
skilled  rolling  mill  men,  who  alone  be- 
long to  the  association,  have  had  pros- 
perous years.  The  unskilled  men  prob- 
ably will  have  very  little  trouble  in 
finding  other  work,  in  view  of  the  gen- 
eral scarcity  of  labor.  The  most  diffi- 
cult set  of  men  to  replace  are  prob- 
ably the  employes  in  the  rolling  mills 
of  the  American  Tinplate  company. 
They  are  skilled  men,  and.  since  the 
majority  are  Welshmen,  are  thoroughly 
imbued  with  the  union  spirt.

Shaffer,  of  the  Amalgamated  associ- 
ation, was  also  at  headquarters,  and  he, 
too,  claimed  that  the  Clark  plant  was 
again  crippled  as  a  result  of  the  meet- 
ing which  he  and  his  brother  addressed 
last  night. 

The  local  ste  •'  officials  gave  an  abso- 
lute denial  to  the  statement  that  the 
Cla'-k  mill  is  again  crippled.  They  admit 
that  one  roller  was  won  from  them  by 
the  efforts  of  the  strikers  last  night,  but 
asstirt  that  they  had  another  roller 
ready  to  take  his  plsce  and  that  four 
of  the  five  mills  of  the  plant  are  run- 
ning again  today.  They  have  made  no 
effort,  they  say,  to  start  the  Jlfth  mill, 
but  probably  will  do  so  early  next 
week.  The  Farm  mill  at  the  Lindsay 
&  McCutcheon  works  was  in  oper- 
allon  again  today.  Yesterday,  accord- 
ing to  the  managers  of  the  mill.  It  went 
within  70  per  cent  of  a  full  run  and  will 
do  iM'tter  today  because  there  Avas  an 
earlier  start  made  to  come  back,  but 
if  they  fall  to,  non-union  workers  will 
be  put  in  their  places  and  another  mill 
opened  up  next  week.  Advices  from 
Hyde  Park  are  to  the  effect  that  every 
mill  In  tho  plant  is  in  opeartion  and 
♦hat  the  work  being  turned  out  is  quite 
scatlsfactoj  y.  There  will  be  nothing 
done  »'t  the  P.ilnter  mill  f.»r  .i  few  <1  lys. 
It  Is  evident  that  preparation.^?  aie  being 
made  to  open  the  De  Wees-Wood  works 
at  McKeesport.  The  repairs  are  being 
rushed  and  lage  quantities  of  raw  ma- 
terial are  beln.g  brought  to  the  mills. 
NVgi"oep  are  employed  on  the  repairs 
and  the  strikers  are  watching  them 
closely,  fearing  that  there  may  be  iron 
and  steel  workers  among  them.  Their 
resercp  is  resented  by  the  strikers,  and 
the  company  has  reinforced  the  guards 
and  closed  t'le  gates  lo  ail  men  not  en- 
g.iged  by  the  company. 

President  Gompers  and  Secretary 
Morrison  of  the  Federation  of  Labor 
reached  the  strike  headquarters  at  10 
o'clock.  President  Shaffer  had  not  ap- 
peared at  that  time,  but  Secretary 
Williams  and  several  of  the  vice  presi- 
dents received  them.  Mr.  Gompers  de- 
clined to  say  anything  about  the  atti- 
tude of  the  federation  or  the  po.ssible 
outcome  of  the  conference. 

President  Shaffer  reached  the  head- 
quarters at  10:30  o'clock  and  said  that 
his  conference  with  President  Gompers 
was  off  until  1:30  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

"Is  it  possible  that  the  Federation  of 
Labor  will  turn  over  to  the  Amalga- 
mated association  all  Its  lodges  affected 
by  the  strike?"

London.  Aug.  9.— A  parliamentary 
paper  has  been  issued  containing  the 
proclamation  Issued  by  Lord  Kitchener 
Aug.  7  in  accordance  with  instructions 
from  the  imperial  government,  the  gov- 
ernments of  Cape  Colony  and  Natal 
convening.      The  proclamation  says: 

All  commandants,  field  cornets  and 
leaders  and  armed  bands,  being  burgh- 
ers of  the  late  republics  and  still  en- 
gaged in  resisting  his  majesty's  forces, 
whether  in  Orange  colony,  the  Trans- 
vaal or  other  portions  of  his  majesty's 
South  African  dominions,  and  all  mem- 
bers of  the  late  governments  of  the 
Orange  Free  States  and  the  Transvaal 
shall,  unless  they  surrender  before  Sept. 
15,  be  permanently  banished  from 
South  Africa.  The  cost  of  the  main- 
tenance of  the  famlies  of  all  burghers 
in  the  field,  who  have  not  surrendered 
by  Sept.  15  shall  be  recoverable  from 
such  burghers  and  shall  be  a  charge 
upon  their  property,  removable  and  im- 
movable, in  the  two  colonies." 

The       preliminary  correspondence. 

shows  that  the  proclamation  Is  based 
upon  suggestions  which  the  govern- 
ment of  Natal  forwarded  to  Colonial 
Secretary  Cchamberlain  July  24,  and 
that  the  date  Sept.  15  was  recommended 
by  Lord  Mllner. 

The  reasons  of  the  government  for 
the  proclamation  of  Lord  Kitchener  of 
Aug.  7,  are  set  forth  in  a  preamble  to 
the  proclamation  as  follows: 

"Whereas,  the  late  Orange  Free 
State  and  the  South  African  republic 
have  been  annexed  to  his  majesty's  do- 
minions; and, 

"Whereas,  his  majesty's  forces  are 
and  have  been  for  some  considerable 
time  in  complete  possession  of  the  seats 
of  government  of  both  the  aforesaid 
territories;,  with  their  public  offices  and 
the  whole  machinery  of  administration 
aswell  as  of  all  the  prlncpal  towns  and 
the  whole  of  the  railways:   and, 

"Whereas,  a  great  majority  of  the 
burghers  of  the  late  two  republics  to  the 
number  of  35,000.  exclusive  of  those  who 
have  fallen  in  the  war,  are  now  either 
prisoners  or  have  submitted  to  his  ma- 
jesty's government  and  are  living 
peaceably  in  towns  and  camps  under 
the  control  of  his  majesty's  forces;  and, 

"Whereas,   the  burghers  of  the  late 


republics  still  in  arms  are  not  onIS 
few  in  number,  but  have  lost  almost  all 
their  gnns.  and  munitions  of  war  and 
are  devoid  of  military  organization,  and, 
are  therefore,  unable  to  carry  on  regu- 
lar warfare  or  to  offer  any  organized 
resistance  to  his  majesty's  forces  in 
any  part  of  the  country;  and, 

"Whereas,  those  burghers  who  aie 
still  in  arms,  though  unable  to  carry  oa 
regular  warfare,  continue  to  niakd 
isolated  attempts  upon  small  posts  and 
detachments  of  his  majesty's  forces.  lO 
plunder  or  destroy  property,  and  to 
damage  railroad    and     telegraph  liues, 

and  .         ,       . 

"Whereas,  the  country  Is  thus  kept 
in  a  state  of  disturbance.  checkin«'  the 
resumption  of  agricultural  and  indus- 
trial pursuits;  and 

"Whereas,  his  majesty's  government 
is  determined  to  put  an  end  to  a  stat« 
of  things  which  is  aimlessly  prolonging 
bloodshed  and  destruction  and  info*. - 
ing  ruin  upon  a  great  majority  of  the 
inhabitants,  who  are  anxious  to  llvo  '-a 
peace  and  earn  a  livelihood  for  them- 
selves and  their  families;  an4 

"Whereas,  it  is  just  to  proceed 
against  those  still  resisting,  and  e.'pe- 
cially  against  those  persons  who,  l-cing 
in  a  position  of  authority,  are  respor.- 
slble  for  the  continuance  of  the  pr'^s-int 
state  of  lawlessness  and  are  instigatinsc 
I  their  fellow  burghers  to  continue  then- 
I  hopeless  resistance  to  his  majesty's 
government." 

Then  follows  the  proclamation  bS 
given  above. 

The  afternoon  papers  comment  an- 
provlngly  upon  the  proclamation  of 
Lord  Kitchener.  Even  the  Westminsttr 
Gazette  says  there  is  no  fault  to  fin'l 
with  it,  nor  is  there  any  objection  to 
make  on  the  score  of  justice..  It  think?--, 
however,  that  It  is  extremely  doublf  jI 
if  it  will  have  any  effect  in  shortening 
the  war.  Most  of  the  fighting  E«.^i:j 
are  already  completely  ruined,  and 
nothing  distrains  them  owing  to  lli'-i 
devastation  of  the  country. 

The  Globe  says  the  proclamation  is 
as  judicious  as  it  is  drastic,  and  liuit 
the  only  question  is  whether  it  is  stroi'S 
enough,  adding: 

"Not  even  the  wildest  pro-Boer  can 
find  fault  with  it  on  the  score  of  ii  - 
humanity.  It  has  lonj:  been  obvious 
that  such  a  step  was  lmp«>Tatlve  m 
order  to  avert  ruin  from  the  InhabtranLa 
deslrious  of  peace."

A  New  Course  of  Study 

For  Their  School 

Training. 

Washington,  Aug.  9.— Miss  Estelle 
Heel,  national  superintendent  of  Indian 
pchools,  has  completed  a  uniform  course 
■>f  study  for  the  Indian  schools.  The 
p>ursfl  treats  of  thirty-one      subjects. 


designed  to  train  the  Indian  to  become 
self-supporting.  Aside  from  the  li- 
terary branches.  It  embraces  a  course 
of  agriculture,  baking,  basketry,  black- 
smlthlng,  carpentry,  cooking,  dairying, 
engineering,  gardening,  harnejis  mak- 
ing, housekeeping,  laundring,  printing, 
painting,  sewing,  shoemaking,  tailoring 
and  upholstering. 

This  course  has  been  in  preparation 
for  the  past  three  years  and  embodies 
Mi.ss  Keel's  ldea.s  of  the  needs  of  the 
Indian  and  of  the  Indian  school  ser- 
vice gleaned  from  personal  observa- 
tion in  the  field  together  with  the  views 
of  the  various  superintendents  and  In- 
dian workers  of  the  United  States, 
many  of  whom  have  spent  a  score  of 
years  in  the  work.  This  is  the  first 
course  of  study  la  book  form  and  the 


most  comprehensive  Introduced  into  the 
Indian  schools.

Tlie  man  who  killed  Humbert,  is,  ac- 
cording to  Segura,  one  Luigi  Granotll, 
a  former  comrade  of  Brescl  in  Paterson, 
who  slood.  at  Brescl's  side  when  the  lat- 
ter fired  on  the  king.  Granotti  Is  said  to 
have  fired  the  fatal  shot  after  Bread 
%a4  thrice  discharged  his  revolver  with- 
out effect. 

This  di9co%'ery  was  made  by  Segura. 
he  maintains,  while  he  was  working  in 
the  gui3e  of  a  silk  mill  hand  among  the 
anarchisis  at  Paterson.

SUCCESSFUL 


The  statement  comes  from  a  very  good 
source  that  one  of  the  state  officials 
who  has  considerable  influence  with  th« 
n»embers  of  the  tax  commission  is  en- 
deavoring to  get  that  body  to  reiwrt  in 
favor  of  a  tonnage  tax  on  iron  ore;  that 
is,  to  provide  for  a  tax  on  the  output  of 
mines  in  lieu  of  the  ordinary  real  estate 
tax  that  i.s  now  levied.  It  will  requir-^ 
an  amendment  of  the  state  constitution 
to  bring  this  about,  the  tonnage  tax 
having  been  declared  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional by  the  supreme  court  several 
years  ago. 

This  scheme  wtll  be  vigorously  op- 
posed by  everyone  in  Duluth.  When  the 
tonnage  tax  was  in  vogue  before,  the 
.state  took  half  of  the  tax  collected  and 
gave  the  other  half  to  this  county,  in 
which  all  the  property  is  located.  The 
injustice  of  this  method  cannot  but  be 
apparent  to  every  fair-minded  person, 
but  when  the  country  legislator  sees  a 
chance  to  keep  down  the  state  tax  or 
make  some  interest  pay  as  large  a  share 
of  it  as  possible,  justice  cuts  very  little 
figure. 

If  the  tonnage  tax  should  be  Inaugu- 
rated, the  state,  in  justice,  should  be 
entitled  to  the  same  percentage  of  it 
that  it  gets  from  the  taxes  collected 
from  other  portions  of  the  state.  Tn 
this  county  last  year  the  state  tax  was  a 
little  less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  entire 
tax.  Ten  per  cent  of  the  tax  collected 
from  th?  mine.s  Is  all  that  the  state  is 
entitled  to.  whether  that  tax  be  collect- 
ed under  the  present  system  or  on  the 
tonnage  plan. 

But  will  the  country  legislator  be  con- 
tent to  take  only  the  fair  proportion  of 
10  per  cent  if  the  tonnage  tax  should  be 
Inaugurated?  Not  much.  He  will  want 
the  same  old  one-half.  The  entire  ex- 
pense of  the  mining  country,  the  main- 
taining of  schools,  the  building  of  roads, 
the  care  of  criminals,  etc.,  will  all  fall 
on  the  county,  however. 

The  matter  is  a  vital  one  to  this 
county  in  the  opinion  of  everyone  who 
has  studied  the  question  of  taxation. 
A  few  years  ago.  when  the  tonnage  sys- 
tem was  in  vogue,  the  county  treasury 
was  in  poor  shape,  notwithstanding 
that  it  Is  one  of  the  richest  counties  in 
natural  wealth  in  the  whole  state. 
When  the  oounty  began  to  receive  the 
taxes  from  mining  property,  Its  finan- 
cial situation  began  to  Improve  at 
once.  It  is  doubtless  true  that  the 
mines  do  not  pay  as  much  as  they 
ought,  but  there  Is  little  hope.  If  a  ton- 
nage tax  is  inaugurated,  that  they  will 
pay  anvthing  like  what  they  ought  to. 
If  there  is  any  fault  with  the  present 
system,  it  lies  with  tne  county  and 
state  boards  of  equalization. 

If  the  proposition  does  come  before 
the  state  legislature,  the  people  of  Du- 
luth will  expect  it  to  be  fought  out  on 
the  floor  of  the  legislature  as  vigorously 
as  the  Duluth  members  can  fight  it.  It 
is  true  that  several  of  the  Duluth  legis- 
lators, in  fact  a  majority  of  the  dele- 
gation, were  picked  by  the  mining  inter- 
ests, and  if  the  mining  companies 
should  be  In  favor  of  the  tonnage  tax 
Idea  the  delegation  may  be  divided.  A 
little  different  situation  confronts  tne 
members  of  the  legislature  this  time. 
The  politician  is  always  looking  out  for 
a  re-election,  and  this  coming  year 
some  of  the  Duluth  legislators  will  be 
seeking  re-elections.  They  will  have  to 
get  their  nominations  under  the  prim- 
ary election  law,  and  It  will  not  be  so 
easy  for  the  mining  companies  ^?w^" 
them  through.  They  will  find  them- 
selves more  answerable  to  the  people, 
and  will  hardly  be  inclined  to  act  in 
direct  opposition  to  their  views.

COAL  SHIPMENTS. 


Brisk  Demand  For  Cars   For 
Western  Trade. 

Already  the  coal  .shipments  from  the 
head  of  the  lakes  docks  have  begun  to 
pick  up,  and  the  indications  are  that  a 
great    deal    of   fuel    will    be    distributed 

among  the  Northwestern  coaling  points 
during  the  current  month.  During  the 
earlier  part  of  the  season,  and  even  last 
month,  there  was  comparatively  little 
movement  of  coal  out  of  Duluth  by  rail, 
as  the  demand  was  very  light,  but  now 
the  dealers  in  the  country  have  begun 
to  stock  up  and  there  is  a  big  demand 
for  cars.  It  is  estimated  that  about  175 
cars  were  placed  today.  The  demand 
is  principally  for  soft  coal,  the  ship- 
ments of  hard  coal  not  beginning  to  any 
extent  for  another  month.  Every  dock 
at  the  head  of  the  lake  is  pretty  well 
stocked  up.  Some  of  them  are  carrying 
more  coal  than  they  ever  have  before  at 
this  season  of  the  year.  Koth  hard  and 
soft  coal  prices  are  holding  firm  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes  in  spite  of  a  report  of 
a  cut  of  50  cents  in  the  price  of  soft  coal 
at  Eastern  points.

Pittsburg,  Aug.  9.— The  United  States 
Steel  corporation  issued  an  order  today 
directing  that  the  De  Wees-Wood  plant 
at  McKeesport  be  dismantled  and  re- 
moved to  the  Kisklminetas  valley.  The 
decision  is  ascribed  to  the  hostility  of 
the  people  of  that  city.  The  announce- 
ment was  made  to  a  representative  of 
the  Associated  Press  by  Persifer  F. 
Smith,  district  manager  of  the  Ameri- 
can Sheet  Steel  company. 

He  said:  "I  have  orders  from  Presi- 
dent McMurtry  of  the  American  Sheet 
Steel  company  to  at  once  tear  down  the 
De  Wees-Wood  plant  at  McKeesport 
and  remove  the  same  to  Kisklminetas 
valley.  This  I  shall  proceed  to  do  Im- 
mediately." 

The  De  Wees-Wood  works  is  one  of 
the  oldest  and  best  known  plants  In 
Pennsylvania.  It  was  founded  nearly 
forty  years  ago  and  its  shops  and  mills 
covered  from  twelve  to  fourteen  acres. 
It  employed  an  average  of  900  men.  but 
in  the  busiest  times  the  pay  roll  carried 
1200  names.  The  plant  cost  several 
million  dollars.  The  company  an- 
nounced its  intention  of  spending  u 
large  sum  of  money  in  improvements, 
but  the  order  to  dismantle  the  mill  ter- 
minates that  plan. 

The  sentiment  of  the  citizens  and  nfl- 
clals  of  McKeesport  has  been  against 
the  steel  corporation,  and  it  is  belioved 
heer  that  the  latter  preferred  to  get  out 
rather  than  to  attempt  to  resume. 
Though  no  order  has  been  issued,  there 
is  a  possibility  that  the  National  Tube 
works  at  McKeesport  will  be  remov.  d 
and  the  Carnegie  plan  for  tube  dev.'top- 
ment  at  Conneaut,  Ohio,  revived.  A 
year  ago  plans  for  a  112,000,000  plant  at 
Conneaut,  to  be  the  largest  works  of 
the  kind  in  the  world,  were  formulated 
but  never  carried  out.

The  deci.«lon  declares  the 
Illnois  statute  governing  the  coloring  of 
grain  unconstitutional,  and  says  that  a 
man  has  a  right  to  do  anything  with  his 
own  property  so  long  as  he  does  not 
menace  the  welfare  of  the  community 
or  Impair  the  public  health.

Others  favor  the  hiph  license  for  the 
rpason  that  they  figure  that  It  wouM 
lessen  the  necessity  for  Infreaaod  police 
protection.  At  present  the  police  force 
Is  not  adequate  to  handle  the  police 
business  resultlnff  directly  from  the 
Il<luor  trade.  It  Is  puzzllnfr  the  present 
administration  to  find  money  to  In- 
crease the  police  departnient  to  what 
it  should  be.  and  if  the  higher  license 
would  lesi*en  the  number  of  saloons, 
many  arpue  that  it  would  solve  this 
police  protection  problem  very  satis- 
factorily. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  people 
that  argue  that  the  IniTeane  in  the 
license  fee  would  force  many  saloon 
keepers  to  adopt  lllegitimaTe  methods  of 
business,  such  as  back-room  gambling, 
secreted  slot  machines  and  disreputable 
women,  and  that  would  enhance  the 
necessity  for  better  police  protection.

A  movement  has  been  Inaugrtirated 
Hrlth  the  object  of  raising  city  liquor 
license  from  $1000  to  $2000. 

One  hundred  and  seventy  saloons  now 
t»et  the  city  an  annual  revenue  of  $170.- 
000.  The  proposed  raise.  It  Is  estimated, 
would  bring  this  amount  close  to  a 
jQuarter  of  a  million. 

Ostensibly  the  higher  license  Idea  la 

Inaugurated  for  purposes  of  revenue 
only,  but  back  of  that  is  a  strong  tem- 
|>erance  support. 

The  recent  restrictions  on  the  saloon 
l)usines.s,  brought  about  by  the  patrol 
limit  ordinance,  are  claimed  to  be  prac- 
tically no  restriction.  The  ordinance  will 
Undoubtedly  be  lived  up  to  by  the  pres- 
4ent  council,  but  it  is  argued  that  the 
election  of  a  few  thirsty  aldermen  in  the 
future  would  probably  result  in  the 
creaking  down  of  barriers. 

With  a  $2000  license  It  is  figured  that 
the  saloon  business  could  be  better  held 
in  check  and  at  the  same  time  net  the 
city  more  revenue  than  It  is  now  re- 
ceiving. 

Should  the  license  be  raised,  the  ten- 
'iflency  would  be  to  throw  the  control  of 
'tbe«aIoon  business  more  into  the  hands 
Of  the  brewing  companies,  as  there  are 
but  comparatively  few  of  the  170  that 
icould  afford  to  pay  out  $2000.  Such 
tuition  would  also  probably  lessen  the 
number  of  thirst-quenching  emporiums. 

There  Is  another  phase  to  the  talked- 
IDf  higher  license  movement.  Superior 
Vtreet  property  owners,  who  a  few 
*veeks  ago  were  tumbling  over  each 
bther  in  their  efforts  to  secure  liquor- 
belling  tenants,  have  experienced  a 
Change  of  heart  since  so  much  leglti- 
pnate  bustne.ss  has  been  forced  to  seek 
h^Dom  on  First  .street. 

It  Is  even  claimed  that  several  of  the 
Bupt'rior  street  property  owners  who

ants, are  now  in  favor  of  the  $2000

Dcmbitzky,  who  fought  in  the  Union 
army  and  died  on  the  battlefield  during 
the  civil  war. 

An  attorney  of  this  city  has  been  re- 
tained by  the  young  man,  who  is  now 
living  in  Rus.sia.  The  attorney,  who  h,is 
been  in  (.ommunication  with  Secretary 
Gage,  says  that  the  record  of  the  gov- 
ernmenls  indebtedness  to  the  orig'nal 
Dembilzky  has  been  forwarded. 

The  original  Dembltzky,  according  to 
the  statement  of  several  newspapers 
here,  left  Poland  In  1863  because  of  po- 
litical troubles  and  came  to  tlils  c  )un- 
try.  He  had  $400,000  In  American 
money,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  his 
estate.  This  he  deposited  with  the  i'cd- 
eral  government  at  Washington  and 
went  into  the  army.  He  was  killed  in 
the  battle  of  th«  Wilderness. 

In  1897  his  grand  nephew  in  Rjssta 
received  a  communication  from  Joiseph 
Howies,  consul  of  the  United  States  at 
Warsaw,  Russia,  Informing  him  of  the 
money  left  by  the  old  soldier  In  the 
government's  care  and  asked  for  t-nJof

The  sum,  with  compound  Interest, 
now  amounts  to  more  than  $2,000,000.

Ac- 
cording to  the  latest  statistics,  there  are 
89.021  farms  in  this  l.sland  of  an  average 
•Ize  of  forty-five  acres.  More  than  three- 
fourths  of  the  superficial  area  is  included 
Within  the  farms  and  nearly  20  per  cent 
©f  the  entire  area  of  the  Island  Is  under 
actual  tillage.  Of  all  the  farms,  fully  93 
per  cent  are  tll'.ed  by  their  owners,  and  of 
these  71  per  cent  are  while  and  22  per 
«ent  are  colored.  Seven  per  cent  are 
renters.  The  largo  farms  are  generally 
owned  by  the  white  farmers  and  the 
smaller  ones  by  the  colored.  The  princi- 
pal crops  of  sugar,  coffee  and  tobacco  are 
cultivated  and  produced  by  the  white 
farmer,  while  the  colored  farmers  devote 
Ihemselves  to  the  minor  crops.  One  of 
the  natural  plants  of  the  island,  the 
maguey,  can  doubtless  l)e  cultivated  with 
considerable  profit.  From  It  are  made 
plte,  or  sisal  hemp,  which  Is  manufac- 
tured Into  linen,  ropes,  nets  and  ham- 
mocks, also  pulque,  an  Intoxicating  liquor 
much  used  In  Mexico.  During  the  Span- 
ish domination  It  has  been  ob.served  that 
the  exportation  of  beeswax  amoimted  to 
consiuerable  projiortlons.  This  would 
Indicate  thai  bee  culture  could  be  made  a 
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vfrv  prolitable  industry  here.  With  the 
Italian  bees  and  American  hlvee,  added 
to  the  accessories  of  the  business  in  use 
on  the  continent,  the  (lowers  of  the  coffee 
plant  and  the  refuse  of  the  sugar  mills 
could  iM)  laid  under  contribution,  and, 
combined  wlih  tho  sweelneas  of  the  my- 
riads of  natural  flowers  which  deck  the 
landscape  from  tho  peak  of  Yunque  to 
Cape  San  Francisco,  tons  of  the  moat  de- 
licious honey  would  be  produced  and 
>leld  a  golden  reward  to  the  indu.slry  of 
the  bee  and  the  skill  of  the  bee  farmer. 
It  is  usoieMs  to  mention  molus9e.<<  and 
rum,  the  incidental  produels  of  the  sugar 
cane,  though  they  themselves  are  suHl- 
slent  lo  pay  all  expenses  of  the  sugar 
planters  and  leave  the  returns  from  hla 
sugar  Us  clear  gain.  The  so-cal'.ed  minor 
crops,  which  embrace  corn,  rice,  l>eans, 
potatoes  and  the  like,  are  raised  solely  for 
homo  consiinii)tion.  A  large  amount  of 
rice,  which  forms  the  principal  food  of 
the  poorer  p«>ople,  is  imported  every  year. 
It  Is  iinnece.ssary  to  import  a  pound  of 
rice-,  the  Is'.and  being  capable  ot  produc- 
ing more  than  enougii  for  tho  use  of  all 
of  Its  million  people.  Very  little  attention 
has  iieretofore  been  given  to  the  culture 
of  frult.s,  though  excellent  oranges,  ba- 
nanas, plantains,  mangoes,  agucacates, 
guaves,  grajie.^.  lemons,  zapotes,  muma- 
yes,  nisperos.  cocoanuts  and  other  tropi- 
cal fruits  grow  wild  in  the  greatest  pro- 
iusion.  Proper  culture  la  all  that  la  nec- 
essary to  make  the  fruit  crop  a  most  val- 
uable product  and  it  will  undoubtedly  be 
done. 


THE    lows    REPUBLICANS. 

In  1S84  J.  P.  DolHver,  the  junior  sor- 
ator  from  Iowa,  was  made  ehairm  in  of 
the  Iowa  state  convention.  In  his 
speech  acceptingr  the  honor  he  Jt- 
niarked  that  the  "Democratic  party  ap- 
proached the  question  of  the  tariff  like 
a  man  emptying  a.shea,  with  his  eyes 
shut  and  his  back  to  tho  wind."  The 
speech  made  a  great  hit  and  was  Ih'* 
foundation  of  thi'  political  fortunes  of 
J.  P.  Dolliver.  Tho  young  lowan  was 
Invited  to  accompany  Mr.  Blaine  ab'jut 
the  country  in  the  canvass  for  presi- 
dent, and  the  next  thing  heard  wa.s  his 
nomination  and  election  to  congress. 

This  in<ident  and  the  particular  pit  I 
of  Dulllver's  speech  comes  to  mii-d  as 
the  platform  adopted  by  tt>e  Iowa  state 
convention,  day  before  yesterday,  is 
read.  The  tables  have  turned  a  num- 
ber of  times  during  the  last  sevente.jn 
years.  Now  it  is  the  turn  of  the  Repub- 
licans to  approach  the  sub.ject  of  tiie 
tariff  with  their  eyes  shut  and  their 
backs  to  the  wind.  Accepting  the  s  'u- 
ation,  these  Iowa  Republicans,  know!  ig 
the  feeling  of  the  voters  on  the  t.trilf 
question,  swallowed  the  lump  in  thc-ir 
throat.«,  turned  their  backs  to  the  wind, 
closed  their  eyes,  breathed  a  prayer 
mixed  with  curses  and  delivered  th.nm- 
selves  of  the  following: 

"That  we  stand  by  the  historic  policy 
of  the  Republican  party.  In  giving  p.-o- 
tectlon  to  home  indu.strles,  and  point 
for  lt«  amx>le  vindication  to  the  extra- 
ordinary rapidity  with  which  our  na- 
tional resources  have  been  develo|»fd 
and  our  industrial  and  financial  I  id<'- 
pendenre  securtid.  We  favor  such 
changes  in  the  tariff  from  time  to  tm.e 
as  become  advisable  thiough  the  piojLf- 
re.ss  of  our  industries  and  their  chii;;^- 
ing  relations  to  the  commerce  of  the 
world.  "We  indorse  the  policy  nf  r^tl- 
procity  as  the  natural  comi)Iement  of 
protection,  and  urge  its  developf'ient 
as  necessary  to  the  realization  of  om 
highest  commercial  possibilities." 

This  is  vague  enough  In  all  co'i- 
science.  Mild,  uncertain  and  evasive  ,ns 
it  is,  it  will  cause  a  shudder  of  d>:;p- 
probatlon  to  pass  over  the  dellcat** 
frames  of  the  infant  Industries  of  ;he 
East.  But  It  had  to  be  done;  some 
declaration  had  to  be  made  on  the  sub- 
ject of  tariff  revlison  to  hold  the  farmer 
vote  in  line.  True,  what  Is  said  does 
not  mean  anything;  It  commits  the 
party  to  nothing  at  all.  The  declara- 
tion Is  valualjle  only  as  It  shows  to  tii': 
world  that  the  sentiment  for  a  sensible 
revision  of  the  tariff  in  Iowa  '.s  .'■o 
strong  that  the  Republican  convoritlon 
dare  not  ignore  it;  that  an  oracular 
statement  had  to  be  made  in  the  plat- 
form on  which  the  spellbinders  cotiid 
talk  and  to  which  the  party  could  point 
as  an  announced  party  plank. 

"We  indorse  the  i)Olicy  of  recluro- 
clty."  What  policy  of  reciprocity?  The 
policy  of  reciprocity  announced  in  toe 
Philadelphia  platform,  which  deciai>-d 
that  "we  favor  the  associated  policy  c\ 
reciprocity,  so  directed  as  to  open  our 
markets  on  favorable  terms  for  what 
we  do  not  ourselves  produce.  In  return 
for  free  foreign  markets,"  or  was  it  the 
I  policy  carried  out  by  the  United  S'ates 
senate  last  winter,  a  policy  of  Ch'n-s? 
exclusion? 

The.«»e  platform  declarations  are  of  no 
vitality— there  is  no  intention  of  cavy- 
ing  them  out.  They  are  formal  oiily, 
written  In  response  to  a  popular  de- 
mand. They  salve  the  conscience'  of 
the  voter,  although  he  knows  that  he  Is 
supporting  a  party  .«alling  under  fal.=»e 
colors.  It  will  be  seen  that  althoug^i  all 
the  state  conventions  declare  for  .1 
tariff  revision,  and  the  press  of  the 
country,  regardless  of  party,  favoi*  a 
revision,  when  it  comes  to  a  show- 
down in  congress  the  party  whip  will  Le 
wielded  to  the  end  that  a  majority  wl.l 
fall  in  line  at  the  caucus  decision  as  a 
party  measure.  It  has^  always  been 
thus,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  ant'<;i- 
pate  a  change  of  Rei>ubllcan  methods. 
The  West  will  be  caught  with  promi.^eti, 
as  it  always  has  been  caught. 

The  "infant  industries"  of  the  Ea.st 
will  never  consent  to  a  tariff  rev1.«;ion. 
or  to  any  applied  system  of  recipro«'i'.y. 
The  Philadelphia  platform  expre.-;:--d 
the  Republican  Idea  of  reciprocity-  .a 
reciprocity  which  Is  Impossible.  Th  f 
position  of  the  party  leaders  on  the 
varous  questions  of  protection  Is  fjiven 
with  almost  brutal  frankness  by  a 
partizan  magazine  edited  by  "Profes- 
sor" Gunton.  and  bearing  his  name,  in 
the  current  issue.  In  response  to  an  in- 
quiry as  to  the  effect  of  giving  Porto 
Rico  free  trade,  the  learned  editor  dt- 
Uvers  himself  aa  follows: 

"There  is  no  reason  why  the  PhHin- 
pines  and  I'orto  Rico  should  be  treated 
any  differently  from  Cuba  and  Canada. 
There  is  no  particular  benefit  in  givi;ig 
them  free  trade,  and  the  chief  danger 
I  would  be  to  open  the  door  for  the 
breaking  down  of  our  whole  protective 
system.  If  It  Is  Important  to  the 
further  industrial  development  of  the 
United  States  to  maintain  a  protective 
system,  then  it  should  be  consistently 
maintained  throughout.  For  instance, 
there  is  no  particular  reason  why  the 
prodiK.ts  of  these  countries  that  coni- 
pete  with  domestic  products  should  be 
admitted  free  any  more.     •     •     •     Let 


us  once  establish  free  trade  with  th"se 
Islands  and  the  clamor  will  set  in  for 
free  trade  with  Canada,  and  the  whole 
will  be  used  as  a  lever  to  break  down 
the  protective  system." 

The  "professor"  is  almost  childish  In 
the  simplicity  of  his  statements.  Hi^ 
doctrine,  however,  Is  that  of  the  un- 
thinking protectionist  who  goes  to  the 
polls  and  votes  for  a  system  that  he 
honors  because  of  its  age.  What  <s 
needed  Is  another  campaign  of  educa- 
tion. 


X  NEW  CONFEDCRXTION. 

Orders  have  been  given  to  dispatch 
a  warship  or  two  to  Panama  to  see  that 
the  Isthmian  railroad  is  kept  open  to 
the  trafHc  of  the  world.  This  measure 
is  made  necessary  by  the  action  of  the 
Colombian  revolutionary  forces,  holding 
up  a  train  for  an  hour  to  secure  some 
prisoners. 

This  Colombian  revolution  is  growing 
In  Importance.  A  report,  which  seems 
well  defined,  comes  of  a  conspiracy 
among  the  governments  of  Venezuela, 
Nicaragua  and  Ecuador  to  assist  the 
revolutionists  of  Colombia  in  the  sub- 
jugation of  that  government,  when  the 
four  republics  will  join  under  the  lead- 
ership of  Gen.  Castro  of  Venezuela. 

The  politics  of  South  America  Is  be- 
coming as  Intricate  as  that  of  Europe. 
It  will  not  be  long  before  there  will 
have  to  be  a  well-deflned  balance  of 
power  agreed  to  and  maintained  by  the 
whole  continent.  The  entire  Southern 
continent,  Vxcept  Brazil,  and  Central 
America,  speak  one  language,  the  Span- 
ish. Brazil  speaks  Portuguese.  The 
aggressions  of  Chile  are  becoming  un- 
bearable. She  refuses  to  carry  out  her 
treaty  stipuKations  with  Peru  and  Bo- 
livia, ln.sistlng  upon  retaining  the  only 
maritime,  province  of  Bolivia  and  the 
Southern  province  of  Peru.  This  she 
does  by  sheer  force  of  arms,  refusing  to 
submit  the  matter  to  arbitration,  and 
even  refusing  to  attend  the  Pan-Ameri- 
can convention  should  the  subject  of 
arbitration  in  all  Its  phases  be  a  theme 
of  discussion.  A  few  years  ago  Chile 
proposed  to  Argentina  to  divide  the  bal- 
ance of  the  continent,  except  Brazil,  be- 
tween them.  Against  Chile  either  of  the 
Northern  states  would  be  as  helpless  as 
were  Peru  and  Bolivia  fifteen  years  ago. 
The  thing  to  do,  then,  is  to  unite  under 
one  government  the  five  Northern  states 
Into  the  ITnited  States  of  South  America. 
The  present  revolution  in  Colombia  and 
the  reported  conspiracy  to  unite  the 
three  Northern  slates  is  a  step  In  the 
right  direction.  Nothing  would  tend  to 
further  the  development  of  South  Amer- 
ica more  than  such  a  consolidation. 
Gen.  Castro  seems  to  be  an  able  and 
progrt-sslve  ruler.  He  was  able  to  get 
rid  of  that  prince  of  diplomatic  fakes, 
Ltoomls. 

If  the  Pan-American  congress  could 
bring  influence  to  bear  that  would  end 
in  a  peaceful  confederation  of  the  states 
named  into  a  permanent  nation  (as  per- 
monent  as  Latin  republics  can  be),  It 
would  have  accomplished  a  result 
worthy  of  the  name. 

The  Chicago  Chronicle  notes  thai  the 
e'.ectrlc  express  is  the  new  feature  of 
transportation.  It  is  a  trolley  freight  car

The  electric  express  Is  soon  to  be  univer- 
sal.

HUMAN  WRECKS  IN  ORIENT. 


Manila  New  American:  What  is  there 
!»o  deleterious  In  the  clima.te  of  the  Phil- 
ippines that  causes  young  Americans  and 
Euroi>eans.  too  to  degenerate  s»i  quickl.v 
and  go  lo  the  Sevll?  There  Is  something 
about  the  matter  that  is  inexplicable. 
Once  started  on  the  downward  grade 
here,  young  men,  and  women,  too.  go  It 
lo  perdiiiton  at  a  gallop.  There  seems  to 
be  no  staying  them.  The  want  of  real 
privacy  in  homes,  hotels  ajid  lodging 
houses,  the  absence  of  regular  and  varied 
moans  of  theatrical  jwrformances  and 
other  forms  of  amusements,  lack  of  so- 
cial enjoyments  and  privileges  all  tend  to 
throw  young  men  and  young  women  uik>u 
their  own  resources  for  diversion  and  es- 
cape from  ennui,  often  a  more  serious 
feeilng  than  that,  even,  homesickness  and 
desperation. 

Then'a  the  time  to  put  on  the  brakes! 
The  young  man  under  those  conditions  is 
in  grave  danger  in  such  a  city.  Far  frrmx 
home,  away  from  the  ordinary  restraints 
that  elsewhere  surround  and  safeguard 
the  young,  unprotected  by  a  strong  moral 
atmosphere,  the  inexperienced  youth  is  on 
dangerous  moral  ground  in  moments  of 
disgust.    Brace  up! 

Then's  the  time  not  to  look  upon  th«» 
liquor  that  Is  red  In  the  vain  hope  of 
"drowning  trouble,"  nor  to  flee  to  th» 
character  of  a  viler  and  uncleaner  and 
vastly  more  dangerous  character,  which 
too  often  ruins  body  and  mind,  as  well  aa 
scars  the  conscience. 

We  are  rej)eatedly  asked  by  well-meari- 
Ing,  Intelligent  men,  business  men.  includ- 
ing persons  engaged  in  the  liquor  busi- 
ness, to  write  on  this  subject— to  wari» 
young  men  of  the  dangers  that  beset 
them,  to  hold  out  a  red  danger  light,  as  II 
were,  to  warn  them  of  the  toboggan-like 
slide  that  lies  before  the  careless  and  the 
reckless  In  the  tropics.  We  fear  there 
i.'-n't  much  to  hope  from  newspaper  hom- 
ilie9.  When  the  terrible  examples  of  sud- 
den and  untimely  deaths,  suicides,  the 
stalking  about  of  wasted  and  unambitious 
-lives,  l>odies  diseased  and  reeking  l>e- 
cause  of  the  indulgence  in  lust  and  un- 
cleanness  and  minds  unjangled  and  out 
of  tune,  do  not  serve  as  moral  deterrents, 
newspapers  are  as  powerless  to  reform  as 
are   t"he   clergy. 

Then,  too.  In  the  Orient  as  In  the  West, 
the  old  battle  of  man  continues  to  be 
fought  out  on  the  same  old  lines  of  evolu- 
tion—the fittest  will  survive.  Th4>se  who 
do  not  have  enough  moral  stamina  to 
withstand  temptation  nor  sufficient 
strength  of  mind  to  determine  for  them- 
selves as  between  right  and  wrong  would 
scarcely  be  worth  saving.  This  is  an  age 
of  men  and  they  will  survive  for  their 
mission;  the  "wrecks"  will,  we  fear,  con- 
tinue to  have  to  the  end. 

"The  wage  of  sin  is  death,"  In  the 
Orient,  where  the  truth  was  first  pro- 
claimed, as  well  as  elsewhere. 

Going  With  the  Tide. 

Boston  Transcript:  In  Lord  Salisbury's 
dolorous  account  of  his  stewardship  in 
his  speech  recently,  that  wearied  veteran 
remarked:  "For  years  public  opinion  was 
In  favor  of  a  pacific  policy;  but  now  that 
state  of  opinion  has  passed  away.

Which  reminds  us  of  the  favorite 
comparison  of  an  eminent  Boston  mw- 
chant  of  two  generations  ago  in  counsel- 
ing his  clerks  to  do  their  own  thinking 
and  stand  for  their  convictions:  "It  Is  only 
dead  fish  that  float  with  the  tide;  it  take* 
live  fish   to  go  against  it." 

Atmosphere  For  a  Row. 

Chicago  Chronicle:  Justice  Crane  of  a 
New  York  court  has  explained  the  legal 
ethics  which  should  control  the  protec- 
tion of  a  man's  pockets  from  investigation 
by  his  wife.  "No  woman,"  said  the  jurist, 
"has  a  right  to  go  through  her  husband's 
pockets  any  more  than  a  husband  has  to 
go  throup'h  his  wife's  pockets."  He  issued 
an  injunction  against  the  wife,  command- 
ing her  under  the  penalty  of  contempt  of 
court  to  refrain  from  "going  through" 
mat  portion  of  her  husband's  garments 
In  which  he  mighx  carry  his  private  cor- 
respondence or  other  papers.  This  general 
rule  of  law  would  not  tend  to  promote 
peace  in  families.  There  should  be  no 
domestic  secrets  which  honest  ^ust>anas 
and    wives    may    not   explore.

an  Alarming  Extent. 


TURK  FAILS. 


Throws   Only  Four  Men 

In    One   Hour's 

Time. 

The  Terrible  Turk  lost  his  match  last 
night  ut  the  Armory.  Instead  of  put- 
ting: Ave  men  down  in  one  hour,  as  he 
agreed  to  do,  he  did  not  even  succeed  in 
throwing  four  during  the  stipulated 
time. 

About  2000  enthusiastic  people  saw  the 
match,  and  several  times  during  the 
evening  ahiiw*'d  their  appreciation  of 
the  work  by  breaking  forth  in  tumultu- 
ous cheering  whenever  any  of  the 
Tuik  s  opponents  made  a  point.  The 
sympathies  of  the  crowd  were  plainly 
■with  the  lesser  lights  during  the  even- 
ing. Ed  Hogan  was  the  referee  and 
Tom  Madden  and  John  Parker  held  the 
time. 

The  llrst  man  to  m»'et  the  Turk  was 
Jack  Wclsch,  of  West  Superior.  Welsch 
Is  very  f|uick  on  his  feet  and  succeeded 
In  kt-eping  away  from  the  big  man  for 
some  time,  but  when  the  latter  finallv 
caught  him  it  was  quickly  over.  Welsch 
u.sed  up  10  minutes  and  40  seconds  of  the 
Turk's  time. 

After  a  ten  minutes'  rest  Charles  Hal- 
berg,  "the  Pacittc  coast  strangler,"  took 
a  try.  After  the  Turk  got  him  down  he 
found  it  very  dittic  ult  to  move  him.  Hal- 
berg  breaking  away  twice,  but  the  su- 
perior weight  and  .«strength  of  the  big 
man  finally  told,  and  after  17  minutes 
nnd  3  seconds  of  fast  and  exciting  work, 
he  too  went  down.  Halberg  is  a  hard 
man  to  handle  and  kept  the  Turk  busy 
holding  him.

So  seconds  and  died  game. 

The  last  man  up  was  Louis  Reub,  the 
Young  Sandow.  and  he  stayed  with  the 
Turk  for  the  remainder  of  the  time. 
Ileub  is  an  exceptionally  well-developed 
man  and  kept  the  Turk  busy. 

After  the  match  Herman  Smith  an- 
nounced that  he  was  ready  to  post  a 
Bide  bet  of  $250  for  a  match  between 
Itooney,  the  Giant  Oripman,  and  the 
Turk,  and  Tharlson,  the  manager  of  the 
latter,  accepted  it  for  his  man.  The 
match  will  be  brought  off  in  the  city  in 
the  near  future. 

While  the  crowd  was  dispersing  a  lot 
of  young  boys  took  po.«<se.ssion  of  the 
mat  and  gave  some  free  wrestling  ex- 
liibitlims.

FORESTRY. 


Lumber    Journals    Gen- 
erally Are  Urging  Cul- 
ture of  Forests. 

'  There  seems  to  be  a  concerted  action 
ton  thp  part  of  the  lumber  trade  jour- 
rals  to  urge  the  matter  of  forest  culture 
and  the  issues  for  the  past  month  have 
had  various  articles  on  the  subject.  The 
press  of  the  state  has  also  given  much 
attention  to  the  matter.  Recently  a 
Btatement  was  made  by  the  chief  of  the 
bureau  of  forestry  that  a  paper-making 
company  of  Maine  had  asked  the  assist- 
ance of  the  bureau  in  the  work  of  be- 
ginning the  management  of  300,000  acres 
of  forest  on  forestry  principles.  Every- 
one knows  that  the  pine  timber  in  the 
vicinity  of  Duluth  is  fast  disappearing, 
and  that  there  Is  no  effort  being  made 
ifor  the  preservation  of  the  forests. 
^v«ry    year    the    lumbermen    are    com- 


pelled to  work  further  back  In  the 
country,  or  up  the  north  shore,  and  at 
the  present  rate  of  timber  cutting  It  is 
only  a  question  of  a  few  years  before 
the  head  of  the  lakes  timber  supply 
will  be  pretty  short. 

Some  of  the  lumbermen  think  the 
Minneapolis  Journal  struck  the  right 
note  in  an  article  of  recent  issue  when  It 
said: 

"It  will  not  be  very  long  before  our 
lumbermen  will  begin  to  manage  their 
pine  lands  on  forestry  principles.  When 
prices  become  a  little  higher  the  lum- 
berman who  has  any  standing  timber 
and  determines  to  cut  it  with  a  view  10 
the  preservation  of  the  forest  as  a 
source  of  continuous  lumber  supply,  will 
enjoy  a  good  lnct>me  and  yet  continue 
In  the  possession  of  a  valuable  property: 
he  will  take  the  golden  egg.  but  he  will 
not  kill  the  goose.  Present  day  lum- 
bering consists  in  killing  the  goose." 

The  Mississippi  Valley  Lumberman 
takes  the  position  that  the  Journal  is 
correct  in  intention  but  wrong  in  the 
idea  of  what  will  bring  about  the  con- 
dition referred  to.  The  Lumberman 
says  that  manufacturing  conct-rns  in 
Sweden  are  practicing  forest  preserva- 
tion and  obtaining  a  regular  crop  by 
dividing  their  timber  lands  up  Into  a 
number  of  districts— a  sutticient  number 
to  represent  the  number  of  years  it 
takes  for  a  tree  to  mature  sufficiently  to 
make  profitable  lumbering.  It  holds, 
however,  that  ii  \»  not  a  question  of 
"when  prices  are  higher."  Of  course 
the  price  has  a  groat  deal  to  do  with  it, 
but  no  lumberman  will  go  into  the  busl- 
ne.ss  of  forest  raising  unless  there  is  .a 
profit  in  it.  The  Lumberman  suggests 
that  is  the  press  and  others  who  are  so 
apparently  interested  in  the  reforma- 
tion of  cut-over  lands  will  devote  their 
energies  toward  a  reduction  of  taxes 
to  a  point  where  lumbermen  can  afford 
to  make  a  trial  of  fore.st  raising  and  sue. 
ceed  in  thf-ir  efforts,  the  most  practical 
steps  in  that  direction  will  have  been 
taken.  It  further  says  that  un'der  pres- 
ent conditions  of  taxation,  the  state  can 
better  undertake  forest  culture  than 
can  any  ln<lividual.  I'nder  any  circum- 
stance.<j.  says  the  lumber  journal,  forest 
culture  would  not  pay  a  very  high  rate, 
but  were  the  conditions  favorable, 
tht-re  are  undoubtedly  a  number  of 
lumbermen  who  could  be  Induced  to 
make  th.>  inv.'.stmont  for  the  brnelii  of 
their  children  and  their  children's  chil- 
dren. 

NO  DRAWBACKS. 

Will   Be    Allowed    on   Guam 
Sugar  Shipments. 

Washington.  Aug.  9.— In  the  case  of 
the  application  of  the  California  and 
Hawaiian  Sugar  Refining  company  for 
the  liquidation  of  certain  drawback 
entries  covering  shipments  of  sugar  to 
Guam,  the  treasury  department  has 
held  that  while  Guam  and  Tutuila  re- 
main foreign  territory,  so  far  as  cus- 
toms duties  are  concerned,  they  are  nut 
foreign  countries  within  the  meaning 
of  the  draw'uack  laws,  as  exportatlons 
for  this  purpose  must  be  made  to  coun- 
tries without  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States.  No  drawback,  there- 
lore,  can  be  allowed.

Dr.   Bracken  Urges  Un< 

usual  Precautions  on 

Part  of  Everyone. 


Strict  Quarantine  Should 

Be     Enforced     In 

Every  Case. 


Dr.  H.  M.  Bracken,  secretary  of  t'Jti 
state  board  of  health,  has  sound -"d  a 
note  of  alarm  that  should  be  heeded  by 
health  authorities  and  individuals  all 
over  the  state.  He  finds  that  diphtheria 
is  unusually  prevalent  throughout  •>« 
state  for  this  season  of  the  year,  and  he 
sees  in  that  danger  of  a  serious  epi- 
demic of  this  dread  disease  this  w'nler 
unless  the  most  rigid  regulations  arc 
made  and  observed.  He  speaks  of  the 
careles.sness  that  has  prevailed  regard- 
ing quarantines,  and  says  that  a  con- 
tinuance of  .such  carelessness  will  work 
havoc  this  winter. 

A  strict  qufirantlne  means  that  ev.!ry 
member  of  un  afflicted  household  that 
may  possibly  carry  the  germs  abroad 
will  be  kept  at  home  during  the  p<;viod 
of  contagion.  This  will  be  hard  on  tUu 
people  quarantined,  but  it  will  prevent 
a  multitude  of  other  cases.  «nd  thus  be 
best  for  the  greatest  number. 

Duluth  now  has  five  cases  of  "llph- 
theria.  which  is  not  especially  alarming 
of  it.s-lf.  for  there  have  often  been  niore 
cases  at  this  season.  However,  serious 
epidemics  elsewhere  could  easily  be 
.spread  here.  Dr.  Bracken's  statement, 
published  in  yesterday's  Pioneer  P;cs3, 
follows: 

"Diphtheria  Is  unusually  wldespicad 
for  this  .season  of  the  year,  and  unlesn 
stringent  methods  of  quarantine  are 
adopted  over  the  entire  state,  th^ie 
will  be,  in  all  probability,  a  ge'er.il 
epidemic  as  winter  approachei?- an 
epidemic  which  will  be  far  more  de- 
moralizing and  fatal  than  has  I;  .en 
that  of  smalli>ox  during  the  past  two 
and  a  half  years. 

"This  was  the  statement  Dr.  Bracken, 
secretary  of  the  statfc  board  of  heii'.th. 
made  last  night  upon  his  return,  with 
Dr.  Westbrook.  of  the  state  bacteiio- 
loglcal  laboratory,  from  an  InvesMga- 
tion  of  diphtheria  cases  at  Park  Itfli.'ds. 

"  'There  seems  to  be  a  growing  and 
exceedingly  dangerous  carlessnr'.''t<  In 
the  quarantining  of  diphtheria  ca^^os,' 
Dr.  Bracken  continued.  'This  is  utteil> 
ineoccusable.  With  the  laboratory  m.' Ji- 
ods  now  in  vogue  it  is  possible  to  siale 
absolutely  the  time  when  quarantine 
can  be  .xafely  removed.  The  stat-i  la- 
boratory is  second  to  none.  an«l  1.^  al- 
ways cpen  to  aid  in  diagnosing  disease 
and  the  regulation  of  quarantine. 

"I  have  found  that  a  common  Idi  a 
prevails  that  antl-toxln  removes  all 
danger  of  infection  through  exposal e. 
This  is  a  greut  mistak*^.  After  its  ap- 
plication symptoms  should  readily  .siib- 
side.  but  the  germs  remain  long  aft'r- 
warda.  and  nothing  but  an  analys  t  of 
discharges  from  the  nose  and  throat 
will  tell  absoluttdy  when  a  patient  .'e 
free  from  the  disease. 

"Diphtheria  spi-eads  very  rnridly 
when  it  becomes  epidemic.  About  one- 
tt-nth  of  all  ca.fes  are  fatal.  P. -fore 
antl-toxln  treatment  was  discovered 
nearly  half  the  cases  terminated  In 
death.  It  comes  on  insidiously  and  act* 
very  rapidly.  Patients  are  often  ahv.ost 
beyond  help  before  they  consider  th,  ji- 
selves  sufficiently  sick  to  call  a  docior. 

"The  disease  has  appeared  In  almo."«t 
every  section  of  the  state,  but  n  ore 
particularly  in  the  northern  district, 
where  lumbermen  last  winter  spuad 
it  far  and  wide.  There  is  occasion  fi>r 
alarm  at  the  i^resent  large  numb-  r  of 
cases,  since  this  is  the  season  of  thf 
year  when  there  should  be  a  minimum 
of  sickness  from  this  cause.  From  Oc- 
tober to  February  the  disease  is  geiv  i- 
ally  mo.st  prevalent.  Unless  proper 
measures  are  taken  at  once  and  the 
disease  stamped  otit  wherever  if  .-ip- 
pears  there  is  very  great  danger  that 
the  winter  will  bring  an  epideml;  at- 
tended with  great  mortality. 

"Village  health  authorttl«*p,  as  w<»M  as 
those  of  the  larger  towns  and  cities, 
should  make  the  gre:itfBt  effort  to  "h'^k 
the  disease  before  school  opens.  Foih 
St.  Paul  and  Minni-anolis  have  an  un- 
u.sually  large  ntimber  of  cases  "

Wholesale     Meat     Price 

Declining"-  Butchers' 

Trust  Doing  Nothing. 

The  attention  of  the  holdup  artists 
of  the  local  butchers'  tru.«t  is  called  to 
the  fact  that  meat  is  a  drug  on  the 
market  just  at  present,  that  prices  are 
off  considerably,  and  that  although 
they  are  still  persisting  in  their  com- 
bine prices  they  are  paying  less  for 
their  meat  than  they  have  been.  Per- 
haps   they   know    it,    and    in    that   case 

the  information  may  be  of  Interest  to 
the  meat-buying  public. 

Nearly  everything  in  the  meat  line 
is  lower — that  is,  the  wholesale  price  is 
lower — than  It  has  been  for  some  tmie.  | 
Dressed  beef  is  off  to  5^  and  7  cents  a 
pound,  mutton  is  GVi  to  7V2,  lamb  is 
1^2  to  8  and  so  on.  All  of  these  prices  j 
are  the  lowest  that  have  prevailed  for 
some  time,  yet  it  cannot  be  learned 
that  the  butchers  have  made  any  differ- 
ence in  their  prices  to  the  consumer. 

It  might  have  been  expected  that 
the  drouth,  involving  high  prices  for 
feed  of  all  sorts,  would  result  in  high 
prices  for  meat.  Eventually  it  will, 
probably,  but  at  present  the  effect  has 
been    exactly    opposite. 

"The  farmers  that  own  the  stock." 
said  a  packer's  ag'-nt  yesterday  after- 
noon, "are  becoming  alarmed  at  the 
high  prices  of  feed,  and  rather  than 
run  the  risk  of  keeping  their  stock  all 
winter  they  are  rushing  them  on  the 
market.  The  result  is  that  at  all  the 
receiving  centers  cattle,  sheep  and  hogs 
are  crowding  in.  and  that  can  have  but 
one  effect— to  lower  the  price.  This 
will  probably  continue  for  .<!ome  time 
and  low  prices  will  be  the  rule. 

"Then  look  out  for  th«»  reaction. 

"The  present  prices  will  move  meat 
rapidly,  and  after  the  condition  that 
exists  now  has  been  In  effect  long 
enough,  some  morning  the  packers  will 
be  looking  about  for  stock.  They  will 
suddenly  discover  that  there  is  none  to 


be  had.  and  then  the  prices  will  shoot 
up  again." 

That  is  the  time  when  the  butcher  of 
Duluth  begins  to  notice  the  market  re- 
ports and  give  his  customers  the  bene- 
fit of  them. 

Matters  are  rather  quiet  on  Michigan 
street  just  now  so  far  as  new  things  are 
concerned.  The  principal  thing  is  that 
grapes  and  apples  are  plentiful  at  30 
cents   per   basket. 

The  housekeeper  that  Is  going  to  put 
up  peaches  has  been  waiting  for  the 
Michigan  sui)ply.  hoping  for  more  of 
them  and  cheaper  prices.  Michigan 
street  dealers  say  that  the  Michigan 
supply  of  peaches  will  not  be  due  for 
three  weeks  yet,  and  that  it  will  be 
rather  short  and  prices  not  particularly 
low.  The  govern ment  crop  reports  show 
a  fair  crop  of  peaches  In  Michigan.

Bit     Off     Quartermaster 

McKies'  Leg  Near 

the  Knee. 

Washington.  Aug.  9.— Admiral  Kempff 
has  forwarded  to  the  navy  department 
an  official  report,  thrilling  in  its  de- 
tails, of  the  biting  off  of  the  leg  of 
Quartermaster  S.  McKIe,  third  class, 
of  the  gunboat  Annapolis,  by  a  shark 
or  other  mammoth  sea  monster. 

The  Annapolis  has  been  stationed  of 
hite  at  lloilo,  and  on  Jun«»  24  ia.-st  a 
party  was  set  out  tor  rille  target  prac- 
tice. Commander  Uohrer,  in  command 
of  the  Annapolis,  states  that  permis- 
sion was  given  to  several  of  the  men 
to  go  in  Bwimming.  while  others  were 
eguged  in  firing.  Two  of  the  men  had 
been  in  for  some  time  when  McKie 
joined  them  and  asked  if  they  had  been 
able  to  touch  bottom.  Being  answered 
in  the  negative  he  made  a  dive  and  was 
gone  for  several  seconds.  One  of  the 
seamen  says  he  hear^  a  gurgling  sound 
l>eneath  the  water.  A  moment  later 
McKie  appeared  on  the  surface  and 
shouted  'Shark.  .sh;irk."  The  surface 
of  the  water  was  i  overed  with  blood 
near  where  he  came  up.  McKie 
started  to  swim  and  although  crippled 
reached  the  hot  and  was  pulled  in  by 
his  companions.  A  horrible  sight  met 
their  eyes,  the  quartermaster's  leg  hav- 
ing been  Idtten  off  near  the  knee.  With 
all  de.spatch  he  was  taken  aboard  the 
Annapolis,  where  tiie  surgeon  found 
it  necessary  to  amputate  the  limb  be- 
tween the  knee  and  hip.  The  surgeon 
in  his  report  states  that  while  the  acci- 
dent was  not  in  the  line  of  duty,  it  was 
incident   to  the  service.

Burton   Bellinger's     latest     turn 
puzzling  the  county  authorities  not 
little. 

He  is  either  insane,  or  cleverly  simu- 
lating instanity,  or  he  is  In  a  state  of 
hypnosis  produced  by  himself.  All 
three  theories  have  their  adherents, 
and  it  will  be  difficult  to  tell  for  a  day 
or  two  which  is  right. 

He  began  to  show  signs  of  Insanity 
after  supper  last  night.  liefore  that 
nothing  unusual  had  been  noticed,  as  he 
appeared  to  be  all  right  when  he  was 
arraigned  in  court  in  the  morning. 
About  7  o'clock  last  night  he  was  no- 
ticed to  be  pacing  the  narrow  confines 
of  his  cell  like  a  caged  beast,  gnashing 
his  teeth  and  glaiing  wildly.  He 
snapped  at  those  who  approached, recog- 
nized no  one  and  refused  to  answer 
any  questions.  He  continued  that  way 
all  of  last  night  and  was  no  better  to- 
day. 

When  one  of  the  trusties  approached 
the  cell  with  his  breakfast  Uellinger 
snapped  at  him  and  made  an  attempt  to 
grasp  him  through  the  bars,  but  the 
irusty  got  out  of  the  way. 

Later  ir.  the  morning  Harlow  C.  Bel- 
linger, Burt's  brother,  came  up  to  see 
hlni,  but  Burt  refused  to  recognize 
him  and  glared  at  him  as  wildly  as  he 
did  at  anyone  else,  his  face  betraying 
not  the  slightest  knowledge  of  his 
brother. 

Dr.  Robert  Graham,  the  county  phy- 
sician, was  called  and  when  he  entered 
the  cell  Bellinger  made  a  dash  for  him. 
Dr.  Graham,  who  had  just  entered, 
slipped  back  into  the  corridor  and  the 
door  to  the  cell  was  slammed  shut. 
When  Dr.  Graham  went  around  on  the 
outside  of  the  cell  and  looked  in  through 
tlie  bars,  Buvt  was  watching  the  cell 
door  as  a  cat  watches  a  rat  hole,  clinch- 
ing his  hands  and  gritting  his  teeth  in 
a  very  wicked  maner. 

Dr.  Graham  told  the  jail  attendants 
to  keep  him  in  the  same  cell  for  i  fiw 
days  and  watch  him  closely,  and  until 
some  time  Is  passed  he  will  not  be  able 
to  determine  just  what  the  case  is. 
When  asked  about  It  by  The  Heruld 
this  afternoon  Dr.  Graham  said  that  Iw 
had  understood  that  Bellinger  ha!  the 
facultv  of  hypnotizing  himself,  and 
that  if  that  is  true  it  looks  a  good  df  al 
as  though  he  had  done  so  in  this  in- 
stance. 

Bellinger,  about  three  years  ago.  v,  as 
hurt  in  a  bicycle  accident,  strikinr;  his 
head  against  a  man-hole  in  a  Stwcr 
while  coasting  down  an  avenue,  and  he 
was  out  of  his  heo'l  for  several  wo.-ks. 
At  times  it  took  four  men  to  hindl- 
him.  H.  C.  Bellinger,  who  helped  lake 
care  of  him  then,  believes  that  the 
strain  on  his  nerves  has  produced  the 
same  conrtlton  again,  and  he  fears  that 
unless  closely  watched  Burt  will  be- 
come violent  and  make  away  with  him- 
self. 

If  he  becomes  violent  he  wiM  be 
placed  in  the  padded  cell  in  the  co'mly 
jail,  where  floor,  walls  and  celling  .lie 
all  padded  so  thickly  that  he  will  f!nd 
It  utterly  impossible  to  do  any  harm  to 
himself  or  anybody  else. 

RAN  ON  TO  A  BEAR. 

Berry     Pickers   Accidentally 
Stumble  on  to  Bruin. 

The  bear  that  the  female  berry-pick- 
ers have  been  looking  for  ever  since 
the  raspberry  sea.son  began  has  made 
his  appearance.  Yesterday  a  couple  of 
Duluth  women  were  picking  raspberries 
out  at  Sucker  river,  and  while  they 
were  busily  engaged  In  filling  their  palls, 
a  large  blask  bear  lurched  unsteadily 
out  of  the  bushes  near  by.  The  women 
stood  still,  almost  paralyed  with  fright, 
and  the  bear  calmly  surveyed  them  for 
a  moment.  Then,  apparently  concludint?

THAT  HOLD  UP 

Revolutionists  Took  Gov- 
ernment Officials  From 
Panama  Train. 

New  York,  Aug.  9.— A  dispatch  to 
the  Herald  from  Panama  gives  the 
following  account  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  Panama  railroad  train  was 
stopped  by  the  revolutionists  at  Mata- 

chin   station:  _ 

The  train  which  left  Panama  for 
Colon  on  Tuesday  morning  last  was 
held  up  at  Matachln  station  for  half 
an  hour  by  a  band  of  revolutionists. 
Twenty-five  armed  men  boarded  the 
train  and  abducted  four  government 
officials.  They  did  not  fire  any  shots  or 
Injure  the  railway  employes  or  passen- 
gers. On  the  train  were  passengers 
en  route  for  New  Vork  by  the  steamer 
Finance.  There  were  also  on  board 
fourteen  Sisters  of  Charity,  who  re- 
cently arrived  from  Cauca,  and  several 
other  women.  After  seizing  the  govern- 
ment officials  the  revolutionists  went  in 
the  direction  of  Empire  station.  Their 
present  whereabouts  are  not  known. 

Dr.  Arltides  Arkona.  secretary  of  the 
government  in  Panama,  has  now  ar- 
langed  so  that  every  passenger  train 
leaving  Panama  ;ind  Colo  shall  be 
guarded  by  fifty  .-soldiers  for  the  pro- 
tection of  passengers  and  to  insure 
free  transit.

The   Force  In  a  High   State  of   Improvement  and 
Doing  Excellent  Work  In  Preserving 

the  Peace. 


"Washington.  Au^.  9.— The  Insular 
division  of  the  war  department  is  in  re- 
ceipt of  a  report  forwarded  by  Gen. 
MacArthur  from  Manila.  P.  I.,  showini? 
the  condition  and  results  achieved  by 
the  native  police  for  the  months  of 
April  and  May,  1901.  It  shows  the  force 
to  be  in  a  high  state  of  hnprovement. 
and  the  plan  at  first  regarded  as  an  ex- 
pi-riment  is  fast  be«-oming  an  important 
fattor  in  restorinpr  good  order  and  dis- 
cipline in  localities  which  for  years 
befiire  and  since  te  war  have  been  re- 
garded as  unsafe  for  both  m»'n  and 
property.  Gens.  Wheaton,  J.  H.  .^mith. 
Funston.  Grant.  P.ates.  Wade  and  Sum- 
ner speak  highly  of  the  ellliiency  and 
loyalty  of  the  police,  particular  refer- 
ence being  made  to  their  captuie  of 
bands  of  insurgents. 

This  native  police  is  purely  local  In  Its 
character>  it  is  sui)i>orted  by  the  towns 
and  provinces,  assisted  by  the  Insular 
government. 

There  is  another  body  of  men  em- 
ployed In  the  islands  known  as  the 
"Scouts."  This  body  is  generally 
mounted,    and    its   duties   are   to   patrol

the  territory  outside  of  local  govern- 
ments and  not  dirfctly  under  the  protec- 
tion of  local  police.  The  "Scouts"  are 
paid  directly  from  Insular  funds,  and 
such  being  the  nature  of  their  employ- 
ment, they  are  fretjuenlly  called  upon 
to  and  do  materially  as.sist  the  local 
organizations  In  preserving  the  peace 
and  pursuing  and  capturing  marauding 
bands  if  discovered.  A  pt)rtlon  of  these 
fr)rces  is  called  "Maccabebe  scouts." 
These  were  organized  from  the  Maca- 
bebe  at  the  town  of  Macabebe.  by  Ma  J. 
Batson.  under  orders  from  Gen.  Lawton. 
Just  before  his  last  northern  campaign, 
in  which  he  broke  up  the  insurgent 
army.  They  rendered  conspicuous  aid, 
and  the  success  of  their  employment 
was  immediately  followed  by  the  or- 
ganization by  Gen.  Lawton.  about  the 
same  time,  of  Gapt.  Gastner's  "Tugelo 
scouts."  which  rendered  suth  signal 
service  in  the  northern  campaign. 
These  fwouts.  though  not  regularly  en- 
listed into  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  take  an  oath  of  allegiance.  They 
have  a  military  organization  and  re- 
ceive about  the  same  nominal  pay  as 
regularly  enlisted  men  and  non-coni- 
mi.>»siom>d  officers,  except  that  it  is  paid 
in  silver.

And  the  birds  of  piey  came  down  upon 
the  carcasses,  and  Abram  drove  them 
away.    And   when   the   sun   was   going 
down,   a  deep  sleep  fell  upon  Abram; 
and.  lo.  a  horror  of  great  darkness  fell 
upon   him.    And    he   .said    unto   Abram. 
know   of  a   surety   that   thy  seed   shall 
be    a   stranger   in    a    land    that    is   not 
theirs,  and  shall  serv*  them;  and  they 
shall   afflict   them   400  years;    and  also 
that    nation,    whom    they   shall    serve, 
will  I  judge,  and  afterward  shall  they 
come  out   with  great  substance.       But 
thou  Shalt  go  to  thy  fathers  In  peace; 
thou  Shalt  be  burled  in  a  good  old  age. 
And  In  the  fourth  generation  shall  they 
come  hither  again,  for  the  iniquity  of 
the  Amorlte  is  not  yet  full.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  that  when  the  sun  went  down, 
and  it  was  darlc.  behold  a  smoking  fur- 
nace and  a  flaming  torch  that  passed 
between  these  pieces.  In  that  day  th% 
Lord    made    a    covenant    with    Abram. 
saying:    Unto    thy   seed    have   I    given 
this  land,  from  the  river  of  Egypt  unto 
the  great  river,  the  river  Euphrates." 

Golden  text:  "I  am  thy  shield,  and 
thy  exceeding  great  reward."  Gene- 
sis 15:1.

GOD'S  PROMISES  AND  RESTLESS 
ABRAM. 
In  Haran  God  gave  His  promise  to 
Abram  and  renewed  it  under  the  oak 
of  Moreh.  Then  at  Bethel,  after  Lot 
had  taken  his  goods  and  gone  off 
toward  Sodom  God  told  Abram  that 
all  the  land  over  which  he  could  look 
would  one  day  belong  to  his  descend- 
ants. The  thing  that  most  interested 
Abram  in  these  repeated  promises  was 
not   the  fact  that  rich  and  extensive  [ 


domains  were  to  be  his,  but  that  each 
promise  told  him  that  he  would  have  an 
heir  to  Inherit  his  power  and  property. 
The  sorrow  of  his  domestic  life  was  his 
failure  to  receive  an  heir  from  his  wife. 
For  ten  years  he  had  been  wandering 
from  his  parental  city,  all  the  time  ex- 
pecting that  In  some  way  God  would 
show  him  that  the  hopes  of  his  years 
would  be  fulfilled.  His  power  among 
the  people  of  Canaan  was  rapidly  grow- 
ing. He  had  but  recently  achieved  that 
notable  victory  over  the  army  of  Che- 
dorlaomer  up  In  the  vicinity  of  Da- 
mascus. He  knew  the  danger  into  which 
his  prominence  and  even  his  victory 
had  brought  him.  He  was  well  aware 
that  the  king  of  Elam  would  not  willing- 
ly permit  that  nocturnal  route  to  go  un- 
revenged.  We  are  told  that  it  was 
after  the  rescue  of  Lot  that  God  ap- 
peared to  him  for  the  fourth  or  fifth 
time. 

There  seems  to  be  special  significance 
In  the  fact  that  God  appeared  at  that 
particular  time.  "I  am  thy  shield" 
was  a  portion  of  the  word  God  spoke  to 
him.  Perhaps  Abram  was  thinking 
much  upon  the  dangers  that  beset  his 
life.  He  need  have  had  no  fear  so  long 
as  God  was  protecting  him.  These 
words  now  come  as  a  message  of  light 
to  many  who  are  earnestly  .seeking  to 
walk  In  the  way  of  God's  service,  but 
who  find  a  variety  of  dangers  con- 
fronting them.  Isaiah  gave  a  fuller 
statement  of  this  same  idea  of  God's 
protecting  care  when  he  wrote  the 
words:  "Thou  art  my  servant.  I  have 
chosen  thee  and  not  cast  thee  away; 
fear  thou  not,  for  I  am  with  thee;  be 
not  dismayed,  for  I  am  thy  God;  I  will 
strengthen  thee;  yea,  I  will  help  thee; 
yea,  I  will  uphold  thee  with  the  right 
hand  of  my  righteousness." 

Another  imporant  truth  taught  to 
Abram  In  this  incident  was  that  God 
himself  was  the  reward  of  his  faith.  It 
is  the  mistake  of  multitudes  of  people 
to  expect  rewards  for  moral  conduct 
and  courage  in  outward  gifts,  whereas 
God  desires  each  one  to  see  that  the 
best  reward  he  can  have  for  duty  well 
done  is  the  consciousness  of  that  fact. 
We  must  not  parade  our  good  deeds  be- 
fore God,  as  much  as  to  say::  "See 
what  a  good  boy  am  I,"  with  the  ex- 
pectation that  God  will  give  us  some 
gay  bauble  as  a  reward.  Each  time  any 
person  is  inclined  to  so  treat  his  faith 
and  duty,  he  ought  to  turn  his  ear  to 
catch  the  voice  of  the  Infinite  as  It 
says:  "I  am  thy  exceeding  great  re- 
w-ard."  It  is  not  things  about  God  or 
Christ  that  help  us,  but  God  himself 
and  Christ  himself.  Both  blessing  and 
source  and  reward  are  to  be  found  In 
the  great  person  of  the  Deity,  and  not 
in  any  naere  magical  influence  that 
emanates  from   Him. 

"Hope  deferred  maketh  the  heart 
sick."  It  also  fills  the  soul  full  of  rest- 
lessness as  the  delay  of  his  expectations 
did  Abram.  Sarai,  his  wife,  was  aso  im- 
patient. She  said  to  Abram:  God  de- 
lays his  promise,  let  us  contrive  a  way 
out  of  the  difficulty  lest  a  total  stranger 
to  our  family  become  our  heir.  And  so, 


we  have  the  story  of  the  sixteenth 
chapter  of  Genesis  .\ith  all  the  strife  and 
bloodshed  and  bitter  enmity  that  have 
resulted.  Ishmael  was  born,  but  his 
very  conception  was  the  signal  for  the 
beginning  of  Intestine  quarrels  whose 
end  has  not  yet  appeared,  for  all  the 
warfare  between  Jew  or  Christian  and 
Mohammedan  must  be  traced  back  to 
the  jealousy  that  arose  between  Sarah, 
the  mother  of  Isaac  and  of  Israel,  and 
Hagar,  the  mother  of  Ishmael  and  of 
the  wild  children  of  the  peninsula, 
whose  hand  has  been  against  every 
man,  and  from  whom  has  sprung  the 
religion  whose  propagation  has  been 
pushed  at  the  point  of  the  sword  until 
a  stream  of  blood  has  been  left  trailitig 
its  sinuous  course  wherever  the  devotees 
of  Allah  have  marched  in  their  mad 
fury. 

It  is  a  dangerous  thing  to  try  to  im- 
prove on  the  ways  of  God  or  to  hasten 
His  plans.  "Time  is  long"  in  the  ac- 
complishment of  moral  ends  as  well  as 
in  the  building  of  material  worlds.  The 
strheme  which  Saral  suggested  com- 
mended Itself  as  a  practical  one,  but  it 
failed  to  honor  the  will  and  promise  of 
God,  and  in  that  it  was  unwise.  So  are 
all  our  little  human  schemes  which  try 
to  promote  our  hopes  at  the  expense  of 
righteous  moral  principles  and  of  firm 
confidence  in  God. 

ACTIVE  FAITH, 
Why  is  faith  reckoned  a  thing  so 
essential  to  religious  character?  Paul 
\\  ould  answer.  Because  it  Is  the  motive 
of  the  religious  life,  but  James  would 
say.  Because  it  is  the  genuine  belief  in 
God  and  in  his  promises,  which  belief 
cannot  be  reckoned  genuine  unless  It  ex- 
presses itself  in  the  conduct  demanded 
by  the  faith.  The  Jews  of  Peul's  day 
were  wont  to  think  that  Abraham's 
faith,  which  was  reckoned  to  him  for 
righteousness,  was  obedience  to  law. 
but  they  held  this  theory  in  superb  dis- 
dain of  their  own  historj',  which  showed 
that  In  Abraham's  day  there  was  no  law 
or  ritual  except  such  es  was  written  in 
the  human  heart,  or,  as  we  would  say, 
In  the  conscience.  Now  Abraham's 
faith  was  a  firm  belief  in  God  and  in 
what  God  had  said  to  him,  and  devotion 
to  the  doing  of  the  will  of  God.  In 
speaking  of  this  faith  of  Abraham,  Paul 
sought  to  avoid  the  error  of  the  Jews  of 
his  day.  and  James  sought  to  avoid  the 
error  of  an  abuse  of  such  teaching  as 
Paul  gave  on  the  subject. 

Faith  Is  a  foundation  element  in 
Christian  character.  The  eleventh 
chapter  of  Hebrews  throws  much  light 
on  this  question,  for,  In  verses  8  to  11,  it 
shows  how  the  faith  of  Abraham  was, 
first  of  all,  a  faith  that  meant  surrender 
oX  self  to  go  any  place  at  God's  bidding: 
"And  he  went  out,  Qot  knowing  whither 
he  went"  If  our  Christian  faith  is.  at 
first,  a  belief  In  God  and  in  what  we  are 
taught  in  the  Bible  about  God,  it  is, 
next,  an  unreserved  devoticai  to  do 
whatever  God,  through  conscience,  may 
demand  of  us,  and  happy  is  that  be- 
liever who  makes  this  surrender  of  self 
In  OS  whole-hearted  a  manner  as  did 
Abram.  when  he  cut  loose  from  home 
and  kindred  and  went  out  to  seek  for  a 
city  "which  hath  foundations,  whose 
builder  and  maker  is  God." 

Faith  in  God  also  means  patience,  for 
God  does  not  hasten  the  execution  of 
his  plans.  "The  mills  of  the  gods  grind 
■lowly,  but  they  grind  exceeding 
sure."  .Christian  thought  has  expressed 
the  truth  of  the  old  adage  in  language 
more  beautiful  and  appropriate: 

"Deep  in  tinfathomable  mines 

Of  never-failing  skill. 
He  treasures  up  his  bright  designs. 

And  worlut  his  sovereign  will." 

The  Christian  has  confidence  that  €rOd 
not  only  has  plans,  but  that  he  is  work- 
ing them  out.  The  hour  seems  dark,  at 
times,  es  it  did  to  Abram  when  he  had 
lived  so  long  and  yet  saw  no  new 
gleams  of  hope  irradiating  his  horizon. 
Twenty-four  years  is  a  long  time  to 
wait  before  receiving  any  definite  indi- 


cation that  a  trusted  promise  is  to  be- 
come a  reality.  No  wonder  that  Sarah 
laughed  when  she  was  at  la.st  a«=sured 
that  through  her  was  the  promise  to  ba 
fulfllld,  and  that  she  was  to  be  the 
mother  of  kings.  It  was  a  strange  thing 
for  Abram  to  change  his  name  so  that 
it  meant  "Father  of  a  multitude."  But 
God  had  promised  and  Abram  knew  it 
would  come  to  pass.  If»  at  times  ha 
doubted,  in  his  better  momenta  he  was 
certain  of  the  Divine  word,  and  that 
healed  him  of  his  restlessness.  Who  la 
there  without  his  moments  that  look 
out  through  eyes  of  despair?  But  such 
moments  are  not  the  normal  standard 
of  any  healthy  life.  They  quickly  pass 
If  one  really  believes  in  God.  Then  the 
smile  of  doubt  is  transformed  into  the 
genuine  laughter  of  a  vigorous  faith. 
Isaac  was  Ijorn  after  twenty-five  years 
of  patient  waiting.  Those  were  years 
in  whioh  Abram  had  to  use  all  his  Influ- 
ence, for  Saral.  his  wife.  se*?ms  to  have 
been  much  inclined  to  skepticism  about 
the  poseibility  of  realiizng  the  promise. 
There  is  some  Indication  that  much  of 
the  delay  was  due  to  her  lack  of  faith, 
and  that  the  fulfillment  came  only  after 
she  had  learned  to  share  the  faith  of 
her  husband.  Religious  faith  must  al- 
ways be  active  or  else  it  is  doomed  ta 
death. 

The  sacrifice  of  animals  which  Abram 
made  seems  a  very  childish  thing  to  us 
now,  but  It  was  the  current  method 
then  of  ratifying  a  covenant.  The 
smoking  furnace  and  the  burning  torch 
no  doubt  served  as  symbols  of  the  puri- 
fying power  of  the  Divine  presence. 
The  assertion  that  his  descendants 
should  sojourn  in  a  strange  land  was 
another  indication  of  delay  In  the  com- 
plete realization  of  the  promise,  but 
the  character  of  the  nation  could  not 
develop  faster,  in  proportion  to  Its 
magnitude  than  had  the  character  of 
its  founder.  He,  after  a  long  life  full 
of  good  things  should  come  to  death 
honorably  in  a  good  old  age.  His 
children,  in  the  fourth  generation,  were 
also  to  realize  the  promise  and  take 
possession  of  the  land.  At  that  time 
they  would  come  forth  from  the  land  of 
their  afiHictlon  richly  laden  with  the 
spoil  of  that  land.  We  know  from  th» 
subsequent  history  of  Israel  that  they 
actually  came  out  of  Egypt  rich,  not 
only  in  spoil,  but  also  in  the  training 
which  Moaes  had  gotten  and  in  the  arts 
of  settled  life  which  they  had  all  gotten 
by  sheer  force  of  living  there. 

The  seventeenth  chapter  tells  about 
the  change  of  names  and  records  the 
story  of  the  initiation  of  the  rite  of 
circumcision  as  a  mark  of  the  covenant 
of  Abraham's  children  with  God.  His 
descendants .  have  practised  the  rite  to 
this  day,  both  those  who  have  coins 
through  the  line  of  Isaac  and  the  others 
who  belong  to  the  line  of  Ismael.  The 
practise  of  circumcision  was  not  then 
a  new  thing  in  the  earth,  nor  is  It  limit- 
ed to  the  children  of  Abraham.  It  Is 
practised  by  some  tribes  in  South  Amer- 
ica, by  some  others  in  Australia  as  well 
as  in  the  South  Sea  Islands  and  in  Afri- 
ca. Just  as  God  took  the  familiar  rain- 
bow in  the  sky  and  taught  the  people 
to  look  on  it  as  a  symbol,  so  this  com- 
mon hygienic  practise  was  turned  Into 
a  mark  of  a  great  covenant  with  God. 

One  other  Item  must  not  escape  notics 
tn  this  study,  and  that  is  the  fact  thst 
God  told  Abraham  that  his  children 
could  not  occupy  Canaan  until  the  ini- 
quity of  the  Amorite  was  full.  In  other 
words  room  could  be  made  for  his  peopls 
Israel  only  when  Justice  demanded  the 
chastisement  of  the  people  who  then 
Inhabited  the  land.  Their  wickedness 
was  not  yet  so  great  as  to  demand  their 
expulsion;  but  wickedness  grows  at  a 
rai^d  pace,  and  the  day  of  their  doom 
would  come,  as  come  It  did.  But  the 
great  truth  Is  that  GU>d's  Judgments  are 
always  seasonable.  He  does  not  hastes 
them  any  more  than  he  hastens  the  de- 
velopment of  his  plans  for  the  growth 
of  his  Iringdom.  Both  are  ssre,  and 
cannot  be  trifled  with  except  at  peril.

There  are  two  wrestlers  in  town  to- 
day that  agree  to  throw  Herman  Smith 
160  times  in  an  hour,  strangle  holds 
preferred. 

Smith  was  the  promoter  of  last  night's 
wrestling  match.  He  skipped  town  to- 
day with  his  brindle  pup  and  J300. 

Smith  matched  two  straw  men  and 
Louis  Reub  and  Fred  Fair  against  the 
Terrible  Turk,  the  latter  agreeing  to 
throw  all  four  In  an  hour.  Notwlth- 
.«tanding  the  fact  that  Smith  was  sup- 
posed to  be  backing  the  quartet  of 
wrestlers  he  urged  them  to  throw  the 
match  and  when  the  crowd  at  the  Ar- 
mory last  night  witnessed  the  opening 
of  the  exhibition  the  management  sup- 
posed that  the  affair  was  "fixed"  bo 
that   the  Turk   would   win.

"A  man's  cap.  whi»:h  was  found  In  the 
railroad  tunml  la.st  Tuesday  morning, 
has  been  positively  Identified  as  a  nead 
covering  worn  by  Winters,  and  .o 
strengthen  this  fact  there  is  the  furth»rr 
one  that  the  suspect  has  been  wearing 
a  nt'W  cap  ever  since  the  time  of  th;- 
r<il>l)iry.  He  t-xplains  his  loss  of  the 
old  one  by  saying  that  it  blew  away. 

"The  cover  of  the  tunnel  excavatr.d 
by  the  thieves  was  constructed  of  latus. 
tipon  wliich  some  cloth  was  fastened 
with  tacks  of  a  peculiar  pattern,  a. id 
tacks  similar  to  these  were  found  to- 
day in  Winters'  cabin.  Portions  of 
laths  similar  to  those  <-ompo8lng  the 
framework  of  the  cover  have  been 
found  at  the  same  place.

"In  the  cabin  was  also  found  a  n^w 
Instrument  designed  to  cut  gasplp  v  .> 
small  clt-ctric  battery  and  tiny  el.'cttic 
Lull).  Iht!  latter  b.-lng  covered  with  dii  t. 
similar  to  that  in  the  tunnel,  was  ''»und 
in  the  cabin. 

"Winters  had  been  seen  late  at  ninht 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  railroad  tunnel  >*:x 
or  st'Ven  times  by  persons  who  had  had 
occasion  to  pass  that  way," 

Winter.H  stoutly  claims  that  he  knows 
nothing  whatever  about  the  robb-^.y. 
The  theory  upon  which  the  detectlvts 
are  ngw  working  on  Is  that  t^ie  robbery 
WHS  executed  by  one  man  only.  It  is 
thruight  that  the  two  bars  of  gold  found 
on  the  waters  edge  were  placed  there 
designedly  for  the  purpose  of  creatJMg 
the  Impression  that  the  gold  had  l>e''n 
carried  away  in  a  boat.  On  this 
hypothesis  a  thorough  search  is  being 
rriade,  near  the  vicinity  of  the  rob')ery, 
for  the  stolen  gold.

Many  Vesseb  Now  Tied 
Up  By  San  Fran- 
cisco Strike. 

San  Francisco,  Aug.  8.— The  tieup  of 
shipping  on  account  of  the  great  strike 
is  becoming  serious.

Present  Pliase  of  Chinese 
Negotiation  From  Trust- 
worthy  Source. 

Washington.  Aug.  9.— The  following 
exact  statement  of  certain  phases  of 
the  Chinese  negotiations  is  given  from 
authoritative  sources  in  order  to  cotr-xt 
some  misapprehension  which  has  arisen 
from  publi.-<hed  reports  as  to  the  pos- 
sible causes  for  delay  in  signing  the 
protocol  at  Pekin. 

All  the  negotiators  are  agreed  on  the 
tariff  matter.  The  present  ad  valorem 
tariff  is  to  be  converted  into  a  spevulc 
tariff  at  the  average  rates  of  the  pr.^s- 
•nt  treaty  tariff.  5  per  centum,  effec- 
tive, and  articles  now  on  the  free  list 
are  to  be  included  in  the  new  specific 
schedule.  The  details  of  this  arrange- 
ment are  to  be*  left  to  a  special  com- 
mission, to  sit  hereafter  probably  ut 
Shanghai. 

The  derails  of  the  arrangement  for 
the  prohibition  of  the  importation  of 
firearms,  munitions  and  materials  for 
their  manufacture  were  settled  some 
months  ago.  They  provided  for  the 
■elaure.  by  the  foreign  warships,  of  any 
Chinese  or  foreign  ships  entering 
Chinese  waters  with  the  prohibited 
articles  on  board,  and  also  for  such 
Iteps  as  eauh  of  the  several  foreign  g  )v- 
ernments  may  deem  it  proper,  or  be  In 
a  position  to  take  in  order  to  prolnoit 
the  exportaton  of  arms  and  supplies 
from  their  respective  countries  co 
China.  The  state  department  is  not 
Officially  advised  of  the  provisions  of 
an  amendment  to  ths  article  of  the  pro- 
tocol, which  is  reported  to  liave  been 
recently  Introduced,  but  Its  objoct 
would  eeem  to  be  to  require  the  Chinese 

?,uthorltles  to  actively  co-operate  in  en- 
ordng  the  prohibition,  which  the 
Chineee  negotiators  already  have  ac- 
cepted In  principle.

The  Filipinos  Desire  to  Gov- 
ern Themselves.

"It  is  not  immediate  independence  we 
ask,  "  he  said,  "but  we  want  It  as  Cuba 
Kets  it,  when  a  stable  government  has 
Ijeen  established.  We  have  no  thoughi  of 
interfering  in  any  way  with  the  other  in- 
terests which  the  United  States  has  In 
the  Isalnds,  but  we  want  to  govern  our- 
selves,"

The  case  of  Capt.  Charles  Brown,  of 
.West  Duluth,  against  Capt.  Haggerty, 
of  the  steamer  Hoag,  w  ho  was  charged 
with  stealing  an  anchor  from  Capt.

It  Is  known  definitely  that  some 
Wealtlty  Kastern  parties  are  in  the  city 
neKotiating:  with  a  local  real  estate  firm 
with  the  view  of  securing  land  on  Min- 
nesota Point  and  erecting  a  summer 
hotel.  A  conference  was  arranged  for 
yesterday  with  one  of  the  parties  who 
l»  interested  In  property  holdings  on 
the  i>oint,  but  it  was  postponed  until 
today.  Contrary  to  the  expectation  of 
those  who  have  held  to  the  idea  that 
Buch  a  hotel  would  .«ome  day  hs  put  up 
on  the  point,  but  a  short  distance  from 
Duluth,  the  people  interested  are  con- 
templating locating  on  the  lower  end  of 
the  point,  opposite  Old  Superior. 

It  Is  said  that  the  purchase  contem- 
plates a  tract  of  about  fourteen  acres, 
if  such  an  acreage  can  be  secured. 
The  hotel  contemplated  will  not  be  so 
substantial  a  structure  as  would  be 
built  in  the  city,  but  merely  Intended 
for  summer  use,  with  rooms  large  and 
plea.«»ant  and  with  deep  verandas  sur- 
roundin:^  the  house.  The  idea  of  the 
people  that  are  interested  in  the  schr me 
Is  to  have  a  large  park  about  the  hotel 
and  the  improvements  that  will  bo 
made  if  thf  scheme  goes  through  will 
amount  to  many  thousands  of  dollars. 
One  of  the  features  would  be  a 
Bteamer  dock  on  the  bay  side  that 
would  be  large  enough  to  accommodate 
uny  of  the  large  excursion  steamers.

It  is  rumored  that  John  Winter,  the 
suspect  now  in  cuBtody,  has  made  a  full 
confession  and  has  declared  that  the 
treasure  is  lying  in  the  shallow  water 
of  Casquines  straits.  The  alleged  con-  I 
fesslon  Is  .said  to  have  be^n  made  in  the 
office  of  Captain  of  Detectives  Seymour, 
after  the  prisoner  had  been  examined 
at  great  length.  Several  offlcers  imme- 
diately chartered  a  tug  and,  taking 
^Vinters  with  them,  went  up  the  bay 
to  the  smelting  works.  Here  several 
detectives  were  taken  on  board  and  the 
tug  proceeded  to  Crockett,  where  It  was 
proposed  to  spend  the  night. 

Trouble  then  occurred  between  the 
San  Francisco  oftlcers  and  Sheriff 
Veale  of  Contra  Costa  county,  in  which 
the  robbery  was  committed.  The  sherlfC 
demanded  the  custody  of  the  prisoner, 
and  upon  being  refused,  procured  a 
search  warrant.  A  truce  was  arranged, 
however,  and  the  entire  party  boarded 


the  tug  and  started  for  Marylnez,  the 
county  seat.  Winters  was  handcuffed 
and  guarded  with  the  utmost  vigilance. 
Sheriff  Vealc  stated  that  he  understood 
a  complete  confession  had  been  made. 

No  definite  statement  has  been  made, 
but  a  launch  has  been  sent  to  Crockett 
and  the  tug  is  provided  with  grappling 
apparatus  which,  it  is  understood,  will 
be  put  in  use  today.

AFTER  SOUTHERN  TRUST 

United  States  Steel  Corporation  Makes  Overtures  to 

the  Tennessee  Coal  and  Iron  Company 

and  Its  Allied  Interests. 


New  York.  Aug.  10.— It  is  reported  1  i 
well  informed  quarters  that  the  Iln'ted 
States  Steel  corporation  has  made  cer- 
tain advances  to  the  managers  of  the 
T»'nnessoe  Coal  and  Iron  company,  and 
allied  industries  in  tbi'  South,  by  which 
aU  the  Southern  Irtm  and  steel  works 
will  come  under  the  control  of  the 
United  States  Steel  corporation,  says 
the  Tribune.  While  the  report  men- 
tioned could  not  be  verified,  it  was  said 
on  excellent  authority  that  negotiations 
have  been  under  way  for  the  last  year 
for  the  purchase  by  the  big  trust  of  the 
Tennessee  Coal  and  Iron  company. 

It  is  al.-^o  learned  that  leading  Inter- 
ests in  the  United  States  Steel  corpora- 


tion have  been  in  conference  wit?,  the 
banking  poweis  behind  the  Tenneb.sc-.- 
Coal  and  Iron  company,  but  the  r"3ult 
of  the  conference  has  not  yet  been  iiunii 
known. 

A  few  months  ago  the  I'^nlted  States 
Steel  corporation  submitted  certain 
proposals  to  the  Tennessee  Coal  and 
Iron  company,  and  the  negotiations 
were  tmder  way  at  the  time  of  the 
lirst  outbreak  of  the  Amalgamated  as- 
sociation. If  the  l-nlted  States  Steel 
corj>oration  can  secure  the  various  Irjn 
and  steel  works  In  the  South,  the  Amal- 
gamated may  find  It  hard  to  maki»  a 
success  of  its  efforts  to  tie  up  the  stetd 
and  iron  industry  of  the  country.  It 
ma.v  be,  thenfori'.  that  the  Tenn-r-uee 
Coal  and  Iron  company  will  be  an  im- 
portant factor  in  the  settlem-jnt  cf  tlie 
strike. 


Washington.  Aug.  10.— Chief  Wllkle. 
of  the  secret  service,  has  received  a 
telegram  from  San  Francisco  an- 
nouncing the  arrest  of  Walter  Dimmick. 
formerly  chief  olerk  of  the  United 
States  mint  there.  The  telegram  gives 
no  particulars. 

San  Francisco.  Aug.  10.— Since  July  4, 
when  it  was  discovered  that  six  sacks 
containing  $30,000  were  missing  from 
the  mint  vault,  Walter  N.  Dimmick, 
former  cheif  clerk  of  the  United  States 
mint,  has  been  a  prominent  figure  in 
the  Investigation.  ^\■hen  he  was  dis- 
missed from  the  mini  it  was  stated  by 
Superintendent  Leacii,  that  it  was  not 
on  account  of  the  rot>bery.  but  in  pur- 
suance of  a  decialon  made  before  the 
robbery  was  discovered  and  that  the 
robbery  prolonged  his  detention. 

Since  his  release  from  duty  Dim- 
mick has  been  under  th^  surveillance 
of  secret  service  men.  who  have  probed 
Into  every  detail  of  his  private  life. Dim- 
mick was  one  of  the  four  persons  known 
to  have  had  access  to  the  vault.  In  a 
memorandum  book  in  his  possession, 
the  secret  service  men  found  he  noted 
the  combination  to  the  upper  lock  of 
the  vault  door.  This,  it  was  thought. 
C:ashler  Cole  alone  knew.  An  expert 
found  that  the  lime  lock  was  not  work- 
ing, and.  as  a  result,  a  person  who  had 
the  combination  could  open  the  vault 
at  any  time  during  the  day  or  night. 
To  the  officers  Dimmick  admitted  work- 
ing at  the  mint  as  late  as  11  o'clock  at 
night.

The     Wheat    Crop     In 

France  Is  lelpw  Ihe 

Average. 

New  York.  Aug.  In.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Journal  Jf  Commerce  from  Paris,  says: 
Notliingia  yet  known  regivrdiag  the  wheat 
crop  with  any  exactness,  which  is  not  al- 
ready plain  to  ordinary  experts.  For 
Francc.even  the  first  results  of  the  thre»h- 
Ing  are  known  from  the  South.  The  mill- 
ing trade  is  holding  Itself  in  reserve  l>efore 
l)uy:iig.  to  make  closer  cakul!>tlon«.  but 
the  main  line  of  the  situation  are  already 
evif'iftnt.  Taking  Franc,  as  an  example. 
It  i.-i  certain  that  the  year's  crop  io  heavily 
d^-liclent.  The  only  doubt  concerns  the 
;ii>proxlmate  amount  of  the  wheat  which 
will  have  to  be  importid  to  supply  the 
needs  of  the  national  consumption.  The 
estimates  range  from  lO.OOO.tXX)  hecklltorts 
to  'J2.000MX)  hectolitres.  The  latter  Is  the 
figure  of  Senator  Coteaux,  who  has  been 
a  pebltnist  from  the  beginning,  to  the 
grk.at  displeasure  of  the  organs  of  the 
mlllltiK  trade. 

ASK  ACTION. 


Pittsburg.  Aug.  10. — The  get.cral 
strike  order  of  President  Shaffer  of  the 
Amalgamated  association  becomes 
effective  today,  and  the  army  of  iron, 
steel  and  tin  workers  to  whlfh  It  Is  ad- 
dressed is  expected  to  throw  dow^n  their 
tools  at  the  close  of  the  last  turn.  The 
close  approach  of  the  final  hour  has 
produced  no  appreciable  change  1  ere, 
and  as  yet  there  has  not  been  a  ripple 
of  excitement.  At  the  strike  headquart- 
ers, in  the  Bissel  block,  the  newspaper 
reporters  and  correspondents  outnum- 
ber the  representatives  of  lalwr,  a.id 
the  Carnegie  building,  from  wihch  the 
steel  interests  are  being  directed,  was 
quieter  than  on  an  ordinary  bu«!inevs 
day. 

With  the  opposing  sides  at  the  part- 
ing of  the  ways,  there  is  still  much  talk 
of  a  settlement.  Strong  appeals  have 
been  made  to  both  President  Shaffer 
and  President  Gompers,  asking  tiiat 
they  throw  their  influence  towards  a 
settlement,  and  various  plans  'or 
avoiding  a  general  strike  have  been  dis- 
cussed and  offered  by  dislntereste  1  men 
on  the  outside.  There  may  yet  come  a 
peacemaker  with  a  form  of  compact 
that  will  be  accepted  by  both  side?,  but 
for  the  present  the  strike  seems  in- 
evitable. The  open  letter  written  by 
President  Gompers  of  the  Federation  of 
Labor  was  generally  discussed  today 
and  construed  by  each  individual  ac- 
cordng  to  his  sympathies.  The  strikers 
asserted  that  it  was  eminently  satis- 
fatory  to  them  and  that  it  assured  them 
the  complete  support  of  the  Federation. 
Opponents  of  the  strike  insisted  thf.t 
there  was  but  little  consolation  for  the 
strikers  in  tiie  statement.  They  say 
that  President  Gompers  does  not  ap- 
prove of  the  strike,  and  stood  rea^y. 
while  here,  to  accept  and  support  any 
plan  for  a  satisfactory  settlement.  It  is 
not  yet  knowm  here  what  steps  the  Fed- 


eration of  Labor  will  take.  None  of  its 
officers  are  here  and  the  Amalagamated 
leaders  refuse  to  discuss  the  matter. 

All  manner  of  reports  as  to  legal  ac- 
tions are  in  circulation,  and  injunctions 
and  counter  injunctions  are  being  dis- 
cussed, but  no  steps  have  been  taken 
here  yet  to  invoke  the  aid  of  the  courts 
by  either  side.  President  Shaffer  leit 
early  today  for  New  Castle,  to  partici- 
pate in  the  great  strike  demonsf^tion 
in  progress  there.  Reports  from  New 
Castle  indicate  that  ther£  will  be  a 
large  crowd  in  attendance.  President 
Shaffer  will  return  here  late  in  the 
afternoon  and  go  to  McKeesport  to- 
night. He  was  the  principal  speaker  at 
the  New  Castle  meeting  today,  and  will 
also  deliver  the  main  address  at  Mc- 
Keesport tonight.  He  was  gi.ven  an  en- 
thusiastic welcome  at  New  Castle  and 
was  loudly  cheered  whenever  he  .vas 
seen  and  recognized. 

Secretary  Williams  was  in  charge  of 
the  local  strike  headquarters  in  the 
absence  of  the  chief.  He  said  that  he 
knew  nothing  of  any  plan  for  com- 
promise, and  that  he  had  nothing  to 
say  as  to  the  situation. 

The  strike  at  the  Riverside  plant  of 
the  National  Tube  works  at  Benwood. 
W.  Va..  came  earlier  than  was  expected. 
At  2  o'clock  this  morning,  when  the 
men  in  the  plate  mill,  w-here  the  skelp 
for  the  tube  woks  is  rolled,  finished 
their  turn,  dropped  their  tools  and  an- 
nounced to  the  management  that  they 
would  not  be  back  on  Monday.  They 
were  the  first  men  throughout  the  coun- 
try to  obey  the  strike  order  of  President 
Shaffer.  The  mill  had  been  in  operation 
as  a  non-union  plant  and  was  only  re- 
cently organized.  The  Amalgamated 
leaders  expected  that  the  men  would 
hold  another  meeting,  and  feared  that 
opposition  to  the  strike  would  develop. 
There   were   610   men   employed   In   the

POLICE  ARE  CORRUPT 

Recent  Disclosures  In  New  York  Show  a  Moral  and 

Practical  Connection  Between  the 

Police  and  Pool  Rooms. 


New  York,  Aug.  10.— Disclosures  involv- 
Ing  attempts  to  buy  up  an  ofTlcer  of  the 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Crime,  nnd 
implicating  men  on  duty  at  police  head- 
quarters and  several  sergeants  in  tlie 
tipping  off  of  gambllitg  houses  previous 
to  contemplated  raids,  have  followed  the 
arrest  of  tklgar  A.  Wljliney  and  E.  nerg- 
dorf,  alleged  to  he  menibuis  of  a  secret 
service   bureau   in   this  city. 

The  men  were  arrested  on  a  charge  of 
conspiracv  and  aliling  and  abetting  gam- 
blers, and  were  arraigned  before*  Ji^tice 
Jerome  in  the  rooms  of  the  society.  They 
were  each  held  in  $3iX>0  ball.  It  Is  claimed 
that  the  two  detectives  had  appro;iched 
Agent  Dillon  of  the  society  and  offered 
him  money  to  kf^ep  them  informed  of  the 
movements  against  pool  rooms.  The 
agent  appeared  to  acMUlesce.  Whitney 
wa««  Induced  by  Dillon  to  call  at  the  rooms 


of  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Crime,  and  while  there  was  arrested. 
He  Immediately  tossed  a  bundle  of  paper.* 
out  of  the  wintlow.  Thosio  papers  were  re- 
covered by  a  policeman  on  the  watch. 
Anu.ng  them  wns  found  a  duplicate  list 
of  jtool  rooms  which  Whitney  had  previ- 
ously  supplied   to  Agent    Dillon. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  phases  of 
the  development  as  related  by  Frank  Mosa 
In  the  presence  of  the  executive  com- 
milteo  of  th«  society,  was  the  utatement 
that  thirty  pool  r~.n?n«  were  emptied 
promptly  by  me.ms  of  telephone  communi- 
cations, following  lines  laid  down  by 
Whitney  In  his  arransements  with  Dil- 
lon, messages  being  sent  through  i)ollce 
headquarters  direct  to  the  captains  or 
sergeants  In  charge  of  precincts  in  which 
the  gambling  houses  were  in  operation 
Mr.  Moss  claims  that  by  this  system  of 
telephoning  a  "moral  and  practical  eon- 
nection  has  been  establl.whed  between  the 
police  and  the  pool  rooms,'' 


MAIL,  AND  STAMPS  BITRNED. 
Washington,  Aug.  10.— A  telegram 
from  the  postmaster  at  Rantoul,  111., 
announces  that  in  the  fire  which  wiped 
out  the  business  section  of  that  town 
yesterday  the  postoQlce  was  burned 
and  most  of  the  mail  and  part  of  the 
stock  of  stamp  supplies  were  destroyed. 
The  postmaster  reports  that  business 
in  the  town  will  have  to  be  suspended 
for  a  day  or  two.

San     Francisco's    Mayor 

Appealed  to  to  Remedy 

Strike  Conditions. 

San  Francisco,  Aug.  10.— The  chamber 
of  commerce  has  sent  a  communication 
to  Mayor  Phelan.  calling  on  him  to  take 
decisive  action  to  remedy  the  condition 
of  affairs  in  this  city  caused  by  the 
strike.  The  mayor  is  asked  to  issue  a 
proclamation,  declaring  that  acts  of 
violence  and  intimidation  must  cease 
and  making  it  clear  that  the  city  is  re- 
sponsible for  all  damage  caused  by 
riotous  disturbances.  If  the  mayor 
has  no  authority  lo  increase  the  police 
force,  he  Is  requested  to  ask  for  state 
aid. 

The  scarcity  of  coal  la  becoming  ap- 
parent. Nearly  the  entiis  supply  at  the 
various  bunkers  ahs  been  exhausted. 
A  number  of  coal  laden  vessels  are 
tied  up  at  the  docks,  but  one  only  is 
being  unloaded. 

PORTE  IS  OBDUBATE. 

French    Conditions  of  Quay 
Matter  Are  Unacceptable. 

Constantinople.  Friday,  Aug.  9.— The 
Franco-Turkish  dispute  on  the  Quay 
claims  remains  unsettled.  Turkey  per- 
sists in  the  idea  of  purchasing  t.ie 
Quavs  from  the  French  company,  but 
it  is"  impossible  to  fln<j  the  money  at 
present,  owing  to  the  Impoverished 
conditions  of  the  treasury.  The  Porte, 
todav.  again  informed  m;  Constant,  the 
French  ambassador,  that  the  Freu'-h 
conditions  for  the  transfer  of  the  Quays 
were  unacceptable. 

WIRE  TO  NOME. 

Rapid  Progress  on  the  Line 
to  St.  Michaels. 

Seattle.  Aug.  10.— Word  Is  just  regelved 
from  the  lower  Yukon  ihat  work  on  the 
telegraph  line  from  Eagle  to  St.  Michael, 
where  it  will  connect  with  the  cable  to 
Nome.  Is  proceeding  «i  various  points. 
The  line  is  finl.^hed  over  the  cut  off  to  the 
coast  to  Ka'.tag  on  the  Yukon  and  men 
have  proceeded  well  on  to  Nulato.  Lieut. 
Cochran  with  a  force  of  twenty  njen  has 
reached  a  point  twenty  miles  below  Xa- 
nana. A  larife  force  of  men  is  frepartng  to 
string  from  Fort  Hamlin  to  Circle,  while 
125  miles  of  the  line  between  Eagle  and 
Valdes  are  already  open  for  use.  The 
total  length  of  t||e  latter  line  will  be  450 
mllea. 


London,  Aug.  10.— "I  am  going  to  re- 
tire from  the  interviewing  business 
permanently,"  said  United  States  Sen- 
ator Chauncey  M.  Depew  to  a  reporter 
of  the  Associated  Press  today.  "I  have 
served  my  full  term  and  have  generally 
enjoyed  it.  but  there  have  been  so  many 
fictitious  and  erratic  reports  of  my 
sayings  and  speeches  since  I  arrived  in 
Europe  this  summer  that  I  have  con- 
••luded  to  give  up  the  job. 

•It  is  impossible  to  discuss  the  great 
strike  intelligently  at  this  distance,  but 
the  important  thing  to  ncl<i  is  that  the 
prosperity  of  American  manufacturing 
and  agriculture  continues  in  spite  of 
everything.  The  fact  is  that  American 
prosperity  is  now  so  great  that  nothing 
but  a  revolution  could  stop  it,  and  noth- 
ing can  produce  a  revolution. 

"I  have  been  seriously  misquoted  in 
an  American  paper  concerning  the 
efforts  of  European  governments  to 
offset  American  inroads  into  their 
trade  and  manufactures.  My  observa- 
tion of  this  movement  leads  to  the  con- 
clusion that  while  the  European  govern- 
ments view  with  alarm  the  increasing 
inroads  of  American  products,  it  is  im- 
possible that  they  should  successfully 
combine  against  them,  l  am  led  to  this 
coiclusion  by  my  railroad  exi>erience. 
We  often  get  a  half  dozen  or  more  trunk 
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line  managers  together  who  agree  upon 
certain  rates:  but  when  the  question  of 
percentages  was  discussed  it  was  al- 
ways found  that  their  aggregate  de- 
mands reached  300  or  400  per  cent,  when 
there  was  only  100  per  cent  to  divide. 
There  Is  no  chance  of  European  nations 
ever  agreeing  on  a  basis  of  division. 

"I  have  not  seen  Mr.  Croker,  but  he 
is  apparently  getting  much  enjoyment 
out  of  Rnglish  life. 

'•As  a  United  States  senator  I  am  pre- 
cluded .from  discussing  Lord  Kitchen- 
ers  proclamation,  which  undoubtedly 
was  the  most  important  feature  of  Eng- 
lish politics  this  week.  It  is  bound  lo 
create  widespread  comment,  appearing 
as  it  does  on  the  day  Lord  Milner  is 
returning  to  South  Africa.  I  presurne 
Mr  Balfour  and  Mr.  Chamberlain  will 
enlighten  us  on  the  subject  at  Blen- 
heim today,  and  it  would  have  been  a 
pleasure  to  me  to  hear  them  and  witness 
the  demonstration  at  the  duke  of  Marl- 
borough's charming  palace,  had  I. not 
thought  that  my  presence  there  might 
be  misconstrued  in  the  United  States. 
It  is  hopeless  to  ask  united  interven- 
tion. No  matter  how  much  the  people 
svmpathize  with  the  heroism  of  the 
Boers  governments  are  forced  to  deter- 
mine exactly  what  effect  intervention  Is 
going  to  have  for  the  Boers,  and  where 
they  themselves  stand  when  England 
declines  their  demands." 


DASTARDLY  OUTRAGE

Attempt  Made  to  Wow  Up  the  British  Transport 

Mechs^nician  Which  Is  to  Load  Mules 

For  South  Africa. 


New  Orleans,  Aug.  10.— What  Is  re- 
garded as  an  attempt  of  a  Boer  sym- 
pathizer to  blow  up  a  British  transport 
occurred  shortly  after  midnight,  when  a 
terrific  explosion  occurred  at  the  stock 
!  landing  where  the  Harrison  steamer 
Mechanician  is  moored.  The  Mechan- 
ician is  to  carry  mules  to  South  Africa. 
The  explosion  shook  houses,  rattled 
dishes  and  awakened  people  for  some 
distance  around. 

Most  of  the  crew  of  the  ship  were 
asleep,  but  the  explosion  brought  them 
quickly  from  their  berths  to  the  deck. 
An  examination  showed  a  large  dent  on 
the  starboard  side  of  the  ship.  Two 
plates  at  the  water's  edge  had  been 
sprung  and  considerable  water  was  let 

into  the  ship.  „.i,^„ 

Pumps  were  put  to  work,  and  when 
davlight  came  it  was  found  that  the 
vessel  was  in  no  danger  of  sinking  and 
that  the  damage  done  was  not  serious. 
The  crew  of  the  vessel  denied  that  there 
were  any  explosives  aboard  and  there 
seems  little  doubt,  according  to  the 
statements  of  those  who  examined  the 
ship  that  the  explosion  was  from  the 
outside,  and  that  some  sort  of  bomb  or 


MET  BY  EMPEROR. 

Homburg.  Aug.  10.— Field  Marshal 
Count  Von  Waldersee  arrived  here  at  9 
o'clock.  He  was  met  at  the  station  by 
Emperor  William,  the  crown  prince, 
Frederick  Wlliiam,  Prince  Eitel  Fred- 


torpedo  had  been  used. 

Alfred  Le  Blanc,  agent  for  the  line, 
said  three  plates  on  the  starboard  side 
had  been  stove  in  and  that  sixteen  rivets 
had  been  broken  off  or  knocked  com- 
pletely from  their  places.  As  the  ship 
was  making  considerable  water.  It  was 
decided  to  shift  the  ballast  so  as  to  lift 
the  damaged  section  out  of  the  water. 
It  Is  thought  the  damage  can  be  re- 
paired here.  Agent  Le  Blanc  said  the 
Mechanician  will  be  loaded  with  a  cargo 
of  mules  on  Monday  and  get  away  for 
South  Africa  as  soon  as  possible. 

A  British  officer,  who  was  on  the  boat 
last  night,  said  the  explosion  was  ter- 
rific and  that  a  column  of  water  went 
high  up  in  the  air  and  came  down  on 
deck. 

Capt.  Ball  of  the  Mechanician  also 
was  on  board  at  the  time,  but  neither 
he  nor  his  officers  expressed  any  theory 
with  regard  to  who  was  responsible  for 
the  explosion.  It  was  suggested  in 
some  quarters  that  it  might  have  been 
the  act  of  some  disgruntled  muleteer. 
Many  of  the  muleteers  who  have  from 
time  to  time  left  the  city  on  the  British 
transports  have  returned  with  com- 
plaints of  Ill-treatment,  and  a  number 
of  suits  are  now  pending  against  British 
ships  in  the  federal  courts.

Burt    Bellinger's  Condi" 

tion  Even  More  In« 

sane  Than  Before. 


If  He    Is    Shamming   It 
Is  an  Artistic  Per- 
formance. 


Eats    Nothing    and   Gets 

Wild  When  Visitors 

See  Him. 


Burton  Bellinger's  fit  of  insanity,  if 
It  is  Insanity,  continued  today,  and  he 
was  even  worse  than  yesterday  to  all 
appearances.  He  has  eaten  nothing, 
has  not  appeared  to  sleep,  and  haa 
shown  some  violence. 

Yesterday  morning  he  ate  a  piece  of 
bread  for  his  breakfast  and  sine  then 
the  meals  that  have  been  put  \n  hia 
cell  have  been  taken  out  untasted.    He 

spends  most  of  his  time  on  the  cot  in 
his  cell,  but  as  soon  as  anyone  ap- 
proaches he  springs  up  and  begins  to 
throw  things  around  the  cell.  For  th;8 
reason  people  coming  to  look  at  hitu 
this  morning  were  not  permitted  to 
enter.  C.  O.  Baldwin,  his  attorney, 
visited  him  during  the  forenoon  and  his 
appearance  met  with  the  same  wild- 
eyed  unrecognition  that  Bellinger  has 
evidenced  when  anyone  vi^ted  his  cell. 
Mr.  Baldwin  stood  before  the  bare  for 
five  minutes  and  during  that  tim^  Bel- 
linger kept  his  eyes  upon  Rim  ste^idlly, 
not  winking  once.  At  one  time  he 
shifted  his  gaze  to  Mr.  Baldwin's  hand, 
which  was  resting  on  the  bars,  and 
Bellinger  seemed  about  to  make  a 
spring  for  it.  He  made  none,  however, 
and  was  rather  more  quiet  during  his 
attorney's  visit  than  when  others 
looked  in  on  him. 

He  has  spoken  but  once  since  he  took 
on  this  attitude.  That  was  this  morn- 
ing, when  he  asked  one  of  the  trusties, 
who  have  the  run  of  the  coridors  during 
the  day  time,  to  let  him  out. 

The  county  authorities  have  come  to 
no  definite  conclusion  about  his  case. 
His  family  asked  If  the  family  physi- 
cian would  be  permitted  to  see  him, 
and  were  informed  that  there  would  be 
no  objection  to  that.  It  was  suggested 
by  the  family  that  their  physician 
should  consult  with  the  county  physi- 
cian, and  that  the  two  doctors  should 
select  a  third  to  decide  on  his  case. 
Nothing  had  been  done  up  to  a  late  hour 
this  afternoon. 

The  Jail  attendants  are  beginning  to 
believe  that  It  would  be  impossible  for 
him  to  keep  up  a  pretense  so  lonff  and 
so  well.  If  Bellinger  is  shamming,  he 
Is  doing  it  in  an  exceedingly  clever 
manner,  for  though  he  is  watched  con- 
stantly he  has  not  been  caught  off  his 
guard  once,  and  he  is  as  crazy  as  ever 
whenever  anyone  looks  at  him.  He  is 
manifestly  excessively  nervous,  and  he 
starts  violently  at  the  sllghest  noise. 

No  information  of  insanity  In  hia 
case  has  yet  been  filed  in  probate  court, 
but  if  one  is  filed  he  will  probably  have 
to  have  a  hearing  there,  when  a.  Jnry 
composed  of  two  physicians  and  the 
Judge  of  probate  will  pass  upon  the 
question  of  his  sanity.  If  he  is  found 
to  be  insane  he  will  be  sent  to  the 
asylum  for  the  insane  at  Fergus  Fails 
and  the  criminal  prosecution  will  have 
to  await  his  return  from  there. 

Those  who  are  of  the  belief  that  he  5s 
really  insane  advance  as  one  reason  the 
fact  that  he  can  gain  nothing  by  the 
insanity  dodge  at  this  time.  There  Is  no 
claim  that  he  was  insane  when  he  com- 
mitted the  crime  charged,  and  a  com- 
mitment for  insanity  now  would  merely 
prolong  the  time  during  which  he  will 
be  a  ward  of  the  state,  for  after  his  re- 
lease from  the  asylum  the  criminal  pro- 
ceedings against  him  will,  of  course,  be 
taken  up  again,  and  he  will  go  from  the 
asylum  to  the  penitentiary. 

Burt's  former  attack  of  insanit^f 
lasted  but  a  short  time,  for  he  came  to 
himself  after  being  out  of  his  head 
for  less  than  a  month,  and  has  been  all 
right  ever  since.  If  this  attack  is  a  re- 
turn of  the  former  one,  it  is  likely  to  be 
short.  It  is  thought.  If  he  is  shamming, 
he  cannot  keep  it  up  any  length  of  time, 
for  It  is  undoubtedly  a  severe  strain  oa 
the  nerves. 

The  police  were  not  much  surprls«-d 
when  it  was  announced  from  the  ccunty 
jail  that  Burt  Bellinger  was  eith^^r  in- 
sane or  making  a  strong  bluff  at  in- 
Sfl.riitv 

This'  was  rather  expected  by  them 
from  a  conversation  with  the  prisoner 
the  morning  he  was  brought  buck  from 
Cheboygan.  As  he  entered  police  head- 
quarters Chief  Crandall  shook  hinJs 
with  him  and  then  gave  him  a  short 
lecture.  Finally  the  chief  told  him 
that  he  was  too  bright  a  young  man  to 
risk  a  long  term  ip  the  penitentiary  for 
a  few  dollars,  and  asked  him  why  ho 
had  forged  the  checks? 

Bellinger  replied:  "O.  I  guess  I'm 
crazy." 

Au,d  from  the  way  he  said  It.  and 
from  subsequent  conversation  along  the 
same  line,  those  around  headqunrters 
rather  expected  an  insanity  dodge.

List  From  Which  Schley 

Court   of    Inquiry 

Was  Taken. 


We  Have  Largest  Retired 

Naval  List  of  Any 

Country. 


Selfridge  Family   Repre- 
sented By  Father  and 
Two  Sons.

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  Aug.  10.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— It  is  a  formidable  list  of  re- 
tired ancient  mariners  from  which  the 
secretary  of  the  navy  has  selected 
the  major  part  of  the  Schley  court  of 
inquiry,  and  it  has  the  unique  distinc- 
tion of  being  represented  by  father  and 
son  both  long  past  three-score  years. 

For  its  standing  among  the  naval 
powers  the  United  States  supports  a 
larger  retired  list  of  the  higher  grade 
than  any  other  nation,  and  might  also 
be  compared  to  England,  which  carries 
a  larged  list  of  general  oflicers  than 
even  Kussla  or  Germany,  with  th  iir 
gigantic  standing  armies.  The  person- 
nel bill  Is,  in  a  measure,  responsible  for 
the  growing  list  of  retired  rear-admir- 
als, on  account  of  the  clause  which  per- 
mits captains,  after  forty  years  of  ser- 
vice, to  relinquish  active  duties  for  the 
rank  and  pay  of  the  next  higher  grade. 
With  few  exceptions,  the  40-odd  retired 
officers  are  older  than  Admiral  Schley 
and  could  be  members  of  the  board  to 
puss  upon  his  professional  qualities  in 
the  Santiago  campaign. 

Those  near  the  top  o*  the  list  belong 
to  the  "old  navy"  and  know  little  of  the 
superposed  turret,  the  triple  screw  and 
the  30-knot  destroyers.  They  are 
familiar  with  the  wooden  craft,  topsails 
and  spanker,  12-knot8  and  the  smooth- 
bore, but  there  is  not  one  who  will  not 
insist  that  the  day  of  the  sailing  war- 
ship has  not  altogether  pas.sed.  and  that 
it  is  a  mistake  to  educate  young  naval 
cadets  to  the  contrary.  These  preju- 
dices allowed  for,  the  list  of  old  salts  is 
made  up  of  a  body  of  men  mostly  still 
vigorous  and  hearty  and  fine  specimens 
of  the  stuff  that  officers  of  the  old  navy 
were  composed  of  when  there  was  no 
steam  practice  ship  and  hammocks 
were  better  known  than  beds. 

Of  this  class  the  Selfridge  family 
stands  alone  In  being  represented  in  the 
service  now  by  father  and  two  sons,  all 
well  advanced,  and  two  long  past  the 
age  of  active  service.  Thomas  O.  Is  now 
nearly  95  years  old,  and  Is  the  oldest  re- 
tired naval  officer.  It  Is  said.  In  the 
world.  He  was  a  commodore  in  I860, 
when  he  was  retired  after  forty-flve 
years  of  active  service,  but  was  later 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear  admiral 
for  conspicuous  service  in  the  civil  war. 
Thomas  O.,  Jr.,  Is  his  son.  and  is  mora 
than  65  years  old,  while  there  Is  another 
brother,  a  commander  In  the  navy,  well 
along  In  the  'SOs.  The  senior  member  of 
the  family  and  his  son  make  their  home 
in  Washington,  as  do  nearly  one-half 
the  officers  on  the  retired  list,  while  the 
commander  still  paces  the  deck.  All  the 
Selfrldgea  hall  from  Massachusetts,  the 
elder  having  entered  the  navy  Jan.  1, 
1»18,  long  before  the  government 
dreamed  of  founding  the  naval 
academy. 

Next  In  point  of  retired  rank  is 
George  Beall  Balch,  appointed  from 
Alabama,  who  remained  North  during 
the  civil  war  and  now  lives  in  Balti- 
more. A  midshipman  in  1837,  he  re- 
ceived his  early  naval  training  before 
the  mast,  seven  years  before  Annapolis 
became  the  seat  of  naval  education. 
Retired  In  1883,  he  Is  now  90  years  ot 
age,  after  twenty-one  years  spent  at 
sea.  - 

Then  comes  A.  K.  Hughes,  retired  thj 
following  year,  and  80  years  old.  He 
halls  from  New  York  and,,  like  Admiral 
Selfridge,  prefers  Washington  as  his 
home. 

John  Henry  T'pshur  is  another  South- 
erner who  remained  North.  He  was 
born  in  Virginia  and  was  appointed 
from  that  state  in  1841,  belonging  to  the 
first  class,  graduating  from  the  naval 
academy.  He,  too,  lives  In  Washing- 
ton. 

Francis  Asbury  Roe.  spare,  lithe  and 
hearty,  can  b«  s«eii  any  day  walking  ac- 


tively about  the  streets  of  Washington, 
after  passing  forty-flve  years  in  the 
navy.  Admiral  Roe  came  from  New 
York  and  entered  the  navy  with  Ad- 
miral Upshur. 

Samuel  R.  Franklin  Is  one  of  the  finest 
looking  men  of  the  navy  and  does  not 
appear  to  be  In  the  80  odd  years  he  'a. 
He  Is  a  Pennsylvanlan  by  birth  and  a 
"forty-oner,"  like  those  just  above  him. 
This  class  was  one  of  the  most  famous 
in  the  navy's  history  and  produced  em- 
inent officers. 

Admiral  Luce  and  old  "Jlmmle" 
Jouett,  who  come  next,  belonged  to  It 
and  are  from  New  York  and  Kentucky 
respectively.  The  latter  looks  not  a  day 
over  60  and  still  swears  that  the  moni- 
tor is  better  than  the  battleship  as  a 
fighting  craft.  Newport  is  the  home  of 
Luce,  and  Orlando.  Fla..  has  recently 
become  the  residence  of  Admiral  Jouett. 
The  latter  made  Washington  his  home 
for  years,  living  at  the  Anchorage,  tn 
the  suburbs.  Like  Admiral  Dewey,  his 
fad  is  the  horse,  although  he  says  he 
can  even  now  ride  a  malnyard  more 
grracefully  and  with  much  more  safety. 

L.  A.  Klmberly  Is  another  New  York- 
er retired  nine  years  ago,  and  therefore 
about  71.  His  class  was  the  first  after 
the  foundation  of  the  Naval  academy, 
where  he  w'as  graduated  In  1850.  West 
Newton,  Mass.  Is  his  home.  These  are 
the  first  ten  retired  rear-admlraJ.s. 

The  others  are  -of  more  recent  date 
and  Include  Gherardi.  who  in  his  trouble 
with  Admiral  Walker  several  years  ago 
pointed  to  the  naval  regolatlons  and 
said:  "That  is  our  Bible;  you  must 
obey  its  precepts."  Walker  did  and  es- 
caped a  court-martial  at  the  hands  of 
the  navy  department.  A  .son  of  the  old 
man  Is  now  a  lieutenant  In  the  navy  and 
was  pramoted  for  gallant  conduct  in  the 
Spanish  war. 

After  Belknap  and  Harmony  come 
Benham,  of  the  court  of  Inquiry,  and 
"Jlmmle"  Greer  and  A.  A.  Weaver,  all 
0/  whom  may  be  found  any  day  at  the 
Metropolitan  club  playing  chess  or 
spinning  yarns. 

John  G.  Walker,  a  brother-in-law  of 
Senator  Allison,  and  a  member  of  the 
Nlcaraguan  canal  commission,  has  lived 
here  nearly  all  his  naval  career  and  is 
the  only  retired  officer  still  serving  the 
government  in  a  responsible  position.  In 
addition  to  his  retired  pay  of  $4800,  he 
draws  $5000  a  year  as  a  commissioner. 
After  Stanton  comes  "Bull"  Erben,  who 
commanded  the  European  station  when 
Capt.  Hahan  was  skipper  of  the  flag- 
ship Chicago.  "Bull,"  as  he  is  known 
to  the  service,  became  famous  for  re- 
porting then  that  Capt.  Mahan  was  not 
an  efficient  captain,  and  spent  more 
time  with  "literature"  than  in  seeing 
the  decks  were  holystoned  and  squll- 
geed. 

Thomas  O.  Selfridge.  red -faced  and 
active,  looks  younger  than  he  is.  He 
once  came  near  getting  us  In  trouble 
with  Japan  because  he  used  one  of  its 
sacred  islands  for  a  target  for  his  great 
guns  and  killed  a  number  of  the  na- 
tives. 

The  rest  of  the  retired  list  Is  made  up 
of  a  lot  of  "youngsters"  as  compared 
to  the  formidable  array  of  old-timers 
noted  above.  They  are  well  along  to- 
ward the  70  mark,  but  a  few  are  still 
nearer  60.  Of  the  first  twenty  officers, 
twelve  make  Washington  their  home 
,and  the  rest  are  scattered  about  the 
country.  One  lives  In  New  York,  two 
In  Brooklyn  and  one  In  Philadelphia. 
The  smaller  towns  are  preferred,  as  a 
rule,  by  the  rest.  But  three  were  born 
In  the  South,  and  one.  Admiral  Trlllev, 
was  born  In  Ireland.  Twelve  were  born 
In  the  state  of  New  York,  two  In  Massa- 
chusetts, four  In  Pennsylvania,  two  In 
Maryland  and  three  In  the  district  of 
Columbia.  The  .senior  rear  admiral  en- 
tered the  navy  In  1818.  the  Junior  in  1862. 
The  older  is  old  enough  to  have  been 
the  father  of  the  latter.  The  senior  had 
fifteen  years'  sea  service  and  the  Junior 
twenty-one. 

The  oldest  commodore  is  Albert  C. 
Clary,  who  entered  the  navy  Just  four- 
teen years  after  the  senior,  Selfridge, 
and  Is  the  next  oldest  officer  on  the  re- 
tired list.  He  also  came  from  Massa- 
chusetts. Somerville  Nicholson,  next  In 
rank,  entered  the  service  Just  two  years 
after  Admiral  Belch,  the  second  ranking 
rear  admiral.  There  are  eight  of  this 
rank  retired.  The  grade  is  now  extinct.

Chicago   Aftornejr,  WhiO   'Died  Last    tOeeKf 

Was  J^ofed  For  Fccentricities'""He 

Was  Fxinny,  tShoxigh  Insance, 


Frank  Howard  Collier,  the  Chicago 
lawyer  who  died  Saturday  night  at  the 
Cook  county  hospital,  was  a  familiar 
figure  in  Milwaukee  courts  up  to  a  year 
or  two  ago,  says  the  Milwaukee  Sen- 
tinel. His  last  case  here  was  when  he 
acted  in  the  capacity  of  counsel  for 
Miss  Frances  J.  Reudl.  who  was  being 
examined  on  an  insanity  charge. 

Collier  posed  as  an  insanity  expert, 
and  to  make  his  argument  asserted  be- 
fore Court  Commissioner  McElray  that 
he  had  been  committed  to  the  insane 
hospital  in  Chicago,  and  should  know 
more  about  it  than  the  opposing  coun- 
sel, who  never  had  the  experience. 

The  result  of  the  examination,  after 
sessions  covering  a  week  or  more,  which 
were  enlivened  by  the  entertainment 
offered  by  Collier,  was  that  Miss  Reudl 
received  her  liberty. 

All  the  attorneys  of  Milwaukee  have 
heard  from  Collier  at  one  time  or  an- 
other, when  they  have  had  cases  In  the 
courts  of  the  freak  variety,  for  he  al- 
ways made  an  attempt  to  break  Into 
aay  curious  law  suit  which  might  be- 
come talked  about.  However,  his  at- 
tempts were  seldom  successful,  and  it 
was  not  many  times  that  he  was  called, 
although  he  appeared  at  and  about  the 
courts  perennially. 

"When  William  Jennings  Bryan  made 
his  famous  speech  at  National  park  last 
year  Frank  Collier  was  there.  He  was 
decorated  with  roosters,  ribbons  and 
badges,  and  some  one  adorned  him  with 
a  womar's  bonnet.  He  kept  the  thou- 
sands in  a  constant  roar  of  laughter, 
and  his  bulky  form  was  placed  on  an 
elevation  so  every  one  could  see  hlni. 
He  interpolated  remarks  in  Bryan's 
talk,  and  when  a  particularly  .strong 
point  was  made  he  danced  a  Highland 

Some  of  Collier's  eccentricities  helped 
to  make  him  an  interesting  figure  in 
the  history  of  Chicago.  Before  De  Witt 
C.  Cregier  was  elected  mayor  of  Chi- 
cago. Collier  was  one  of  the  most  bril- 
liant and  successful  lawyers  in  the 
West  and  a  stanch  Republican,  but 
owing  to  some  misunderstanding  with 
his  party  he  changed  front  and  sup- 
ported the  Democratic  candidate.  It  is 
supposed  some  quarrel  in  this  cam- 
paign was  the  cause  of  the  sandbagging 
and  assault  which  unbalancd  his  mind 
and  lost  him  the  keen  ability  which  had 
put  him  in  the  front  rank  of  legal  ex- 
perts. 

It  was  not  unusual  for  him  to  ride 
about  the  city  behind  a  tandem  team, 
give  cigars  to  every  man  he  passed, 
buy  the  entire  stock  of  papers  from 
newsboys  and  call  out  to  whomever  he 
happened  to  fancy.  He  was  never 
known  to  pay  his  fare  on  a  street  car 
whenever  he  fell  into  one  of  his  eccen- 
tric spells.  He  would  get  aboard  a  car 
and  look  around  calmly  for  a  minute. 
Then  if  his  eye  lit  on  a  person  who  took 
his  fancy  he  would  say,  "Here.  Johnny, 
pay  my  fare."  and  "Johnny"  always 
paid  it.  such  was  the  sympathy  and  re- 
spect for  the  unfortunate  man.  On  a 
Madison  street  cable,  one  rainy  day,  a 
woman  saw  a  short  man.  weighing 
about  300  pounds,  and  dressed  in  top 
boots,  riding  trousers  and  coat  and  a 
hijfh  hat.  He  was  carrying  an  umbrella 
and  smoking  a  cigar.  The  young  wo- 
man was  riding  on  the  grip,  and  as 
th>  rotund  figure  reached  out  for  .he 
car  she  looked  curiously  at  the  unusual 
rainy  day  costume.  She  felt  sure  that 
he  was  some  advance  guard  for  a  vau- 
deville entertainment,  and  discreetly 
swept  the  clouds  with  her  eye. 

The  large  man  seated  himself  oppo- 
site her.  She  did  not  seem  to  impress 
him  as  one  of  the  kind  who  took  kindly 
to  the  weed,  and  leaning  over,  he  said 

••Is'    smoking     offensive      to       you. 

She  felt  sure  now  that  he  was  an 
eccentric  person,  for  In  Chicago  she  had 
never  before  heard  a  man  Inquire  if 
smoking  was  offen.iv-e  to  any  one  rid- 
ing on  a  grip  car.  She  kept  quiet  and 
looked  more  intently  than  ever  at  the 
sky     Again  the  fat  gallant  inquired: 


"Is  smoking  oCfensive  to  you, 
madam?" 

No  answer  came  from  th*  woman. 
Then  with  a  soft  and  pitying  voice  Mr. 
Collier  turned  to  the  passengers,  wno 
were  smiling  broadly,  and  said  In  a 
stage  whisper,  "Deaf  and  dumb."  This 
proved  almost  too  much  for  the  gravity 
of  the  young  woman,  but  she  kept  her 
face  still  turned  heavenward.  After  a 
few  moments  Mr.  Collier,  who  was  al- 
ways courteous  in  spite  of  his  eccen- 
tricities, rose  and,  touching  his  hat, 
said:  "Madam,  I  leave  you,"  and  w^ent 
to  another  seat  and  enjoyed  his  cigar. 

At  the  World's  fair  three  young 
couples  were  in  Old  Vienna  waiting  for 
the  chef  to  prepare  their  order  for  din- 
ner. Mr.  Collier  was  sealed  at  a  table 
close  by,  and  one  of  the  young  :nen, 
knowing  his  peculiarities,  was  wonder- 
ing if  anything  unusual  would  happen. 
As  soon  as  the  waiter  had  brought  the 
order  Mr.  Collier  rose  and  said  In  an  im- 
pressive tone,  loud  enough  to  be  heard 
by  every  one  present: 

"Is  there  a  minister  of  the  gospel 
here?" 

No  one  answered,- and  he  repeated  the 
question.  Finding  no  one  ready  to  stand 
for  the  minister,  he  said: 

"Thank  God!" 

Another  time  Collier  offered  his  home 
to  a  young  couple  who  had  just  been 
married  and  who  were  coming  out  of 
the  parish  house  after  the  ceremony. 
Walking  up  to  the  groom,  whom  he  had 
never  seen  before,  he  said: 

"Now  I  have  a  large  house,  well  fur- 
nished, with  ho  one  to  occupy  it  except 
myself.  You  are  welcome  to  make  it 
your  home,  and  all  I  shall  ask  of  you 
is  to  let  me  see  you  happy  and  occa- 
sionally give  me  a  night's  lodging." 

The  bridegroom  hurried  his  little 
bride  away  without  accepting  the  offer. 

At  the  G.  A.  R.  encampment  last 
year  he  was  in  his  element  and  prob- 
ably enjoyed  the  festivities  more  than 
any  other  man  in  town.  In  Uie  pro- 
cession the  veterans  from  Nebraska 
and  Kansas  carried  on  long  poles  im- 
mense ears  of  com  with  the  husks 
pulled  back.  Those  from  Texas  carried 
pampas  grass  and  other  states  had 
equally  typical  emblems. 

Mr.  Collier  stood  at  State  and  Wash- 
ington streets  and  whenever  any  par- 
ticular emblem  took  his  fancy  he  broke 
into  the  ranks  and  seized  the  trophy. 
On  his  way  home  on  the  "grrlp"  he  was 
loaded  with  cornstalks,  grass,  flags  ond 
badges,  and  explained  with  great  gusto 
how  he  had  won  his  honors.  No  police- 
man would  do  anything  to  stop  him.  as 
he  was  never  disagreeable  or  trouble- 
some, and  it  was  always  a  spirit  of  Jol- 
lity that  dictated  his  whims. 

Mr.  Collier  was  once  adjudged  insane 
and  committed  to  Dunning,  but  such 
was  the  strength  of  his  mind  that  he 
secured  his  release  on  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus,  tried  his  own  case,  baffled  the 
court's  legal  lights  and  regained  his 
freedom.  In  later  legal  complications 
he  called  the  judge  "Skate  Connelly," 
and  such  was  his  witty  apology  that 
the  court  took  the  matter  as  a  good 
joke. 

The  Jury  found  him  sane.  He  was 
known  as  genial,  whole-souled  and 
generous,  but  that  his  life  was  a  tra- 
gedy felt  by  himself  as  well  as  by  his 
family  and  friends  could  be  easily  seen 
in  the  expression  of  his  face  when  he 
allowed  It  to  show  any  feeling  except 
careless  Indifference  to  public  opinion.

Two  hundred  and  fifty  families  now 
camping  on  Minnesota  Point  may  have 
extreme  difficulty  In  getting  located  up 
town  when  cold  weather  sets  in. 

In  fact,  manv  of  the  Minnesota  Point 
campers  have  been  hustling  for  houses 
for  weeks  without  su<cess,  and  are 
about  prepared  to  remain  In  their  slim- 
mer homes  all*wlnter,  providing  they 
can  be  assured  a  suitable  street  car  and 
ferry  service. 

Quite  a  number  of  dwelling  houses 
and  fiat  buildings  have  been  put  up  this 
summer,  but  not  enough  to  accommo- 
date the  Increase  In  population.  Sso  far 
the  pace  sjt  by  people  coming  to  this 
city  to  live  has  been  a  little  too  swift 
for  Duluth  builders. 

Early  in  the  spring  many  families 
gave  up  their  homes  and  moved  down 
on  Park  Point,  where  they  enjoyed  all 
the  pleasures  of  a  delightful  summer 
resort,  and  escaped  paying  heavy  rents. 
Many  of  them  thought  that  they 
could  readllv  find  homes  to  rent  In  the 
fall,  but  now  they  have  begun  to  real- 
ize their  mistake.  A  number  have  ap- 
plied to  the  Interstate -Traction  com- 
pany, and  the  ofllcers  of  the  street 
railway  are  rerlously  considering  an 
ull  whiter  service. 

The  steel  company's  em^Jioyes  com- 
ing here  with  th-ir  fiKulK'-a  from  'hf 
East,  find  themselves  In  an  odd  pre- 
dicament. It  is  Impos.sible  to  get  desir- 
able homes  and  many  of  them  will  be 
forced  to  rent  houses  that  are  far  from 
being  desirable.  In  addition  to  this 
thev  usually  have  to  pay  more  for  these 
houses  than  they  did  for  a  much  better 
class  of  homes  in  Pittsburg.

ACT.NOTTALK 

President    Gompers    Re- 
fuses Point  Blank  to 
Discuss  Strike. 

"Washington,  Aug.  10.— President 
Gompers  and  Secretary  Frank  Morri- 
son, of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor,  returned  today  from  Pittsburg, 
where  they  were  In  conference  with 
President  Shaffer  and  others  in  the 
steel  strike.  Mr.  Gompers  declined  to 
discuss  the  strike  situation  or  plans  at 
this  time.  He  said  that  the  statement 
he  gave  out  at  Pittsburg  yesterday 
covered  the  ground  and  that  he  had 
nothing  to  add  to  It. 

Mr.  Gompers  refused  point  blank  to 
an.«iwer  questions  regarding  any  phase 
of  the  strike  question  and  when  asked 
If  the  executive  council  of  the  Feder- 
ation was  to  be  called  together  or  If 
the  Federation  men  engaged  In  the 
steel,  iron  and  tin  trades  would  be 
called  out,  replied  that  he  would  not 
discuss  the  question  at  all. 

"I  propose  to  act,  not  talk,"  he  said. 
"The  newspapers  have  threshed  over 
this  strike  matter  too  much  already, 
and  I  do  not  propose  to  take  any  part 
In  the  discussion  In  print.  The  news- 
papers can  say*  what  they  please.  I 
have  nothing  whatever  to  add  to  what  I 
already  have  said.  I  stand  for  indus- 
trial peace  and  will  do  everything  with- 
in my  power  to  bring  about  an  adjust- 
ment of  the  present  conflict,  and,  as 
president  of  the  federation,  to  use  my 
god   offices.    If   necessary,    between    the 

1  two  sides  of  the  conflict  to  settle  the 
trouble.     I  stand  ready  to  render  any 

'  and  all  possible  aid  to  this  end.  I  stand 
ready  to  assist  the  Amalgamated  in  any 
way  in  my  power.  Further  than  this  1 
cannot  talk."

It  has 
reprimanded  the  admiral  and  the  foljow- 
Ing  letter  has  been  addressed  to  him: 

"Navy  Department,  Washington,  Aug. 
9,  1901.— Sir:  The  Hon.  Wm.  E.  Chandler 
president  of  Spanish  treaty  claims  com- 
mission, late  a  United  States  senator  and 
formerly  secretary  of  the  navy,  has  com- 
plained to  the  department,  as  you  are 
aware,  of  certain  sirictures  upon  himself 
In    your   book   entitled   'A  Sailor's  Log." 

"The  strictures  in  question  are  in  the 
nature  of  aspersions  upon  the  official 
conduct  of  the  then  (1884)  secretary  of  the 
navy.

Tied  Up. 

Pittsburg,  Aug.  10.— The  officials  of 
the  American  Tinplate  company  issued 
a  statement  today  announcing  that  It  is 
their  intention  to  dismantle  and  remove 
to  Monessen  certain  of  their  mills  tied 
up  by  the  strike.  An  official  statement 
given  to  the  Associated  Press  by  Will- 
iam Leeds  follows: 

"Th  officers  of  the  American  Tinplate 
company  authorize  the  following  state- 
ment: 

"Since  the  relations  between  the 
American  Tinplate  company  and  the 
workmen  at  Monessen  have  been  mutu- 
ally satisfactory,  insuring  steady  and 
profitable  operation,  it  has  been  deter- 
mined to  more  than  double  the  plant  at 
that  point,  and  some  of  the  mills  now 
idle  on  account  of  the  strike  declared  In 
violation  of  the  contract  signed  by  the 
Amalgamated  association  will  be  dis- 
mantled and  moved  to  Monessen.  Un- 
doubtedlv  this  will  be  done  In  the  case

WHERE  NOBODY  WORKS. 

The  department  of  Peten  comprises 
about  one-third  of  the  area  of  Guate- 
mala, but  It  Is  separated  from  the  rest 
of  the  republic  by  the  lofty  cordlllera  of 
Alta-Verapaz.  writes  the  Fiores.  Guate- 
mala, correspondent  of  the  ^ew^orlC 
Post.  Its  population  Is  alHJUt  8000,  oC 
which  number  four- fifths  are  Indiana. 
It' is  acjawwiedged  to  possess  the  rl<a- 
est  soil  of  Central  AmeriQ^  and  the 
most  easy  of  cultivation.  Of  the  natu- 
ral products  sufficient  has  l>een  already 
said.  Mahogany,  hundreds  of  thou- 
Sfcnds  of  cords,  and  ebony,  in  smaU 
Quantities  are  found  in  the  vast  forests- 
The  wild  caoutchouc  brings  In  a  small 
revenue  to  the  Indian  trapper.  Crude 
rubber  from  a  wild  tree  is  worth  40 
cents  a  pound.  The  product  of  a  culti- 
vated tree  brings  $1.08  for  the  same 
quantity.  Logwood  Is  used  for  fences. 
But  it  must  be  remembered  that  there 
are  no  routes  of  transportation.  To  the 
east  and  south  a  gently  rolling  plain 
extends  to  the  Gulf  of  Honduras.  Very 
little  grading  would  be  required  to  build 
a  railroad  from  the  coast  to  Lake  Peten. 
but  such  a  road  would  have  to  cross 
the  English'  territory  of  Belize,  where 
ccncesslons  are  not  easily  obtained. 

The  principal  occupation  of  the  people 
is  said  to  be  agriculture.  I  have  not 
yet  seen  a  man  at  work.  In  the  morn- 
ing the  ladies  of  the  higher  class  roll 
cigarettes  for  their  husbands  and  them- 
selves. In  the  afternoons  all  sleep. 
With  the  sun  casting  shadows  toward 
the  south,  and  such  intense  heat,  ft  la 
Impossible  to  do  anything  else.  The 
farms  are  very  small.  Each  family 
raises  just  sufficient  for  its  own  use,  no 
more.  Plows  and  harrows  are  un- 
known. The  ground  to  be  planted  is 
burned  over.  That  is  all  the  prepara- 
tion Fallen  trees  are  not  removed,  nor 
is  tlie  dead  brush  cleared  away.  Nature 
win  attend  to  that  In  due  time.  Then 
a  man  with  pointed  stake  or  mattock 
digs  a  little  hole,  drops  therein  a  few 
grains  of  corn,  covers  it  with  his  foot, 
and  the  field  is  left  until  time  for  har- 
vest.   By  this  method  only  a  few  yards 

square  can  be  planted  each  day,  and  a 
ten-acre  cornfield  is  something  unheard 

Next  to  corn,  sugar  is  important  crop 
—not  white  sugar,  but  the  dirty,  sticky, 
cane-flavored  panelaf  It  would  be  well 
is  the  cane  were  planted  for  paAela 
only.  Unfortunately  four-fifths  of  the 
panela  Is  transformed  Into  aqua  ardi- 
ente,  a  literal  "fire  water."  Of  course, 
drunkenness  is  the  prevailing  Tico 
among  the  men  of  all  classes.  They  get 
drunk  early  in  the  morning,  get  drunk 
In  the  afternoon  and  are  always  dcunk 
In  the  evening.  Even  the  present  ab- 
normal price*  of  liquor  ($5  per  quart) 
does  not  bring  the  demand  down  to  the 
supply.  One  day  in  the  week  Is  an  ex- 
ception to  the  general  rule.  Everybody 
is  supposed  to  be  at  work  on  Monday, 
and  a  person  found  In  a  saloon  before 
midday  Is  arrested  and  fined  $5. 

For  a  long  time  the  balmy  breezes 
from  the  Caribbean  have  driven  the 
storm  clouds  far  from  Lake  Peten. 
Other  portions  of  the  departmpnt  have 
had  rain  and  to  spare,  but  Fiores  Is 
suffering  from  the  drought.  Corn 
brings  $15  (silver)  per  bushel:  flour.  $20 
(gold)  per  hundredweight;  sugar,  50 
cents  per  pound.  The  only  food  In 
abundance  Is  meat,  and  meat  Is  not  a 
wholesome  diet  in  a  tropical  midsum- 
mer. True,  there  are  fish  In  the  lake, 
great  gamy  fish,  but  it  takes  work  to 
catch  them,  and  who  wants  to  work? 
Not  a  hundred  miles  away  there  may 
be  an  abundance  of  foodstuffs.  In  all 
of  this  great  department  of  Peten  there 
Is  not  a  single  mile  of  public  road,  or 
road  of  any  other  kind  for  that  matter, 
not  one  bridge,  and  I  have  not  seen 
even  an  ox  cart.  Everything  is  carried 
on  the  backs  of  Indians.  Freight  In 
here  from  Belize  costs  from  10  cents  to 
20  cents  a  pound. 

The  Manchester  (England)  school 
boTd  has  47,000  scholars  on  the  books 
and  1577  teachers.  There  are  16.399  pnpila 
and  9«6  teachers  at  the  evening  schoola. 

The  proposed  new  statue  of  Queen 
Victoria  will  raise  the  number  of  Lon- 
don's statues  of  personages  to  thirty- 
one.  The  cKy  has  fourteen  sutues  of 
statesmen  and  a  dosen  of  soldiers.  ■

Cass  Lake,  Minn.,  Aug.  10.— (Soe.^lal 
to  The  Herald.)— The  efforts  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Cass  Lake  and  Walker  to  bring 
about  the  opening  of  the  reservation 
are'  already  bringing  returns.  Th<;  res- 
olutions adopted  recently  at  a  Joint 
meeting  of  the  Commercial  club  of  Caes 
Lake  and  the  Industrial  association  of 
Walker  were  published  In  every  paper 
In  the  Northwest,  including  the  many 
magazines.  Several  of  the  Minii'^aola 
congressmen  have  written  personal  let- 
ters to  A.  O.  Bernard,  president  of  th*- 
Cass  Lake  Commercial  club,  endorsing 
the  sentiments  of  the  resolutions,  and 
agreeing  that  something  should  be  done 
in  the  matter.  One  of  the  drawbacks 
which  has  heretofore  Interfered  with 
any  move  looking  to  the  opening  of.ihe 
reservation  has  been  the  attitude  of  the 
lumbermen,  who  apparently  did  not 
want  the  lands  thrown  open  to  settle- 
ment and  the  pine  disposed  of.  It  i.s 
now  stated  that  the  two  largest  luiTib-^r 
companies  who  operate  in  Minnt'sota 
are  desirous  that  the  pine  be  dlspoar.'ii 
of,  and  if  this  is  true,  it  Is  more  than 
likely  that  congressional  action  w'.ll  be 
taken  In  the  matter.  The  following  aio 
the  letters  received  by  Mr.   Bernard: 

From  Senator  Clapp:  "Yours  con- 
taining copy  of  Joint  resolutions  re- 
ceived and  the  same  will  receive  due 
consideration.  This  whole  matter  has 
got  to  be  taken  up  and  something  done 
with  it.  The  dllflculty  bo  far  has  been, 
as  near  as  I  can  get  at  It,  to  get  every- 
one to  work  along  some  one  line.  I  had 
expect&d  to  be  up  and  see  you  before 
this,  but  It  seems  aa  though  something 
happens  every  day  to  prevent,  but  I 
shall  certainly  come  up  before  very 
long." 

From  Senator  Nelson:  "Your  favor 
of  the  1st,  enclosing  copy  of  a  resolution 
favoring  the  opening  of  the  Chipp<nva 
re.servation,  is  at  hand.  Karly  Ipst 
spring,  just  before  leaving  Washington, 
I  had  a  personal  interview  with  tiie 
secretary  of  the  interior  and  urged 
upon  him  to  open  all  the  land  on  the 
Chippewa  leservatlon.  which  Is  suitable 
for  agricultural  purposes,  to  homestead 
settlement.  Since  my  return  lieie 
(-Alexandria),  In  April,  I  wrote  hlra  a 
very  urgent  letter  on  the  same  subject. 
I  shall  do  all  I  can  to  aid  your  peopi-?  In 
the  premlse.s.  I  believe  all  the  lund 
which  is  suitable  for  agricultural  put- 
poses  should  be  thrown  open  to  home- 
stead settlement  at  as  early  a  day  as 
possible.  We  have  all  been  greatly 
handicapped  In  our  efforts  In  this  direc- 
tion on  account  of  the  pine  land  trou- 
bles. If  it  were  not  for  «hem  I  have 
no  doubt  the  lands  would  have  been 
opened  long  ago." 

From  Congressman  Page  Morris:  "I 
am  Just  in  receipt  of  your  letter  enclos- 
ing Joint  resolutions  of  the  Commeiclul 
club  of  c^ass  Lake  and  the  Indu«*trial 
association  of  Walker  and  thank  you 
for  the  same." 

From  Congressman  Eddy:  "I  am  In 
receipt  of  your  letter  of  Aug.  1,  enclos- 
ing resolution  adopted  by  the  Cass 
I.4i.ke  (-'ommerclal  club,  and  In  reply 
permit  me  to  say  that  unSer  the  pres- 
ent law  the  president  of  the  United 
States  can  authorize  the  opening  up 
of  the  agricultural  binds  to  homestead 
settlers  at  any  time  he  desires,  provid- 
ing the  lands  have  been  surveyed  and 
examined.  My  theory  In  regard  to  the 
agricultural  lands  Is  this:  That  every 
pressure  ought  to  be  brought  to  bear  on 
the  Minnesota  delegation  In  congress 
andfon  the  secretary  of  the  Interior  and 
X>resident  of  the  United  States  to  open 
up  all  th.e  surveyed  and  examined  agri- 
cultural land-i  at  the  earliest  possible 
date.  Tne  secietary  of  the  interior 
may  also  offer  for  sale  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Nelson  law,  all  the  pine 
lands,  but  I  am  satisfied  that  the  pre.s- 
ent  secretary  will  never  do  this,  as  he 
Is  very  strongly  opposed  to  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  that  legislation,  and 
I  think  he  is  correct  In  this  position. 
While  the  NeLson  law.  at  the  time  of 
Its  passage,  was  the  most  sensible  piece 
of  public  land  legislation  ever  put  on 
the  statute  books  of  the  United  States. 
It  does  not  exactly  meet  the  conditions 
of  the  present  time.  My  theory  'is 
that  the  pine  timber  on  these  reserva- 
tions ought  to  be  sold  on  the  bank  scale, 
under  .sealed  bids  to  the  highest  bidder 
for  cash,  and  that  legislation  to  this 
effect  should  be  passed  at  the  earliest 
possible  date,  and  that  a  party  purchas- 
ing a  tract  should  be  required  to  cut 
the  same  clean  of  standing,  growing 
and  dead  and  down  timber,  and  pay  the 
price  of  his  bid  on  the  bank  scale.  In 
regard  to  the  park  provision,  any  por- 
tion of  the  public  domain  that  contains 
natural  wonders  and  is  undt  for  agri- 
cultural purposes  and  contains  timber 
of  comparatively  little  value.  I  am  will- 
ing should  be  set  aside  as  a  national 
park,  but  I  further  believe  that  God 
Almighty  could  not  cfcvlse  better  use 
for  160  acres  of  agricultural  land  than 
to  make  a  home  of  It,  and  of  a  pine 
tree  than  to  have  It  cut  down,  sawed 
Into  lumber  and  built  Into  a  house.  I 
can  assure  you  that  If  I  can  help  It,  as 
long  as  I  remain  in  congress,  no  more 
agricultural  lands  or  lumber  lands 
than  can  be  utilized  for  the  purposes 
above  mentioned  will  be  set  aside  as 
parks  to  form  recreation  places  for  that 
class  of  our  citizens  who  have  money 
enough  to  go  where  they  please  and 
enjoy  themselves  at  the  expense  of 
the  home  builders  of  America,  and  I  am 
conceited  enough  to  believe  that  I  pos<- 
8P8S  sufficient  Influence  to  stop  any 
further  legislation  of  that  kind."

K.  Skelly  and  James  S.      Kuhn      are 


among  those  named  as  promoters  of 
the  rival  enterprise. 

Jacob  Mayers,  foreman  of  the  Demm- 
ler  plant  of  the  American  Tinpl&ts 
company,  has  received  orders  to  fence 
the  works  In,  and  this  Is  taken  as  an 
indication  of  a  move  to  use  non-union 
men.  It  is  said  that  the  Carpenters' 
union  will  refuse  to  build  the  fence  and 
that  the  offlcials  of  the  mill  will  have 
to  do  the  work  themselves.  A  telegram 
from  Bellare,  Ohio,  says  that  the  Amal- 
gamated association  claims  to  have  In- 
duced 150  of  the  skilled  men  at  the  Bel- 
lalre  works  of  the  National  Steel  com- 
pany to  Join  the  association.  These 
men  will,  it  Is  claimed,  go  out  today 
and  the  plant  cannot  be  operated  with- 
out them. 

Paymaster  CJeorge  Falkenstein  of  the 
De  Wees-Wood  plant  gave  out  the  fol- 
lowing   statement    today: 

"We  are  now  engaged  In  dismantling 
the  De  Wees-Wood  plant.  About  150 
men  are  now  engaged  in  uncoupling 
and  tearing  down  the  machinery.  The 
removal  of  the  lant  to  the  Klsmlnetas 
valley  will  require  some  500  cars.  All 
the  men  will  be  paid  off  today  and  thj 
office  force  will  be  notified  that  after 
two  weeks  their  services  will  not  be  re- 
quired. The  employes  who  will  ac- 
company the  mill  to  its  new  homo  will 
be  determined  by  Superintendent 
Cooper  within  a  few  days." 


Indianapolis.  Aug.  10. — The  executl\'e 
board  of  the  United  Mine  Workers  of 
America,  in  session  here,  has  offiLlaliy 
recognized  the  steel  strike. 

At  noon  a  resolution  was  adopted  sot- 
ting out  the  causes  of  the  strike,  en-

Important    Decision    In 
South    Dakota   Rail- 
road Rate  Case. 

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 
Sioux  Falls— Judge  Carland  of  the 
United  States  court  has  filed  bis  deci- 
sion in  the  South  Dakota  railroad  rate 
case.  He  declares  that  the  schedule  of 
maximum  rates  and  charges  for  the  trans- 
portation of  freight  and  passengers  fixed 
by  the  state  railroad  commissioners  Is  In 
vlolailon  of  the  United  States  constitu- 
tion, in  thai  it  would  operate  to  contis 
cate  the  property  of  the  railroad  companic-. 
without  due  process  of  law  or  without 
just  compensation.  The  commissioners 
therefore  are  peri)etually  enjoined  from 
putting  into  effect  the  maximum  rate 
schedule.  The  judge  further  decided  that 
when  circumstances  have  so  changed  that 
the  rates  established  by  the  commission- 
ers would  yield  the  railroad  companies 
a  reasionable  comnensallon  for  their  serv- 
ices, the  commissioners  may  apply  lo  the 
court  for  a  further  order  In  their  behalf. 

Redwood— Roy  Hare  and  Abner  Ford, 
young  men  residing  In  the  aouthwe^tern 
part  of  Spink  county,  were  drowned  in 
Cottonwood  lake.  They  were  seining  and 
Hare  got  beyond  his  depth.  Ford  went  to 
hl;s  as.siiJlance,  but  becoming  exhausted, 
both  were  drowned  before  assistance  could 
reach  them.

Anaconda  machinists  and  iron  mold- 
ers  won  their  strike  for  the  nine-hour 
day  and  are  receiving  $4.50  a  day. 

It  is  the  ambition  of  the  Chicago  Ser- 
vant Girls'  union  to  put  the  union  label 
on  all  things  domestic  from  the  garret 
to  the  cellar. 

Schuylkill,  Pa.,  street  railway  em- 
ployes have  secured  the  nine-hour  day 
and  16  2-3  cents  per  hour.  Every  man 
employed  Is  a  member  of  the  union. 

Plumbers  In  Blnghamton.  N.  Y..  se- 
cured the  eight-hour  day  without  re- 
duction of  wages  and  three-year  agree- 
ment as  to  hours,  with  a  promise  of  in- 
creased wages  next  season. 

Great  Falls.  Mont.,  carpenters,  brick-« 
masons,  stonemasons,  plumbers  and 
hod  carriers  have  the  tight-hour  day. 
Other  trades  nine  hours.  Retail  stores 
close  at  6  o'clock,  except  on  Saturdays. 
At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  British 
Medical  a.ssoclation.  I'r.  Alexander 
Scott  .of  Glasgow,  made  the  alarming 
asertion  that  most  rallvay  accidents 
were  due  to  neurosis  of  railway  men. 
caused  by  the  nerve  tension  of  their 
duties. 

Labor  niu.st  be  light  In  its  demands. 
It  must  possess  might  to  enforce  the 
right,  but  It  must  be  right  In  order  to 
appeal  successfully  to  public  opinion, 
which,  outside  of  the  strength  of  the 
organization,  is  a  factor  upon  which  it 
may  depend  for  much  help,  says  Presi- 
dent Gompers. 

New  Orleans  street  railway  employes, 
without  having  to  strike,  have  changed 
their  hours  and  wages,  as  follows: 
From  twelve  and  fourteen  hours  a  day 
to  ten  and  ten  and  a  half;  wages  ad- 
vanced from  ISVi  cents  per  hour  to  18 
cents.  This  Is  looked  upon  aa  a  great 
victory,  considering  that  the  men  were 
only  organized  twenty  days. 

Harry  White,  general  secretary  of 
the  United  Garment  Workers  of  Amer- 
ica, has  Instituted  a  suit  for  libel 
against  two  members  of  the  Rochester 
local  union,  who  are  charged  with  Is- 
suing a  circular  defaming  the  general 
secretary  and  intimating  that  he  has 
been  in  corrupt  collusion  with  certain 
clothing  manufacturers  of  Rochester. 
Not  Including  the  savings  banks  or 
Insurance  companies,  there  are  on  de- 
posit in  New  York  financial  Institu- 
tions $1,800,000,000,  and  at  the  rate  of 
growth  it  will  not  be  long  before  the 
flgrures  representing  the  total  currency 
in  circulation  In  the  United  States  and 
the  total  deposits  In  New  York  financial 
institutions  will  be  practically  the 
same. 

White  fishermen  and  Indians  num- 
bering sonae  6000  are  on  strike  on  th« 
Fraser  river.  About  2400  Japanese  are 
on  the  river.  Big  mass  meetings  have 
denounced  Immigration  policy  of  the 
Dominion  government.  Eight  strikers 
have  been  arrested  here  and  excitement 
is  high.  The  Conners'  association  is 
controlled  by  Englsh  cfllfttallsts.  An 
Anti-Mongolian  association  has  been 
formed.  Object— to  control  the  politics 
of  the  province  on  matters  pertaining 
to  the  driving  out  of  the  Mongolians. 
The  meetings  are  held  in  secrecy  and 
the  names  of  the  members  are  not  di- 


vulgd.       Already  there  is  a  big  mem- 
bership. 

The  English  government  habitually 
pays  less  than  the  market  rate  of  wagps, 
with  the  result  that  there  is  always  dis- 
content and  not  Infrequently  dis- 
loyalty. Quite  recently  valuable  and 
confidential  Information  leaked  out  of 
the  torpedo  department  at  Woolwich, 
with  the  result  that  the  French  war  de- 
partment is  now  engaged  In  the  manu- 
facture of  a  steerable  torpedo  to  the  In- 
ventor of  which  the  British  govern- 
ment paid  a  large  sum.  Instead  of 
meeting  the  demands  of  the  men  the 
government  has  practically  thrown 
down  the  gauntlet  to  organized  labor 
and  it  looks  as  though  there  would 
shortly  be  serious  trouble.  The  gov- 
ernment could  easily  placate  the  ma- 
jority of  the  malcontents,  who  are  day 
laborers  and  who.se  chief  demands  are 
for  $6  a  week  of  forty-eight  hours. 

The  national  and  international  unions 
pay  to  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  one-third  of  1  per  cent  per  mem- 
ber per  month,  or  four  cents  a  year  for 
each  member.  The  Income  In  1K.S7 
was  $2100.34.  In  1900  It  amounted  to 
$71,125.82.  There  are  now  900,000  pald- 
p  members,  that  Is.  the  unions  have 
made  reports  that  aggregate  that  mem- 
bership.  But  President  Gompers       told 


me,  with  a  smile,  that  having  to  pay  In 
proportion  to  the  extent  of  their  mem- 
bership, some  of  the  unions  had  learned 
the  art  of  tax  dodging  by  failing  to  re- 
ort  the  full  strength  of  their  numbers. 
After  careful  consideration  of  this  mat- 
ter, he  was  led  to  conclude  that  the  real 
numbers  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  could  not  fall  short  of  1.500.000. 
The  annual  congress  of  trade  unions  In 
Great  Britain  represents  as  many  men 
as  this,  but  this  congress  is  made  up  of 
delegates  from  distinct  and  separate 
unions.  When  the  «ongress  adjourns 
the  unions  separate  and  act  apart,  ex- 
cept as  they  have  settled  on  a  common 
policy.  But  they  have  no  permanent 
bond  of  union,  as  do  these  embodied  in 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor.

Finds    That    Conditions 
Vary  Greatly  In  Differ- 
ent Localities. 


Traer,  Iowa.  Aug.  10. -Secretary  Wil?on 
of    the     department    of     agriculture    has 
completed  his  tour  of  the  corn  belt  and  is 
resting  for  a  few  days  on   his  farm  and 
among  his  townsmen  at  this  place.  "The 
weather  of  the  future,"  said  the  secretary 
to    an    Associated    Press    reporter,    "will 
have  much  to  do  wUh  regard  to  the  final 
yield  of  corn  and  final  figures  cannot  bo 
given   by   anybody    at   the   present    time. 
L.ate  corn  will  be  benefited  by  favorable 
fall  weather  and  early  corn,  growing  un- 
der the  best  condition*,  will  fill  out  better 
wUh  sufficient  rainfall  In  the  near  future. 
"I  have  been  traveling  through  the  corn 
belt,'    he   continued,    "more   with  a   view 
to    studying    the    conditions    that    have 
brought    about    present    resuUs,    than    to 
ascertain   the   precise  amount  of  damage 
done  to  the  corn  crop  by  the  hot  weather. 
In   order  that   I   may   have  bulletins  pre- 
pared in  the  department  for  distribution 
among  the  farmers,  showing  them  where 
they  may  Improve  their  methods. 

"I  observe  that  the  corn  is  seriously 
Injured  In  a  good  many  localities  in  tne 
corn  belt.  I  observe  also  that  the  corn  Is 
quUe  promising  In  other  localities.  The 
reasons  for  the  variations  are  found  In 
conditions  tracing  back  to  the  planting 
season,  and  also  to  the  syl-m  of  agri- 
culture pursued  by  t^e  several  corn 
growers  There  has  been  some  Injury 
owing  to  the  protracted  heat  to  all  corn 
fields,  but  much  less  where  rotation  In 
crops  has  been  observed  than  where  the 
land  Is  perpetually  cultivated  and  crops 
are  grown  for  the  purpose  of  selling  the 

"A  common  observation  regarding  the 
corn  crop  this  year  Is  that  the  tassel 
upon  coming  out  has  been  withered  by 
the  heat  and  failed  to  fertilize  through 
the  silk.  This  Is  the  case  more  or  less  In 
all  the  fields  that  I  have  visited,  but  pol- 
lination has  been  much  more  perfectly 
performed  where  the  soil  was  full  of  or- 
ganic matter  from  plowed-under  grass 
roola  than  where  corn  has  been  grown  so 
long  that  the  organic  matter  has  been 
oxidized— burned  out  of  the  soil,  \vhere 
there  was  plenty  of  organic  matter  In  the 
soil  and  thorough  cultivation  had,  the 
first  of  the  heat  upon  the  tassel  has  been 
to  a  great  extent  balanced  by  the  amount 
of  moisture  the  plant  could  get  to  off- 
set evaporation.  In  cases  where  the 
ground  was  saturated  by  cxcesglve  rains 
In  the  spring  (and  this  has  occurred  m 
many  fields)  the  roots  spread  near  the 
surface.  They  could  not  get  into  the 
e&turated    soH.    because    they    could    not 


find  oxygen  there.  The  growth  under 
Oiese  condftions  was  '^eS*/^  w.f^  in  bid 
the  heat  came,  such  fields  were  in  baa 
condition  to  resist  It,  Particular  y  where 
cultivation  was  not  as  're,^"/"^.^"^  ** 
thorough  as  It  should,  have  been.  In  many 
cases  corn  fields  under  the  latter  condi- 
tions *<eemed  stunted-under  sized,  and 
gultl  a  per  cent  should  be  cut  up  now  for 
fodder.  Some  farmers  are  cuUlng  such 
corn  for  fodder,  and  It  will  make  better 
fodder  than  the  average  because  the  stock 
still  retains  the  strength  that  otherwise 
woulH   have   gone   Into   the   ears. 

"Early  corn  has  suffered  most,  where 
all  the  conditions.  «ncluding  organic  mat- 
ter  in  the  soil,  and  thorough  cultivation, 
have  not  obtained;  but  where  those  con- 
ditions  have   obtained,   eariy  corn   is  the 

""'Conditions  cannot  be  altogether  <teter- 
mlned  by  latitude.  Some  of  the  finest 
J'orn  fields  1  have  seen  are  west  of  the 
MlssoSri  river,  and  I  hear  of  l<>ca»«esln 
Western  Nebraska  that  have  had  rala 
and  give  promise  of  good  crops. 

••The  oat  crop  Is  abundant  and  variable. 
It  may  have  ripened  prematurely  in  somo 
cases,  but  there  wUf  be  P>e"l>-  ^l  o**!: 
Wheat  Is  excellent  everywhere.  They  hay 
crop  IB  abundant  and  of  course  put  up 
in  fine  condition.  Northern  and  extreme 
Western  states  will  have  an  abundance  of 
potatoes  to  supply  the  '^^^^^l^^''^^' 
East  where  they  have  suffered.  The 
sugar  beet  Is  entirely  healthy  everywhere, 
and  has  withstood  the  drouth  admirably. 
I  have  visited  no  locality  where  the  peo- 
ple need  help  from  anymod.v^  There  is 
an  abundance  of  forage  in  the  West  to 
w-inter  all  kinds  of  stock,  and  the  damage 
done  to  the  corn  crop  may  result  In  man- 
agement In  the  future,  that  will  enable 
the  farmer  to  avoid  to  a  large  extent  a» 
repetition  of  this  year's  experience. 

Speaking  of  the  value  of  continuous  cul- 
tivation.  Mr.  Wilson  said: 

••Cultivation  Is  valuable  In  that  it  tends 
to  conserve  the  moisture  by  creatlrig  a 
dust  mulch  on  the  surface  through  •si-hlch 
the  moisture  will  not  rise.  Farmers  make 
a  mistake  when  they  stop  cultivation 
wh^'U  there  are  no  weeks  to  kill.  When 
cultivation  ceases,  the  ground  cremates, 
the  cracks  widen— go  deeper  Into  the  soil, 
moisture  escapes,  and  the  crop  suffers.

"  NO  ABUSE 


In  Senator  Tillman's  Dis- 
cussion of  ''Commer- 
cial Democracy." 

Union,  S.  C,  Aug.  10.— Senator  B.  R. 
Tillman  was  the  last  speaker  at  the  big 
meeting  here  yesterday.  He  discussed 
the  "commercial  democracy*  advocated 
by  Senator  Mcl^^urin  without  personal 
bitterness  or  abuse,  and  said  In  part: 

"The  report  Is  going  the  rounds  that 
the  mills  are  behind  this  new  doctrine.  I 
do  not  believe  any  such  report.  I  deny 
that  the  mills  and  their  owners  want  to 
turn  the  state  over  to  the  Republicans. 
I  give  them  credit  for  more  patriotism 
and  for  more  sense.  I  want  to  give  a 
warning  to  those  who  have  been  mis- 
led. There  are  some  of  these  weak 
creatures  around,  but  I  feel  that  all  are 


not  so  foolish.  In  1890  we  had  400,000 
spindles,  and  now  there  are  about  2,- 
000.000  spindles.  The  boom  began  when 
Cleveland  was  In  the  White  House. 
Cleveland  did  nothing  to  help  mills,  nor 
did  McKinley  help  them.  They  were 
built  simply  because  they  were  found 
profitable  here,  because  of  the  nearness 
to  the  field  and  the  climate.  Our  goods 
entered  China  on  a  competitive  basis 
pure  and  simple.  The  cry  that  If  we  do 
not  join  the  Republican  party  we  will 
go  backwards  Is  a  humbug  and  a  lie.  It 
is  common  sense  that  If  we  have  the 
goods  and  the  prices,  we  will  sell  the 
gtxtds." 

Senator  Tillman  failed  to  see  any  rea- 
son or  excuse  for  the  mill  men  following 
commercial  democracy,  and  unless  it  be 
because  of  "boot  licking,"  he  could  see 
no  excuse  for  the  change. 

He  feared  the  trouble  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  they  had  been  associating  with 
Northern  bankers.  But  the  native  mill 
owners  will  not  be  coerced  or  seduced 
Into  a  commercial  democracy.  They 
won't  follow,  first,  because  they  are 
men;  next,  when  during  the  last  five 
years  that  these  mills  were  making 
20,  30,  40  and  50  per  cent  profit,  did  t^iey 
raise  salaries  and  cut  hours? 

They  were  doubling  their  money  In  a 
year  and  a  half,  and  their  operatives 
must  now  join  the  Republican  party 
through  "commercial  democracy"  be- 
cause they  are  not  now  making  50  per 
cent.

Surprising  Results  From 
New  Mill  at  Mass 

Mine.

Houghtfl^  Mi|%..  Aug.  10.— (Specal  to 
The  HeraJilb— "Hio  new  mill  of  the  RT.<»8s 
mine  was  started  in  regular  commis.5ii)n 
'asi  v/eek,'>and  the  results  are  not  only 
gratifying,  but  kre  surprising,  and  bear 
out  the  hfjfhest  estimates  heretofore 
mad^of  tt»e  tlchness  of  the  mine. 
Owli*  to  the  inability  of  the  railroad 
line,  lifhlch  is  new,  to  properly  handle 
an  adequate  rock  supply,  the  mill  is  not 
yet  running  to  the  full  capacity  of  its 
single  stamp,  but  will  soon  be  treating 
3000  tons  per  week.  For  the  first  week's 
run  only  1320  tons  were  milled,  but  from 
this  rock  no  less  than  thirty-six  tons  of 
mineral  were  secured— 2Vi  per  cent  min- 
eral, or  a  higher  average  than  is  se- 
cured from  any  amygdaloid  mine  In  the 
district.  The  exact  percentage  of  this 
mineral  cannot  be  determined  until  It 
has  been  smelted,  but  It  is  safe  to  as- 
sume that  it  will  yield  at  least  75  per 
cent  ingot,  which  would  give  1  2-3  per 
cent  ingot  to  the  ton  of  rock  stamped, 
or  better  than  thirty-three  pounds  to 
the  ton.  In  addition  to  the  mill  returns, 
fifteen  tons  of  heavy  copper  were  se- 
cured at  the  mine,  which  will  average 
much  better  than  75  per  cent  Ingot.  As- 
suming, however,  that  it  will  yield  no 


larger  percentage  than  the  mineral 
from  the  mill,  there  is  given  a  net  re- 
turn of  38%  tons  of  Ingot  copper  from 
1620  tons  of  rock,  a  yield  at  the  rate  of 
2  1-3  per  cent  refined  copper  per  ton  of 
rock,  or  about  1  per  cent  more  thar.  the 
average  of  the  Quincy  and  Wolverine, 
which  now  lead  all  amygdaloid  mines  of 
the  district,  and  only  about  1  per  c'nt  ! 
less  than  the  returns  of  the  Calumet  & 
Hecla,  while  leading  the  Tamarack. 
Reduced  to  pounds  of  ingot  per  ton,  the 
Mass.  In  Its  first  weeJt  of  milling,  pro- 
duced refined  copper  jit  the  rate  of  46 
pounds  per  ton,  against  about  GO  pounds 
from  the  Calumet  &  Hecla.  31  pounds 
from  the  Tamarack.  27  pounds  from 
the  Wolverine,  26  pounds  from  the 
Quincy,  22  pounds  from  the  Baltic,  21 
pounds  from  the  Osceola  and  12V4 
pounds  from  the  Atlantic. 

On  this  showing  the  Mass  is  three- 
fourths  as  rich  as  the  Calumet  &  Hecia, 
50  per  cent  richer  than  the  Tamarack. 
70  per  cent  richer  than  the  Wolverine, 
75  per  cent  richer  than  the  Quincy, 
twice  as  rich  as  the  Baltic  and  nearly 
four  times  as  rich  as  the  Atlantic.  These 
deductions,  while  warranted  by  the 
facts,  should  not  be  misunderstood.  The 
other  mines  named  in  these  compari- 
sons are  all  developed  properties  and 
money-makers,  Avhile  the  Mass  is  on 
old  mine  made  over  and  furnished  with 
modern  facilities  of  production  for  the 
first  time  in~its  history.  The  mine  was 
not  as  largely  opened  as  the  other 
mines,  and  it  has  considerable  stretches 
of  barren  ground.  There  are  ban  en 
potions  in  even  the  richest  of  the  mines 
of  the  district,  but  In  the  case  of  the 
Mass  the  future  of  the  property  de- 
pends solely  on  the  proportion  of  good 
stoping  ground  that  can  be  developed. 
Like  the  little  girl  in  the  nnr'sery 
rhyme,  the  Mass  rock,  when  it  is  good, 
is  very,  very  good,  and  when  it  is  bad, 
it  is  horrid. 

The  best  judges  in  this  district  have 
maintained  faith  in  the  Mass  mine  all 
along,  and  the  mill  run  for  the  first 
week  makes  a  far  better  showing  tlian 
was  anticipated  by  even  the  best 
friends  of  the  property  mine.  The  cop- 
per production  of  the  Mass  for  its  fir.'^t  ^ 
week  of  milling  can  be  cut  sciuarely  in  "^ 
two,  and  the  mine  will  still  maintain  a 
higher  average  of  production  per  Ion 
than  such  excellent  mines  as  the  Baltic, 
Osceola  and  Atlantic,  and  but  three  to 
four  pounds  per  ton  less  than  the 
Quincy  and  Wolverine.  The  resuHs  at 
the  mill  have  certainly  demonstrated 
the  right  of  the  Mass  to  be  admitted  to 
the  list  of  profitable  and  promising 
mines  of  the  lake  district.

DUN'S  REVIEW 


Business  Good  All  Over 
Country,  With  Satis- 
factory Conditions. 

New  York,  Aug.  10.— R.  G,  Dun  & 
Co.'s  weekly  review  of  trade  says: 
There  Is  no  complaint  from  any  part  of 
the  country  over  the  volume  of  current 
distribution  of  merchandise,  and  what 

hesitation  is  observed  in  general  ti*ade 
is  chiefly  due  to  the  uncertainty  as  to 
the  duration  of  the  labor  troubles  in 
the  steel  manufactures.  Collections  are 
good,  better  weather  has  helped  the 
agricultural  classe.",  money  Is  easy  and 
stocks  of  merchandise  carried  are  not 
above  the  average  for  this  season  of  the 
year,  particularly  In  the  West  and 
Southwest.  Relief  is  felt  In  all  depart- 
ments of  the  iron  and  steel  industry, 
now  that  uncertainty  is  ended  and  the 
position  of  the  contestants,  made  clear. 
Now  the  Issue  must  be  determined  per- 


manently, and  a  settled  condition  will 
greatly  facilitate  operations.  Structural, 
wire  and  plate  mills  are  not  affpcted, 
and  the  production  of  rails  will  not  be 
materially  curtailed.  Supplies  of  bars 
and  tubes  will  be  restricted,  and  quota- 
tions In  these  lines  tend  to  follow  the 
advance  already  secured  for  sheets  and 
hoops.  A  bad  feature  is  the  increased 
importation  of  tin  plates,  which  has 
been  manufactured  In  sufficient  quan- 
tity to  about  meet  the  domestic  demand. 
Imports  in  last  fiscal  year  being  valued 
at  only  $3,770,062,  against  $35,746,920  ten 
years  ago.  Purchasers  of  many  forms 
of  finished  steel  are  .showing  much 
eagerness  to  place  contracts,  while,  on 
the  other  hand,  pig  iron  is  in  less  urgent 
refjuest. 

Having  no  further  ammunition  in 
heat  and  drouth  reports  for  hoisting 
prices,  speculators  have  turned  sudden- 
ly to  the  other  extreme  and  demon- 
strate that  early  frosts  threaten  .all  late 
planted  corn.  The  result  has  been  a 
spot  quotation  at  this  city  of  more  than 
60  cents  all  the  week,  and  the  practicnl 
elimination  of  exporters  from  domestic 
markets. 

A  healthy  demand  from  domestic 
millers  and  phenomenal  Atlantic  ex- 
ports give  strength  to  prices  of  wheat. 
As  the  season  advances  it  becomes 
more  apparent  that  foreign  crop  losses 
will  necessitate  unprecedented  ship- 
ments from  the  United  States,  and  with 
the  settlement  of  the  strike  on  the  Pa- 
cific coast  there  will  be  a  movement  of 
great  magnitude.  Eastern  shoe  manu- 
facturers find  conditions  as  favorable  as 
last  week,  while  reports  from  the  West 
are  more  encouraging.  Orders  from  the 
drouth-affected  regions  are  no  longer 
countermanded,  and  earlier  cancella- 
tions are  being  restored.  Leather  Is 
steady  and  no  alteration  In  prices  is 
anticipated.  Prospects  continue  to  im- 
prove in  the  market  for  woolens,  and  as 
the  manufacturers  enjoy  greater  activ- 
itv,  prices  for  raw  material  are  hard- 
ening. Little  change  is  seen  in  actual 
sales,  but  there  is  a  growing  disposition 
to  hold  for  the  better  terms  that  many 
consider  Inevitable.  Cotton  goods  are 
quiet  and  weak.  Failures  for  the  week 
were  173  in  the  United  States  against 
177  last  year,  and  31  in  Canada  against 
23  last  year.

TVilliam  A.  Prady  Is  one  of  the  most 
Adroit  and  generous  stage  producers  in 
the  counlry,  and  although  quite  youn^. 
has  come  into  national  prominence.  It 
vas  ho  who  first  revealed  in  that  bu- 
colic play,  'Way  Down  East."  the 
realistic  possibilities  of  the  stage  snow- 
storm. Time  was  when  the  stage  snow- 
storm consisted  of  a  sifting  of  cut  paper 
from  a  perforated  revolving  cylinder  in 
the  flies.  It  settled  down  with  unnatural 
partiality  upon  the  distressed  heroine  in 
the  black  dress  with  white  collar  and 
cuffs— the  honored  stage  trapping  of 
woeful  and  outraged  womanhood — and 
left  hir  surroundings  as  bare  as  Mother 
Hubbard's  fabled  cupboard.  Brady 
changed  all  that.  He  substituted  salt, 
resembling  fine,  dry  snow,  blown 
through  huge  cylinders  by  moans  of 
electric  fans.  It  went  driving  and 
whirling  pasit  the  windows  of  the  old 
farmhoust  as  if  borne  on  the  wings  of  a 
howling  gale.  A  dozen  men,  four  of 
them  electricians,  were  needed  to  pro- 
duce this  effect.  The  audience  shivered 
and  settled  down  in  its  furs  and  up- 
turned coat  collars  when  the  "Way 
Down  East"  .snow  storm  inaugurated  "a 
spell  of  weather." 

In  "Lovers'  Lane,"  which  Is  to  be  seen 
here  for  the  first  time  at  the  Lyceum 
next  Friday  and  Saturday,  there  are  no 
involved  mechanical  or  sen.^ational  de- 
vices. There  are  no  sinking  ships,  boiler 
explosions  or  buzz-saw  disasters.  But 
there  are  three  outdoor  effects,  in  as 
in;;ny  succe.'^sive  acts,  which  have  been 
pronounced  very  beautiful  and  uncom- 
monly faithful  in  their  realism.  One 
of  these  represents  the  main  street  in 
the  quiet  humdrum  little  village  of 
Eddysville,  typii-al  of  scores  of  quaint 
New  England  hamlets.

An  interesting  and  original  play  wiil 
be  at  the  Lyceum  next  Wednesday.

Upon  the  one  side  is  the  district  school, 
from  which  the  children  troop  at  recess 
time  to  engage  in  childish  bickerings 
and  sports.  Opposite  is  the  billboard, 
upon  which  the  local  "opery  house" 
manager,  who  al.so  combines  the  func- 
tions of  billposter  and  orchestra  leader, 
flisplays  the  pictorial  wonders  that  are 
to  intlame  popular  interest  in  his  com- 
ing attractions.  The  artist  who  painted 
this  scene  must  in  his  younger  day.s 
have  become  tlioroughly  Imbued  with 
the  sluggish  atmo.'jphere  of  the  rural 
town,  for  he  has  been  singularly  happy 
In  reproducing  the  exact  local  color.  But 
It  is  In  the  orchard  scene  of  "Lovers' 
Lane"  that  the  painter,  the  electrician, 
and  the  property-maker  have  been  en- 
abled to  reveal  their  best  skill.  The 
Eame  orchard  is  depicted,  but  In  the 
contrasting  seasons  of  autumn  and 
spring.  It  faces  the  parsonage  upon 
the  left,  and  off  to  the  right  winds  the 
woodland  path  by  the  little  church, 
through  which  the  minister  of  the  play 
has  wandered  back  and  forth  for  fifteen 
years,  and  which  his  people  have  come 
to  call  "Lovers'  lane,"  There  is  a  per- 
spective of  field  and  woodland,  valley 
and  mountain  top,  and  in  the  fore- 
ground the  orchard  Itself,  w-^ich  figures 
conspicuously  in  the  develoMent  of  the

Three  of  the  apple  trees  are  what  is 
technically  known  as  "practical"— that 
Is  to  sav,  they  must  stand  out  in  .sol.d 
substance,  and  not  in  painted  imitation.

la  the  logical  candidate  for  the  position. 
It  really  commences  to  look  as  though 
Senator  TIanna  would  make  a  strong  play 
tor  the  nomination.  His  advance  pre.<(s 
agent.  Perry  Heath,  has  successfully  no- 
tified the  party  of  his  coming  and  on  every 
occasion  adds  to  his  work  with  well-di- 
rected energy.  Roosevelt  is  In  the  West, 
ostensibly  hunting,  but  believed  to  be  put- 
ting in  good  missionary  work  In  his  own 
cause.  That  each  candidate  has  passed 
around  the  word  to  his  lieutenants  is  evi- 
dent from  the  utterances,  now  b«<comlng 
fre<nient,  concerning  the  virtues  and 
availability  of  the  aspirants.  Senator 
Stewart  of  Nevada  and  Representative 
Miller  of  Kansas  were  In  Washington  on 
Wednesday  and  they  both  talked.  Sen- 
ator Stewart  is  a  Hanna  man  and  this  Is 
what  he  said:  "In  my  opinion.  Senator 
Hanna  will  be  nominated.  He  seems  to 
have  the  best  chance  thus  far  of  any  of 
those  mentioned  and  I  believe  the  more 
the  people  understand  him  the  better  they 
■will  like  him.  I  think  he  would  make  a 
great  candidate,  and  look  for  his  nomina- 
tion.

On  the  other  hand  Representative 
Miller  i»  a  Roosevelt  supporter,  and  he 
exprei.sed  himself  as  follows:  "If  the 
Choice  of  our  next  president  were  left  to 
the  people  of  Kansas,  he  would  be  Theo- 
dore Roosevelt.  They  regard  him  as  a 
man  of  ability.  Integrity  and  action.  While 
be  is  from  the  East,  he  spent  some  of  the 
t>est  jears  of  his  Ufo  In  the  Southwest, 
and  Is  thoroughly  Imbued  with  Its  spirit.

United    Slates    in    the 

anattAr  of  the  Cuban  tariff  schedules,  be- 
/ore  they  are  accepted  by  the  secretary  of 
.•war.  It  Is  a  great  deal  for  the  govern- 
ment to  promise,  with  such  "Interests" 
as  the  sugar  trust  at  stake,  but  It  will 
A>e  better  for  all  concerned  If  no  attempt 
Is  made  to  revise  the  tariff  proposed.  The 
commission  which  had  Ihe  preparation  of 
«.ie  schedules  in  charge  has  concluded  its 
■work  and  the  schedules,  it  Is  understood, 
have  been  sent  to  the  collector  at  Ha- 
ivana.  They  w^lll  be  carefully  scanned  by 
him.  and  perhaps  some  suggestions  made 
as  to  changes.  It  is  then  expected  that 
the  schedules  will  t«  forwarded  to  the 
war  department  for  the  final  approval  of 
the  secretary.  The  reason  for  this  action 
U  because  of  the  knowledge  officials  of  the 
department  possess  In  relation  to  trade 
conditions,   both  here  and  In  Cuba,   and

because  of  the  superior  advantages  which 
they  have  for  learning  the  sentiment  of 
tne  business  community  In  the  United 
States  and  Cuba.  There  Is  reason  to  be- 
lieve the  schedules  will  not  be  altered  or 
amended  by  the  secretary  of  war  in  any 
particulra.  It  Is  admitted  that  no  advan- 
tage will  be  secured  by  the  United  States 
through  the  new  tariff  schedules.  There 
has  been  no  attempt  on  the  part  of  the 
government  at  Washington  to  Interfere 
with  the  fiSiming  of  ihe  schedules,  nor 
has  there  been  so  much  as  a  suggestion 
made.  The  tariff  Is  drawn  entirely  from 
the  Cuban  standpoint,  and  contains  noth- 
ing that  could  be  taken  as  a  recognition 
of  the  protective  tariff  system,  there 
being  no  industrial  enterprises  In  Cuba 
to  protect.  The  sole  object  of  the  tariff 
system  Is  admitted  to  be  to  produce  rev- 
enue for  meeting  the  expenses  of  the 
present  form  of  government.  In  any 
event,  the  tariff  la  but  a  temporary  ex-, 
pedlency,  which  will  be  enforced  by  the 
United  States  until  the  Cubans  eslablish 
their  own  government.  It  Is  possible  that 
the  Cubans  may  also  adopt  It  for  a  period, 
with  the  hope  of  eveniually  instituting 
a  system  which  will  have  as  Its  principal 
feature  reciprocity  advantages  of  partic- 
ular Ijeneflt  to  the  sugar,  coffee  and  to- 
bacco interests  In  the  island. 


CARRIERS  FOR  LAKESIDE. 

Rural  free  delivery  is  doubtl>>S8  a 
good  thinsr.  but  there  is  no  good  reason 
that  can  be  offered  why  the  postofflce 
department  should  expend  large  sum.s 
of  money  In  the  delivery  of  mail  in  the 
sparsely  inhabited  country  dlstr'ctS 
when  there  are  many  thickly  settled 
communities  that  are  denied  the  henp- 
flts  of  free  delivery.  We  have  in  Duluth 
an  example  of  this  injustice.  Two  of 
the  largest  and  most  important  resi- 
dence sections  of  the  city.  Lester  Paik 
and  Lakeside,  have  no  letter  carrier.-J, 
and  the  numerous  residents  there  are 
obliged  to  travel  to  tho  postoftice  to  get 
their  mail,  while  rural  mail  carrie'-s  a'-e 
delivering  mail  at  farm  houses  miles 
apart. 

The  Herald  does  not  oppose  rural  froo 
delivery,  and  It  does  not  contend  that 
farmers  should  be  obliged  to  trr»vel 
miles  to  the  postofflce  for  their  mall, 
but  it  does  hold  that  the  thickly  popu- 
lated portions  of  a  city  should  be  pro- 
vided with  at  least  as  good  service  In 
this  respect  as  the  farming  districts  rf 
magnificent  distances.  The  hundreds 
of  people  who  reside  in  Lester  Park  and 
Lakeside  contribute  largely  to  the  rev- 
enues of  the  postotflce  department,  and 
they  are  entitled  to  Just  treatment  in 
regard  to  carrier  service,  of  which  they 
are  now  deprived  altogether. 

Where  the  blame  for  this  state  of 
affairs  should  be  placed  The  H'^r.'^i'd 
does  not  know,  but  probably  the  fault 
is  with  the  department  at  Washing- 
ton. The  subject  has  been  drawn  to 
the  attention  of  the  department  in  the 
past,  but  the  efforts  made  to  get  an  ex- 
tenal(jn  of  the  carrier  service  have 
failed.  The  Lester  Park  and  Lakeside 
people  are  convinced,  however,  that 
persistent  representations  will  secure 
the  desired  result,  and  they  will  ask 
Postmaster  Fisher  and  Congres.«»man 
Morris  to  renew  the  fight.  The  claim  of 
these  sections  of  the  cUy  for  a  carrier 
service  is  so  Just  and  reasonable  that  it 
does  not  seem  possible  that  it  cap  be 
denied  by  the  postofflce  authorities  if 
they  be  put  in  possession  of  all  the 
facts. 


ANOTHER    MACLAY. 

It  appears  that  this  whipper-snap- 
per of  a  Maclay,  who  has  written  a  so- 
called  history  of  the  navy,  in  which  he 
shamefully  maligns  Admiral  Schley, 
comes  honestly  by  his  traits.  It  is 
stated  that  he  is  a  descendant  of  William 
Maclay,  who  was  chosen  In  178S  to  rep- 
resent the  western  part  of  Pennsyl- 
vania in  the  senate  for  the  short  term. 
Robert  Morris,  famous  in  history,  was 
elected  at  the  same  time  for  the  long 
term.  Today's  public  would  have  no 
knowledge  of  Maclay  but  for  the  fact 
that  he  kept  a  diary  and  that  his  de- 
scendant, the  Maclay  of  the  present 
hour,  was  foolish  enough  to  publish  this 
diary  as  an  alleged  contribution  to 
American  history. 

The  Philadelphia  Times,  In  speaking 
of  William  Maclay,  says:  "He  was 
sour,  caustic  and  unjust.  He  called 
men  wretches,  rascals  and  villains 
without  any  compunction  whatever 
and  heaped  ridicule  upon  honest  and 
patriotic  folks."  It  further  says  that 
Maclay's  Journal  throughout  is  one  long 
record  of  sarcastic  revUings.  Gen. 
Washington,  at  the  inauguration  cere- 
monies, according  to  this  witness,  while 
reading  his  address,  "was  agitated  and 
embarrassed  more  than  ever  he  was  by 
the  leveled  cannon  or  pointed  musket. 
He  trembled,   and  several   times  could 

scarce  make  out  to  read though     it 

must  be  supposed  he  had  often  read  It 

m 

before."  On  another  occasion  he  sar- 
castically calls  Washington  the  "great- 
est man  in  the  world,"  and  speaks  of 
his  "uncouth  motions." 

For  the  vice  president,  John  Adams, 
Maclay  has  no  kindlier  observations. 
On  one  occasion  he  says:  "I  have  really 
often  looked  at  him  with  surprise 
mingled  with  contempt  when  he  Is  In 
the  chair  and  no  business  before  the 
senate.  Instead  of  that  sedate,  easy 
air  which  I  would  have  him  possess  he 
will  look  on  one  side,  then  on  the  other, 
then  down  on  the  knees  of  his  breeches, 
then  dimple  his  visage  with  the  most 
silly  kind  of  half  smile  which  I  cannot 
well  express  in  English.  God  forgive 
me  for  the  vile  thought— but  I  cannot 
help  thinking  of  a  monkey  Just  put  into 
breeches." 

The  constitution  of  the  United  States 
he  feared  would  "turn  out  the  vilest  of 
all  traps  that  ever  were  set  to  ensnare 
the  freedom  of  an  unsuspecting  peo- 
ple." At  first  friendly  with  his  col- 
league, Mr.  Morris,  he  soon  became  to 
distrust  him,  and  abused  him  roundly, 
as  he  did  nearly  every  one  else.  When 
the  time  came  to  move  to  Philadelphia, 
he  spoke  of  the  "strange  infatuation  of 
self-love"  among  the  people  of  the  city. 
"To  tell  the  truth,"  he  said,  "I  know  no 
such  unsocial  city  as  Philadelphia.  The 
gloomy  severity  of  the  Quakers  has 
proscribed  all  fashionable  dress  and 
aumsement.  Denying  themselves  these 
enjoyments,  they,  as  much  as  in  them 
He,  endeavor  to  deprive  others  of  them 
also;  while,  at  the  same  time,  there  are 
not  in  the  world  more  scornful  or  inso- 


lent characters  than  the  wealthy  among 
them." 

It  is  not  Burprlsiner  to  learn  that, 
when  his  two  years  in  the  senate  were 
at  an  end  the  state  did  not  return  such 
a  man  for  a  longer  term,  although  he 
had  greatly  counted  upon  a  re-election. 

It  is  evident  that  Senator  Maclay 
was  a  conceited  old  crank  who  was 
promptly  turned  down  by  the  people. 
His  descendant  is  a  conceited  young 
puppy  who  calls  the  stuff  he  writes 
history  when  It  is  nothing  'but  the  va- 
porings,  though  possibly  inspired,  of  a 
nonentity. 


DIPHTHERIA  QUARANTINE. 

In  referring  to  the  possibility  of  an 
epidemic  of  diphtheria  throughout  the 
state  during  the  coming  winter,  unless 
the  most  stringent  regulations  are 
made  and  observed.  Dr.  Bracken,  the 
secretary  of  the  state  board  of  healch, 
notes  a  growing  and  exceedingly  dan- 
gerous carelessness  in  the  quarantining 
of  cases  of  this  disease.  There  are  only 
five  cases  of  diphtheria  reported  in  Du- 
luth at  the  present  time,  but  there  are 
likely  to  be  many  more  if  carelessness 
be  exercised  in  quarantining.  To  what 
extent  the  quarantine  has  been  applied 
in  the  cases  now  prevailing  has  not  been 
learned  by  The  Herald,  but  it  t^oes 
know  that  in  the  Immediate  past  the 
quarantining  of  diphtheria  cases  in 
Duluth  has  been  farcical.  A  card  has 
been  tacked  upon  the  door  of  the  house 
containing  the  case  of  diphtheria— and 
that  has  constituted  the  whole  quaraa- 
tinlng!  The  patient  has  not  gone  out 
of  the  house,  of  course,  but  the  other 
inmates  of  the  d'n'elllng  have  not  b^n 
restricted  in  their  movements.  They 
have  gone  in  and  out,  as  if  no  case  of 
the  dread  disease  existed  and  they  had 
not  been  exposed  to  contagion,  and  the 
male  members  of  the  family  have  gone 
to  their  work  each  day  and  min.^led 
with  other  people  who  were  ignorant  of 
the  fact  that  they  were  being  exposi.-d 
to  the  risk  of  contracting  a  dangerous 
disease  and  carrying  it  to  their  hom^s. 

Dr.  Bracken  does  well  to  insist  that 
the  quarantine  shall  be  strict  and 
thorough.  A  strict  quarantine  miaus 
that  every  member  of  an  afflicted 
household  who  may  possibly  carry  the 
germs  of  diphtheria  abroad  shall  be 
kept  at  home  during  the  period  of  con- 
tagion. There  has  never  been  observ- 
able any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the 
health  authorities  in  Duluth  to  qufr- 
antine  in  this  way,  and  yet  any  less 
strict  quarantine  is  useless. 


WISCONSIN  STALWARTISM. 

History  repeats  itself;  so  does  politics. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  know 
the  future  will  be  much  like  the  past, 
the  average  man  goes  on  trying  experi- 
ments which  have  failed  many  times  in 
the  past.  These  remarks  are  apropos  of 
the  recent  meeting  of  the  stalwart  Re- 
publicans of  Wisconsin  to  devise  ways 
and  means  to  wipe  Robert  M.  La  Fol- 
lette  off  the  face  of  the  political  map. 
This  meeting,  which  convened  at  Mil- 
waukee last  Wednesday,  was  ostensibly 
in  the  interest  of  Senator  John  C. 
Spooner.  It  is  given  out  that  the  seat  of 
that  worthy  gentleman  is  in  danger 
from  the  ambitions  of  this  man  La  Fol- 
lette.  This  was  the  ostensible  reason 
for  the  meeting;  the  real  reason  may  not 
appear  to  the  casual  reader  of  its  pro- 
ceedings. 

Of  course,  it  may  be  useless,  but  The 
Herald  cannot  refrain  from  calling  the 
attention  of  these  Wisconsin  stalwarts 
to  the  fate  of  the  stalwarts  of  New 
York,  some  twenty  years  ago.  As  the 
story  runs,  there  was  in  New  York  a 
man,  yes,  two  men,  by  the  name  of 
Conkllng  and  "Me  Too,"  who  were  stal- 
warts. There  were  other  men  known  as 
"half-breeds,"  and  they  hated  one  an- 
other. The  followers  of  James  G.  Blaine 
were  "half-breeds"  and  the  adherents 
of  Grant  were  stalwarts.  This  word 
stalwart  has  been  synonymous  with  the 
modern  word  used  to  designate  the  ma- 
chine politician.  The  defeat  of  Gen. 
Grant  for  a  third  nomination  in  the 
Chicago  convention,  the  quarrel  be- 
tween Garfield  and  Conkllng  over  the 
collector  of  the  port  of  New  York,  the 
resignation  of  Conkllng  and  Piatt,  the 
defeat  of  both  these  gentlemen  In  their 
appeal  to  the  state  for  vindication,  the 
m\irder  of  Garfield  by  "a  stalwart  of 
the  stalwarts,"  the  rise  of  Arthur  and 
his  influence  In  New  York  state  politics 
are  all  matters  of  history. 

Events,  insignificant  in  themselves, 
often  carry  weighty  consequences.  The 
quarrel  between  the  stalwarts  and  half- 
breeds  of  New  York  made  Grover  Cleve- 
land president.  How?  It  was  this  way: 
President  Arthur,  who  became  presi- 
dent by  virtue  of  the  dictation  of  Roscoe 
Conkling  and  the  bullet  of  an  assassin, 
saw  fit  to  interfere  in  the  politics  of  his 
state  to  the  extent  of  forcing  upon  the 
Republican  state  convention  of  1882  a 
stalwart,  Mr.  Folger,  for  governor.  This 
interference  >vas  resented  by  the  half- 
breeds,  who  remained  at  home  on  elec- 
tion day,  and  Grover  Cleveland  was 
elected  by  the  unprecedented  majority 
of  192.000.  This  meant  his  nomination 
for  president  two  years  later.  The  ac- 
tion of  the  stalwarts,  who  were  still 
sore  from  their  recent  state  defeat, 
sulked  in  their  tents  or  openly  voted 
for  Cleveland,  thus  carrying  the  state 
by  some  150O,  decided  the  contest. 

This  is  the  history  in  brief  of  the  stal- 
warts of  New  York  twenty  years  ago. 
This  history  •will  be  repeated  in  Wis- 
consin if  there  Is  any  dependence  to  be 
placed  on  the  signs  of  the  times. 

Robert  La  Follette  resembles  in  many 
respects  the  great  Republican  leader 
whom  the  half-breeds  of  New  York  wor- 
shipped. He  is  magnetic,  energetic  and 
popular.  The  people  are  with  him.  It 
is  quite  natural  the  old  regime  fear  his 
influence  and  dread  his  ambition. 
Spooner,  ■who,  by  the  way,  has  always 
been  an  overrated  man.  a  man  who 
shone  only  by  contrast  with  his  medi- 
ocre associates,  wants  to  return  to  the 
senate.  This  consummation — so  de- 
voutly to  be  wished  by  his  political 
hangers-on — is  doubtful  so  long  as  the 
power  of  La  Follette  remains  uncrushed. 
A  primary  election  law,  or  any  other 
measure,  ivhereby  the  power  of  the  old 
machine  would     b«     destroyed,   would 


mean  ruin  Up  thp  whole  push.  It  is  a 
death  struggle  so  far  as  the  stalwarts 
are  concerned.  tPhey  must  repair  the 
machine  which  was  so  rudely  broken 
last  fall  or  retire  from  the  public  stage. 

The  flght  began  in  earnest  last  win- 
ter when  Payne  and  Pfister  put  up  a 
cool  $500,000  for  the  Sentinel,  that  they 
might  have  an  organ  under  complete 
control.  The  fight  was  carried  on  so 
well  by  this  organized  minority  against 
the  unorganized  majority  that  the 
primary  bill  was  defeated,  giving  the 
stalwarts  first  blood.  Emboldened  by 
this  success  in  the  legislature,  they  have 
taken  heart  and  bow  are  organizing  an 
offensive  campaig^n  which  can  have  but 
one  result— the  result  that  followed  the 
same  tactics  in  New  York  twenty  years 
ago.  The  party  will  be  defeated  at  the 
polls  and  the  stalwarts  relegated  to  the 
rear.  Some  of  the  young  men  like 
Quarles  may  survive  and  come  to  the 
front  in  the  futuw.  as  did  Tom  Piatt, 
but  that  is  doubtful,  as  few  Tom  Platts 
live  in  Wisconsin. 

From  a  Democratic  standpoint,  the 
flght  in  Wisconsin  ought  to  be  encour- 
aged. .The  stalwarts  are  doing  what 
the  Democratic  minority  could  not  do- 
defeat  the  Republican  party  at  the 
polls.  La  Follette  is  called  a  Demo- 
crat and  a  Populist,  because  he  has 
some  advanced  ideas  on  the  purity  of 
the  ballot  and  the  rights  of  the  people  to 
choose  public  officers.  The  capital  of 
the  state  does  not  approve  of  him  be- 
cause he  desires  it  to  pay  a  share  of  the 
taxes  to  run  the  government.  But  the 
people  believe  in  him  and  will  stand  by 
him,  even  to  the  exclusion  of  party 
afflllations.  Should  the  stalwarts  suc- 
ceed In  controlling  the  primaries,  a  new 
party  may  be  evolved,  with  La  Follette 
at  its  head,  a  party  of  election  and  tax 
reform.  Should  such  a  party  come  be- 
fore the  people,  with  La  Follette  at  its 
head,  the  majority  would  be  more  than 
100,000.  The  Wisconsin  stalwarts,  if 
they  are  wise,  will  take  notice  that  this 
is  not  a  good  year  for  machines.

an  applicatlin  mpy  Involve  sworn  testl- 
n»ony  of  facts  absolutely  contrad'?tlng 
tho  applicant's  own  account  of  himself 
Just    before  tjlRcharge.' 

The  B<istan  Journal  heads  an  article 
"Bankrupt  ^Thlcaco."  In  which  it  says 
that  the  Western  metropolis  is  facing  in- 
solvency, the  principal  cause  being  tax- 
dodging  on  the  part  of  its  corpora.lons 
and  rich  men.  But  the  report,  of  the  comp- 
troller of  ChlcaKo  for  1900  shows  tho  re- 
ceipts of  the  city  government  for  that 
year  were  over  124.000,000,  which  shows 
the  people  there  pay  taxes  quite  liberally.

Worked  out  with  fidelity,  such  gowns 
are  iriesistilOy  attractive,  and  become 
at  once  an  object  of  interesting  com- 
ment. Thoiigii  by  no  means  fancy  dress, 
In  its  accepted  understanding  of  the 
word,  they  are  exquisitely  fancy  in  that 
they  are  not  commonplace. 

A  lavish  expenditure  of  time  Is  neces- 
sary for  the  procuring  of  such  a  gown, 
yet.  strange  to  say,  does  not  necessarily 
require  anything  else  in  lavish  amounts.

The  garden  party  hat  is  a  variety  of 
millinery  that  can  not  be  ignored.  Its 
newest  mode  shows  It  with  wide  brim 
In  front.  Cunning  milliners  are  talk- 
ing large  flat  hats  of  Leghorn,  or  chip, 
or  fancy  straw,  and  cutting  down  and 
sides  in  such  a  way  as  to  leave  a  wire 
front,  but  very  narrow  back.  On  a 
few  of  these  hats  there  seems  to  be  no 
brim  at  all  in  the  back,  while  the  front 
is  several  Inches  wide. 

Flower  fringes  are  the  mode,  the 
smallest  of  flowers  being  used.  They 
are  used  to  border  the  brim  In  such  a 
manner  as  to  hang  down  a  little  be- 
low it.  If  larger  flowers  are  used 
they  are  supplied  with  leaves  and  the 
leaves  are  drooping.  A  few  stems  can 
appear  there  and  there. 

The  prettiest  of  ^Ittle  flowers  are  seen 
in  these  flowr  fringes  and  clusters  of 
flowers  are  allowed  to  trail  in  grace- 
ful style. 

An  elaborate  garden  party  hat  showed 
a  flower  fringe,  veiled  with  a  chiffon 
veil  with  embroidered  edge.  This  fell 
down  over  the  flowers  and  subdued 
their  brilliant  colors. 

The  picture  toques  are  much  In  de- 
mand for  garden  wear.  They  set  back 
upon  the  head  and  are  to  be  worn  with 
elaborate  front  coiffures.  They  are 
trimed  with  flowers  and  veiling  and  are 
very  elaborate  In  design,  clusters  of 
flowers  nestling  under  the  front,  while 
the  top  Is  trimmed  with  flowers  and 
flowers  trail  at  the  back. 

In  making  up  the  garden  party  hat 
each  little  part  of  the  hat  must  be 
studied,  even  to  the  hat  pin.  which  is 
often  an  Important  item  in  the  general 
scheme.  Hat  pins  of  the  most  beautiful 
filigree  are  carried  out  Hi  ball  shape, 
with  turquoise  set  in  the  ball,  which  Is 
hollow  Inside.  Other  pins  show  a 
mounted  coat  of  arms  with  quarter- 
ings.  In  the  flower  pins  there  is  an 
endless  variety,  for  every  kind  of 
flower  Is  seen,  from  the  little  violet  to 
the  big  rose. 

Coral  Jewelry  is  in  demand,  and  the 
coral  chains  composed  of  odd-shaped 
bits  of  coral  cosely  strung,  are  wound 
around  the  neck  several  times  and  al- 
lowed to  hang  as  low  as  the  waist  line. 
Strings  so  low  that  they  will  go  four 
times  around  the  neck  are  draped  over 
elaborate  bodices  of  coral-colored  silk 
with  moss  green  trimmings  and  cream- 
colored  lace. 

A  new  shirt  waist  is  seen,  or,  per- 
haps, it  would  be  more  strictly  true,  to 
call  It  a  variation  of  an  old  waist. 
Piece  lace  of  heavy  design  Is  made  up 
into  a  shirt  wal.<»t  and  worn  over  a 
colored  underwaist.  The  style  of  the 
lace  waist  is  worth  considering.  In- 
stead of  l>eing  elaborately  arranged  It  Is 
very  plain,  being  smooth  In  front  and 
bagging  at  the  belt,  while  the  buttons 
at  the  neck  are  the  only  decoration. 

The  nice  gowns  are  apt  to  show  a 
trimming  of  lace  applique.  The  wcrk 
of  appllquing  lace  Is  so  easily  perfoiuijjd 
and  makes  such  a  pretty  species  of 
tency  work  that  it  is  attractive  beyond 
measure  to  the  home  dressmaker  who 
sees  in  It  such  untold  possibilities  a\- 
pllques  of  Cluny,  of  point  de  Mllar,.*f 
Chantllly  and  of  Renaissance  can  be 
purchased  inexpensively  and  us.-d  as 
desired  In  the  scheme  of  the  gown  upan 
which  they  are  to  go. 

An  old  lace  gown,  or  one  of  net,  or 
point  d'esprlt,  whirh  is  now  qui^e  a 
reasonable  lace,  can  be  renovated  upon 
the  worn-out  portions  of  the  lace  gown, 
and  a  little  tracing  <>f  gold  used  to  bor- 
der the  lao«  applications;  upon  whkh 
lace  there  can  be  also  a  border  of  b^ack 
velvet  ribbon. 

If  you  own  an  old  lace  waist,  torn 
and  worn,  try  this  method  of  renova- 
tion. Procure  the  best  bits  of  lac.^  you 
can  afford,  cut  the  flgtues  from  the 
lace,  unless  you  have  bought »the  la  -e 
by  the  figure,  and  place  It  over  tne 
wornout  spots.  Applique  clot-nly.  yet 
vlthout  heaviness,  and  trace  the  edge 
with  a  line  of  gold  thread.  If  ycu  wish 
to  be  very  elaborate  you  can  plac>  a  bit 
of  colored  silk  under  each  applU'illjn 
of  lace. 

A  great  sensation  was  recentlv  pro- 
duced In  the  fashion  world  by  the  an- 
nouncement that  the  rench  couturk.ts 
were  using  a  new  fabric,  known  as  i  :e 
"rain  drop."  It  was  described  as  ve -y 
chic,  and  a  certain  Fifth  avenue  firm 
of  dress  modistes,  noted  for  their  hi^l'. 
prices  and  elegant  modes,  longed  t )  ste 
It.  At  their  first  opportunity  thev  sent 
a  representative  to  Paris,  with  orde.s 
to  buy  up  several  pieces  of  the  I'iin 
drop  fabric  and  to  bring  It  back  with 
all  haste.  He  was  told  to  get  It  In  all 
materials,  and  In  all  qualities,  from  silk 
to  wool  and  from  thin  to  thick.  They 
would,  meanwhile,  privately  announce 
to  their  wealthy  patrons  that  they  had 
secured  a  novelty  which  would  s<.on 
reach  these  shores. 

Soon  the  man  arrived  from  Par's, 
bringing  with  him  several  pieces  of  the 
rain  drop  goods.  On  opening  it  ihe 
modistes  were  mortified  to  find  tiiat  It 
was  the  polka  dot  of  ancient  fame,  and 
nothing  more.  The  wonderful  fancy  for 
the  polka  dot  has  resulted  in  its  being 
made  Into  all  sorts  of  gowns,  and  even 
Into  fichus.  There  are  polka  dotted 
chiffons  and  polka  dotted  stockings. 
Even  hats  are  trimmed  with  polka  dots 
and  little  polkas  are  embroidered  upon 
the  backs  of  gloves. 

Garden  party  shoes  are  not  the  least 
remarkable  feature  of  the  costume. 
Ihe  Josephine  heels,  very  tall  and  ve'.y 
straight  and  painted  In  decided  contrabt 
to  the  shoe,  are  seen:  then  there  are  the 
Spanish  heels,  which  are  very  sir^.t, 
with  their  tall  incurving  shape,  am?  i:>e 
French  heel,  which  Is  considered  un- 
healthful,  but  which  Is  certainly  pr^try. 
Shoes  with  big  buckles  upon  ihe 
front,  slippers  that  are  as  small  as  pos- 
sible, in  black  satin,  without  trimniiig 
of  any  kind,  are  seen  side  by  side  \^ith 
shoes  that  are  apparently  made  ot  a 
piece  of  the  gown. 

Black  kid  beaded,  dark  blue  cloth 
with  embroidery  fronts,  and  a  color  set 
underneath,  take  their  places  in  the 
galaxy  of  garden  party  shoes. 

A  very  recent  style  shows  high  shoes, 
buttoned  with  fan<iy  enamel  buttons,  in 
color.  Down  the  front  and  upon  th?  in- 
step, the  shoe  Is  cut  out  In  an  openwork 
design,  under  which  is  set  a  piece  of 
colored  satin  to  match  the  buttons.  A 
pair  of  high  French  kid  boots,  with 
French  heels,  showed  a  very  elaborate 
front  cut  out  In  fancy  design  wUb 
violet-colored  cloth  set  undern.nih. 
Violet  enamel  buttons  fastened  the 
boots. 

Violet  stockings  must  be  worn  with 
shoes  of  this  kind,  and  violet  stocking 
supporters.  The  violet  scheme  must 
also  penetrate  the  underwear,  and  vio- 
let ribbons  are  used  In  the  lingerie  and 
in  the  corset  itself.  Ribbons  are  so 
quickly  slipped  in  and  out,  with  the  aid 
of  a  ribbon  needle,  that  the  woman  with 
fifteen  spare  minutes  a  day  does  not  be- 
grudge doing  the  work.

Some  of  the  Frocks  Worn  at

Newport,  Aug.  7.— The  wardrobe  of 
the  little  ones  occupies  a  vast  deal  of 
time,  as  Is  obvious  enough  when  one 
sees  the  little  chaps  and  their  wee  sis- 
ters, carefully  gruarded  by  bonnes  and 
governesses,  on  Bailey  beach  In  the 
morning  or  driving  inflnitessimal  ponies 
on  Bellevue  avenue  later  In  the  day. 
And  again,  to  prove  It  from  another 
point  of  view,  are  there  not  delightful 
shops,  both  here  and  in  New  York  given 
over  entirely  to  these  small  wardrobes, 
from  the  very  elaborate,  costly  christen- 
ing robes  6f  the  tiny  heir  of  millions  to 
the  plainly  trimmed  linen  frocks  of  the 
little  men  of  a  dozen  years  old. 


An  odd  law  governs  the  dressing  of 
both  boys  and  girls.  Until  the  age  of  4 
or  5  the  little  garments  are  heavily 
laden  with  exxiulslte  laces,  and  are  of 
the  most  costly  materials,  but  after  that 
until  the  debut  of  the  youthful  girl  and 
until  the  youth  has  reached  the  a«c 
when  he  begins  to  adorn  himself  after 
his  ow'n  ornate,  undergraduate  taste, 
the  dressing  Is  of  the  utmost  simplicity. 
One  often  sees  a  charming  group  driv- 
ing of  an  afternoon,  consisting  of  a 
gracious,  tastefully  gowned  femme  du 
monde,  with  a  tiny  lace-trimmed,  pic- 
ture-hatted damsel  and  her  sweet  older 
sister  of  10  in  a  plain  pink  frock,  with 
round,  simply-trimmed  hat.  The  group 
pointedly  illustrates  the  law  of  appro- 
priateness that  is  the  very  basis  of  good 
dressing. 

Galatea  and  the  royal  linens  are 
charming  materials  for  simple  chil- 
dren's frocks.  One  worn  by  a  little 
flaxen-haired  girl  is  precisely  of  the 
color  of  her  hat,  a  pale  golden  ground. 
A  small  yoke  is  of  fine  tucking,  with 
two  bias  bands  of  the  linen  encircling 
it  with  their  ends  crossed  and  held  by 
a  small  w  bite  pearl  button.  The  lengths 
are  shaped  to  hang  straight  with  fuU- 
pess  only  at  the  back,  and  two  bias 
bands  crossing  in  front  encircle  the 
skirt,  which  barely  covers  the  knees. 

Up  to  the  age  of  5  children  are  wear- 
ing the  short  stockings,  and  little  tan 
shoes  or  black  ties,  that  permit  the 
dimpled  brown  knees  to  show. 

A  linen  of  a  dainty  shade  of  pale 
green  is  made  in  the-  Russian  blouse 
fashion,  with  belt  of  white  kid  dropping 
low.  There  is  a  white  sailor  collar  of 
tucking  and  lace,  one  end  of  which 
overlaps  the  other,  and  the  frock  closes 
with  large  pearl  buttons  on  the  side.

P.  Kaiser,  of  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  there  is  presented  a  cyclopedic  of 
authorities  on  oratory  as  an  art  and  of 
celebrated  passages  from  the  best  ora- 
tions  from    the   earliest   period    to   the 
present  time.    It  can  be  truly  said  that 
no   more   complete   reference   book   for 
professional    men   has   ever   been   pub- 
lished, while  as  a  text-book  for  students 
it  must  prove  of  inestimable  value.  The 
primary  object  of  the  book  is  to  bring 
within    reach    of    public    spieakers    and 
students  all   that  is  essential   in  what 
Aristotle,   Cicero,   Quintilian.

cluded    from     Fenelon,     Isaac     Watts, 
Hugh    Blair,    Gk^orge    Campbell,    Arch- 
bishop Maury.  Dr.  Matthews  and  Henry 
Ward  Beecher.     Elocution  and  delir^ry 
are  treated  at  length,  but  the  import- 
ance of  this  braneh  of  the  subject  has 
not  been  allowed   to  distract  attention 
from   the  central  fact  of  oratory — that 
.success  depends  on   the   strength   of  a 
governing  idea  firmly  grasped  and  co- 
herently expressed.     It  is  in  the  art  of 
coherent     expre.s.shm     throughout     the 
whole  of  a  speech,  composed  of  clearly 
defined    i)arts,     each     supporting     and 
strengthening  the  other,  from  exordium 
to  peroration,  that  the  classical  orators 
excel  the  modern."?.    The  chief  object  of 
this  handbook  is  to  make  the  great  au- 
thorities in  the  art  of  doing  this  avail- 
able and  intelligible  to  all   who  believe 
that  in  public  speaking,  as  in  everything 
else,    what    is 'worth    doing    at    all    Is 
worth  doing  as  well  as  possible.     Such 
orations  and  addresses  from  the  poets, 
as   Antony   at   Caesar's   funeral,    Belial 
and    Moloch   to   the   council    of   war   of 
the  fallen  angels,  nnd  Satan's  address  to 
the  sun   In   "Paradise   Lost,"    illustrate 
the  classical   rules  of  oratory   and   are 
models  of  wh»t  a  prose  oration  should 
tie  In  its  unltl*s.     Hence  the  handbook 
Includes  a  departm*»nt  of  Imaginary  ad- 
dresses and  .solilofiuies.  giving  speeches 
and  soliloqulef<  from  the  poets  from  the 
time  of  Homer.     To  complete  the  work 
as    a    Handbook    and    reference    book, 
there  have  be4n  nflded  departments  of 
celebrated  passages  from  great  onitors, 
ancient    and    mod'in,    and    from    poets 
oftenest  quoted  In  public  speaking.    The 
"Celebrated    Pas.sa^es    from      the    Best 
Orations"  begin  v  itb  Pericles  (born  4!>5 
B.  C.)  and  end 'with  the  year  of  publica- 
tion.    They   illustrate   the   three    great 
periods,   classical,   mediaeval   and   mod- 
ern, and  they  Include  the  oratory  of  the 
pulpit   as   well   as  that   of  the   bar   and 
of   public   life.       The     chronologicl   ar- 
rangement   has    been    adopted    for    the 
authorities  on  oratory   (from   Aristotle 
to  Jebb.  384  B.  C.  to  1900  A.  D.I.  and  the 
work  includes  all  that  the  modern  stu- 
dent  can    need    of   the   great   classical 
masters— especially  as  the  direct  trans- 
lations   from    the    great    classics    have 
been  reinforced  by  the  complete  text  of 
the  analysis  and  summary  of  Aristotle's 
"Rhetoric"    made      by    the      celebrated 
Thomas  Hobbes.     Care  has  been  taken 
to    make    the    handbook    authoritative, 
and    the   editor   states   that    the   trans- 
lations are  from  accepted  and  standard 
authorities    and    the    dates    have    beeti 
tested  by  the  British  Encyclopaedia  and 
the  Century  Dictionary  of  Names.

One  of  the  pioneer  congressmen  of  the 
Northwest  was  Moses  K.  Armstrong, 
who  represented  Dakota  territory  in  the 
congress  of  18T1.  He  was  one  of  the 
first  settlers  in  the  land  of  the  Dakotas 
and  previous  to  being  ."^ent  to  Washing- 
ton was  a  prominent  member  of  the  Da- 
kota territorial  legislature.  being 
elected  speaker  of  that  body  in  1862.  .Mr. 
Armstrong  now  lives  at  St.  James, 
Minn.,  and  is  the  possessor  of  a  won- 
derful fund  of  information  about 
frontier  life,  much  of  which  he  has 
embodied  in  a  recently  published  book, 
"The  Early  Empire  Builders  of  the 
Great  W#st."  The  excellent  and  inter- 
esting sketches  which  it  contains  cover 
a  long  period  of  pioneer  life  and  no 
one  who  takes  an  Interest  In  the  early 
history  of  the  great  Northwest  can  af- 
ford to  be  without  Mr.  Armstrong's 
work.  The  quaint  style  of  the  writer, 
his  genuine  humor  and  vivid  descrip- 
tions of  the  at  time  exciting  scenes  In 
the  early  years  of  the  Dakota  territory 
will  at  once  enlist  and  hold  the  atten- 
tion of  the  reader.  It  is  a  book  of  over 
450  pages  and  it  can  be  truthfully  said 
that  there  Is  not  a  dull  page  in  it.  The 
loneer  legislatures  and  tjie  Indian  wars 
are  given  much  attention  and  there  are 
breezy  sketches  of  congress.  The  clos- 
ing chapters  of  the  book  are  devoted  to 
a  racy  account  of  Mr.  Armstrong*  visit 
to  Washington  and  the  South  after  a 
quarter  of  a  century's  absence.

Next  to  her  preserve  closet  does  the 
careful  housewife  view  with  pride  and 
satisfaction  her  goodly  aupply  of  "pickles 
and  spice  and  such  things  nice"  at  the 
end  of  the  summer  sei^on. 

It  Is  questionable  economy  for  the  city 
housekeepcH-  to  spend  time  and  labor  in 
this  way  for  obvious  reasons.  Many  have 
not  the  convenient  apace  for  even  a  few 
dozen  Jars  of  preserves  and  pickles,  espe- 
cially if  they  are  "flat  dwellers."  One 
great  objection,  however,  is  that  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  get  green  vegetables  in  the  best 
condition  for  pickling  In  city  markets.  It 
is  therefore  wiser  for  the  housekeeper, 
under  such  circumstances,  to  depend  on 
tirst-class  "store  goods"  if  she  desh-es 
these  accessories  for  her  table. 

There  are,  however,  some  certain  kinds 
of  pickles,  such  as  cold  catsups  and  var- 
ious pepper  sauces  and  rellsties  made  from 
tomatoes,  rlpe  and  green,  and  from  cab- 
bage and  corn,  that  may  be  made  at  home 
at  less  expense  than  to  buy  the  same 
quality  of  goods  in  the  winter.  Mixed 
pickles  are  the  moat  difficult  to  put  up  at 
home,  for  care  and  attention  must  be 
taken  In  obtaining  the  different  vegetables 
at  Just  the  proper  time  and  keeping  them 
until  all  needed  nvaterials  are  gathered  to- 
gether. 

WH0LI38OMBNESS  OF  PICKLES. 
It  Is  too  generally  admitted  that  pickles 
are  not  wholesome  to  attempt  to  question 
the  point,  even  in  favor  of  a  few  that  may 
be  less  harmful  than  others.  So  long  as 
people  will  consume  such  products.  It  is 
necessary  to  lessen  the  harm  as  much  as 
possible  by  warning  against  certain 
dangerous  customs  observed  in  the  pickl- 
ing process.  In  the  first  place,  use  only 
the  best  cider  vinegar  unless  you  can 
make  your  own  fruit  vinegars.  Pickles 
must  be  boiled  in  earthen,  granite  or  por- 
celain vessels;  never  in  tin  or  copper,  as 
the  solvent  action  of  the  strong  acid  in 
vinegar  upon  poisonous  metal  will  pro- 
duce a  poison  that  will  find  Us  way  into 
the  pickles.  Aluminum  and  copper  ves- 
sels are  to  be  avoided  if  one  has  any  re- 
gard for  health.  Beware  of  the  beautiful 
green  pickles  that  look  so  invitingly  fresh. 
These  are  often  colored  with  sulphate  of 
copper,  which  is  a  deadly  poison,  or  are 
cooked  in  copper  or  brass  vessels,  which 
produce  tho  same  result,  even  if  in  lesser 
degree..  i 

In  making  your  own  pickles  you  can 
avoid  all  dangers  arising  from  use  of 
harmful  materials  and  cooking  in  improp- 
er manner,  even  If  you  cannot  make  the 
pickles  more  digestible 

THE  VINEGAR. 
We  have  said  that  the  quality  of  ■vin- 
egar has  much  to  do  with  the  keeping  as 
well  as  the  quality  of  the  pickles.  Al- 
ways use  strong  vinegar,  as  he.atlng 
weakens  it.  The  vinegar  should  be  scald- 
ing hot  wheru  poured  over  the  pickles. 
Raw  vinegar  aoes  not  keep  well  and  be- 
comes ropy.  The  vinegar  should  be  two 
or  three  inches  above  the  top  of  the 
pickles  in  the  jars.  Of  course  this  refers 
to  whole  pickles  of  all  kinds.  When  veg- 
etables are  parboiled  they  absorb  the 
vinegar  more  readily,  but  they  lose  their 
crlspness.  After  parboiling  throw  into 
cold  water;  then  drain  and  let  get  cold 
before   adding  the  hot   vinegar. 

SWRET  FICKI^E  FOR  PLT^IMS, 
PEACH  E^J  OR  TOMATOE^S. 
Take  four  quarts  of  elder  vinegar,  five 
pounds  of  sugar,  quarter  of  a  pound  of 
cinnamon,  two  ounces  of  cloves,  to  seven 
pounds  of  fruit.  Boil  sugar  and  vinegar 
together  and  skim;  add  the  spices  and  bf>ll 
up  at  once  and  pour  over  the  fruit.  Pour 
off  the  vinegar  and  scald  twice  more  dur- 
ing the  day  and  then  cover  close.  A  less 
expensive  way  Is  to  take  four  pounds  of 
sugar  to  eights  pounds  of  fruit,  two 
ounces  of  cinnamon,  once  ounce  of  cloves, 
one  teaspoonful  salt,  one  teaspoonful  all- 
spice 

PICKLED  GHERKINS. 
Take  20)  to  300  small,  unripe  cucumbers. 
wli>e  them  thoroughly,  lay  them  on  a  dish, 
and  salt  well,  and  let  them  remain  eight 
or  nine  hours;  then  drain,  lay  them  in  a 
jar,  and  pour  enough  boiling  vinegar  over 
them  to  cover  them.  Place  near  the  fire, 
covered  with  grapevine  leaves.  If  they 
do  not  become  sufficiently  green,  pour  oft 
the  vinegar,  reboll  and  pour  over  the  cu- 
cumbers and  cover  with  fresh  leaves; 
continue  to  do  this  until  they  become  as 
green  as  you  wish.  Then  pour  off  the 
vinegar  once  more  and  to  one  gallon  add 
six  small  red  poppers,  two  sticks  cinna- 
mon, two  tablespoonfuls  whole  allspice, 
two  tablespoonfuls  of  cloves.  Boll  up  and 
pour  over  the  pickles  and  cover  closely. 
PICKLED  cue  LUMBERS. 
Take  3<)0  small  cucumbers,  and  tstke 
enough  boiling  water  to  cover  them,  and 
one  quart  of  salt  dissolved  in  water. 
Cover  and  let  stand  forty-eight  hours. 
Then  drain  and  wipe  them  carefully.  Put 
them  in  a  large  jar  with  one  large  onion 
stuck  full  of  cloves,  one  green  pepper,  a 
sniall,  a  small  root  of  horseradish  cut  in 
fctrips  and  two  or  three  bay  leaves.  Boil 
vinegar  enough  to  cover  them  well.  Take 
a  idece  of  muslin  6  inches  square  and 
fill  with  a  mixture  of  whole  cloves,  all- 
spice, stick  cinnamon,  mace,  white  m.us- 
tard  seed  and  pepper-corns;  tie  with  a 
stout  twine  and  boil  in  the  vinegar  for 
ten  ^minutes,  then  pour  over  the  cucum- 
bers'." This  amount  of  spice  may  be  dis- 
tributed in  smaller  bags  and  placed  here 
and  there  among  the  pickles 
MfclLON    MANGOES.    (MUSKMBLON 

PICKLES.) 
Use  the  very  small,  luiripe  muskmelons, 
and  cut  an  ova]  piece  out  of  one  side;  re- 
move seeds  with  a  teaspoon  and  fill  In 
with  stuffing  (ft  chopped  cabljage.  onion, 
scraped  horseradish,  mustard  seed,  nas- 
turtiums, celery  seed,  whole  pepper,  a  lit- 
tle ground  cinnamon  and  cloves,  and  salt 
to  taste.  Put  In  the  piece  of  melon  and 
tie  firmly  in  place,  and  put  into  jars;  cov- 
er  with  boiling,  slightly  salted  vinegar, 
and  let  stand  twenty-four  hours.  Do  this 
three  time,  letting  them  stand  where  they 
will  keep  hot  for  half  an  hour  the  last 
time.  Then,  when  cold,  cover  with  fresh 
vinegar  and  strew  a  few  bits  of  horse- 
radish over  the  top  to  keep  from  mouid- 
ing.  Green  peppers,  cucumbers  and  green 
tomato  mangoes  may  be  filled  In  the  same 
way.  These  vegetables  should  first  be 
sociked  (after  seeds  are  taken  out— In  a 
brine  made  of  clear,  cold  water  and  salt, 
strong  enough  to  hold  up  an  egg. 
INDIA  RELISH. 
Two  qu&rts  of  chopped  green  toraatoea; 
two  quarts  of  chopped  ripe  cucumbers; 
a  scant  cup  of  saltj  let  stand  tW'.?nty-iour 
hours  and  drain  In  coarse,  thin  muslin. 
Put  iwo  jarts  of  good  vinegar  on  to  boll; 
add  a  level  tablespoon ful  of  pepper,  one 
and  a  half  of  mustard,  one  level  table- 
spoonful  allspice,  one  and  a  half  of 
cloves  anil  one  and  a  half  of  cinnamon; 
when  vinegar  is  boiling  put  in  the  to- 
matoes and  cucumbers,  four  choppad  line. 
Let  boil  for  twenty  finutes. 

IWEET  PICKLED  PEACHF???. 
Take  peaches  that  are  ripe  but  not  the 
least  bit  soft;  pare  them  and  stick  three 
cloves  In  the  blossom  end  of  each  peich. 
To  every  seven  pounds  of  fruit  allow 
thre  and"  three-fourth  pounds  of  sugar  to 
a  quart  of  best  cider  vinegar;  two  ov.nces 
of  whole  c!ove»  and  two  ounces  stick  cin- 
namon together  for  five  minutes;  then 
put  In  the  peaches  and  cook  them  gently 
until  tender.  When  done  take  them  up 
into  pars  and  reduce  the  sjTup  nearly  or»e- 
half;   then,  pour  it  over  the  peaches.

Mrs.  G.  X.  D.  writes:  "A  white  sauce 
is  one  of  the  four  sauces  a  French  chef 
always  keeps  on  hand."  Wish  I  knew 
what  the  other 'three  are;  wish  I  knew 
the  best  recipe  for  white  sauce,  ard  the 
reason  for  mixing  the  ingredients  one  way 
for  one  dish  and  another  for  toast,  etc. 

I  should  be  pleased  to  see  sometht-ig  re- 
garding this. 

We  have  written  several  articles  and 
answ'M-ed  Innumerable  Inquiries  in  rela- 
tion lo  sauces  and  regret  that  they  have 
not  come  to  our  correspondent's  notice 
as  we  have  not  space  to  give  a  repetition 
of  these  just  now. 

We  do  not  know  w^here  the  writer  pets 
her  information  in  regard  to  the  four 
sauces,  but  think  she  alluded, to  the  prepa- 
rations known  ats  blanc,  foux.  in.tltno 
d'hotel  butter  and  "Ravigotte"  or  Mont- 
peller  blotter  which  majfiy  cooks  keep  on 
hand.  We  will  give  directions  for  mak- 
ing these  in  a  later  Issue. 

MIXING    a.\.UCES. 

All  plain  sauces  that  are  served  with 
meats,  vegetables,  etc.,  are  mixed  in  the 
same  way  and  with  the  same  proportion; 
two  level  tablespoonfuls  of  flour,  two 
level  tablespoonfuls  of  butter  to  one  cup 
of  liquid.  If  the  sauce  is  t»  be  browned, 
however,  a  little  more  flour  deprives  it 
of  much  of  Its  thickening  propertlas,  some 
of  the  starch  belncr  changed  Jnto  dex- 
trine. 

Sauces  that  are  used  for  croquette  and 
like  mixtures  are  made  In  a  different  man- 
ner as  a  much  larger  proportion  of  floor  is 
used,  which  varies  according  to  the  na.ure 
of  the  materials  used,  which  has  much 
more  water.  The  sauce  In  this  cate  is 
lntei>ded  to  bind  the  materials  together 
and  make  them  of  !»ufflolent  firmness  to 
mold  into  shape  when  cold.

But  there  wi.l 
not  be  cheerful  faces  there  if  the  kitcnen 
does  not  i>el  Itself  appre:.MaieJ  In  the 
parlor,  and— unle»>s  the  establishment  be 
on  the  scale  of  those  where  earliir  meals 
•ire  served  expressly  for  the  s>rvuats — 
does  not  have  its  share  also  of  the  good 
things  of  the  tllning  room,  and  l^  not 
given  full  hhare  of  pleasures  .md  fre- 
quent  holiday!*,  too. 

The  housekeeper  who  looks  after  the 
well-being  ot  her  maids  usually  rlnd.^  her- 
self rewarded  by  their  regard  In  turn  tor 
her  own  well-being.  She  need  not  be  told 
in  this  age  of  the  world  that  It  rob.^  her 
dignity  of  nothing  If  she  takes  an  inter- 
est In  her  maids'  wardrobes.  In  the  becon>- 
Ingness  of  their  hats  and  Jackets  and 
four-in-hands.  In  their  friends  and  fami- 
lies and  likes  and  di.sllkes;  If  she  ai'fcrds 
them  an  easy  bed  to  sleep  on,  if  jiie  places 
toilet  articles  on  their  washstands  to  take 
the  stains  from  their  poor  hands.  If  she 
gives  them  tickets  now  and  then  to  such 
entertainments  as  there  are.  if  she  lei? 
them  alone  at  their  meals  and  takes  pains 
n')t  to  Interfere  with  their  religious  ob- 
servances In  the  evenings  fo."  their  friends 
and    followers. 

Happiness  in  the  kitchen  means  to  a 
great  extent,  good  cheer  in  the  whole 
house,  "a  merry  heart  goes  all  the  w:»y, 
your  sad  tires  in  a  mlle-a,"  The  girl 
who  is  contented,  and  goes  singing  abjut 
her  work,  does  twice  as  much  and  does 
It  twice  as  well  as  the  one  whi  is  half- 
hearted and  feels  the  world  gone  wrong; 
she  puts  her  honor  and  conscience  Into  It, 
"her  heart  Is  In  the  cooking,  hone-Jty  in 
the  dusting  and  l)ed-maklng  and  al!  tne 
rest,  and  she  relieves  her  mistress  cf  a 
hundred  cares.

"I  have  heard  you 
well  recommended.'  said  an  app'IcBut  Tor 
a  place  to  a  woman  whose  endeavor  it 
was  to  make  her  kitchatt  a  hotne  rarher 
than  a  slave  pen.  Perhaps  the  emi)l  >yir 
smiled  al  the  phrase:  but  a  second 
thought  must  have  told  her  that  rhe  need- 
ed Indorsement  as  much  as  the  o<her 
party,  and  that  In  the  wide  underg-i--»iind 
telegraphy  from  kitchen  to  kitchen  there 
was  little  left  unknown  of  her  nv/n  tHcks 
and  manners.  It  Is  not  the  dep-ndents  in 
."*uch  hou'ps  as  hers  who  band  .-tg-ilnst 
th>  employer  as  a  common  enemy.  Fave 
In  are  Instances  of  stupidity  or  of  j\11 
disposition,  the  servant  In  such  a  house 
becomes  an  allv,  a  treasured  memb'^r  of 
the  family  which  makes  her  happmess, 
and  who.>^e  hnjiplness  she  helps  Incrcase 
comlng  In  the  lapso  of  time  to  sbir.»  the 
.1oy8  and  sorrows  of  the  house.  Its  se^rels 
Its  sentiment?  and  its  ronflden-'ev  be- 
loved by  the  children  and  leaned  upon  by 
the   elder!*.

Sold  For  FtH^m  Million  Vollars. 


While  the  mining  men  of  Calffomla 
were  emigrating  to  the  Klondike  and 
the  meet  distant  and  uncomfortable 
quarters  of  the  earth  In  search  of  for- 
tunes, a  treasure  of  gold  greater  than 
the  Klondike  Ixas  yielded,  or  ever  will 
yield,  lay  under  their  feet  at  home,  says 
the  San  Francisco  Bulletin.  The  reoent 
sale  of  the  Sweepstake  placer  property 
on  Oregon  mountain,  in  Trinity  oounty. 
to  a  company  of  Eastern  oapitallsts  for 
a  price  of  $5,000,000  not  only  opened  the 
eyes  but  taxed  the  credulity  of  many 
mining  men  In  this  state.  One  or  two 
rushed  Into  print  with  a  declaration 
ttiat  either  the  price  had  been  mis- 
stated or  the  Eastern  buyers  cheated. 
To  contradict  these  statements  It  was  at 
first  hard  to  get  information,  because 
neither  the  sellers  nor  the  buyers  were 
seeking  notoriety.  "We  have  no  stock 
to  sell,"  they  said,  "and  no  stock  of  the 
Sweepstake  ever  will  be  sold.  Random 
statements  by  the  Ignorant  do  us 
neither  good  nor  harm."  In  response  to 
frequent  solicitations.  Dr.  Byron  W. 
Haines,  one  of  the  sellers,  has  given 
the  Bulletin  all  the  facts  concerning  the 
sale  and  a  deecrlptton  of  the  mine.  On 
his  authority  the  news  is  printed. 

Practically  the  discoverer  of  the  value 
of  the  Sweepstake  was  Frank  H.  Hall. 
a  young  mining  engineer  of  this  city, 
who  has  been  at  the  business  sinoe  his 
boyhood.  Hall  organized  a  company, 
of  which  Dr.  Haines  became  a  member, 
and  which  acquired  the  property.  Mr. 
Hall  disclosed  the  value  of  the  property, 
but  stated  that  water  must  be  brought 
to  the  mine  from  a  source  twenty-eight 
miles  distant  at  a  cost  far  beyond  the 
means  of  the  company,  it  became  neces- 
sary, therefore,  to  seek  a  buyer  with 
capital  sufficient  to  develop  the  prop- 
erty. 

The  Sweepstake  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  R.  J.  Anderson,  local  agent 
of  Eastern  capitalists.  The  capitalists 
in  question  sent  a  noted  expert  to  exam- 
ine the  land.  He  came  to  California 
and  employed  twenty-six  men  nine  days 
on  the  mine.  His  report,  based  on  this 
examination,  astounded  his  employers 
in  the  East. 

The  expert  found  gold  beginning  at 
the  grass  roots.  The  particles  varied 
from  minute  siaes  to  pieces  worth  as 
much  as  a  half  dollar.  Much  of  the 
gold  was  of  the  size  and  shape  of  flax- 
seed. The  expert  found.  In  the  first  two 
feet  of  surface,  soil  bearing  about  45 
cents  per  cubic  yard,  the  lowest  test. 
and  at  a  depth  of  four  feet  from  the 
surface  the  yield  was  $4.08  per  cubic 
yard.  In  the  old  workings,  abandoned 
and  supposed  to  have  been  exhausted 
many  years  ago,  coarse  nuggets  were 
found.  Within  twenty  feet  from  the 
surface  nuggets  of  the  value  of  $2  were 
obtained.  In  the  lowest  of  the  aban- 
doned workings,  about  350  feet  below 
the  surface,  the  nuggets  varied  in  value 
from  50  rents  to  $10.  nor  had  bedrock 
been  reached  at  that  <iepth.  It  Is  a  cer- 
tainty that  In  thl.<?.  as  In  all  other  placer 
deposits  In  California,  the  largest  nug- 
gets will  be  found  on  bedrock.  The  bul- 
lion value  of  this  gold  from  the  Sweep- 
stake Is  $19.75  per  ounce,  troy. 

The  Sweepstake,  clearly,  I/;  a  portion 
of  the  original  source  of  the  placer  gold 
deposit  of  Northern  California.  The 
country  has  been  eroded  for  about  forty 
miles  in  every  direction  from  Oregon 
mountatn. 

On  an  area  about  1000  feet  wide  and 
2000  feet  long  twenty-one  pits  were  sunk 
to  a  depth  of  from  tw  o  to  four,  feet.  The 
tests  averaged  over  $2  per  cubic  yard. 
The  total  product  of  the  twenty-one 
cubic  yards  was  $43.07.  The  lowest  re- 
sult of  any  test  was  45  cents  and  the 
highest  $4.08  per  cubic  yard. 

Four  samples  were  taken  from  the 
tunnel  and  shaft  of  the  lower  workings 
at  a  depth  of  350  feet.  The  first  test 
yielded  $6  per  cubic  yard,  the  second 
$21.08,  the  third  (ten  pans)  yielded  $12.46, 
which  Is  equal  to  $120  per  cubic  yard. 
The  general  average  product  of  the 
tests,  surface  and  lower  workings,  was 
$7.02  per  cubic  yard.  The  sellers,  who 
accompanied  the  expert,  got  $150  worth 
of  nuggets  out  of  the  tunnel.  The  nug- 
gets represented  about  twenty  cubic 
yards  of  material,  which  could  be 
washed  In  a  few  seconds  by  one  hydrau- 
lic giant. 

The  one  dlflUculty  was  the  lack  of 
water  with  which  to  work  the  mine  on 
a  large  scale,  but  a  permanent  and 
abundant  supply  can  be  brought  from 
Canyon  creek,  twenty  miles  distant,  at 
a  cost  considerably  less  than  half  a 
million  dollars.  •  When  that,  work  Is 
done  the  Eastern  purchasers  will  have 
paid  out  about  $5..500,000,  including  the 
purchase  price. 

In  addition  to  the  placer  prospects, 
there  are  untold  millions  in  a  rich  con- 
glomerate, which  could  be  developed 
into  the  greatest  quartz  mine  on  earth. 
Of  this  the  expert  took  only  passing 
notice,  for  he  was*  capti\-ated  by  the 
easy  money  in  the  place. 

There  Is.  finally.  In-  the  deposit  a 
black  sand,  which  could  be  made  to 
produce  revenue  enough,  as  a  by-pro- 
duct, to  pay  operating  expenses  and  In- 
terest on  the  entire  investment.  Assays 
showed  values  ranging  from  $1400  to 
$2000  per  ton.  Smelting  would  cost  only 
$25  per  ton.  Including  freights. 

Another  Important  fact  Is  that  the 
placer  drains  Into  the  Trinity  river,  an 
unnavlgable  stream,  and  thence  Into  the 
Pacific  ocean,  and  the  debris  law  does 
not  prevent  hydraulk;  mining  on  the 
placer. 

Estimating  the  deposit  at  350  feet  !n 
depth,  1000  feet  in  width  and  10,000  feet 
In  length,  which  Is  Jess  than  one-half 
the  length  and  width  of  the  channel 
belonging  to  the  Sweepstake,  the  mine, 
at  45  cents  per  cable  yard  (the  lowest 
test  value),  would  yield  $58,500,000.  At 
the  average  test  value  (surface  tests 
only)  of  $2.05  per  cubic  yard  it  would 
yield  $266,500,000.  At  the  general  aver- 
age of  the  tests,  surface  and  under- 
ground, of  $7.92,  which  Is  the  reason- 
able working  estimate,  the  mine  would 
yield  the  startling  sum  of  $1,029,200,000. 
The  yearly  earnings,  allowing  300  days' 
work  each  year,  and  computing  the  duty 
of  a  miner's  inch  of  water  on  the  deposit 
to  be  five  cubic  yards  per  inch  per 
twenty-four  hours  (far  below  the  actual 
power  of  the  water  under  the  existing 
conditions)  would  be.  at  45  cents  per 
cubic  yard,  $2,262,500  per  annum;  at  $2.05 
per  cubic  yard,  $10,762,500;  at  the  rea- 
sonable average  of  $7.92  per  cubic  yard, 
$41,580,000. 

These  flgrures  are  not  the  enthusiastic 
calculations  of  a  promoter,  anxious  to 
sell  stock,  but  the  conservative  estimate 
of  an  expert,  advising  his  employers  of 
the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  prop- 
erty, and  knowing  that  on  the  reliability 
of  his  report  depended  not  only  his  own 
professional  reputation,  but  millions  of 
dollars  belonging  to  his  employers.  Xo 
stock  in  the  sweepstake  Is  on  the  mar- 
ket or  even  will  be  on  the  market.  Al- 
though such  values  as  the  foregoing 
must  appear  the  dreams  of  a  hair-brain 
It  must  be  remembered  that  the  tests 
were  made  above  bedrock,  although  in 
placer  deposits  in  any  part  of  the  world 


the  miner  never  expects  pay  until  bed- 
rock 1»  reached;  that  the  bedrock  of 
the  Sweepstake  Is  of  unknown  depth 
and  when  reached  will  undoubtedly 
prove  of  comprehensible  richness  and 
will  more  than  compensate  for  any  pos- 
sible unforeseen  conditions  which  may 
lessen  the  values  computed  by  the  ex- 
X>ert. 

When  the  expert's  report  w  as  read  by 
the  E<astem  purchasers  they  sent  three 
of  their  number  and  another  expert  to 
confirm  the  previous  tests.  The  confir- 
mation was  was  so  complete  that  the 
second  expert  would  not  sign  his  report 
for  fear  that  mining  men  would  esteem 
him  a  Mar.  "The  truth  is  so  incredi- 
ble." he  said,  "that  I  cannot  afford  to 
tell  it." 

When  thoroughly  convinced  that  the 
mine  was  what  their  expert  judged  It 
the  Eastern  capitalists  quickly  agreed 
to  the  terms — five  millions.  There  Is  an 
arrangement  (five  millions  being  hard 
to  get  In  cash)  by  which  the  purchasers 
have  a  certain  period  In  which  to  com- 
plete the  payment.  Prank  H.  Hall,  dis- 
coverer of  the  mine,  and  negotiator  of 
the  sale,  gets  two  of  the  five  millions 
for  his  personal  share  and  is  employed 
by  the  Elastern  purchasers  as  general 
manager  of  the  "Sweepstake  Qo\6.  Min- 
ing and  Ditch  Co."  Work  on  the  ditch 
which  win  bring  water  to  the  mine  ie 
about  to  begin. 

Dr,  Haines'  story  of  the  sale,  the  rich- 
ness of  the  mine  and  the  substance  of 
the  expert's  report  is  corroborated  by 
Mr.  Simon  Relnhart,  330  Pine  street, 
another  of  the  sellers,  who  says: 

"I  became  interested  in  this  property 
last  fall,  and  prior  to  Investing  I  sent 
Carl  Hesse,  whose  ability  and  Integrity 
as  a  mining  expert  Is  well  known,  to  ex- 
amine the  property  and  report  to  me. 
Mr.  Hesse  made  his  examination  on  the 
surface  of  the  ground  only  and  before 
any  of  the  tunnels  were  driven  into  the 
deposit,  and  he  did  not  hesitate  then  to 
give  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  property 
would  prove  of  very  great  value  If 
properly  opened  up.

"While  In  Weavervllle  I  saw  a  copy 
of  the  Bulletin  of  June  21,  and  was  con- 
siderably amused  at  the  remarks  re- 
ported as  emanating  from  a  'so-called 
expert.'  I  have  always  tried  to  make  it 
a  rule  to  attend  strictly  to  my  own 
business  and  refrain  from  criticising 
operations  of  other  people,  and  I  think 
this  is  a  good  rule  for  mining  men  in 
California  to  follow.  I  was  attending 
strictly  to  my  own  business  when  I 
found  the  Sweepstake  property  last  fall, 
and  If  I  had  been  mining  in  the  city  in- 
stead of  in  the  mountains  I  would 
probably  have  missed  the  opportunity 
of  securing  this  valuable  property,  and 
It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  unfair  both  to 
myself  and  others  In  the  state  who  de- 
sire to  secure  capital  to  develop  their 
properties  that  'would-be  experts' 
should  attempt  to  make  cheap  capital 
for  themselves  by  rushing  into  print 
and  giving  interviews  In  regard  to  mat- 
ters that  do  not  concern  them.  The 
discovery  of  this  great  deposit  will  mark 
a  new  era  in  the  history  of  mining  in 
California.  Skepticism  is  but  natural  in 
connection  with  all  rich  discoveries,  no 
matter  in  what  section  they  may  be 
located.  The  early  reports  from  Klon- 
dike and  Cape  Nome,  many  of  which 
were  authentic,  were  regarded  among 
mining  men  as  highly  Improbable,  If 
not  Impossible,  but  later  developments 
proved  the  correctness  of  many  such  re- 
ports. Many  persons  who  ne\'er  go 
within  100  miles  of  a  property  often 
give  the  most  pronounced  opinions. 

"Whether  the  property  Is  worth  the 
price  asked  by  the  former  owners  and 
paid  by  the  purchasers  Is,  I  apprehend, 
a  question  which  only  concerns  the  ven- 
dors and  vendees,  and  it  will  be  quite 
time  enough  for  the  gentleman  whom 
you  quote  as  an  engineer  of  wide  ex- 
perience to  pass  upon  this  point  when 
he  Is  invited  to  become  financially  in- 
terested In  the  project.  Tou  quote  him 
as  saying  that  he  examined  the  Sweep- 
stake property  some  ten  years  ago,  but 
It  seems  that  he  examined,  according  to 
the  statement  contained  In  your  paper, 
property  three  miles  northwest  from 
Weaversvllle,  while  the  Sweepstake 
property  Is  four  miles  southwest  from 
Weavervllle. 

"Weaver  basin,  which  Immediately 
adjoins  Oregon  mountain  on  the  north- 
east is  a  depression  In  the  mountain 
ranges  some  ten  or  twelve  miles  in 
width,  and  scattered  over  almost  the 
entire  distance  are  shallow  deposits  of 
gravel  which  have  produced,  according 
to  the  legends  extant,  a  very  large 
amount  of  placer  gold.

their  money  to  develop  them.  The  sec- 
tion of  the  Sweepstake  channel  which 
still  remains  Intact  on  Oregon  moun- 
tain Is  of  surprising  richness  and  extent, 
and  the  investors  will  reap  a  rich  re- 
ward for  their  investment.  The  work 
of  development  is  being  vigorously 
pushed  and  the  plant,  when  completed, 
will  be  the  finest  in  the  state,  and  I  be- 
lieve that  when  this  property  is  opened 
up  U  will  prove  to  be  the  richest  placer 
mine  that  has  ever  been  opened  up  in 
the  world."

Once  on  -the  Way  to 

become  the  Richest 

Man  In  Northern 

^U}i^consin, 

Many  persons  who  took  an  interest  In 
the  attempt  to  secure  a  pardon  for  A. 
C.  Probert,  who  several  years  ago  was 
convicted  on  the  charge  of  illegal  bank- 
ing, will  think  it  strange  that  after 
his  experience  in  Wisconsin  he  should 
again  place  himself  in  a  situation  that 
bids  fair  to  give  him  another  term. 

In  discussing  the  matter  the  other 
evening,  a  gentleman  from  the  north- 
ern portion  of  the  state  said:  "Pro- 
bert certainly  has  taken  desperate 
chances.  His  career  at  Washburn, 
where  for  several  yeen  he  was  an  im- 
portant factor  in  the  business  and  po- 
litical life,  is  remembered  by  many. 
There  was  scarcely  a  business  enter- 
prise that  he  was  not  connected  wit. 
and  politically  he  waa  a  factor  In  the 
affairs  of  the  city  and  county.  Owing 
to  the  establishment  of  hla  chain  of 
banks,  he  seemed  to  have  abundant  re- 
sources, and  evidently  had  the  confi- 
dence of  the  comunities  in  which  he 
did  buslaeae^ 


"For  a  time  his  business  successes 
attracted  attention,  and  he  became  one 
of  the  best  known  men  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  state.  Then  came  the 
financial  troubles.  Many  at  Washburn, 
however,  claim  that  if  it  had  not  been 
for  the  criminal  action  brought  by  the 
State  bank  at  Lodi,  which  resulted  in 
his  conviction,  he  would  have  pulled 
through,  and  today,  considering  the  op- 
portunities he  had,  would  have  been 
one  of  the  very  richest  men  of  that  sec- 
tion, where  rick  men  are  not  a  few." 

"Many  will  remember,"  continued  th« 
lumberman,  "that  an  especial  effort 
was  made  to  secure  a  pardon,  and  every 
kind  of  a  political  pull  that  could  be 
thought  of  was  exerted  on  Governor 
Scofield.  Probert,  who  held  a  clerical 
position  in  the  office  of  the  warden,  at 
Waupun,  had  opportunities  to  com- 
municate with  his  friends,  and  with  the 
assistance  of  those  on  the  outside  be« 
sieged  the  governor's  office  with  lettera 
and  petitions.  All  the  efforts,  however, 
put  forth  in  his  behalf,  failed  to  secure 
executive  clemency,  and  Probert  served 
his  full  Ume. 

"After  leaving  Waupun.  Probert  re- 
turned to  Washburn,  an  dthere  were 
rumors  of  very  sensational  charfec 
that  were  to  be  made  against  the  prlaon 
authorities,  which  could  be  traced  l>aGk 
to  information  furnished  by  Probert.  I 
do  not  know  what  the  specific  chargee 
are  that  trouble  him  now.  but  want  to 
say  that  during  his  time  In  Northern 
Wisconsin  he  was  one  of  the  energetic, 
hustling  business  men  that  conduce  so 
much  to  the  prosperity  and  success  of 
any  town,  and  I  hope  his  affairs  can  ba 
Sidjusted."
